Thaaa  ficurat  were  given  in  tha  Year  Book  for  i868|(to  which,  and  to  that  for  ib  wa  rafor  for 
wwh  detailed  information  raipecting  tha  Canaua  01^  tha  Dominion)  and  have  cdlad  faetk  jraat  deal 
«f  corraepondance.  They  are  avowedly  baaed  upon  tha  annual  rate  of  prograaa  of  etnii  Provinea 
batween  the  laet  two  Ceniua,  and  many  penooa  have  written  to  the  editor  to  axprato  tbair  donhl 
wlMther  that  rate  haa  reallv  been  maintained.  Tha  aul{iact  had  received  much  tamifiit  kefoia  any 
flniaa  ware  pubUibed,  and  aubaequent  reflection  and  enquiry  have  conflrmed  tlie  belier  in  tnafr  gaaa- 
m  accnncy.  It  ia  true  that  there  haa  bean,  ainoa  1S61,  aoraa  amigntioa  to  tha  United  Stetea,  bat 
•■  tha  other  hand  thera  haa  been  a  largo  immigration  thence,  iucn  mavamawte  baini  tha  mara  ax- 
•hanaa  of  population  natural  to  contanninoua  countriea.  It  ia  alio  true  that  our  nudn  inaa  of  rAilwav 
waiaDuilt,  and  that  the  immigration  conaaquaat  thereupon  occuriad  befim  «86i,  bat  the  agricultural, 
commercial  and  numufocturing  intereeta  they  have  creat^  have  grown  up  aince  then,  ana  a  numbar 
•f  amall  lines,  in  all  parte  of  tfia  Dcminion,  have  alto  been  quite  lately  constructed.  There  is  oeas*. 
fnently  little  doubt  in  tha  mind  of  tha  writer  that  tha  rata  of  progress  of  the  past  decade  haa  bean 


aaintiAnad  in  the  present.    The  annual  rata,  it  may  ba  repeated,  waa  4.34  per  cent,  in  Ontafie, 
e  per  cent,  iu  Quebec,  a.6o  per  cent,  in  New  Brunswick  and  1.83  per  cent,  in  Nova  Scotia. 
when  we  compare  thadifleranca  between  the  natural  increase  of  tha  popuhitionhere  and  in  Europoaa 


Countries,  wa  shall  cease  to  wonder  at  the  rapid  progress  of  this  continent.    In  the  censua  ytar  i86t, 
AaMloiraig  ware  the  birtha  and  deatha  in  tha  several  Provinces,  aa  given  in  the  tables  ^—

In  the  abore  table  Is  also  given  a  statement  of  the  proportion  of  females  and  males.  In  old  countries, 
as  is  well  known,the  females  are  the  more  numerous  >the  proportion  in  a!l  Europe  being  1,013  Amales 
to  ifooo  malee.  In  new  countries,  the  reverse  is  the  case,  owing,  we  think,  principally  to  the  fl^t  that 
it  la  the  men  who  emigrate.,  leaving  the  women,  at  least  for  a  time,  behind  them.)  Strangely  enonglL 
though,  and  physiologuu  may  examine  ite  causae,  the  iufewing  disproportionate  nnmbers  of  the  sSm 
qipear  to  have  been  bom  in  tne  Dominion  in  the  census  year  :—

Under  the  new  political  system  of  the  Dominion,  population  has  a  great  influence  on  the  relative 

Klitical  power  of  the  Province*  composing  it,  and  tne  more  rapid  the  increase  of  the  population  of  any 
ovtnce,  the  greater  its  influence  in  the  Parliament  at  Ottawa  will  be. 

We  show  in  the  following  table  the  number  of  member*  of  the  House  of  Commons  and  the  propor- 
tionate influence  eaeh  Province  now  has,  and  contrast  it  with  what  the  number  and  proportionate 
influence  are  expected  to  be  after  187 1  :—

This  change  within  10  years  is  quite  sufficiently  rapid  for  those  holding  conservative  views,  but  hi 
the  foture,  it  may  be  even  mora  so.  A  singular  table  of  the  fluctuation  of  the  rapresentation  of  the

Who  can  tell  what  will  be  thereutivepoeitionofowr 
km  Prorincis  half  a  ctntwrjr  hencii  or  how  many  fidr  new  onee  may  be  added  to  onr  toll }  Some 
may  say  "  let  another  generation  see  to  that,"  but  the  writer  cannot  but  hold  that  it  is  onr  duty  to 
befin  that  care  at  present,  and  to  attract  by  Judicious  politidl  moasuree  that  emigratioa  triiich  is  tha 
duef  source  of  the  progress  and  the  civilintion  of  the  new  world. 

The  increase  of  pc^ufauion  has  also  an  important  bearing  on  the  pnUic  finances.  For  a  country 
Hke  France,  with  a  stationarr  population,  it  is  in  the  highest  degree  dangerous  to  increase  the  public 
debt  by  unproductive  expenditures.  In  a  country  Uke  us  United  StatM,  with  an  increasing  pop^- 
tion,  such  an  enormous  increase  as  that  caused  by  the  late  civil  war  win  be  easily  bearable  in  a  few 
yran,  if  onlv  the  debt  can  be  patiently  supported  without  augmenting  it  lor  so  hmg.  It  is  in  fiwt 
principally  due  to  the  increase  of  population  in  the  Dominion  that  the  Provinces  have  been  able  to 
bear,  without  severe  pressurs,  the  large  increase  b  their  debts,  which  they  have  incnired  duriiig  the 
past  twenty  years. 

The  Dominion  commenced  its  career  on  the  tst  July,  1867,  with  a  debt  of  177,300,000^  (see 
Pinsr  B»«k  for  186S,  page  s8>)  with  a  population  of  about  3,800,000  souls,  or  Sao.  39  per  head.  The 
annual  increase  of  population  being  now  about  140^000^  it  Allows  that  we  can,  without  uving  a  heavier 
burden  of  debt  to  bear  than  we  had  then,  increase  our  liabilities  byfa,856,oeo/^MMNMH;  which,  by 
the  way,  there  is  no  doubt  whatever  we  shall  do  for  some  time  to  come. 

The  origm,  creed  and  occupations  of  the  people  of  the  Dominion  are  investigated  at  some  length 
in  previous  volumes  of  the  Ytar  itptk.  We  briefly  recapitulate  the  statements  made :  the  numbers

The  CommlBBlonerof  Crown  Lands  has  the  honor  to  report  the  recurrence  of  acts  of  Jurisdiction 
on-the«artof  oilcers  of  the  Government  of  Newftmndland,  on  that  part  of  the  coast  of  Labrador 
which  is  within  the  eastern  fh>nUcr  of  Canada,  atBlancSabton  Bay. 

The  Imperial  Statute,  6  Geo.  IT.,  cap.  S9,  re-annexed  to  Canada  certain  portions  of  the  coast  of 
Labrador,  and  all  a^iscent  IMands.  fbimerly  within  the  >Pvovlnioe.of  Newfoundland.  That  Act 
estabUibed  the  bounttaiy  UnO'aadnwn  due  north  and  south  f^om  the  Bay  of  Blano  Sablon  (Inclnaive) 
as  far  as  &e  &2nd  degree  of  north  latitude,  including  all  islands  adiacent.  In  consequence  of  aetsurea 
made  at  wood  Ittaad  by  the  Costonui  Oflleerii  of  Newfoundland,  in  1860,  a  report  of  Acts  was  made  by 
this  Department  to  the  Law  Ofltcers  of  the  Crown,  describing  the  geognphloal  position  of  the  isluid 
and  also  the  exact  line  of  boundary,  as  laid  down>ftom  the  terms  or  the  Imperial  Statute.  The  Joint 
opinion  of  the  then  Attorneys  General  is,  that  Wood  Island  is  within  the  limito  of  Canada.  Actbic 
upon  that  ttpinion,  the  Department  has  instmoted  ita  ottlcers  to  regard  aa  Canadian  teiritocy  ana 

Scereise  authoriiy  over  the  islands  and  mainland  situated  west  of  the  line  so  drawn.  At  the  bottom  of 
lane  Sablon  Bay,  close  to  the  frontier,  but  clearly  inside  (or  westward)  of  such  a  line  there  are 
important  OAing  establishments  owned  by  Canadians.  Last  year,  an  offlcer  of  Newfoundland  levied 
Qustoms  dues  at  one  of  these  establlshmems :  and  the  parties  aggrieved  apply  for  redress  through  this 
SejMrtesent. 

The  undersigned  respectftilly  submlte  this  matter  for  the  consideration  of  the  Governor  General  in 
Council.

Wtntiut  and  Co.,  that  the  Coileotorof  Newfoundland  had  been  at  their  establishmeLte  and  ha  J  exacted 
duties  on  the  goods  they  had  imported  this  year  in  the  same  way  as  they  had  done  last  year,  which 
duties  they  had  been  forced  to  pay  so  as  to  avoid  the  seizure  of  their  goods.    I  may  add  that  th'

THE  MUNICIPAL  LOAN  FUND. 


S«  little  is  known  concur  the  Municipal  Loan  Fund,  even  by  4>e  Trevurer»  of  the  interested 
muoicipalitiet  them*elve>i>  t^>  ',  ^xfft  or  two  of  the  Year  Bo^ft  cannot  perhaps  be  better  usedthan  in 
presenfijig  some  details,  of  its.  nature,  history,  and  present  position— a  work,  fortunately,^  not  difficult  of 
acco)biwanient,,aiiioe  we  have  tiie  assistance  of  the  report  made  upon  the. subject,  in  1864,  by  the 
Hon.  John  Simpson,  now  Assistant  Auditor  of  the  Doraimon. ' 

"  Politics  (—my  politics  are  Railways  I "  cried  the  late  $ir  AUan  N.  MacNab,  ^ben  Premier  of 
a  Canadian  admiaistraiioo,  not  qiaoy  years  ago.  The  Muptcipal  Loan  fund  is  an  oinpripit  of  the 
headlong  finiwce  of  those  times.  It  was  established  as  iiit  XT^ptr  .C»nfUUt,  by  16  Vic,  Cap.  sa, 
in  iSsa.  llwcreditofliheGoverpq^entofCanada  was  at  that  time  good— that  of  the  nrnnicipalities  which 
had  not  long  been  thoroughly  organized,  hot  yet  establisl>ed— and  the  intention  of  the  projectors  of 
theMuaiqpal  Loan  Fund  was  to  procure , 'money  for  the  use  oflthe  counties,  townships,  towns,  and 
cities,  at  the  comparatively  cheap  rate  at  w^h  Govemipent  cpuld  obtain  it  The  b^frowinj;  powers 
given  to  the  miuucipalities  under  the  Act  were  unlimited  as  to  the  totent  of  the  loans,  which  were, 
however,  to  be  approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  and  were  only  to  be  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  p 
public  improvements. 

Two  short  y«ars  ware  sufficient  to  show  some  of  the  evils  of  this  ^ysfem.    RecUess  municipalities 
pluiwed  dee|riy  into  qiccvlative  undertakiitgs,  their  lavish  expenditure  of^money  brought  down  even  : 
IheTroviBcial  credit,  aad  by  18  Vic,  ^ap.  13;  18(4,  tbe  Fun4  was  limited  to  ;£i,soo,ooo  sterling,  ) 
1,000,)  and  the  extent  to  which  a  municipanty  might  boi

Canada  Municipal  Loan  Fund,  which  was  to  be  subject  to  similar  limipitions.   By  na  Vic,  Cap.  15,  i.°"

it  was  provided  that  further  loans  to  Ui>Per  Canada  municipahties  should  cease,  and  that  onfy 
^400,000  more  should  be  lent  to  Lower  Canada  municipalities.  By  another  Act,  passed  on  the  same 
day,  it  was  also  provided,  "That  a  som  of  money  bearing  tne  samfe  proportion  to  that  which  under  the 
"  Seigniorial  Amendment  Act  of  1S59,  will  be  payable  yearly  to  the  Seigniors  in  Lower  Canada  as  the 
"  population  of  the  Townships  of  Lower  Canada  shall,  by  tne  census  of  1861,  be  found  to  bear  to  that 
"  ofjuie  Scign'ories,  shall  be  payable  yearly  out  of  Provincial  Fuiids  to  the  credit  of  the  Lower  Canada 
"  Municipal  Loan  Fund,  but  for  the  benent  of  the  Townships  only,  includinK  the  Town  of  Sherbrooke 
"  and  St.  Armand  Ea«t  and  West,  in  the  County  of  MissisquoL''  Als«>, "  that  a  sum  of  money  equal 
"  in  amount  to  the  cwital  at  6  per  cent  per  annum  of  tne  sum  which  will  be  payable  yearly  to 
"  Seniors  in  Lower  Canada  out  of  Provincial  Funds,  added  to  the  sum  of  $140,000,  payable  to  the 
"  Seminary  of  Montreal,  shall  be  deducted  firom  the  amount  of  the  Lower  Canada  Munidi^ 
"Loan  Fund." 

The  payments  to  be  made  for  the  use  of  Mnnidpal  Loan  Fund  monies  were  alfectedby  provisions 
similar  for  both  Provinces. 

The  Act  16  Vic,  Cap.  33,  fixed  these  at  6  per  cent  per  annum  for  interest,  and  a  per  cent  for 
Sinking  Fund. 

The  whole  western  country  at  that  time  labored  under  a  delusion  that  railways  must  pay  handsome 
dividends  whorever  located  and  howev>>r  managed;— a  stupidity  which  now  seems  incomprehensible, 
but  is  no  more  wonderfiil  than  the  feverish  specwations  in  lands  which  prevailed  at  the  same  period,  or 
the  financial  excitement  oT  the  historical  South  Sea  bubble  in  England,  or  of  the  Mississippi  scheme 
in  France. 

Many  of  the  Upper  Canada  municipalities,  and  a  few  even  in  Lower  Canada,  therefore  hastened 
to  secure  as  much  of  the  Loan  Fund  money  as  possible,  to  invest  it  in  the  stock  or  bonds  of  some 
railway  whidi  was  supposed  to  te  of  special  local  interest.  They  all  expected  the  railways  to  pay  the 
interest,  and  never  thought  that  t>ey  would  be  called  upon  themselves  to  disburse  a  dollar.  They 
soon,  however,  found  that  they  were  like  individuals  who  have  carelessly  endorsed  their  neigh- 
bours' notes — and  those  which  had  borro'v/ed  too  extensively  were  quite  unable  to  meet  their 
liabilities. 

Two  Acts  were  consequently  passed.  The  first,  (ao  Vic,  Cap.  ao,)  provided  with  reqiect  to 
the  case  of  municipalities  in  default,  that  as  it  might  be  inexpedient  to  press  the  collection  of  the 
whole  sum  due,  the  Governor  might  issue  his  warrrant  to  the  Sheriff  directing  vhat  rate  should  be 
levied,  but  it  should  not  be  less  than  la^  cents  on  the  dollar  of  the  assessed  yearly  value  of  property. 
The  second,  (aa  Vic,  Cap.  15,)  provided  that  instead  of  the  payments  previously  to  be  made  by 
munidpalities,  a  sum  equal  to  5  cents  on  the  dollar  of  the  assessed  yearly  valve,  or  to  the  like 
per  centsge  on  the  interest  at  6  per  cent  per  annum  on  the  assessed  actual  value  should  be  annually 
paid  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year,  until  principal  and  interest  .should  be  paid,  or 
a  smaller  sum  should  be  sumdent  to  satisf;  the  same,  in  which  case  such  smaller  sum  only  should  be 
paid.  This  sum  was  made  the  first  charge  on  the  funds,  and  the  Treasurer  was  to  be  deemed  {{uilty  of 
a  misdemeanor  in  defimlt  of  payment  to  the  extent  of  liinds  in  his  hands,  and  all  profits  w  dividends 
fi'om  works  which  received  moneys  fixim  defiuilting  munidpalities  were  to  he  jnia  in  to  Government 
and  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  municipality,  and  no  fiurther  debts  were  to  be  incurred  by  any  muni 
dpafity  indebted  to  the  Fund  until  such  indebtedness  was  discharged,  and  as  lonjg  m  any  mnnicipality 
was  indebted,  it  was  to  have  no  share  in  Qergy  Reserve  monies  or  other  monies  imicb«onldotJ»nri» 
come  to  it  firom  Provincial  sources.  It  followed  naturally,  from  these  two  measures,  that  Government 
which  was  at  first  indirectly  responsible  for  the  MunicqiMl  Loan  Fund  debentons,  became  directly 
liable  for  the  samt.  They  were  oiled  in  and  the  holders  paid  off,  the  necessaty  amouat  being  raised 
by  the  negotiation  of  the  ordinary  obligations  of  the  Government.  This  arrangement  has  worked 
tolerably  until  now,  so  to  as  the  oollacnon  of  the  dabu  by  (iovemment  is  coneitned,  bat  in  'he 
opinion  of  the  writer  the  time  has  arrived  when  a  final  settlement  of  the  Fund  shonld  be  oome  ti^  fm( 
it  is  still  most  unsatisftwtory  u  rqiards  the  asnnic^aKtiM. 

It  will  be  remarked,  that  %  cents  on  the  dollar  on  tlie  6  per  cent  of  the  actual  value  of  the 
property  will  have  to  be  paid  Vf  de&ulting  muaScipi^itlw  ^'  *11  ^Sim.  The  inteinst  on  the  diBtiuiU  wil^' 
of  course,  constantly  ac^umula^  in  almost  all  easM  mucb  ibster  than  t^  vdua  ofpsoaatty.  Una  >»■

Such  being  theftct,  there  eaa  be  ao  doubt  that  the  Proviadal  LegislatafM,  which  hare  now  come 
iato  poeaeiiion  of  the  rij^ts  of  the  old  Province  of  Canada  with  reftrenee  tb  tins  find,  thoold  at  once 
declare  that  the  amount  payable  by  themunicipalitiee  hould  be  flxed  at  a  sum  not  liable  to  increase 
with  the  assewment,  which  could  at  once  be  flinded  like  any  other  debt,  debenturea  reprssentinc  it 
being  handed  to  the  Province,  when  the  Fund  would  cease  to  exist  The  only  subject  lor  mnchdis- 
cnsmn  is,  whatthis  sum  should  be. 

Itappears  to  the  writer  that  it  would  only  be  just,  and  in  accordance  with  modenipolicyyfer  the  Pro- 
vinces  to  recognise  that  the  railways  and  harbors  witUn  their  limits  are  not  of  local  but  of  general  InteresL 
fer  they  are  used  by  the  people  at  fange.  In  thia  case  they  should  at  once  assume  al  debia  incurred 
far  such  Mpeees  to  the  Fund.  Perhape,  however,  it  will  in  equi^r  be  necessary  to  provide  fbr 
campenstion  to  mwsidpalities  which  have  made  advances  to  railways  mm  their  own  means,  and  thia 
mint  be  done  by  enacting  that  debentures,  whose  interest  should  be  to  the  extent  of  two  or  two  and  a 
ban  percent,  on  the  annual  value  of  their  assessed  property,  should  be  tidwn  fiom  munidpalitiee  which 
had  Borrowed  from  the  Fund,  of  whidi  the  proper  amount  could  be  handed  to  municipalities  which 
have  built  railroads  by  the  proceeds  of  their  own  debentures. 

The  injustice  of  the  present  arrangsment  is  manifcst.    Ottawa  city  is  taxed  s  cents  on  the  dollar

country  access  to  the  capital  Braatfiwd  ia  taxed  heavily  lor  its  loan  to  the  Buftlo  and  Lake  Huron 
Railway,  which  benefiu  all  the  ceuntiss  ftem  Goderidi  to  Fort  Erie,  and  pours  on  the  Grand  Trunk 
road  a  quantity  of  produce,  which  flows  down  and  benefltathe  merchants  of  Toronto  and  the  whole 
country  at  least  as  fiv  as  Montreal  Lanark  and  Renftuw  are  taxed  Ibr  having  broudit  about 
iamrevement-;  which  benefit  Pontine  and  all  tha  Unpar  Ottawa  as  much  as  themselves.  Thisstateof 
thmn  cannot  be  allowed  to  be  permanent

But  the  principal  of  the  loans  to  these  municipalitiea  being  no  less  than  #^503.400,  and  the  arrears 
being  already  l3.853>a3a — together  |9,^6,63»— it  follows  that  ^,671,177  of  the  amount  should  be 
written  off,  even  under  existing  legislation.  Going  into  particulars,  it  appears  that  84  per  cent,  or, 
including  interest  89  per  cent,  of  the  debt  due  by  Brantford  is  irrecoverable :  87  per  cent.,  or,  including 
interest,  93  per  cent  of  that  to  Brockville,  and  so  on  with  the  rest 

The  debts  of  the  municipalities  in  the  first  of  the  above  two  tables,  which  are  marked  (r)  aa  having 
given  aid  to  railwaya,  amount  to  $566,000,  less  1335,164  at  the  credit  of  their  Sinking  Fund,  or  say 
1340,836.  Thus  the  whole  sum  which  the  Province  of  Ontario  would  be  called  upon  to  assume,  in

It  would  be  eaay,  then,  to  doee  the  Fund,  as  a  fimd,  at  once,  for  the  Province  codd  take  the 
ordinary  6  per  cent,  debentures  of  all  the  municipalitiea  in  pavment  of  their  indebtedneae^  rdieving 
them  fnm  their  obligadons  to  the  Fund,  whether  definite  or  tnaefinite.  Of  these  6  per  cent  debea- 
tares,  a  certain  amount,  (about  f  1,000,000)  ahould  be  handed  to  munidpalities  which  niade  advaneea 
to  railroada  prior  to  1861  from  the  proceeda  of  their  own  debenturn,  and  the  balance  coold  be 
held  as  a  fund  of  which  the  interest  might  go  in  aid  of  railway  construction  in  parts  01  the  Province  which 
do  not  aa  yet  enjoy  it.  The  mwiicipSlities  could  be  allowed  to  deal  with,  these  debentures  aa  irith  their 
ordinary  ponds,  and  the  prompt  way  in  which  ail  the  oountiea,  Mwnships,  eitiea  and  towns  in  Ontario 
have  always  met  their  regular  debenture  obligations  should  prevent  all  auspidon  that  interest  and  prin- 
dpal  would  not  be  duly  paid.  Were  thia  done,  whid>  the  nch  Province  of  Ontario  is  well  able  to  doi 
since  the  total  burden  to  be  shifted  fma  the  shoulders  of  munidpalities  to  those  of  the  Proviudal 
Government  would  not  exceed  two  milhons,  the  localities  which  are  now  oppressed  with  debt  woaM 
again  begin  to  thrive,*a  reproach  to  oar  finance  woaU  be  sriped  away,  railway  oonstructioa  «oidd 
aSain  commence  under  better  aosmces,  so  that  coflateral  ais  well  as  direct  advaatagee  would  result  to 
the  whole  Province  aa  well  as  to  the  municipaUties  dHMt  teply  faiterested.

The  Maritime  Provinces  have  nothing  In  the  shape  of  a  Municipal  Loan  Fund  to  deal  with' 
here  is,  indeed,  no  municipal  system  yet  In  sithar  Nova  Scotia  or  New  Brunswick.  In  the  former 
e  counties  are  not  organised  for  any  mail  purpose  save  for  tha  collection  of  school  taxes,  and  in  the 
tter  there  are  bat  three  or  four  munleipditMt  with  corporate  powers.  In  Nova  Scotia  the  Govem- 
snt  has  been  in  the  habit  of  slMndlni  fflonay  not  only  for  the  construction  of  railways  but  for  the 
aprovement  of  common  roads,  and  for  Duildlng  small  piers  and  wharves  on  the  coast.  No  interest- 
aring  securities  have  bean  taken  for  that*  aavancat.  In  New  Brunswick  a  similar  plan  has  been 
opted,  but  not  carried  to  tha  sama  axtant. 

It  will  therefore  be  wen  that  for  the  Provincial  Oovemmenta  of  Ontario  and  Quebec  to  assume 

imunidpal  debtt  contracted  for  railroad  purpotaa  prior  to  tha  dosing  of  the  M.  L.  Fund,  would 

'-T  be,  in  effect,  placing  the  paopla  of  thoM  provlneos  in  a  similar  position  with  respect  to  these  im- 

cements  to  that  actually  bald  by  tha  Inhabitanta  of  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick.    Moreover, 

I  would  place  on  a  mora  satisftctory  basts  as  ngards  comparison  the  finances  of  the  Upper  and 

mr  Provinces.    It  has  been  made  a  aufajoct  of  eomplaint  by  Nova  Scotia  that  to  Ontario  waa 

knded  over  the  Municipal  Loan  Fund,  which  wia  an  Interest-bearing  asset.    It  was  not  seen  that 

'    interest  came  out  or  the  paopit  of  Ontario.    If  the  immense  figures  at  which  the  Fund  is  set

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BANKING. 


The  bank  systems  of  the  several  Provinces  of  the  Dominion  are  not  uniform,  but  Government  and 
Parliament  have  shewn  a  disposition  to  take  up  the  subject  of  banking  at  \in  early  date,  and  the 
monetary  laws  will,  no  doubt,  be  soon  assimilated.  The  main  features  ofthe  existing  state  of  affairs 
are  these  :— 

The  Banks  in  all  the  Provinces  are  all  joint  stock  enterprises,  specially  chartered  by  the  Legisla- 
tures, except  the  Bank  of  British  North  America,  which  exists  by  royal  charter.* 

There  are  39  chaitersf  in  existqpce  in  Canada,  of  which  a6  are  in  operation,  besides  the  Bank 
of  Bntish  North  America,  which  does  business  in  and  is  in  a  manner  common  to  all  the  Provinces. 

In  Ontario 6  I  In  New  Brunswick 4 

In  Quebec 11 1  In  Ifoya  Scotia s 

The  capital  of  these  various  banks  varies  from  ^60,000  to  |6,ooo,ooo.  Their  total  authorisad 
capital  is  138,000.000— the  greater  part  of  which  is  paid  up. 

The  shareholders  ofthe  Bank  of  British  North  America  are  limited  in  their  liability  to  the  amttunt 
of  their  stock,  but  their  notes  under  $4  still  issued  under  the  "Free  Banking  Act"  ofthe  late 
Province  of  Canada,  are  exceptionally  secured  bv  the  dtfpodt  under  that  Act  of  Government  debenturta. 

In  the  Ontario  and  Quebec  charters,  the  uarehulden  are  nominally  liable  to  twioa  the  amount 
of  their  stock,  but  it  is  boieved  that  legal  difficultiea  would  interltre  with  the  realisation  of  any  further 
amount  than  that  of  the  stock  subscribed.  There  is  one  exception  to  the  above,  the  Banqno  du  Peuple, 
which  is  really  a  partnership  *h  eommandiit,  in  wMch,  whue  the  shareholders  are  onlv  liable  to  the 
extent  of  their  stock,  the  directors  are  liable  under  certain  limitations  fqrall  the  debts  ofthe  bank. 

In  New  Brunswick,  also,  the  double  KaUlity  dalni  usually  nists,  if  not  in  the  original  charters, 
then  in  the  amendmenta  which  several  banks  have  from  time  to  time  obtained. 

^n  Nova  Scotia,  the  ahaidiokien  appear  to  be  liable  for  a  furt^r  «vioiuit  equal  to  the  stock  they 
hold,  but  only  in  case  of  maladministration  or  violation  ofthe  provisions  of  these  banks'  incorpon- 
tion. 

The  notes  issued  by  banks  are  not  in  any  province  a  leml  tend«i  but  they  an  everywhera  redeem- 
able in  gold  at  thephce  of  issue.  In  Quebec,  Ontario  and  New  Branswick,  thMe  notes  are  of  the 
denominations  of  #1,  |a,  14,  $y  |io,  f  ao,  I50,  f  100,  |«oo,  and  liooo.  In  Nova  Scotia,  banks  are  not 
allowed  to  issue  notes  of  lesa  than  t^  bvt  the  issue  of  ^  jls,  and  iio  Provincial  notes  hia  supplied 
the  deficiency.    The  Dominion  Government  will  soon  issue  |i  and  la  notes  then  too. 

Government  notes,  it  may  be  stated,  are  a  legal  tender,  payable  fai  gcjd  on  demand  at  the  officea 
ofthe  Bank  of  Montreal,  (as  agent  for  the  Government,)  in  Montreal  and  Toronto. 

Notes  stamped  "  St  John  "  have  also  been  issued  in  New  Brunswick,  and  are  redeemable  in 
gold  at  the  office  ofthe  Bank  of  Montreal  in  St  John.  The  currency  of  New  Brunswick  and  that  of 
Quebec  and  Ontario  being  of  the  same  value,  the  Bank  of  Montreal  also  redeems  in  St.  John  the 
notes  stamped  "  Montreal "  and  "  Toronto." 

Notes  stamped  *'  Halifiuc"  have  also  been  lately  iMued  in  Nova  Scotia,  and  are  redeemable  in 
gold  at  the  office  ofthe  Bank  of  Montreal  in  Halifox.  Nova  Scotia  current  being  of  less  value  than 
that  ofthe  rest  of  the  Dominion,  (the  sovereign  being  95,  instead  of  94>8o|,)  these  notes  are  only 
taken  by  the  Bank  of  Montreal  in  St.  John  at  3  per  cent,  discount,  which  is  about  their  value  in 
Quebec  and  Ontario  also. 

The  character  and  standing  of  the  banks  is  really  the  only  security  for  the  redemption  of  notes, 
althoueh  most  of  the  Quebec  and  Ontario  charten  contain  stipulations  that  tha  circulation  shall  not 
exceed  the  joint  amount  ofthe  paid  up  capital,  specie  and  Government  securities  held  by  banks,  and 
that  their  total  liabilities  dull  not  exceed  three  times  this  amount  In  New  Brunswick,  the  principal 
restriction  seems  to  be  that  the  total  liabilities  of  the  banks  shall  not  exceed  twice  their  capital  In 
Nova  Scotia,  that  they  shall  not  exceed  thrice  their  capiul. 

In  Ontario  and  Quebec,  the  banks  are  obliged  to  hold  10  per  cent  of  their  paid  up  capital  iti 
Government  securities.    No  such  condition  obtains  in  the  other  Provinces. 

Nowhere  is  there  any  guarantee  for  the  safety  of  deposits  or  compulsion  as  to  the  way  in  which 
they  shall  be  invested. 

The  rate  of  discount  throughout  the  Dominion  is  now  regulated  by  sectious  17,  18,  and  19  of 
31  Vic,  cap.  II,  which  provide  that  Banks  shall  not  incur  any  penalty  for  usury.  They  may 
stipulate  for  any  rate  of  discount  not  exceeding  seven  per  cent,  in  advance ;  but  no  higher  rate  is 
recoverable.  In  addition  to  the  discount,  however.  Banks  may,  in  discounting  paper  elsewhere  than 
where  payable,  charge  one-eighth  of  one  per  cent  on  paper  running  less  than  30  days,  and  an  addi- 
tional one-eighth  for  every  ouer  30  days.  This  is  when  it  ispayable  at  its  own  branches.  If  payable 
elsewhere  than  at  its  own  branches,  it  may  duuge  |  of  i  per  cent  for  agency,  kc.,  in  addition  to  the 
discount. 

The  practical  operation  of  these  clauses  is  to  allow  of  free  trade  in  money,  and  of  classification 
of  customers.  At  the  prasent  time,  certain  customera  can  get  money  from  Banks  at  6  per  cent.,  or 
less ;  others  are  paying  lo^  10^,  or  more. 

In  our  last  Year  Book  we  stated  that  we  hoped  to  be  able  to  present  thu  year  a  able  shewing  the 
monthly  fluctuations  of  bank  business  throughout  the  Dominion,  but  we  are  as  yet  unable  so  to  do, 
because  several  ofthe  banka  in  the  Lower  Provinces  have  until  now  ne(;Iected  the  law  which  directb 
them  to  make  regular  returns  to  Government    We  therefore  give  this  statement  for  Ontario  and

In  March,  1868,  a  reduction  is  to  bo  notiead  la  the  paid  up  eapiul  of  the  Batiks.  This  is  due  to 
the  disappeanmee  from  tha  ratoms  of  tlw  statement  of  the  Commercial  Bank,  the  q\dt»t  bank  ill 
Ontario,  which  waa  obliged  to  auspend  opamtions  and  to  boeume  amalgamated  with  the  Merchanta.* 
Bank,  two-thirda  of  tta  capital  stock  of  84,000^000  diiappeariag  in  tha  procew. 

To  complete  the  above  table,  we  twfmn  a  autatwnt  skewing  the  circulation  of  the  Govemmest 
notes,  and  the  per  centaga  the  Government  iaaue  beara  to  the  total.  Il  will  be  seen,  by  comparifig 
this  with  the  shnilar  statement  given  hut  year,  that  tha  OovarnnMnt  Issues,  in  Quebec  and  On- 
tario, are  sk>wlv  but  ateadiy  galming  on  taosa  of  privata  banks.  No  doubt,  were  Government  to 
order  iu  officials  at  tha  custctm  houses,  pest  oAeas,  fte.,  to  show  any  preference  for  Government 
notes,  they  would  soon  supplant  the  others  >  but  It  is  aucstlonabia  whether  public  opinion  would  support 
such  a  step,  add  it  q>pears  Uhel*  that  tha  L^latloii  whwh  must  soon  bo  had  will  rather  compel  tha 
banks  to  hold  aper  cenUge  of  taeir  citculatim  or  of  thatr  dapositt  ia  Oovenmant  secucilies,  thaa 
deprive  them  oTtheir  power  of  tsauing  notaa  1—

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Banking — Savings  Banks. 
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SAVINGS    BANKS. 


The  first  settlers  in  a  new  country  have  but  little  money  to  spare :  those  who  immediately  follow 
them  spend  their  savings  in  improving  their  farms  and  residences :  Savings  Banks  are,  therefore,  not 
the  first  institutions  to  take  root  in  virgin  soil.  But  Canada  is  now  passing;  into  a  stage  when  savings 
nay  be  expected  rapidly^  to  accumulate  in  the  hands  of  the  dwellers  in  cities,  towns,  and  the  older 
counties,  and  a  very  rapid  development  of  our  savings  bank  system  may  be  confidently  looked  for. 

The  savings  otthe  people  have  hitherto  been  confided  to  the  management : — 

ist.  Of  Savings  Banks  proper,  i.  e.  those  established  under  a  general  law,  now  repealed.  These 
banks  are  managed  by  trustees,  who  invest  the  deposits  in  public  securities,  including  bonds  or 
debentures  of  municipalities  or  chartered  corporations,  on  the  nature  of  which,  of  course,  the  solvency 
of  the  bank  depends. 

and.  Of  the  Savings  Branches  of  Building  Societies  in  Upper  Canada  (Ontario),  These  societies,^ 
when  they  have  $40,000  paid  up  and  $100,000  subscribed  capital,  are  allowed  to  receive  deposits  at 
interest,  whi'  .  \re  a  first  lien  on  their  assets  and  must  not  exceed  three  fourths  of  the  amount  of 
capital  actua.  paid  up  on  shares  and  invested  in  real  securities,  (Consol.  Stat.  U.  C.,  cap.  Iviii., 
aec.  38.)  Bull  ling  societies  of  this  magnitude  being  usually  well  managed,  it  has  hitherto  been  very 
atife  to  entrust  them  with  monies. 

3rd.  Of  the  chartered  banks,  several  of  which  have  branches  for  the  receipt  of  small  deposits  at 
intevest,  the  security  for  these  being  of  course  the  solvency  of  the  bank  or  its  shareholders. 

4.  Of  the  Governmsnts  of  the  Provinces  of  New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia. 

In  New  Brunswick,  before  the  Union,  the  Government  was  in  the  habit  of  receiving  deposits  one 
day  in  each  month  at  the  offices  of  the  principal  -iistrict  treasurers,  (t.  e,  collectors  of  customs,)  who 
mid  out  the  withdrawals  on  the  next  day  and  transmitted  or  drew  for  the  balance  on  the  third. 
This  system  still  for  the  present  continues.  Interest  allowed,  5,  per  cent.  The  St.  John  Savings 
Bank  is  an  exception  to  the  general  New  Brunswick  rule,  in  that  it  is  managed  by  trustees  and  has 
officers  of  its  own,  but  its  receipts  are  handed  o/er  to  Government,  and  it  meets  its  expenses 
chiefly  by  the  difference  of  interest  it  pays,  (5  per  cent.,)  and  what  it  receives,  (6  per  cent.,)  on 
^178,000  of  treasury  debentures,  which  it  has  held  for  many  years. 

In  Nova  Scotia,  the  Government  kept  an  office  for  the  receipt  of  savings  in  the  Province  Build- 
ing, Halifax,  and  the  Dominion,  which  inherited  its  assets  and  habilities  in  this  particular,  still  con- 
tinues the  institution. 

The  Government  of  the  Dominion  lost  no  time  in  considering  the  question  of  savings  banks,  and 
a*  a  first  step  towards  the  unification  of  the  Savings  Bank  system,  introduced  to  Parliament  at  its  first 
session,  in  ihe  new  Post  Office  Act,  a  plan  for  establishing  Savings  Banks  in  connection  with  post 
offices,  the  details  of  which  will  be  found  in  our  articles  on  the  Legislation  of  last  session  and  on  the 
Post  Office.

It  is  not  possible  to  arrive  at  an  exact  estimate  of  the  amount  of  small  savings  in  the  hands  of  the 
Bmnks,  for  these  institutions  are  not  able  themselves  to  decide  to  which  class  of  deposit  any  particular 
interest-bearing  balance  should  be  referred.  Probably  $1,000,000,  divided  among  .^t'vx)  depositors, 
bearing  usually  4per  cent,  interest,  but  in  a  few  cases  5  per  cent.,  is  a  close  approximation.

IMMIGRATION   AND  SETTLEMENT. 


The  qneitlons  of  Immlgnttion  and  Settlement  are.  In  a  new  country,  among  the  most  vital,  and  we 
purpose  In  this  arUcle  to  sUte  a  number  of  fscts  which  will,  at  least,  aid  In  their  Investigation. 

Canada  Is  a  forest  country.  Its  whole  surtece,  until  cleared  by  artificial  means,  Is  covered  with  a 
luxuriant  growth  of  timber.  In  this  It  difTers  from  many  of  the  United  States,  which  have  a  quantity 
of  prairie  or  natural  meadow  lands,  and  from  our  own  North-west  Territory,  which  Is  In  great  part 
prairie,  too. 

.  The  labor  of  clearing  the  forest,  and  the  mode  of  life  necessary  In  regions  called  "  the  backwoods." 
{.«.,  those  remote  from  the  main  settlemetits  and  routes  of  travel,  are  peculiar,  and  are  seldom  relished 
by  Europeans  on  their  arrival  In  the  country;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  a  backwoods-man  often 
prefers  to  be  somewhat  solitary,  so  that  he  sells  his  clearing  and  moves  farther  back  when  settlements 
approach  his  land. 

The  first  conclusion  which  evidently  follows  from  a  consideration  of  these  facts  Is,  that  the 
efforts  of  the  fUends  of  emigration  should  not  be  directed  to  Inducing  emigrants  to  «}  back  and  settle 
on  wild  land,  kut  to  securing  the  Influx  of  a  class  who  can  find  employment  In  cities  and  towns  or 
upon  fturms  already  so  fkr  cleared  as  to  require  the  labor  of  many  men  to  put  In  and  harvest  the  crops. 
The  next  conclusion  Is,  that  wild  land,  being  the  heritage  of  the  people  of  the  country,  should  be 
placed  m  their  hands  at  as  low  a  rate  as  will  cover  the  cost  of  survey  and  sale.  They  alone  can  be 
Induced,  In  any  number,  to  be  the  pioneers  of  settlement.  The  more  they  can  be  Induced  to  go 
"  back,"  the  cheaper  lands  at  the  "  flront"  wUl  be ;  the  more  Immigrants  will  flow  In,  from  Europe, 
or  fVom  the  United  States,  and  the  more  will  emigration  from  Canada  be  checked. 

If  our  wild  lands  were  almost  exhausted,  these  reasons  and  conclusions  would  lose  most  of  their 
force,  for  It  might  be  prudent  to  derive  a  large  revenue  ftom  the  public  domain,  as  is  now  done  flrom 
the  remaining  so-called  Ordnance  Lands.  But  this  Is  not  the  case.  Half  a  dozen  years  ago  state- 
ments were  made  In  Parliament  that  our  best  lands  were  exhausted,  and  great  stress  has  been  laid 
upon  the  assertion.  But  new  surveys,  new  observations,  and  many  other  circumstances  combine  to 
prove  that  the  assertion,  made  In  good  faith,  should  have  been  much  qualified. 

We  believe  the  first  close  examination  of  the  cUmatologlcal  conditions  which  determine  the 
character  of  the  agriculture  possible  in  a  country  was  made,  for  variotu  sections  of  Canada,  In  the 
Fmt  Booh  for  1868,  in  the  article  on  "  Climate."  An  attentive  observation  of  thermometrlcal  records 
kept  In  various  parts  of  the  country  during  1868  confirms  the  conclusions  there  arrived  at,  excepting 
that  even  the  climate  of  our  fifth  meteorological  provinces  (see  page  iSO  of  that  work)  appears  less 
rigorous  than  was  there  stated.  And  this  close  examination  extends  th«  area  within  which  the 
ordinary  agriculture  of  the  settled  parts  of  Canada  can  be  extended  over  some  5,000,000  acres,  supposed, 
when  the  statement  above  alluded  to  was  made  to  be  too  cold  for  profitable  fanning.  Wheat. 
Barley,  Oats,  Potatoes,  and  even  Indian  Com,  It  is  now  shewn,  can  be  ripened  In  every  part  of  the 
Ottawa  water-shed.  The  qneatlon  of  climate  being  thus  disposed  of,  that  of  the  character  of  the 
land  must  be  investigated. 

The  Lanrentlan  range  of  mountains  running  south-westerly  and  skirting  the  north  shore  of  the 
8t  Lawrence  between  Quebec  and  Montreal,  but  gradually  receding  flnm  that  river  on  approaching 
the  latter  city,  trends  westward  firom  Montreal  along  the  north  shore  of  the  Ottawr,  sending  an  ont-Uer 
or  two  to  remind  of  Its  neighborhood  the  traveller  on  that  noble  stream.  Some  distance  above 
Ottawa  city— notably  at  Portage  dn  Fort— the  most  casual  observer  may  see  It  crossing  the  river 
strong,  and,  somewhat  modified  In  character.  It  runs  southward  to  near  BrockvlUe,  whence,  again 
taming  westward,  It  forms  a  ridge,  or  rather  a  collection  of  hillocks,  which  shed  the  rain  that  fidls 
upon  them  southward  to  Lake  Ontario  and  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  north  and  eastward  to  the  Ottawa 
or  Ltt|e  SImcoe  and  the  Georgian  Bay. 

A  grand  old  formation  Is  the  Laurentlan,  its  mountains  nowhere  peaked,  but  rounded  by  the 
weather  during  countless  ages,  and  the  hills  along  the  spur  Just  spoken  of  washed  till  they  are 
bare,  so  that  only  near  the  thousands  of  lakes  and  lakelets  which  nestle  among  them,  and  along  the 
beds  of  turbulent  little  streams  which  connect  these  lakes,  can  any  fertile  lands  be  found.  When  it 
was  asserted,  years  ago.  that  the  good  lands  of  Canada  were  mostly  sold,  settlement  had  about  reached 
this  rocky  ridge.  Beads  made  In  this  region  showed  Its  uninviting  character.  Worst  of  all,  the  Dree 
grants  located  upon  some  of  these  roads  gave  so  poor  a  prospect  that  they  were  abandoned. 

But  settlement  was  meantime  turning  the  fianks  of  the  Lanrentlan  line.  First,  from  the  West, 
fh>m  near  Lake  Simcoe,  people  found  the  Moskoka  district  and  Parry's  Sound  not  uninviting.  Then, 
from  the  East,  the  men  of  Lanark  and  of  Renfrew  moved  up  the  Madawaska  and  the  Petewawa.  Then 
the  Crown  Lands  Surveyors,  and,  better  still,  the  employees  of  t  he  lumberers,  went  further  back.  The 
farther  the;  penetrated  into  the  interior,  the  better  the  land  became,  and  the  result  may  be  stated 
thus,  that  <M(<i«  the  Laurentlan  barrier,  best  approachable  from  the  Northern  Ballroad  and  Lake  Slmooe 
on  the  one  hand  and  ftam  t^e  Uppe^ttawa  river  on  the  other,  there  Is,  In  the  basin  of  Lake  Nlpio- 
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■Ins  uid  the  watenbed  of  tbe  Ottawa,  both  In  Ontario  and  Quebec,  a  most  extensive  tract  of  excellent 
land,  nearly  as  large  aa  the  peninsula  of  Ontario,  much  of  It  deep-soiled  aa  the  basin  of  the  St.  Law- 
rence, timbered  with  a  heavy  gri  wth  of  mixed  white  pine  and  hardwood,  much  of  It  as  level  as  the  St. 
Lawrence  valley,  ahA  some  as  even  as  a  prairie.  It  lies,  moteover,  near  waters  which  either  are  or 
can  fee  easily  made  navigable.  A  market  A>r  Its  farm  products  exists  already  In  the  lumberers'  camps, 
which  are  even  now  breaking  Its  solitudes,  and  but  few  years  can  elapse  before  Its  fbrests  ring  with 
the  settler's  axe— before  the  shores  of  Lake  Niplsslng,  which  Is  three  times  as  large  as  Lake  SImcoe, 
echo  to  the  whistle  of  the  steamboat— or  even  before  a  railway  runs  across  It  by  the  shortest  route 
f^om  Montreal  towards  Chicago.

It  Will  thus  at  once  be  seen  that  there  must  be  many  extensive  unsold  tracts,  both  surveyed  and 
unsurveyed,  in  addition  to  the  (treat  area  above  spoken  of,  and  this  is  really  the  case.  The  following 
tables  shew  the  number  of  acres  at  the  disposal  of  the  various  Crown  Land  Agents  In  Ontario  and 
Quebec,  the  names  of  those  agents,  and  the  price  at  which  the  lands  are  for  sale.  Many  of  these  lands 
are  equal  in  quality  to  any  hitherto  cold,  though  perhaps,  with  the  exception  of  the  Nlpissing  tract, 
there  are  few  very  extensive  fertile  lake  or  river  valleys  as  yet  unsettled.  In  New  Brunswick  the 
lands  are«old  by  the  Deputy  Surveyors  (or  Crown  Lands  Agents)  for  each  county,  at  monthly  auction 
sales,  at  an  upset  price  of  60  cents  per  acre— 25  cents  down,  the  balance  In  three  equal  annual  Instal 
ments.  or  25 1  '  cent,  discount  on  the  amount  If  cash  be  paid  for  the  whole.  A  new  Act  was  however 
passed  in  Mar.  ^868,  to  meet  special  cases,  and  to  which  allusion  will  be  made  hereafter.  There  are 
«ctenslve  tracth  of  excellent  land  In  New  Brunswick,  inviting  and  awaiting  settlement.  In  Nova 
Scotia  the  applicant  for  Crown  Lands  presents,  at  the  Commissioner's  office,  Halifax,  a  petition  for  a 
grant  of  a  specific  number  of  acres,  not  exceeding  600,  paying  at  the  same  time  at  the  rate  of  $44  per 
100  acres,  be  the  tract  more  or  le?8  than  that  number.  An  order  of  survey  then  Issues,  and  the  sale,  if 
the  Government,  on  the  report  of  the  Commissioner,  so  recommend,  is  carried  out.  For  the  accom- 
modation of  emigrants,  tracts  are  set  apart,  which  lands  can— contrary  to  the  usual  rule— be  entered 
upon,  without  paying  cash,  merely  by  obtaining  a  license,  which  enables  the  holders  to  pay  for  100 
acre  lots  at  the  rate  of  44  cents  per  acre— one  half  In  two  years,  the  other  at  the  expiry  of  the  third— 
with  interest.  The  Nova  Scotia  lands  are  now  bought  chiefly  for  the  sake  of  tUelr  timber,  which 
cannot  be  purchased  except  by  purchasing  the  land,  the  best  agricultural  lands  being  already 
ta<ien  up.

The  price  realized  in  Ontario  (1867)  was  $209,707,  or  $1.58  per  acre;  in  Cu^.bec  (1866)  tOOO,Of;0,  or 
t0.00  per  acre ;  In  New  Brunswick  (1866)  $20,431,  or  56  cents  per  acre ;  In  Nova  Scotia,  of  coarse,  44 
cents  per  acre. 

The  regulations  under  which  the  lands  are  sold  vary  considerably. 

In  Ontario  and  Quebec,  the  usual  settlement  duties  required  before  the  issue  of  a  patent  fbr  the 
lands  occupied  are,— the  bnlMIng  of  "  a  habitable  house  "  and  20  acres  on  a  200  acre  lot  to  be  cleared 
and  under  crop. 

But  on  the  Free  Grant  lands  in  Ontario  (townships  of  Humphrey,  Cardwell,  Wall,  Stephenson, 
Brunei,  Macaulay,  McLean,  Muskoka,  Draper,  McDougall,  Foley,  Cardiff,  Chandos.  Monmouth  and 
Anstruther)  concerning  the  regulations  for  obtaining  which  see  the  Ontario  Act,  In  another  part  of 
this  volume,  the  settlement  duties  are,  to  have  19  acres  on  the  grant  of  100  acres  cleared  and  under 
crop,  of  which  at  least  2  acres  are  to  be  cleared  and  cultivated  annually,  for  five  years ;  to  bul  d  a 
habitable  house,  at  least  16  by  20  feet ;  and  to  reside  on  the  land  for  at  least  sis  months  in  each  year. 

In  New  Brunswick,  most  of  the  lands  have  of  late  years  been  sold  under  the  Labor  Act,  recently 
modified,  of  whleh  the  conditions  are,  to  perform  labor  on  the  roads  and  bridges,  each  year  fbr  thrte 
year,  to  the  value  of  fio  a  year;  to  build  a  bouse,  16  by  20  feet;  to  cleto  at  least  2  acres  within  two 
years,  and  10  within  three  years. 

These  conditions.  It  will  be  observed,  are  very  liberal  Indeed ;  yet  Canada  has  hitherto  foiled 
except  in  one  case  to  which  we  shall  soon  allude,  to  secure  such  an  extensive  immigration  and  rac|i  • 
rapid  settlement  of  the  lands,  as  several  of  the  Unitet;  States :  notably  Illinois,  Kansas  and  Min- 
nesota.

A  great  deal  hai  been,  written  ai  to  the  neceailtr  fbr  the  gove  nment  eetabllihing  more  agencies 
in  Snrope.  But  not  all  the  government  agenclea  could  compete  with  the  hundreds  of  Influences 
wMoh  the  Americans  have  skltlfhllr  known  how  to  employ.  There  are  In  the  United  States  doiens 
of  railroad  corporations,  each  of  them  as  active  In  selling  lands  as  the  government  agents,  each  of 
them  with  agents  In  England,  Oermany,  Norway,  Ac.,  canvassing  Intending  emigrants  and  plying, 
them  with  pamphlets  respecting  lands  on  the  Illinois  Central,  lands  on  the  Union  Paclflo  Bailwa7 
Ac.,  A:..  Ac.  With  a  stupidity  which  seems  marvellous,  Canada  has  hitherto  neglected— nay  more— 
positively  discountenanced  this  most  powerfhl  aid  of  Associations  which  could  organize  Indepen- 
dent Emigration  Bureaux  In  Europe  to  keep  the  government  offices.  Absurd  cries  have  been  raised 
at  election  times  against  anrcompanyofmen  who  designed  to  purchase  and  colonise  a  fow  hundred 
thousand  acres  as  speculators  and  n  onopoUsts.  It  Is  now  Imperative  that  the  powerftil  assistance  of 
organizations  of  this  kind  be  no  longer  discouraged.  And  to  «how  what  the  only  three  land  com- 
panies have  done  which  we  have  hitherto  had  among  us,  we  present  the  fbllowlng.fMts  :— 

The  companies  are  these :  The  C*nada  Company,  the  British  America  Land  Oomgany,  anl  the 
Canadian  Land  and  Emigration  Company.   We  will  refer  to  their  operations  In  this  order: 

1.  Tk»  Omada  Oimipanv.— This  Company  originally  acquired  trom  the  Government,  about  the  year 
1828.  about  2.000,000  acres— one  million  being  "en  bloc."  and  forming  what  was  known  as  the  Huron 
Tract;  the  other,  called  "Crown  Beserves,"  In  scattered  lots  and  blocks  In  various  parts  of  the 
Province  of  Upper  Canada  (Ontario),  extending  from  the  Ottawa  to  the  St.  Clair. 

The  Company  had  the  great  support  which  £289.737  sterling  (|1,410.000)  of  paid-up  capital  glveS. 

As  soon  as  It  was  formed,  the  Company  began  to  disseminate.  In  England,  all  kinds  of  Inlormatlon 
In  reference  to  Canada  as  a  home  for  emigrants.  Thousands  of  maps,  pamphlets,  Ac.,  were  circulated 
In  Britain ;  and  in  1832  a  plan  was  organized,  which  was  continued  for  several  years,  for  paying  the 
passage  money  of  all  suci.  enlgrants  as  might  become  purchasers  of  the  Company's  lands.  At  that 
time,  too,  the  Company  undertook  to  remit  money,  not  only  from  their  own  settlers,  but  from  any 
parties  residing  In  the  Province,  who  were  desirous  of  sending  funds  to  Britain  to  enable  friends  or 
relatives  to  emigrate  to  Canada— a  function  far  more  necessary  and  useful  then  than  It  would  be  now. 
when  money  orders  on  England  can  be  so  readily  had  at  almost  every  post  office. 

Settlement  first  began,  rapidly,  in  the  township  of  Blanchard,*  the  greater  part  of  which  was 
settled  within  two  years.  lu  other  places  It  progressed  more  slowly.  The  Company  did  not  lay  out 
tier  after  tier  of  fhrms,  but  allowed  settlers  to  purchase  where  they  chose.  The  greater  portion  of  the 
sales  varied  from  $1.25  to  $2.25  per  acre. 

They  also  originally  laid  out  the  towns  of  Ooderich,  Ouelph.  and  Stratford,  and  the  village  of 
Mitchell.t

Tho  records  of  the  Company  do  not  distinguish  between  the  purchssers  who  are  emigrant 
settlers  and  those  who  were  previously  residents  in  the  country.  They  do  show  that  many  of  the 
early  settlers  were  men  who  came  on',  from  Europe,  without  any  capital,  who  had,  however,  paid  for 
their  lands  In  fUlI,  and  acquired  a  considerable  amount  of  property  in  farm  stock,  as  long  since  aa 
twenty  five  years  ago.  Whether  emigrants  or  not.  some  25.000  families  have  been  actually  settled  on 
the  Company's  lands. 

The  last  annual  dividend  was  £1 10s.  stg.  per  share— the  share  being  £6 13s.  8d.  The  average  rate 
of  dividend  cannot  well  be  ascertained  in  this  country.  The  capital  stock  Is  now  reduced  by  re-pay- 
ment of  capital  to  shareholders  to  £274,136  stg. 

Only  about  400,000  acres  remain  in  the  Company's  hands- principally  Inferior  lands,  and  iii  scatter- 
ed locations.  Vor  purposes  of  eelonizatlon,  the  Company's  transactions  may  be  considered  at  an  end. 
But  the  record  Is  not  one  of  which  the  Company  has  any  reason  to  be  asha.aed.  nor  should  It  canaa 
the  conatty  any  regret. 

2.  Th»  BriU$\  America  Lmtd  Oomptmv.—lbt  British  America  Land  Company,  farmed  In  1834, 
owned  at  one  time  767,000  acres  of  land  In  the  Eastern  Townships  of  Lower  Canada  (Quebec).  It 
was  partly  surveyed,  and  partly  not  surveyed.  The  latter  portion  and  some  of  the  former  was  in 
several  blocks,  the  rest  In  scattered  Iota.   The  capital  of  the  Company  is  £264,000  stg,  ($1,284,000.) 

This  Company  also  haa  been  active  In  disseminating  In  Europe  Information  respecting  Canada. 
Special  emigration  agents  have  been  employed  to  travel  and  lecture  in  England,  Scotlatd  and 
Ireland,  ani  B.  W.  Heneker,  Esq.,  of  Sherbrooke,  the  present  Commissioner  for  the  Company,  has 
himself  visited  Sweden  and  Norway,  and  appointed  agents  at  Oothenberg  and  Christlania.  At  one 
time  the  Company,  in  Its  desire  to  promote  settlement,  provided  a  large  number  of  settlers  with  food, 
for  a  whole  year,  but  the  experiment  was  not  found  satisfactory.  To  facilitate  the  opening  up  of  the 
country,  the  Company  expended  large  sums  in  public  works,  and  lost  $30,000  of  an  investment  in  the

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St.  Lawrence  and  Atlantic  Bal'way,  (now  the  Portland  branch  of  the  Orand  Trunk,)  of  whloh  thay 
claim  to  be  the  orlgtoators. 

The  Company  have  sold  their  lands  on  what  we  may  term  the  sporadic  principle— <.«.,aUow«d 
purchasers  to  seli-ct  from  all  their  property,  reserving  only  a  fdw  locations  for  contemplated  pubUe 
works.  Tbey  have  also  soid  to  all  comers.  Immigrants  and  natives,  without  enquiry  u  to  religion, 
race,  or  language.  Si'veral  of  t  e  Trench  Canadian  settlements  In  the  townships,  aa  Boxton,  Btokaly, 
and  Weedon,  owe  their  origin  to  the  Company. 

Under  the  original  agreement  with  the  crown,  the  price  for  the  surveyed  lands  was  7ft  cents  par 
acre ;  for  unsurvcyed  lands,  flO  cents.  Crown  and  clergy  reserves  were  afterwards  bought  at  auctions 
at  flrcm  N  cents  to  tl.SO  per  acre.  The  sales  have  been  made  at  flrom  |l  to  t3  per  acre,  and,  In  a  fow 
instances,  |9  per  acre  has  been  pa'd.  The  process  of  sale  and  settlement  was  very  gradual,  at  lint; 
aflerwards,  more  i  apld.   Within  the  put  year  some  40,00u  acres  were  sold  at  fl  per  acre. 

The  dtvlde'idshave,  for  the  last  fow  years,  been  nrom  IJ^  to  3  per  cent.,  the  rest  of  the  returns  being 
expended  In  the  district  where  the  Company's  property  lies. 

And  this  record,  we  think.  Is  not  one  which  can  call  for  the  animadversions  against  land  companies 
which  we  all  know  to  have  been  so  common  of  late. 

S.  Tkt  OumkUom  ImhA  and  Aiu'frrcUMm  Obn^ipaHv.*— This  Is  the  youngest  of  our  land  companies, 
having  bought  so  recently  as  1861  the  ten  townships  of  Dysirt,  Dudley,  Harcourt,  Oullford.  Harbum, 
Bruton,  H  velock.  Kyre,  and  Clyde  (In  Poterboro'  Co.),  aad  Longford.  (In  Victoria  Co.)  These  town- 
■hips— all  In  one  block— were  unsu.veyed,  and  after  a  survey,  wblch  cost  the  Company  $31,810,  It 
m>peared  that  they  covered  403,121  acres,  rom  which,  after  deducting  4I,0U0  acres  for  the  area  covered 
by  swamps,  Ac.,  there  remalDe<i  362,12ft  acres,  to  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  flO  cents  per  acre.  The  amount 
paid  by  the  Company  to  Oovemment  was  tl9!i,043.  The  ordinary  settlement  duties  upon  these  lands 
are  to  be  performed  wlihin  18  years  fhim  Jaauary.  186S,  and  ten  per  cent,  of  the  purchase  money  la  to 
be  refunded  to  the  Co.  for  the  construcilon  of  leading  lines  of  road,  rabj  ct  to  Oovemment  Inspection. 
Besides  these  Mpeiu>es,  the  Company  has  paid  nearly  |10,000  more  for  additional  surveying,  road- 
making,  te.,  besides  considerable  sums  In  preparation  of  their  estate  for  settlem-nt,  the  furtherance  of 
emigration,  Ac.   In  all.  besides  payments  to  Oovemment,  over  $100,000  have  been  ezp  nded  to  date. 

Some  33  miles  of  new  road  have  been  constracted,  and  2S  miles  of  the  old  Oovemment  Peterson 
ro«d  have  been  brushed  out  and  repaired.  The  Company  has  xhared  the  expense  f  many  of  these 
improvements,  with  municipalities  Interested.  In  coi\)nnctlon  with  a  lumber  firm  of  the  district,  the 
Company  Is  now  energ  tlcally  extending  other  roads  Into  the  forest,  and  damming  the  principal 
lake,  so  as  to  keep  the  w^ter  up  to  high  water  mark  aad  allow  a  steamer,  which  It  subsidises,  to  lun 
the  whole  summer  through.  The  Company's  officers  are  now  engaged  in  promoting  a  plan  for  a 
wooden  railway  to  run  Into  the  property,  to  fiicllltate  lumbering  and  aettlem  nt. 

The  Company  has,  at  a  loss,  maintained  a  store  for  the  accommodation  of  settlers  In  Dysart, 
wbo  at  flnt  had  no  means  of  egress  to  Peterboro'  In  the  winter.  It  has  built  a  flour  and  saw 
mill.  It  pays  half  the  stipend  of  a  dorgyman,  aud  has  given  granta  of  land  for  churches  and 
schools. 

The  sales  in  Dysart  have  been  11,000  aoros  Xn  gopersoM,  of  whom  82  are  already  reslients.  Also, 
3ft  lots  to  the  fkmllles  residing  In  the  village  of  Hallburton ;  2,800 acr^s to  18  resdents  In Haicourt; 
and  a  ffW  hundred  acres  In  other  townships.  The  price  at  which  t'>e  Company  now  sells  Is:  In 
Dysart,  |l.90k  an  i  In  orher  townships  ll.OOper  acre,  caih;  or  $2.00 in  Dysart  and  tl.2ft  In  other  town 
ships,  m  ft  annual  Instalments,  wUii  Interest  at  ft  per  cent,  or  the  C  jmpany  Wtll  rent  for  17  years, 
for  1ft  cents  per  acre  in  Dysar ,  an  1 10  cents  In  other  towuships,  and  thj  rl  iht  of  pre-emption  at  the 
end  of  t  te  term,  at|2.U0  and  11 3i  respecively.  Half  ac  e  I  >ts  In  the  village  of  Hallburt  'n  are  for 
sale  at  |20  each.  Settlement  duties  have  to  be  prupitd  on  farm  lots  ahd  town  property.  The  sales 
have  chiefly  been  ma  le  to  Canadians,  but  the  Company  has  Just  pjrfected  arrangements  for  an  active 
embrrant  agency  'n  Bnnland. 

The  retmn  of  produce  in  Dysart.  made  by  the  Com.iany  last  spring,  (1868,)  Is  an  follows :t— Spring 
Wh»a-,  1836  bu^heU;  Fa  1  Wh'jat,425  uusheU;  Oata,  l,2ill  bushels;  Potatoes, S.430  busheto;  Turnips, 
SJ80 bushels;  Barlev, 213 bushels:  Hay.  Ill  tr  3;  Pork, 6,880 lbs. 

For  so  yju^g  a  district  we  thi'ik  ttie  auova  is  a  fair  record,  a'~d  It  does  not  appear  that  the 
countrv  has  anything  to  complain  of  at  the  ban  Is  of  the  dreadful  monopolists  and  speculators  of 
this  Company 

Tiie  a  ove,  It  will  be  seen,  are  strictly  L\nd  Companies.  If  they  have  en  -onraged  public  works.  It 
has  beeiraian  Incident.  la  the  United  States  the  lands  have  been  Incidental  to  the  works,  and  the 
editor  sincerely  hopes  that  ere  lonj{  we  shall  Uka  a  leaf  from  the  American  register  on  this  sublect. . 
if  ore  than  70  railroad  corporations  there  have  receded  more  than  l.M>,a00000  acrei  of  ftovernmen^  "■■ 
lands  as  g  °anu»  In  aid  of  the  construction  of  tholr  respective  Uses  Every  shareholder,  every  bond- 
holder of  uve  y  one  of  these  road-,  whether  In  Biirop  *  or  Amsrica,  consequently  becomes  an  amateur 
emigraton  agent,  and  the  agglomerated  eSbrts  of  thoM  influential  people  are  more  powerful  than 
those  of  gov  rnmcnt.  In  OJMiada  the  Ian  Is  have  been  kept  t  o  much,  as  It  w  re,  bottled  up.  Lands 
Judiciously  given  wouM  ere  nsw  ha<re  ensured  us  railroads,  canals,  and  tel<>graph  enterprises  In  many 
dlstric  s  where  they  are  needed.  Tet  not  a  single  forwarding  corporation  has  yet  received  an  acre. 
With  ttie  exception  of  a  proml-ed  grant  to  the  Canadii  (}entral  Batlw^y,  none  have  been  %>  much  as 
promls"d. 

What  Is  the  value  to  corporations  of  wild  lands  In  Oanala  ?  Enquiries  lead  to  the  belief  that  large 
blocks  of  unsnrvoyed  lands  are  probaby  worth  f  I  per  a  re  to  a  cjmpau!',  as  a  basis  for  theexp<  n  iture 
of  further  rapltal.  If  r4llroad8  can  be  built  throu^'h  them  that  will  nly  pay  ranning  expenses,  they 
win,  0  courtte,  so  >u  t>icr>ase  In  market  va'ue;  yet  this  ii  probably  a  fUr  valuation,  though  some  men 
of  great  experience  ay  they  would  hesitate  to  advise  Investment  of  English  capltil  In  Canadian  lands 
at  such  a  figure,  while  others  -et  t  e  valu  1  higher. 

Taking  this  as  their  v  ilue.  It  will  appear  h  it  we  have  still  available  a  grand  means  of  encnurage- 
m»nt  1 1  enterprlws  ca'culate  1 1>  dev  lop  the  country.  And  since  there  Is  little  doubt  that  the  late 
W.  H.  If  errltt  spoke  truly  when  he  said  the  Crown  Lands  have  hlt^ert.t  been  a  source  of  expense 
rather  thai  of  revenue  to  the  co  intry.  It  would  seem  that  It  would  not  be  a  bad  flacal  measuie  to 
'dispose  uf  a  f  w  millions  of  acres  of  them  in  this  manner.

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MINING    IN    CANADA. 

By  Thomas  Cross,  Esq.,  Ottawa, 

Mining  industry  in  Canada  is  recovering  from  the  effects  of  the  imprudence  and  incapacity  which 
have  characteriied  It  so  generally  hitherto.  The  resu'ts  of  embarkine  in  mining  enterpiise  without 
the  necessary  skill  and  capital  aie  painfully  visible  o<  the  country.  Operations  are  now  entered  upon 
more  soberly  and  systematically,  and  the  chances  of  success  have  improved  accordingly, 

Ontario. 

Geld.— Go\A  in  Ontario,  so  far  as  it  is  known  to  exist  in  paying  quantit*-,  is  confined  to  the  Quinte 
Gold  Mining  Division,  containing  the  auriferous  district  of  Madoc  and  the  surrounding  townships. 

No  statistics  are  procurable  of  the  product  of  the  Gold  Mines  of  this  division.  The  existence  of 
gold  in  paying  ({uantity  in  this  district  has  been  known  for  about  three  yeara.  The  yield  per  ton  of 
rock  has  been  found  to  be  firom  $152  downwards.  Numerous  cnithing  mills  have  been  erected,  ud  a 
large  population  attracted.  The  gold,  nevertheless,  remains  in  the  rocks,  owing  to  the  fraud,  impru- 
dence and  want  of  skill  which  have  characterized  the  mining  enterprise  of  this  rtffOTt.  Very  Uttle 
work  is  being  done.  Many  crushers  have  b^n  found  useless,  owing  to  malconstruction.  There  is  a 
scarcity  of  rock  to  crush.  The  Richardson  Mine  is  idle  for  the  present.  During  the  past  three  years 
about  ^500,000  have  been  expended  here,  and  this  over-speculation  has  been  ruinous  to  legitimate 
niining. 

.STx/vn— Though  silver  has  been  found  in  nuny  parts  of  tbe  province,  (some  veins  of  galena  yield- 
ing as  much  as  #30  per  ton),  it  is  only  lately  that  any  pfospect  has  appeared  of  working  it  profitably. 
During  the  summer  of  1867,  two  companies  commenced  operations  at  Thunder  Bay,  Lake  Superior. 
Shafts  have  been  sunk  (August,  1868,)  about  17  fathom,  and  levels  driven,  firom  which  silver  is 
Stained.  The  yield,  however,  is  kept  secret  Two  Amencan  companies,  also,  composed  principally 
of  practical  mining  men,  explored,  surveyed,  and  paid  the  local  govenunent  for  about  9,000  acres  on 
Thunder  Bay ;  but  though  twelve  months  have  elapsed  since  their  doing  so,  they  have  not  yet  obtained 
their  patents,  and  the  tract  remains  undeveloped. 

cV/|Arr.— Although  none  of  the  copper  locations  on  the  North  Shore  of  Lake  Superior  have  yielded 
any  adequate  return,  the  fact  that  copper  exists  at  all  points  in  this  region  gives  assurance  that  such 
will  iiot  continue  to  be  the  case  when  exploration  is  more  thorough,  and  when  capital  is  expended 
according  to  the  advice  of  experienced  and  conscientious  mining  c^^tains,  as  ha»  not  been  uic  rule 
hitherto. 

The  number  of  acres  of  mineral  lands  on  Lake  Superior  sold  by  the  Canadian  Government,  up  to 
3ist  December,  18^  was  166,69).  ^^  'his,  about  30,000  acres  were  sold  to  private  individuals,  who 
nave  made,  we  beheve,  no  effort  at  development.  The  remainder  is  principMiy  in  the  hands  vf  the 
Montreal,  Quebec  and  Lake  Superior,  and  British  American  Mining  Companies.  These  companies 
have  spent  large  sums  in  attempting  to  establish  mines,  but  without  success  in  any  instance;  owing 
partially  to  the  chances  inseparable  tram  mining,  but  ih  some  measure  also  to  want  of  skill  and  know- 
ledge; operations  having  been  largely  entered'  into  upon  places  which  ah  experienced  miner  would 
have  pronounced  hopeless  at  first  sight. 

"XYm  Montreal  Mining;  Company  is  at  present  employing  Mr.  Mac&rlane,  late  of  the  Acton  Mine, 
and  formerly  of  the  Frc'Eurg  (Germany)  School  of  Mines,  a  geologist  and  practical  miner  of  great 
infoimation  and  experience ;  from  whose  investigations,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  that  the  immense  tracts 
owiied  by  them  will  at  leiieth  be  found  valuable.  Mr.  Macfarlane,  we  learn,  has  made  promising 
discoveries  of  silver  on  the  Company's  property. 

Copper  mining  has  been  profitably  carried  on  for  twenty  years  at  the  Bruce  Mio's,  on  Lake 
Huron.  From  184710  1863,  9i4oo  tons  of  18  percent,  ore  were  raised  at  this  mine. — {.Geology  of 
Canada.)  It  is  at  present  worked  by  the  West  Canada  Mining  Company  of  London,  England,  cipi- 
tal  Jl3oo,<)oo ;  together  with  tl)e  adjoining  Wellington  and  Huron  Copper  Bay  Mines.  The  product  of 
these  mines  for  tne  last  ten  Vears  has  been  as  follows,  according  to  the  report  most  kindly  furnished 
by  Captain  Plummer,  late  Manager : —

Captain  Plummer  says  farther  : — "  The  veins  are  in  some  places  very  thick,  fi-om  i8  to  20  feet, 
"  and  at  others  narrow  down  to  4  or  5  feet.  The  deepest  point  reached  is  60  fathoms.  The  lode  in 
"  its  downward  course  does  not  vary  much,  but  does  not  contain  so  large  a  percentage  of  metal.  This 
"  circumstance,  together  with  the  fact  that  the  lodes  do  not  carry  any  of  the  richer  ores,  such  as  the 
"  viireous,  peacock  and  horseflesh  ores,  renders  mining  a  little  less  profitable  than  when  nearer  the 
"surface." 

"  The  number  of  lineal  fathoms  cut  last  year  was  1,533.  The  number  of  persons^  employed  is 
''373.    The  numlier  has  lessened  of  late  in  consequence  of  the  continued  depression  in  the  copper

Z,/<k/.— Numerous  veins  of  galena  traverse  the  country  between  the  Ottawa  and  the  St,  Lawrence, 
maintaining  a  parallelism  to  each  other,  and  also  to  those  in  the  State  of  New  York  which  have 
yielded  so  largely,  and  which  are  in  the  Mma  gaoloaical  formations  as  the  Canadiu.i  .'fins. 

In  Ramsay,  County  of  Lanark,  •  trial  was  made  in  1858  on  a  lode  from  a^o  j  feet  vide.  About 
a6  tons  of  galena  were  obtained,  yielding  81  per  cent,  of  lead.  Other  attempts  were  nude  subse- 
quently, and,  we  believe,  about  Ha  much  mora  ore  obtained ;  but  operations  wereabandone  'though 
with  proper  skiU  and  capital  the  mine  might  yield  good  returns. 

Leaa  also  exists  at  numerous  |)oints  on  the  North  Shore  of  Lake  Superior. 
Concerning  the  Frontenao  Lead  VL\n%,  near  Kingston,  discovered  last  year,  the  A  mtrican  your- 
Mol^Mimnr  renuirka  :— 

"  Probably  the  most  important  discovery  in  the  way  of  new  mines  which  has  been  made  in  Onta- 
"  rio  during  the  year  is  the  recant  one  of  an  extensive  vein  of  galena  in  the  township  of  Loughborough, 
"  County  Frontenao.  The  vain  is  deseribed  as  beiiyt  la  feet  wide,  and  of  great  length,  in  the  same 
"  course  as  those  of  Rossic  on  the  oppoiita  side  of^the  St.  Lawrence.  An  association,  called  the 
"  Frontenac  Lead  Mining  Company,  nu  blan  formed  to  work  it,  and  Comishmen  have  been  pro- 
"  cured.  One  of  tha  ahana  \%  down  40  feet,  lite  vein  is  13  feet  wide  at  the  bottom,  and  expanding 
"  regularly.  An  adit  baa  been  driven  from  the  aide  of  the  mil  along  the  vein  a  distance  of  150  feet. 
■'  The  ore  is  thickly  disseminated  through  the  whole  mass." 

From  the  above-mentioned  ahaft  and  level,  ore  to  the  estimated  value  of  |io,ooo  has  beeu  ob- 
tained.  Owing  to  the  width  of  tha  lode  and  the  softness  of  the  gangue  (calc-spar)  the  working  is 
easy.    It  is  intended  to  smelt  tha  ore  on  the  property. 

PlMttOago.—To  the  south  of  the  Ottawa  plumbago  of  good  quality  exists,  disseminated  very 
generally  through  the  Laurentian  llmaatonM  in  the  rear  of  Kingston :  and  though  no  plumbago  mine 
IS  yet  worked  In  Ontario,  it  is  probable  that  these  linustones,  which  are  so  widely  distributed  urough 
the  more  northerly  parts  of  the  Province,  will  be  found  on  exploration  to  contain  thia  mineral  in  abun- 
dance, aa  is  the  caae  in  Quebec, 

/fWM.— Although  aurpriaingly  little  haa  been  made  of  the  many  valuable  iron  bede  of  Ontario, 
they  must  shortly  become  the  baaia  of  a  most  important  branch  of  industry. 

The  most  important  iron  minea  of  Ontario  are  those  at  Marmora  and  in  the  neighbourhood. 
They  are  vast  beda  of  magnetite,  the  ore  which  produces  the  be»t  brands  of  Swedish  and  Russian 
iron.  Many  yeara  ago  a  blast  (Umace  was  erected,  and  varioua  companies  have  from  time  to  tinie 
smelted  the  ore,  producing  excellent  iron,  but  failing  in  point.of  profit  from  want  of  communication. 
The  ore  is,  we  beueve,  at  preaent  ahipped  to  the  States.  * 

There  is  also  a  bed  of  magnetite  about  aoo  Aet  thick  on  an  island  in  Mud  Lake,  in  the  Rideau 

Canal,  known  aa  Ohaffey'i  Mine,  from  which  large  quantities  of  ore  have  been  shipped  to  the  States. 

During  thesuihmer  01  if6g  an  American  company  commenced  operations  ou  an  extensive  deposit  of 

magnetite  near  Bajewahnung,  Lake  Superior.    The  bed  is  five  miles  from  the  shore,  and  a  tramway 

had  to  be  made  over  very  bad  ground.    The  mine  has  lately  been  abandoned. 

The  Peter  Bell  Mining  Company  are  working  a  bed  ofsood  red  hematite  at  Amprior. 
/"^/fv&wM.— Petroleum  may  be  conaidared  at  preaent  the  most  important  mineral  poduct  of  the 
Dominion,  the  capital  invested  in  raising  it  being  from  $3,000,000  to  $5,000,000,  and  the  quantity  of 
crude  oil  produced  annually  of  a  value  probably  not  under  |i,ooo,ooo. 

The  first  wells  were  sunk  at  Oil  Springs,  County  of  Lambton,  in  1863 ,  and  up  to  March,  1863, 
4,138,530  gallons  were  obtained— (CJff/fiiy^CaMMte).  The  great  flowingwells  were  struck  here,  one 
of  which  yielded,  at  first,  a,oao  barrels  in  >4nours.  In  1865-66  this  district  was  abandoned  in  favour 
of  Bothwell,  Connty  Kent,  where  about  aoo  wells  were  put  down,  and  some  40,000  barrels  obtained. 
These  wells  have  not  been  worked  since  the  Fall  of  t866.  In  Petrolea  the  development  commenced  in 
the  Fall  of  1865,  and  in  that  year  about  5,000  barrets  were  pumped.  In  1866,  up  to  November,  about 
50,000  barrels  were  sold  at  |^,  when  tha  discovery  of  the  King  Flowing  Well  brought  the  price  down 
to  $1.  During  1865-66  about  850  wells  were  put  down  at  Petrolea,  and  within  a  space  of  six  miles 
round,  all  of  wnich  are  now  abandoned.  In  1867  about  130  wells  were  sunk  in  the  King  Well  Dis- 
trict, with  great  success ;  about  130,000  barrels  were  shipped  fit>m  Petrolea,  and  some  aoo,ooo  were 
tanked.    This  year  (1868)  the  product  haa  been  some  4,000  barrels  weekly. 

Up  to  the  31st  December,  1867,  the  capacity  of  the  underground  tanks  at  Petrolea  was  135,000 
banels.  At  present  (August,  1868)  the  stock  of  crude  held  in  tank  and  by  refiners  may  be  estimated 
at  350,000  barrels,  or  over  two  year's  aupply  for  home  consumption,  Canada  at  present  requiring  about 
130,000  barrela  yearly.  Only  nfteen  welli  are  workinp;  at  present,  and  no  new  ones  gclngdown,  owing 
to  want  of  demand.  The  temporary  check  to  the  trade,  however,  arising  from  want  of  a  foreign 
market,  seema  to  be  at  an  eod,  the  low  price  of  crude  at  the  wells  (30  to  50  cents,  the  normal  pnce 
being  about  I4)  ha«ing  begiui  to  attract  A  meriean  and  home  capital. 

There  are  eighteen  or  twenty  refineries  in  Canada,  using,  when  in  full  work,  about  4,000  barreb 
weekly,  and  representing  some  9aoo,ooo  0  f  capital. 

For  the  above  particulars  wa  are  indebted  to  the  kindness  of  Stephen  Blackburn,  Esq.,  of  the 
London  Daily  Frtt  Prtii,  and  Secretary  to  the  Petrolea  Producers'  Association. 

Though  we  have  failed  to  aMertain  tha  exact  amount  of  petroleum  raised  in  Canada  since  the 
commencement  of  operations,  the  above  sketch  will  convey  some  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  supply, 
when  we  remember  tnat  only  a  small  poriion  of  the  oil-beanng  formation  has  been  thoroughly  tested. 
This  rock  (Comiferous  Limestone)  extends  over  a  large  portion  of  the  Western  Peninsula ;  and  though 
one  part  after  another  n:ay  be  exhausted  and  abandoned,  and  the  exhaustion  of  the  whole  reeion  is 
but  a  matter  of  time,  it  wiU  probably  be  long  before  oil-boring  has  travelled  over  the  whole  productive 
district.  -,.,,, 

Salt.— In  boring  for  petroleum  at  Oodericlt,  in  1866,  a  bed  of  salt  was  found  at  a  depth  of  1,000 
feet.    The  thickness  of  the  bed  is  about  30  feet. 

The  manufacture  of  salt  was  at  once  commenced,  and  has  progressed  rapidly.  In  November, 
1866,  4<  barrels  were  made  dally.  In  August,  1867,  the  quantity  made  was  90  barrels  per  day.  In 
the  beKinning  of  Auf^ust,  1868,  tho  produce  of  the  works  was  190  barrels  daily,  and  has  since  been  in- 
creased to  aqo  barrels. 

Over  $70,000  have  been  expended  in  salt  works.  Thirteen  wells  have  been  sunk,  large  buildings 
erected,  and  about  aoo  kettles  are,  we  believe,  now  in  operation. 
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PyriUt.—TYA*  mineral  abounds  in  many  parti  of  Ontario. 
BraclnrilU^  haa  beni  excavated  for  a  space  of  jo  feet  by  30  feet,  without  finding  any  end. 


The  deposit  is  believed  to  extend  over  a  considerable  space.  We  may  therefore  look  for  con- 
tiuued  extension  of  this  branch  of  industry. 

The  Goderich  brine  is  remarkable  for  iu  purity.  The  salt  received  the  Gold  Medal  at  the  Paria 
BiBoeition  of  1867,  and  the  First  Prise  at  the  New  York  Sute  Fair  of  the  same  year.  The  analysis 
of  tne  brine  by  Dr.  T.  Sterry  Hunt  showed  its  composition  to  be,  1,000  parts  :—

From  this  it  appears  that  ai  6-10  gallons  of  brine  will  give  a  bushel  (56  lbs.  weight)  oTsalt. 

Boringa  at  Kincardine  have  also  been  successful  in  reaching  brine. 

A«/.— Peat,  although  of  vegetable  origin,  may  fairly  be  dealt  with  in  an  article  on  mining,  when 
we  remember  the  kindred  origin  of  ooel,  and  the  vast  importance  of  peat  to  a  country  where  no  coal 
exists. 

It  is  calculated  that  in  Ontario  the  peat  beds  already  known  cover  not  less  than  30,000  acres,  and 
in  many  places  have  been  sounded  to  a  depth  of  as  feet  without  finding  bottom. 

During  the  present  summer  (1868)  a  company  has  been  formed  for  the  purpose  of  working  a  de- 
posit covering  some  3,000  acres  m  the  County  or  Welland.  '1  he  peat  is  torn  into  shreds,  dried,  and 
compressed  into  solid  blocks,  by  machinery.  About  tao,oao  have  been  expended  during  1868.  and  it 
ia  expected  that  next  year  companies  will  be  formed  for  the  purpose  of  working  other  peat  beds  in 
Ontario. 

MUc*UatuoMt. 

The  bed  it  Eliiabethtown,  near 
.  tout  finding  any  end.  It  is  valu- 
able aa  a  source  of  sulphur,  and  for  the  manuncture  or  sulphuric  acid ;  the  quantity  used  annually  in 
England  for  the  latter  purpoce  being  370,000  tons,  or  thereabouts,  at  |ioa  too.    (G*olcgy  o/CamUla.) 

C«tei!f.— The  only  available  ore  or  cobalt  In  Ontario  is  the  above-mentioned  bed  or  pyrites,  a  ton 
of  which  would  yield,  treated  in  the  large  way,  about  8  lbs.  of  oxyd  of  cobalt,  worth  I34.  The  quarry- 
ing of  the  ore  and  the  separation  of  the  oxyd  would  cost  about  I14,  leaving  a  profit  of  |io.  {Gttltgjt 
V  Canada.) 

PkMpkatt  0/  Limt  occura  in  quantity  between  the  St.  Lawrence  and  Ottawa  Rivers.  As  a  ma- 
nure it  is  worth  in  England  /6  los.  sterling  per  ton.  Several  deposits  are  worked,  but  >i  >  statisticB 
have  been  received.  ' 

Mka  in  considerable  quantity  exists  in  rear  of  Kingston.  A  quantity  from  this  disthci  vms  sold 
at  Paris  in  «86a,  for  the  use  of  the  French  navy,  at  %*  per  lb.— <<3r«/«ip'  0/ Canada.) 

MtrNt  abounds  among  the  Laurentian  rocks.    That  of  Arnprior  is  largely  in  use. 

Mining  Rtgtdatton*, 

The  mining  regulations  of  Ontario  are  distinct  as  regards  the  precious  and  inftrior  metals. 

Mining  for  the  precious  metals  is  regulated  by  an  Act  entitled  "  An  Act  respecting  Gold  and 
Silver  Mines  (1868)"  whereby  the  Act  ay  and  aS  Vic,  cap.  9,  amended  by  39  Vic.,  cap.  9  (186s),  is 
repealed. 

Under  this  Act  the  Lieut  Governor  in  Council  may,  ty  Order  in  Council,  dedare  any  tract  d»- 
scribed  in  such  Order  in  Council  a  "  Mining  Division.'*  He  may  also  api>oint  Inspectora  of  such 
Divisions,  who  shall  be  *x  officio  Justices  ofthe  Peace  of  all  Counties  or  Districts  included  in  such 
DivisioM,  and  shall  settle  aU  disputes  as  to  boundaries  of  claims,  use  of  %  ar  a.  access  thereto,  damages 
by  licenses  to  othen,  and  generally  to  settle  all  difficulties  arising  under  '.Ht  Act 

Inspectora  may,  on  receipt  ot  $5.00,  grant  a  Miner's  License,  to  continue  in  force  for  one  year,  and 
to  be  renewable  for  a  further  term  of  one  year  on  payment  of  a  lurth  tx  sum  of  85.00.  The  hcensee  is 
authorised  to  explora  and  to  mine,  for  one  year,  on  any  unsold  Crown  Lands  within  the  Division,  and 
may  stake  out  and  work  one  claim. 

Dimontiotu  of  Claim*. 

Alluvial  Mint$j— If  on  any  river  or  creek,  too  feat  firont  by  100  feet  to  tne  rear,  measured  from 
water's  edge. 

If  in  a  gully,  100  feet  along  said  gully,  to  extend  firom  hill  to  hill. 

If  on  a  surace  or  hill-side  digging,  100  feet  square,  except  where  a  company  intend  to  hill  tunnel, 
when  the  officer  ofthe  division  may  grant  such  larger  claim  as  he  may  thtnk  fit 

For  working  any  bed  of  a  river,  the  officer  sluul  determine  as  drcamstances  may  requira,  the  sise 
and  position  of  claims. 

QnartM  Mint*,— Var  each  person,  150  feet  along  a  lead  by  loo  fiset  on  each  side  thereof.  For 
companies,  too  feet  along  lead  for  every  additional  miner,  not  to  exceed  1,000  feet  altogether. 

Discoveries  to  be  reported.  Discoverer  entitled  to  two  of  the  largest  claims  prescribed  by 
this  Act. 

Party  walls  three  feet  thick  to  be  left  between  each  holding  on  Crown  Lands,  to  be  used  in 
common  for  access  to  streams. 

Mills  must  be  licensed  and  fiiraish  returns.  Parties  applying  for  licenses  are  required  to  give 
bonds  to  the  amount  of  $3000. 

Royalty  ftom  a  to  10  per  cent,  to  be  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Lieut-Governor  in  Council, 
and  to  vary  for  different  divisions  and  mines  aceordmg  to  yield.  Proprieton  may  mine  on  private 
lands  subject  to  above  ro^nlty. 

Mill  ownen  to  receive  firom  the  Treasurar  of  the  Province  s  per  cent  on  royalty  actually  paid 
by  them. 

No  action  having  been  taken  under  this  Act,  statistics  of  the  yield  of  gold  in  Ontario  ara  not 
obtainable. 

Mininf/orikt  Inferior  Metal*. — Each  mining  tract  in  unsurveyed  territory  is  to  be  of  blocks  of 
300  or  400  acres.  They  must  be  surveyed  by  a  Provincial  Land  Surveyor,  and  paid  for  at  the  value 
of  $1  per  acre.  In  surveyed  townships,  mineral  lots  are  to  be  sold  for  f  i  per  acre  when  the  lands  are 
held  at  less  than  that  sum,  and  at  the  same  price  as  other  lands  in  townships  when  they  are  held  at 
more.    Payment  must,  however,  be  made  in  cash.

In  tha  formar  division  liitia  haa  baan  dona,  'I'ha  Intpaeior,  Mr.  Jamaa  R.  Oilman,  report <«  that 
at  tha  Golconda  Mina  a  trashing  mill  with  two  stampi  haa  baan  aractad,  but  no  statistics  are  pro- 
curabla.  Two  yaars  ago,  in  anothar  part  of  tha  Division,  about  |Jt40o  worth  of  gold  was  taksn  out  of 
a  space  of  a  Quarter  acre,  giving  f  4  or  |s  a  day  par  man,  Kxoepi  in  these  two  cases,  gold-mining  in 
this  Division  nas  not  gone  beyond  prospecting. 

In  tha  Chaudiera  Division  minma  prograssas  steadily.  Since  our  last  issue  several  shaft*  have 
been  sunk  on  the  property  of  the  De  Lery  Company.  Htaam  pumps  have  been  imported  from  England 
and  the  United  States.  Large  ndning  claima  have  been  recently  leased  to  English  and  Amarican 
companies,  who  are  carrying  on  extensive  operations. 

The  amount  of  gold  obtained  in  the  Chaudlera  Division  during  tha  half  year  ended  the  30th  June, 
1868,  waa  7SS  ounces,  valued  at  #i),5ao.  Tha  number  of  mining  licenses  issued  during  that  liina 
was  604. 

The  De  Lary  Company  have  erected  a  ten  atamp  crushing  mill,  and  have  tested  some  of  the  quarta 
veins  which  have  been  uncapped  in  the  Seigniory  Rfgnud-Vaudreuil,  w''h  satisfactory  results.

we  may  hope  much  for  the  Aitura  of  gold  mining  in  this  Province. 

.S'lAwr.— Numerous  veins  of  argentiferous  galena  are  scattered  over  that  portion  of  Quebec  to  the 
south  of  tha  St.  Lawrence,  one  of  which  contains  aixty-Ave  ounces  of  silver  to  the  ton  of  md,  (Moul- 
ton  Hill.)    Noprogress.  however,  has  been  made  in  silver  mining, 

O/Ar^.— Copper mininghaa  tjeen  prosecuted  during  tha  lut  ten  years  in  innumerable  places 
in  the  Eutem  Townships.  The  diKovgry  of  tha  Acton  Mina  caused  the  wildest  excitement.  I'ha 
region  was  soon  honev-cnmbed  with  deserted  holes,  nearly  all  of  which  conUined  more  or  less  copper. 
The  Acton  Mina  was  long  the  only  one  to  yield  any  considarabla  return  2  producing,  from  its  opening 
in  1859  to  its  close  in  1864,  ore  to  the  value,  we  banavc,  of  more  than  a  million  dollars.  The  ore  w.is 
chiefly  in  surface  "  pockets."  waa  quarried  ratliar  than  mined,  and  waa  therefore  raised  at  very  small 
cost.    The  mine  was  closed  owinj  to  the  beds  being  exhauated. 

The  Harvey  Hill  Minea,  (English  and  Canadian  Mining  Company,)  were  operjd  in  1858,  and 
have  been  conducted  on  the  aoundest  prindplei.  Underground  work  has  lieen  steadily  carried  on  to 
prove  the  extent  and  richnew  of  the  veins  and  intarstratiflad  beds  j  the  latter  being  the  most  important, 
maintaining  their  character  to  great  depths.  Up  to  186$  comparatively  little  ore  was  shipped :  but  the 
result  of  long,  patient  and  skilful  investigations  has  been  so  satisfactory  that,  in  1867,  the  Company 
determined  to  put  up  amelting  works  at  a  cost  of  over  Mo,ooo.  Whan  on  the  eve  of  completion  these 
works  were  destroyed  by  fire ;  but  are  now  so  Ar  rabtiilt  u  to  have  allowed  a  trial  during  the  present 
month,  (Auguat.  1868,)  with  utisfitctory  result. 

During  the  last  four  years,  the  average  number  of  men  employed  haa  been  f^om  i<o  to  aoo.

In  1867  some  4,000  tons  of  3)  per  cent,  ore  were  raiaad.  This  ore  was  not  dressed,  but  piled  up 
for  smelting,  when  the  works  were  burnt.  Owing  to  this  accident,  and  to  the  great  quantity  of  ore  at 
the  surface,  underground  work  haa  been  temporarily  stopped.  Trlbuting  is,  however,  beins  carried  0:1 
at  the  surface.

llie  Huntington  Mine  commc.ced  in  i86g.  For  the  first  year  work  was  confined  to  exploration. 
Up  to  September  ist,  1867,  about  Mn  thousand  tons  of  ore  were  raised,  and  nearly  all  cx:x>rtcd  xa 
Boston,  Baltimore  and  Liverpool.  Extensive  works  for  crushing  and  washing  have  bsen  erected,  by 
the  aid  of  which  an  additional  amount  of  ore,  nearly  300  tons  monthly,  can  bo  prepared  for  market. 
The  machinery  ia  driven  by  water  power,  which  alao  drivea  a  large  lumber  establishment  ir.  connec- 
tion with  the  mine. 

There  are  erected  for  the  use  of  the  miner*  and  their  nmilies  over  fifty  dwelling  houses.  The 
cost  of  these,  besides  all  the  numerous  mine  buildings,  and  of  all  tha  labor  on  the  mine  from  tli?  begin- 
ning, including  roads,  bridges  and  all  improvementa,  has  baan  met  from  the  product  of  the  mine.  In 
September,  1863,  the  locality  waa  a  dense  wilderness.  Now,  (186S,)  the  village  ndioinin^  the 
mine  (Dillon,)  ia  the  largest  in  the  Township  of  Bolton,  with  a  large  school  and  weekly  divine  sorvic:.

Sir  Wm.  Logan  remarks,  in  that  invaluable  work,  the  Giology  o/Canaaa  (1863) ;— "The  copper 

"  deposits  of  the  Eastern  Townships  are  unlike  those  of  Cornwall  and  of  Lake  Huron,  in  which  the 

"  metal  has  been  concentrated  in  well-defined  lodes.    They  are,  however,  very  similar  in  their  stnic- 

**  tare  and  mode  of  occurrence  to  thosr  of  the  same  age  in  Norway  and  Sweden.    'Ihe  analogous 

"copper  ores  in  the  Permian  Slatf4  of  Mansfeld and  Hesse,  and  those  of  both  sides  of  the  I7ral 

**  Mountains,  are  in  like  manner  disseminated  in  beds  and  not  in  veins.    Copper-bearing  beds  simiUr 

"  to  those  of  Canada  are  also  wrought  in  schistose  rocks  of  the  Quebec  group  in  Maryland,  in  Ten- 

"  nesaee,  and  other  parts  of  the  United  Sutes." 

It  is  therefore  very  probable  that  as  aettleiaent  and  examination  proceed  in  thia  extensive  copper 
bearing  region,  which  is  still  in  great  part  covered  with  dense  forest,  that  surftce  "pockets"  like  the 
Acton  Mine,  paying  richly  from  the  first,  will  firom  time  to  time  be  met  with.  At  the  same  time  the 
persistence  and  richness  of  the  interstratified  beds,  over  great  extents  and  to  great  depths,  have  been 
proved  by  the  valuable  researches  of  ten  years  at  the  Harvejr  Hill  Mines.  When  we  remember  the 
•stent  of  this  re|;ion,  and  the  foct  that  copper  ia  found  at  all  points  in  it,  the  iUture  of  copper-mining  in 
Quebec  looks  bright  indeed. 

/rM.— Iron  ores  of  the  best  kind  exist  in  many  places  ia  the  Province  of  Quebec,  and  have  bev.i 
aore  or  less  a  source  of  industry  for  a  hundred  and  thirty  years. 

Bog  ore  in  considerable  quantities  is  spread  along  the  north  shora  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  from  the 
vicinity  of  Montreal  neariy  to  Quebec.  A  furnace  for  smelting  this  ore  was  established  in  St.  Maurice 
County  in  1737,  whera  the  manufacture  of  iron  was  continued  until  1838,  when  it  ceased,  owing  to  the 
growing  scarcity  of  ore  and  cluurcoal  in  the  neighborhood. 

The  Radnor  forges  wnre  some  years  ago  erected  at  Batiscan.  About  a,oao  tons  of  cast  iron  are 
kere  produced  annually.  The  chief  manuncture  carried  on  hitherto  has  been  that  of  wheels  for  rail- 
smy  cars.    Wrought  iron  is  also  made,  and  a  rolling  mill  haa  been  erected. 

In  1854  work  was  commenced  on  a  bed  of  magnetite  in  Hull,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the 
fnmaces  of  Messrs.  Fonyth  &  Co.,  of  Pittsburgh.  Up  to  1838  about  8,000  tons  had  been  exported, 
-when  operatioiM  ceased. 

In  1866,  the  Canada  Iron  Mining  and  ManuCicturing  Comr«ny  purchasad  the  Hull  Iron  Mines, 
and  erected  a  fiimace  on  the  banks  of  the  Oatineau,  about  3I  miles  firom  Ottasra.  They  are  at  present 
turning  out  about  34  tons  of  pig  iron  a  day.  Large  kilns  for  charcoal  burning  have  been  erected, 
o^Mble  of  makiiw,  we  an  informed,  ao,aoo  bushels  at  once.  There  are  also  steam  engines,  boilers, 
crushte,  and  workmen's  dwellings.  The  bed  of  ore  is  90  feet  thick,  and  practically  inexhaustible,  llie 
iron  produced  firom  it  is  of  very  superior  quality.    About  aoo  men  are  employed. 

Tlie  Company  likewise  possesses  10,000  acres  of  timber  lands,  and  i,aoo  acres  of  peat  lan4> 
The  Moisie  Company  are  working  a  vast  deposit  of  magnetite  at  the  motfth  of  the  Moisits  River, 
about  300  miles  below  Quebec  The  oed  contains,  it  is  computed,  about  twenty  million  tons  of  ore, 
pcriiectiy  free  from  sulphur  and  phosphorus,  which  interfera  so  much  with  the  working  of  most  iron 
ores.  The  on  lies  on  the  surface,  in  the  form  of  a  black  sand,  and  can  be  placed  on  board  vessels  at 
a  cost  of  about  35  centa  per  ton. 

The  iron  manufactured  firom  the  Moisie  ore  is  of  very  superior  quality,  as  is  shewn  m  the  state-

It  is  also  to  M  obser-ed  that  its  elongation  is  very  great,  7-10  of  an  inch  to  a  foot  It  is 
therefore  very  suitable  to  the  manufacture  of  wire. 

From  experiments  made  at  the  West  Point  Foundry,  it  appean  that  the  Moisie  wrought  iron 
bearsa  pressuro  of  8o,a3i  lbs.  to  the  square  inch,  or  over  30,000  morethattthe  best  American  orands. 
The  Moisie  samjde  tried  in  this  instance  was  simply  roUed  fit>m  the  bloom.  Had  it  been  refined 
to  the  extext  or  the  competing  ti^flmt"*!  it  would  doubtless  have  stood  100,000  lbs.  to  thei 
aquarainch. 
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Th«  tAoxnt  iron  is  peculiarly  tuitid  ioth«  manufacture  of  the  Anett  Meet,  edge  toolt,  &c. 

The  Coiupany'a  paid-Mp  ca|i.\t»l  it  |i,oao,ooci  Tliey  employ  about  joo  men,  'I'hcy  \\.\\p  an  iron 
traniway  connecting  works,  mine,  kilns  and  whArt,  and  a  fine  little  iron  screw  nteamshii).  It  ii  e^ii- 
mated  (nat  their  present  workt  are  capable  of  turning  out  about  .i,aoo  tona  of  wrought  iron  ye,iilv, 
with  a  profit  of  |i]o,ooo.  This  is  independent  of  profit  from  the  sale  of  ore.  It  it  expected  that  the 
product  will  soon  Im*  do^ililt ..   which  cvo/d  be  done  at  little  expense. 

Plumbago.— '\'h»  v.  ,«na'  lun  Gr;«phite  Company  commenced  work  in  1866,  in  the  Township  of 
Buckingham,  about  an  miles  fr<>n\  •:)ttawa.  They  have  spent  upwards  of  |iu,aoo  in  tesiioK  v.irioUM 
vcini  and  beds.  _  One  viiit  of  uure  graphite  is  exposed  mo  feet  on  the  surface.  A  sh.ifi  has  hf.en  sunk 
30  feet  in  this  vein,  which  at  the  bottom  has  .1  width  of  34  inches,  seemingly  widening  as  the  Hliaf't  is 
•unk.  This  company  is  also  workiii^  a  bed  of  disstimin.ited  ore  (from  to  to  40  percent,)  haviii);  n 
width  of  330  feet,  and  a  depth  of  60  ieet  running  into  the  mountain.  They  have  erected  a  crusher, 
turning  oat  about  a)  tons  a  day. 

The  Canada  Plumbago  ('ompany  have  erected  a  crusher  also,  in  Buckingham,  capable  of  turning 
out  about  3  tons  daily.  1'he  Manager,  Mr.  S.  T,  Pearce,  has  lately  patented  a  machme  for  dressing 
plumbago  and  other  orex    whereby  all  loss  incidental  to  dressing  by  water  is  avoided. 

The  Lochaber  Plumbago  Company  have  also  a  crusher  in  operation. 

The  Central  Canada  Mining  Company  have  also  taken  up  i,soo  acres  in  Templeton,  in  which 
gold  bearing  quartz  exists,  yielding  by  analysis  |i8.  53  per  ton. 

Other  crushing  mills  are  in  course  of  const)  uction. 

The  above  operations  are  only  a  bcgii\ning  of  what  mutt  very  toon  be  a  very  extentlve  branch  of 
induttry. 

/>««/.— There  are  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  not  less  than  60,000  acres  of  peat  lands  already 
known,  excluding  the  great  bed  on  Aniicosti  island,  whic  h  contains  as  many  mjre  ;  many  of  the  bed* 
being  conveniently  situated  for  manufacture  and  transport. 

The  works  of  the  Canada  Peat  Con,pany  at  Lapigeonniere  and  St.  Hubert,  near  Montreal,  have  for 
tome  time  been  supplying;  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  with  fuel,  and  their  corapresaed  peat,  tomew^iat 
retembling  lignite,  is  coming  largely  into  general  use. 

The  value  of  peat  as  a  railway  fuel  is  best  shown  by  the  experiments  of  F.  H.  Trevithick,  Esq., 
formerly  manager  of  the  Locomotive  Department  of  the  Grand  Trunk,  which  proved  Us  calorific 
power  in  comparison  to  that  of  hardwood  to  be  as  follows  : —

Compressed  peat  is  now  sold  to  the  public  in  Montreal  at  I3.35  per  torn.  The  average  price  of 
wotxl  in  Montreal  is  f6.oo  or  $9.00  per  cord.  A  ton  of  peat  is  equal  in  calorific  power  to  li  cords  of 
wood.    The  price  of  peat  will,  doubtless,  be  lower  when  the  beds  are  more  extensively  worked. 

During  tne  season  of  1868,  the  Canada  Peat  Fuel  Company's  works  will  probably  produce  from 
8,000  to  10,000  toiu  of  compressed  peat,  and  next  year  the  product  is  exper*-)d  to  amount  to  30,000 
tons.

Macfarlane  has  suggested  that  the  manufacture  of  bichromate  of  potash  might  be  carried  on  success- 
fully  in  Quebec 

^l!i/»i«fM.— leexhaustible  sources  of  magnesia  exist  in  the  magnesites  and  serpentines  of  the 
Eastern  Townships. 

Marbles,  beautiful  Serpentines  and  Verd  Antique  are  fouud  in  different  parts  of  the  Province.

9,  (1865) :  further  amended  by  the  "  Gold  Mining  Amendment  Act,"  passed  by  the  Local  Legis- 
lature in  1868. 

Miners  mnst  take  out  either  a  CVown  Lands  Gold  License,  for  Crown  Lands,  (fee,  %%  a  month) : 
or  a  "  Private  Lands  Gold  License,"  for  private  lands,  ffee,  f  i  a  month),  first  obtaining  consent  of 
proprietor.    Under  the  Crown  Lands  license,  cUiims  may  be  worked  as  follows  : — 

Alluvial  Mifut.— On  a  river  or  large  creek,  30  feet  front  by  50  feet  from  the  water's  edge  ;  on  a 
small  creek,  40  feet  by  50  from  centre  of  stream  ;  in  a  gully,  60  feet  along  the  same,  and  fi-om  hill  to 
hill ;  on  aurfiice  or  hill  side,  60  feet  sq'iare.

Nova  Scotia. 

John  Rutherford,  Esq.,  Inspector  of  Mines,  remarks,  in  his  report  for  the  year  ending  the  30th 
September,  1867,  that  "  although  the  mining  operations  in  the  Province  have  not,  Amr.g  the  past 
"  year,  been  characterised  by  that  activity  which  prevailed  in  the  preceding  year,  and  the  returns  of 
"  coal  raised  show  a  diminution  of  nearly  31  per  cent,  it  is  nevertheless  a  cheering  fact  that  not  only 
"  have  additional  mines  been  opened,  bat  that  preparations  are  also  being  made  at  ethers  for  a  consia- 
"  crable  extensioa  <rf  the  powers  of  prodaction." 

GdtL—yf*  transcribe  the  ftUowuig  from  the  report  of  Dr.  T.  Sterry  Hunt,  F.  R.  S.,  (1867)  :— 

I"  It  may  well  exdte  surprise  that  so  little  mining  has  yet  been  done  in  Nova  Scotia,  where  gold 
"  is  known  to  be  spread  over  an  area  of  not  less  than  6000  square  miles,  and  where,  notwithstanding 
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*  the  want  of  skill  of  the  early  adventurers,  and  the  lack  of  capital,  such  remarkable  results  have  already 

*  been  obtained.  _  The  lodes  of  this  region,  which  are  very  regular  in  structure,  have  been  shown  to 
'  preserve  their  richness  to  depths  of  aoo  and  300  feet,  and  from  their  geological  relations  there  is 

.  *  J  j*^  reasoa  to  believe  will  continue  unchanged  to  the  greatest  attainable  depths.    To  this  it  may  be 
'added  that  the  price  oMabor  is  moderate,  not  exceeding  f  1.25  a  day :  fuel,  both  wood  and  coal, 

*  cheap  and  abundant,  the  region  healthful  and  easily  accessible  from  abroad.  When  all  these  things 
"  are  taken  into  consideration,  it  would  appear  that  no  other  gold  mining  region  ofiiers  such  induce- 
"  ments  to  the  introduction  of  capital  and  skilled  labour,  and  that  these  alone  are  required  to  make 
"  Nova  Scotia  one  of  the  great  gold  producing  regions  of  the  world."

From  this  statement  it  appears  that  the  increase  in  the  total  yield  df  gold  over  that  of  the  previous 
twelve  months  is  3,431  ounces,  and  the  average  yield  per  man  I96  greater.    From  the  official  returns 
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for  the  last  six  years  (ending  Sept.  joth,  1867.)  based  on  the  Kold  (^  which  the  royalty  of  3  per  cent, 
has  been  paid,  we  find  that  the  vield  durins  that  period  has  oeen  .119,541^  ounces,  worth  1(3,390,081. 

"  The  gold  of  Nova  Scotia,"  say:*  Dr.  Hunt,  is  remarkable  for  itsj>urity,  different  aissays  showing 
"  a  fineness  of  from  966  to  983  thousandths,  so  that  its  value  is  about  f  so  the  ounce." 

Coal — Proof  of  the  steady  progress  of  coal-mining  in  Nova  Scotia  will  be  found  in  the  statement 
contained  in  the  last  Ytar  Book  of  the  amount  of  coal  raised  each  year  since  1837,  showing  an  increase 
firom  11.491  tons  in  that  year  to  684,766  tons  in  1866.

Wc  subjoin  the  following  report  of  the  progress  und  prospects  of  the  Intercolonial  Coal  Mining 
Company,  (Montreal  and  Pictou) kindly  sent  by  G.  A.  Drummond,  Esq.,  of  Montreal,  president. 

Thc'Corapany  owns  about  4  square  miles  of  the  coal  field,  between  the  East  and  West  rivers,  in 
county  of  Pictou. 

During  the  past  13  months  (up  to  August.  1868,)  two  parallel  slopes  have  been  sunk  to  a  depth  of 
about  800  feet,  descending  in  the  seam,  which  has  a  thickness  of  19  feet  6  inches,  and  an  underlie  of 
about  30  dcsre^-j.  From  these  slopes  the  bords  at  ri^ht  angles  are  commenced  at  regular  intervals. 
A  pair  of  horizontal  coupled  windin';  and  pumping  engines  work  at  the  top  of  the  slopes,  and  hoist  the 
coal  in  wa-Tjons  running  ou  the  substantial  T  rails  with  which  each  slope  is  laid.  The  waggons,  on 
reaching:  the  surfac:,  empty  their  contests  over  screens  of  iron  bars  into  the  railway  trucks,  which  are 
arranrred  to  be  ready  to  convey  ths  coal  to  ths  shipping  {[round. 

The  railway  built  by  the  company  to  Picton  harbor  13  about  seven  miles  long,  of  the  same  gauge 
a3  the  provincial  railway.  Ths  wagons  and  locomotives  of  the  company  can,  therefore,  traverse 
the  line  t.)  Halifax,  and  to  othsr  parts  of  the  Dominion.  It  terminates  on  a  wharf  where  there  is 
a  depth  of  i3  feet  water  at  low  tide. 
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These  works  will  be  in  active  operation  by  the  Mth  September,  t868,  and  will  enable  the  company 
to  ship  1,500  tons  daily.  ' 

The  coal  is  partly  an  excellent  steam  coal,  and  partly  a  gas  coal,  which  has  shown  good  resiilu  in 
the  Pictou  Gas  Works.    The  proprietors  do  not  donbt  that  this  colliery  will  do  much  to  solve  the 
fuel  question  of  the  Dominion. 
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The  totoj  amount  of  coal  raised  in  Nova  Scotia  during  the  above  period  was  S42,ia7i  tons,  against 
766  tons  in  1866.    The  total  amount  sold  in  1867  was  483,078  tons,  against  601,303  tons  in  1866.

The  average  number  of  persons  (men  and  bo/s)  employed  in  the  coal  mines  of  Nova  Scotia  during 
1867  was  2,984.    There  were  41S  horses  employed,  and  steam  power  to  the  amount  of  1,545  horse. 

It  may  be  well  to  observe  that  the  chief  commissioner  of  mines  attributes  the  falling  off  in  the 
quantity  of  coal  raised  to  the  abrogation  of  the  Reciprocity  Treaty. 

During  1867,  the  amonnt  expended  in  working  the  coal  mines  of  Nova  Scotia,  was  {380,903.07. 
In  mining  for  silver,  copper,  lead,  &c,  little  has  been  done.  The  galena  of  the  Gay's  River  Silver 
Lead  Mi.ies.  gives  11  ounces  of  silver  per  ton,  but  no  statistics  have  come  to  hand  of  the  quanti^ 
raised.    Copper  has  been  mined  near  Tatamagouche. 

From  1833  to  1867  inclusive,  1,404,375  tons  of  gypsum  were  exported,  worth  #1,031,154. 

Baryta  is  new  mined  by  the  Colchester  Baryta  Company,  at  Five  Islands.  The  quality  is  good, 
and  the  quantity  believed  to  be  abundant 

The  foUowmg  is  a  comparative  statement,  from  the  report  of  the  Hon.  Robert  Robertson,  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Mines,  of  receipt  and  expenditure  for  twelve  months  ended  September  30th,  1866^

llie  balance,  therefore,  in  favor  of  the  department  of  mines,  in  1867,  waa  180,070.51,  or 
#aok3os-9S  more  than  in  1866. 

We  are  glad  to  obssrve  that  during  1868,  mbing  has  been  very  active,  and  that  the  attention  of 
capitalists  of  the  Dominion  has  been  largeljr  atiracted  to  the  Nova  Scotia  coal  and  gold  fields,  whereas 
hitherto  so  much  of  this  industry  has  been  in  American  hands.  We  shall,  doubtless,  have  next  year 
to  chronicle  a  progress  hitherto  unequalled,  in  both  these  important  branches  of  mining. 

Mining  RegulatiofU. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  since  the  issue  of  the  last  Vtar  Book  in  the  mining  laws  of  Nova 
Scotia.    We  therefore  subjoin  our  previous  digest. 

The  Statue  of  Nova  Scotia  "of  mines  and  minerals,"  provides  that  quartz  mines  (gold)  shall,  in 
general,  be  laid  off  in  areas  of  150  feet  along  a  quarts  lode,  by  350  feet  across,  in  quadrilateral  and 
rectangular  shape.  Payment  in  advance  on  application  for  a  gold  mine,  la. 00.  Leases  to  be  for  31 
vean.  One  hundred  days'  labor  to  be  employed  annually  on  each  area,  unless  more  than  ten  are  held 
by  one  person,  in  which  case  some  allowances  are  made. 

Prospecting  licenses  (gold)  cover  an  area  not  exceeding  100  acres,  and  cost  50  cents  per  acre  for 
the  first  ten,  and  35  cents  per  acre  for  the  remainder.  Bonds  must  be  entered  into  to  recompense 
private  owuera  for  damage  done  to  their  kinds ;  also  to  employ  at  least  one  man  per  day  in  developing 
the  area. 

Qaarts  mills  must  be  licensed,  and  keep  books  open  to  government  inspection.  They  must 
reserve  for  the  government  a  royalty  of  3  per  cent  of  tha  produce  of  gold. 

Licenses  to  explore  for  other  than  gold  mines,  valid  for  one  year,  cover  tracts  not  to  exceed  s 
miles  square,  but  not  less  than  a  miles  in  width,  and  cost  %ao.  Bonds  are  required  similar  to  those 
given  in  the  case  of  gold  license*.  Licenses  to  work  cover  two  years.  Leases  of  coal  mines  must 
expire  on  or  before  35th  August,  t  J6S.    Leases  of  mines  other  than  coal  or  gold  are  for  31  years.

^  is  payable  quarterly  on  minerals  "  in  marketable  condition  ;"  $  per  cent,  on  all  ores  and 
minerals,  except  gold,  iron  and  coal ;  8  cents  per  ton  on  every  ton  of  iron,  and  ten  cents  per  ton  on 
every  ton  of  c^il.    Returns  to  be  made  under  oath. 

New  Briinswick. 

The  minerals  hitherto  mined  in  New  Brunswick  have  been  gas  coal  and  antimony  (see  Vtar 
Book  for  1867.)    No  new  statistics  have  come  to  hand. 

Go/d, — During  the  present  summer  (1868X  about  thirty  square  miles  of  territory  have  been 

furchased  from  tne  Provincial  Government  by  Mr.  Langstan,  and  others  associated  with  him. 
'respecting  is  said  to  have  been  favorable,  shownig  a  yield  of  $3  per  cubic  yard  of  earth  dug  on  the 
banks  of  the  Shicktehauk,  a  tributary  of  the  St.  John  River. 

Mining'  Regulations. 

The  following  are  the  latest  rules  and  regulations  for  granting  licenses  :— 

On  Oranttd  Land».~Ui.  Jitott  Mining  Lloenra  to  be  exempted  from  payment  of  Rovaltr  for  fire  yean  from 
HsdBte. 

2nd.  The  Bent  of  Royalty  upon  Coal  to  bo  one  Bhillinsr  per  chaldron,  (with  the  exception  of  that  to  be  raiaod  from 
lands  formerly  under  leiuo  to  Bert  n,  Maynard  and  Syphen,  whoro  tho  rate  is  to  bo  two  BhiUinga  per  chaldron.) 
Upon  Shale  sixpence  per  chaldron,  and  upon  ail  Metallio  Ores,  except  Qold  and  Silver,  i}^  per  cent,  upon  tho  rslue 
thersof  when  1  aised  or  dug. 

3rd.  On  payment  of  a  fee  of  fire  dollars,  Lioense  to  be  granted  to  the  owner  of  tho  soil,  or  his  assignee,  for  Coal 
or  Shale  for  a  period  not  exceeding  twcnty-flTo  years,  and  for  other  Minerals  for  a  period  not  oxcoedlng  fifty  years. 

4th.  The  Bent  or  Royalty  to  bo  paid  quarterly  on  the  first  of  February,  Hay,  August  and  NoTombor,  in  each  year 
after  the  fifth,  to  the  RecelTer-Oenerol  or  Agent  for  that  pnrpota  to  Le  ^pointed  by  the  Lieutenant-OoTsmor.  Tha 
statements  on  which  such  paymsnts  are  to  bo  made  are  to  do  on  oath. 

OnCroicnZand:!.— (LiocBscsonwhichore  perlodioally  sold  by  anction)  :— 

1st.  Every  Mining  Lease  to  'm  exempted  from  payment  of  Royalty  for  five  years  from  Its  date. 

Snd.  That  the  right  of  Mining  within  a  tract  of  one  sqnaro  mile,  for  tho  ter.-n  of  1  wenty-fivo  yean,  bo  put  up  at 
a  fixed  rate  of  one  shilling  per  chaldron  on  Coal,  and  five  per  cent  on  the  value  of  all  oiher  minerals  raised,  to  be  paid 
quarterly  in  each  year  after  the  fifth. 

3rd.  That  the  upset  preference  price  for  each  lot  bo  flye  pounds, 

4th.  That  tho  prof  .rence  money  bo  paid,  and  the  ground  selected  within  one  honr  after  the  time  of  sale,  after 
whi  h  other  lota  wul  be  offered  K  required,  in  like  manner. 

6th.  That  tho  Leaso  contain  a  clause  of  renewal,  or  that  the  Ooremment  may  resume  and  take  the  improrementi 
at  A  Taliutlon  to  be  made  by  Arbitnton  mutually  chosen  by  the  Surveyor  Oenraml  for  the  time  being,  and  by  th« 
Lessee  or  his  Assigns. 

6th.  That  'f  the  Lessee  shall  not  actually  raise  Coal  or  other  Mineral  to  the  value  of  four  hundred  dollan  per  mile 
from  his  ground  witUn  any  one  year  after  four  yean  from  date  of  said  laoia,  and  so  on  annually  dulng  the  oontinu- 
ance  of  the  lease,  the  same  shall  become  f  orf  titea. 

Prince  Edward  Island  and  Newfoundland. 

There  are  no  mines  of  any  kind  in  Prince  Edward  Island.  In  Newfoundland  mining  activity 
constantly  increases.  The  Union  Copper  Mine  (Messrs.  Bennett  &  McKay,  proprietors)  has  now 
been  in  operation  three  years,  during  which  time  it  has  shipped  13,000  tons,  the  yield  for  each  year 
respectively  having  been  1,000,  4,000,  and  8,000  tons.  The  ore  averages  la  per  cent.,  and  is  worth,  a| 
Swansea  (Wales)  ^8  stg.  per  ton.  The  product  of  the  mine  has  therefore  been  £io^,ooa  sterling. 
The  mine  supports  a  population  of  1,000,  where  three  years  ago  only  one  family  resided.  300  mett 
and  boys  are  employed. 

The  Terra  Nova  Mine  (Bentiett,  McKay,  and  others)  is  capable  of  shipping  about  30,000  tons  per 
annum,  but  the  ore  being  poor  shipments  are  for  the  present  suspended.  Other  copper  mines  have 
been  worked  but  not  successfully  so  far. 

Coal  and  Petroleum  exist  on  the  "  French  Coast,"  but,  owing  to  the  rights  of  France,  the  New- 
foundland Government  has  not  made  any  mining  grants.  For  the  same  reason  the  fine  marble  quarrtep 
remain  unworked. 

The  Lead  mines  at  Lamanche  were  worked  some  years  ago,  and  large  quantities  shipped,  but  for 
the  present  work  is  abandoned.  This  mine  belongs  to  the  New  York  and  Newfoundland  Telegraph 
Company.  < 

Oiher  Minerals. 

"  Specimens  of  copper,  tin,  platinum,  plumbago,  galena,  iron,  &c.,  have  been  discovered  in  many 
**  parts  of  the  country,  which  is  also  believed  to  be  rich  in  silver  leads." 

Mining  Regttlaiions. 

The  principal  feature  of  the  mining  laws  of  Newfoundland  is  that  the  Government  makes  to  appli- 
cants grants  of  a  square  mile  each,  on  a  lease  for  999  years,  claiming  a  royalty  of  a^  percent,  after  five 
years. 


British  Columbia.

The  foUowmg  statistics  are  <rom  the  work  by  the  editor  entitled  "  British  Columbia." 
1867):- 

Gold. — "  British  Columbia  is  surrounded  by  ranges  of  auriferous  mountains,  and  the  specks  of  the 
"  predons  metal  called  "  cdor"  may  be  found  in  almost  any  section  of  the  country." 

Gold  was  discovered  in  1858,  and  prospects  improved  until  in  1861,  "Antler  Creek  in  Caribou 
"  yielded  at  )he  lowest  $10,000  a  day.  On  one  claim  $1,000  were  taken  out  of  the  sluice  boxes  as  the 
"  result  of  one  day's  labor.  One  claim  on  William's  Creek  gave  in  one  day  409  ounces,  the  total  ob- 
*'  taitied  on  its  area  uf  80  feet  by  35,  being  $105,000.  In  1863  sinking,  drifting  atid  tunnelling  began. 
"  In  this  year '  Cunningham's  Claini'  averaged  $2,000  a  dav  during  the  whole  season.  On  several  days 
"  5a  lbs.  were  taken  out.  600  ounces  were  taken  out  of  a  single  claim  in  one  day.  In  1863  '  Dillon's 
"  Claim,'  gave  the  extraordinary  yield  of  ids  lbs.,  or  abont  Sso.ooo  in  one  day." 

Coal. — "  Coal  crops  out  along  the  whole  Northern  coast  of  Vancouver's  Island.  The  great 
"value  of  the  mines  has  been  proved.  One  field  in  Newcastle  Island,  owned  by  English  capittQists, 
"  composing  the  Vancouver  Coal  Company,  is  estimated  to  contain  3tiDoo,ooo  tons."

Since  our  last  Year  Book  was  published,  m  enumeration  has  been  made  by  order  of  Parliament 
of  all  the  ships  owned  and  registered  in  the  Dominion.  l>e  result  shews,  psrhaps  as  correctly  as 
possihle,  the  state  of  our  shipping  interests.  For  although  the  precise  wording  of  the  return,  viz., 
"owned  and  registered,"  excludes  a  good  manv  ships  registered  in  the  Provinces,  but  not  owned  here, 
(which  formerly  appeared  upon  our  nominal  rell,)  and  also  not  a  few  which  are  owned  but  not  regis- 
tered, still  a  ship  which  is  not  both  owned  and  registered  in  Canada  can  hardiv  be  said  to  be  in  the 
fullest  sense  Canadian.  We  deem  it  necessary  to  say  this  because  the  totals  of  the  return  arc  not  so 
great  as  those  we  gave  in  our  last  Year  Books,  which,  it  may  be  remembered,  contained  the  first 
careful  statement  ever  made  as  to  the  shipping  of  the  Dominion.    The  figures  compare  as  follows : —

FINANCE  AND  TRADE. 


The  accounts  of  the  Dominion  and  of  the  Provinces  for  the  fltat  year  of  the  Union  are  not  yet 
(Octo3>er)  ready  for  publication.  A  great  deal  of  time  and  thought  have  necessarily  been  given  to  the 
Ibnn  ani  the  8ubs>ance  of  these  accounts,  and,  the  proper  methods  of  keeping  tUem  having  now  been 
arrived  at.  It  Is  to  be  hoped  that  in  fUtnre  years  the  balance  sheets-tbose  of  the  Provinces,  at  least— 
wUI  be  ready  at  an  earlier  period  of  the  season. 

In  our  last  Year  Booh,  pages  S3  to  90,  are  to  be  found  careftil  and  detailed  exhibits  of  the  finances 
•f  all  the  Provinces  composing  the  Union.  We  will  here  only  reprint  one  of  the  tables;  that  which 
thews  the  '-dlnary  revenue  and  expenditure  of  the  Khoie,  for  the  year  before  Confederation 
(UB54):-

Since  that  date  the  Intercolonial  Ballway  loan  hwi  been  negotiated,  and  the  Insurance  deposlta 
received.  Operations  In  connection  with  the  Debt  aro  thus  being  carried  on  to  a  considerable  extent, 
and  these  figures  wHl  be  materially  altered  in  the  course  of  a  few  months.  The  Floating  Debt  Is  being 
reduced,  and,  no  doubt,  the  Funded  Debt  will  be  Increased  In  proportion. 

The  floating  debt,  on  the  15th  Apill,was|3,6QZ,299,  less  the  bank  balances  of  $1,893,028. 91,708,776; 
and  the  Provincial  notes,  in  all  the  Provinces,  (a  constantly  fluctuating  amount,)  represent  now  about 
$4/100,000  to  be  addded  to  the  above. 

These  figures  are  not  very  precise,  they  are  not  all  of  the  same  date,  but  they  are  the  best  that  can 
now  be  given  as  representing  the  liabilities  of  the  country  at  this  time. 

For  the  progress  of  the  Public  Debt  of  the  various  Provinces,  before  the  Union,  see  the  Year  Bookt 
of  1887  and  1868. 

If  the  figures  we  have  been  able  to  give  respecting  Finance  are  unsatlsfltctory,  still  more  so  wonld 
be  those  we  could  give  respecting  Trade.  The  latest  published  returns  are  those  given  from  page  !49 
to  page  167  of  our  last  Tear  Booh;  except  In  the  case  of  New  Brunswick,  which  gives  us  partial 
retonuforthesixmonthsbeforethe  Union,  whichltisofltttleuse  to  reprint.  We  will  briefly  state 
bers  that  the  imports  of  theProvlaces,  now  comprising  the  Dominion,  In  the  year  before  the  Union 
were  about  $84,000,000,  including  about  $6,000,000  of  coin  and  bullion,  and  the  exports  ahont 
IS^OOO/IOQ,  including  $3,000,000  of  specie.

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The  importance  of  the  railway  interest  in  Canada  may  be  estimated  from  the  fact  that  the  annual 
receipts  of  the  railways  are  about  equal  to  the  annual  revenue  of  the  Dominion.  But  great  though  its 
present  importance  may  be,  it  is  but  small  compared  to  the  future  which  unqueKtionnbly  lies  bclore  it 
Wehaveasyet  settled  only  the  frontier  of  our  country,  and  are  only  now  building  the  Intercolonial 
Railroad  which  is  to  join  Halifax  with  Quebec.  But  when  the  Ottawa  valley  is  filled  with  settlers — 
Lake  Nipissing  as  much  alive  witli  steamboats  as  Lake  Ontario — the  north  shores  of  Lakes  Huron 
and  Superior  busy  for  a  hundred  miles  inland  with  mining  enterprizes— the  Red  River  prairies 
covered  with  fields  of  golden  com  and  waving  grain — «  hen  countless  herds  of  cattle  graze  on  the 
buffalo  plains  of  the  Saskatchewan— and  Briiish  Columbia  and  Vancouver's  Island  have  attained 
that  industrial  development  which  is  certainly  in  store  for  them — then  Canada  will  have  fifty  miles  of 
railway  for  every  one  she  now  has.  The  Grand  Trunk  Railway  will  then  want,  in  places,  a 
quadruple  track,  and  passengers  landing  at  Halifax  will  cross  the  St.  Lawrence  by  the  Victoria 
Bridge,  ascend  the  valley  of  the  Ottawa,  then  up  the  Montreal  river,  strike  the  level  plateau  north  of 
the  great  lakes,  cross  the  Nor'- West  plains^  surmount  the  gentle  slope  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  and 
reach  the  Pacific  shores— the  whole  by  rail  m  about  ten  days  time— or  part  by  rail  and  part  by  water 
in  about  fifteen.  Unless  pestilences,  famines,  continual  wars  or  other  dire  visitations  weigh  upon 
us  with  much  more  severity  than  has  yet  been  experienced  on  this  continent,  this  will  happen  in  less 
than  fifty  years. 

We  say  this  not  vain  gloriously,  but  that  people  abroad  who  read  the  words  may  know  that 
though  we  are  but  young  as  yet,  seeking  indeed  and  accepting  with  gratitude  assistance  in  our  enter- 
prises, we  are  conscious  of  and  confident  in  the  vastness  of  our  resources  and  the  rapidity  of  their 
development. 

The  article  in  our  last  Ytar  Book  mentions  the  leading  ideas  which  led  to  the  construction  of 
each  of  our  existing  railways.    To  that,  on  this  subject,  we  refer.

It  win  be  noticed  that  firom  about  1853  to  1839  was  the  first  railroad  building  era.  It  is  also  evident 
that  we  have  now  entered  upon  another,  and  we  present  the  following  approximate  statement  of  the 
orojected  roads  either  now  in  course  of  construction,  or  of  which  the  construction  canilot  be  long 
delayed.

Bruce  and  Grey  Counties  Railway,  abiut 100  miles. 

Hamilton  and  Port  Dover  Railway  40     "

Of  these,  the  Hamilton  and  Port  Dover  line  is  partly  built,  and  the  first  section  of  the  Canada 
Central  commenced.  The  locations  of  the  other  routes  are  not  yet  determined,  but  in  a  couple  of 
years,  at  furthest,  Bruce  and  Grey  must  have  their  railroad,' and  some  extension  of  the  Northern  will 
probably  tend  eastward  towards  Lake  Nipissing  in  about  five  years.

The  Intercolonial  road  is  now  about  being  placed  under  contract,  and  the  Canada  Central  (fi'om 
Montreal  to  Ottawa)  and  the  Eastern  Townships  lines,  (to  connect  Montreal  more  directly  with  the 
Vermont  roads,)  though  not  yet  located,  must  inevitably  soon  be  built.  The  North  Shore  Railway 
has  the  most  uncertain  future,  but  cannot  be  excluded  from  the  enumeration.

Concerning  the  three  latter  of  thaM.  and  two  other  short  New  Brunswick  roads,  Just  completed, 
and  included  in  our  returns  in  th«  flgursi  of  the  New  Brunswick  and  Canada  Railway,  we  have  been 
furnished  by  a  kind  and  attentive  trtini  with  t'te  following  merorandnm,  which  is  correct  :— 

I.  The  "Western  Extension,"  from  til*  city  of  St.  John  to  the  frontier  of  the  State  of  Maine 
(distance  88  miles),  is  being  constructed  by  an  Am<  '  tn  coinpany,  the  Government  paying  a  subsidy 
(under  an  Act  of  the  Local  Legislatura  passed  W  .  .,^)  of  f  10,000  per  mile,  and  taking  stock  in  the 
Company  to  the  extent  of  Imomo,  The  stock  is  all  paid  up.  This  road  ia  in  a  forward  state,  and 
is  expected  to  be  completedin  the  (Ul  of  1869. 

3.  The  "  Eastern  Extension,"  between  a  point  on  the  B.  k  N.  American  Railway,  near  Moncton, 
N.B.,  to  the  Nova  Scotia  bonndary  Una  (distance  16)  miles,  33  miles  of  which  disUnce-vis.,  that 
between  Moncton  and  Dorchester— are  nearly  completed,  the  remaining  part  of  the  road  being  in  a 
forward  state),  is  being  constructed  by  the  English  International  Contract  Company,  who  receive  a 
Government  eubsidy,  under  tha  Act  above  referred  to,  of  |io,ooo  per  mile,  in  addiuon  to  which  subsidy 
the  Government  undertakes  to  pay,  aU  land  damages  in  exceu  of  Vaoo  per  mile.  It  is  estimated  the 
Government  will  be  called  on  to  pay  in  excess  of  the  sum  named,  about  1400,000. 

3.  The  "Woodstock  Brancn  Railway,"  connecting  the  dtir  of  Woodstock  with  the  terminus  of 
the  New  Brunswick  and  Canada  Railway  (distaaca  is  miles),  is  now  running.  It  was  built  by  the 
"  Woodstock  Railway  Company,"  and  reeeivsd  »  Govemmwat  subsidy  of  810,000  per  mile. 

A.  The  "St.  Stephen  Branch  Raihray,"  tapping  the  New  Brunswick  and  Canada  Railway,  and 
running  to  the  town  of  St.  Stephen,  on  th«  St.  Croix  River  (18^  miles),  is  conq>leted.  It  was  built 
by  a  local  compsjiv,  and  received  a  Govemmant  subsidy  of  |io,oao  per  mile. 

5.  The  "  Fredericton  Branch  Railway,"  from  the  city  of  Fredericton  to  Hart'a  Mills,  upping  the 
"Western  Extension  at  this  point  (dlstanoa  as|  miles),  is  being  constructed  by  a  local  company, 
whose  stock  is  principally  owned  in  rraderietoa.  It  receives  a  Government  subsidy  of  |io,aoo  per 
mile.

Of  these  'the  Windsor  and  Annapolis  Una  will  be  completed  next  year.  It  is  being  boilt  by  a 
private  company,  who  receive  half  tha  ostlmated  cost  of  the  fine  u  a  bonus  ftom  Government.  This 
amounts  to  ;Ci88,oao  stg.,  besidss  43*>6m  for  the  Windsor  bridge,  in  all,  £22o,(/k,  or  81,103,000, 
Nova  Scotia  currency,  which  is  being  paid  by  tha  Dominion,  and  added  to  the  Nova  Scotia  debt.

The  Pealtentlarr  of  Klngiton  reoelTes  thoae  f  onvleu  only  whoie  lentenoa  of  Imprlionment  li  for 
two  rears  or  npwarde.  The  ao-calted  Penitentiaries  at  Halllhz  and  Bt  John,  on  the  contrarr.  reoelTO 
all  classes  of  prisoners,  Incladlns  even  vsfrants.  Any  comparison,  the-efore,  maie  between  the  two 
latter  Instltntlons  and  that  at  Kingston  conld  only  mUlaad.  We  tiMi«r«re  omit  altoffethsr  b)>i«  tlM 
alitlstlcsor  the  Penitentiaries  at  Hallfttx  and  St  John. 

PlOTIMOIAL  PlNITUITUBT.  KmonOM,  OMTAUO. 

This  lasUtntlon  was  estabtUhed  In  the  year  U35. 

From  that  d&te  to  the  present  time.  It  hu  served  as  a  plao*  of  eoLflnement  for  all  convlets,  whose 
tcaunoeof  Imprisonment  Is  not  lew  than  tuo  years.  Item  both  the  Provinces  of  Upper  and  Lower 
danada,  now  known  as  the  Provinces  of  Ontario  and  Qaebeo. 

The  British  North  America  Act  provides  (see  section  141),  that  until  the  Parliament  of  Canada 
otherwise  provides,  this  Instltntlon  shall  contlnne  to  be  the  Penitentiary  of  Ontario  and  Qnebto.

In  commenting  on  this  table,  which  la  taken  tnm  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Inspectors  for  the 
year  1867,  tlio  Inspectors  obtervo  :— 

"  It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  convicts  has  flnctuated  very  considerably  during  the  nine 
"  year*  embraced  In  the  table :  and  It  Is  not  perhaiii  eas>  »  deduce  any  general  conclusion  from  It  as 
"to  the  progress  or  diminution  of  serious  crime  in  the  country  dnrlog  that  period.  The  year  1864  is 
"  chargeable  with  the  l<>weHt  number  of  admissions  of  male  convicts,  147!;  nearly  60 per  cent,  less  than 
"  that  of  tbo  preceding  year,  and  about  4  per  cent,  less  than  that  «f  the  succeeding  year.  This  ^tra- 
"  ordinary  an'i  exceptional  diminution  in  the  number  of  odmlssiosM  to  the  Penitentiary,  waS  no  doubt 
"  owin ;  mainly  to  the  fhct  that  a  largo  proportion  of  those  who  ka  the  ordinary  course  of  events  would 
"have  found  their  vay  Into  the  Penitentiary  in  that  year,  had  In  one  way  or  another  cone  to  swaU 
"  the  ranks  of  the  armies  then  fitting  tu  the  neighboring  Sutes.  Again,  the  comparatively  larga 
"  number  of  admissions  of  malo  convtctt  In  tite  last  three  years,  indicates,  doubtless,  the  return  to 
"  thli  country  of  a  remnant  of  tbone  whe  left  ttln  1863  and  1864. 

"  lu  atiaitlon  to  tbess  Canada  has,  no  doabt,  received  in  the  last  three  years  her  shore  of  the  mass 
"  of  rufflans  flrom  the  neighboring  Bepublic,  whom  the  cessation  of  hostilities  there  threw  upon  the 
"  couutry  otterly  without  occupation,  and  who,  (Tom  their  former  habits  and  wild  military  lifb,  were 
"  only  too  ready  to  enter  upon  a  career  of  crlms.  The  name  cause  hSS  beenf  jund  very  largely  to  swell 
"  the  nuQjbcr  of  criminal*  la  the  United  States  for  th^  test  two  or  three  years. 

"The  adm  salons  during  the  past  year  are,  it  wtii  be  observed,  greater  than  that  of  any  former 
"  year,  bijt  it  must  be!  recoUccted  that  during  that  year  no  less  than-  29  prisoners  were  sent  to  the 
"  Penitentiary  as  Implicated  in  the  Fenian  raids  made  upon  this  country  from  the  States.  These 
"prisoners  should  not  .bo  placed  in  the  category  of  o^lna^y  oriminalii,  and  may  fdlrly  be  excluded

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This  Act  repeals  all  Acts  relating  to  Penitentiaries  prevloiulr  In  (brce  In  any  of  the  ProTlnces  of 
the  Dominion.  It  authorizes  the  Governor  General  to  appoint  three  Directors,*  to  have  the  control 
and  management  of  all  the  Penitentiaries  of  the  Iromlnion. 

This  Act  contains  certain  Important  provisions,  dlfllerent  flrom  tboie  hitherto  In  (toce  In  the  Peni- 
tentiaries of  the  Dominion. 

The  following  are  the  most  Important  new  provisions  :— 

1.  Every  convict  must  undergo  at  the  commencement  of  his  imprlionment  %  certain  amount  of 
■eparate  confinement. 

3.  Convicts  are  to  be  classified  according  to  their  conduct  and  Industry  in  the  PenitentiAry,  by 
means  of  the '  Marli'  system. 

3.  Convicts  can,  under  certain  regulations,  earn  a  remission  of  certain  portions  of  their  sentence. 

4.  The  Governor  General  has,  in  efibct^  authority  to  employ  certain  classes  of  oon-ric  s  tn  public 
woiks.   (See  sections  U  and  19.)

Tbero  ai«  only  two  Befbrmatory  Prisons,  o:  prisons  fbr  JUTenlle  oflhnders,  in  the  Alominton.  One 
4t  Penetangulshcne,  on  Lake  Huron,  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  the  other  at  St.  Vincent  de  Paol, 
Mar  Montreal,  in  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

Both  of  the  above  prisons  are  used  fbr  male  prisoners  exclusively. 

The  Provincial  Act  estab'  Ishlng  Befonnatery  Prisons  (22  Ylo.  cap.  107)  anthoriies  the  conflnesieat 
therr!a  Oi  any  prisoners  not  over  21  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  trial.  Upon  the  recommendation 
of  tLe  Board  of  Inspecters,  the  Government  requested  the  Judges  not  to  sentence  to  the  Befbm- 
•toiy  Prisona  any  persons  over  17  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  trial. 

The  length  of  sentence  is  not  less  than  six  months,  or  more  tlian  five  years.

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LUNATIC  ASYLUMS. 


(Bj  K.  A.  M EBBDiTn.  Esq.,  L.L.D.,  Ottawa.)

Thara  are  at  preaant  fonr  Asylums  in  this  Province :— l.Tho  Provincial  Lanalle  Asylum  atToronto 
wltb  Its  temporary  Branch  Asylum  In  the  Unlvcralty  Park.  2.  Maiden  Asylum,  near  Aiahertabais. 
3  OrllUa  Asylum,  on  Like  Stmcoe.   4.  Bockwood  Criminal  Lunatic  Asylum,  at  Kingston. 

In  January,  1841,  the  old  Juiltn  the  centre  of  the  City  of  Tcronto  was  fl'ted  up,  and  openal  aa  a 
tempo.-ar^  Lunatic  Asylum.  This  was  the  first  Asylum  cstah'lshed  In  Upper  Canada.  In  the  coum 
of  a  few  years,  two  other  buildings  In  the  same  city  were  occupied  as  Branch  Asylums.  The  building 
known  tut  the  Provincial  Asylum  was  commenced  in  184.1,  and  in  January,  1830, 2 11  patients  wera  trana< 
ferrod  to  it  from  the  three  temporary  establishments  above  mentioned.  This  Asylum  was  soon  >'jund 
Inidf  quatc  for  the  growing  demands  upon  It ;  and  the  Provincial  Ouvemment,  in  1856,  in  order  to  pro- 
T^de  additional  occommodatloa  for  Lunatlcti,  appropriated  a  large  vacant  cut  stone  building  in  tba 
University  Park,  originally  Intended  for  a  college,  fitted  It  up  as  a  temporary  Asylum,  and  tronsfo  red 
to  It  some  60  or  70  patients  from  the  main  building.  The  bulldlug  has  ever  since  be:n  used  as  a 
temporary  A  jylu  i:,  under  the  somewhat  slnffular  title  of  "  The  University  Brar^ch  Asylum."  It  is  im- 
mediately connected  with  the  Provincial  Asylum,  and  under  the  charge  of  Its  Medical  Superintendent? 
The  building  Is  about  two  miles  distant  from  the  Provincial  Asylum.  As  two  largo  wings  ore  now 
being  added  to  the  main  Asylum,  which,  when  completed,  will  provide  accoiamodatlon  for  all  ibo 
patients  now  in  this  Branch,  it  is  pr  Jbable  that  the  latter  will,  ere  long,  be  abandoned,  and  the  patients 
transferred  tnm  It  to  the  mala  Asylum.  The  main  Asylum  is  a  plain  substantial  building  of  white  brick, 
It  is  well  planned  a:id  well  built.  Two  detached  hospitals  of  th)  psme  material  as  the  main  building  have 
recently  been  erected.  The  two  wings  In  progress  of  erection  are  also  of  white  brick.  They  have  been 
very  carefiiUy  planned  with  a  view  to  ventilation  and  othersanltary  considerations.  There  are  aboutSO 
acres  of  land  attached  to  the  Asylum. 

JToMm  AtylMM. 

This  institution  was  first  established  *n  1899  as  a  Branch  of  the  Provincial  Lunatic  Asylum.  In  1861 
It  >raa  created  a  quart  independent  Asylum,  and  set  apart  for  the  reception  of  lunatics  team 
the  six  nearest  counties  in  the  western  part  of  Upper  Canada.  It  bad  flrom  the  first  a  resident  Medical 
:iuperintendent.  The  building  was  orlgiaally  a  Military  Barrack ;  the  greater  part  of  it  is  of  wood. 
There  are  about  72  acres  of  land  belonging  to  the  Asylum. 

OriHia  Aiyhun. 

This  institution  was,  in  1861,  established  es  a  Branch  of  the  Provincial  Asylum  at  Toronto.  It  baa 
continued  to  serve  aa  such  up  to  the  present  time.  Ii  has,  however,  a  resident  Medical  Superintendent. 
The  building  was  Intended  for  a  taotaL  It  is  of  orlck,  and  is  pleasantly  situated  on  Lake  Conchiching. 
The  ground  is,  however,  very  low,  and  the  quantity  of  land  connected  with  the  Asylum,  about  alz 
acres,  la  absurdly  small. 

Bochaood  CHmiiial  ImnalUe  Aiyhtm. 
In  18SS  a  temporary  Asylum  was  organised  In  the  Provincial  Penitentiary  for  the  caro  and  treat- 
ment of  male  convicts  becoming  insane  during  their  imprisonment.  The  portion  of  the  Penitentiary 
buildings  mada  to  serve  as  a  temporary  Aisylum  was  but  ill  adapted  fbr  the  purpose.  A  temporary 
Asylum  for  female  lunatic  convicts,  and  dangerous  female  lunatics,  was  also  established  about  the  inma 
timeat  Bockwood,  near  the  Penitentiary.  IalS57an3i  twas  passed  authorizing  the  erection  oearthe 
Penitentiary  of  a  "Criminal  Lunatic  Asylum."  (t)  for  the  receptloi  not  only  of  lunatic  convicts,  bat 
of  other  lunatics  dangerous  to  bo  at  large.  The  bullJlngs  for  the  Asylum  were  commenced  at  Bock- 
wood, near  Kingston  Penitentiary,  in  September,  I8S9,  and  in  March,  1865,  were  sufficiently  fkr  advanced 
(0  allow  of  the  transfer  to  them  of  all  the  male  patleol  s,  about  70,  ftora  the  temporary  Asylum  in  tho  Peni- 
tentiary. In  the  beginning  af  1867  all  the  lunatics  flrom  the  Female  Temporary  Asylum,  about  90,  wera 
also  transferred  to  tha  Bockwood  building.  Th4  removal  of  the  male  patients  from  the  temporary 
Asylum  In  the  Penitentiary  to  the  commodloui  and  elevated  new  bulldlhg,  was  attenicd  with  a  very 
marked  and  gratifying  improvement  In  the  sanitary  condition,  both  of  patients  and  attendants.  The 
Asylnm  Is  an  imposing  and  massive  stone  bulidiog.  The  situation  is  very  elevated  and  healthy.  It 
stunds  at  a  distance  of  a  few  hundred  yards  ft'om  the  shon  of  Lako  Ontario,  and  commands  extensive 
views  over  the  lake  and  the  surrounding  country.  The  subjoined  tables  show  the  movements  of  the 
patients  In  the  Provincial  Asylum  and  i<  :ho  Bockwood  Asylum,  since  tho  year  1S59,  and  In  the 
Maiden  and  OriUla  Asylums  since  the  first  (.atabUstaroent  of  those  Institutions  respectively  :—

Then  are  two  Lunatic  Asylums  in  this  Province,  one  at  Beauport,  four  milufrom  Quebec,  and  the 
other  at  St  Johns,  about  29  mUes  from  Montreal.  The  former  Is  much  the  larger,  more  important  and 
older  institution.  It  is,  however,  not  a  public  institution,  but  •  proprietory  establishment  to  which 
the  Government  sends  patients  on  paying  certain  stipulated  rates,  at  present  $2.79  per  week,  to  Include 
all  charges  of  maintenance.  The  Beauport  Asylum  consists  of  two  largo  handsome  stone  buildings, 
one  of  which  was  built  within  the  last  four  years.  The  situation  cf  the  Asylum  is  airy  and  healthttil, 
and  the  grounds  attached  are  comparatively  extensive,  being  abont  100  acres,  partly  wooded,  and 
partly  cultivated  land. 

E'.-  John*  AiylMim.  ^ 

Th  is  Asylum  is  a  mere  make-shift.  It  was  formerly  a  Coart  House  and  was  hurriedly  com  erted  into 
a  temporary  Asylum,  on  the  occurrence  of  the  Trent  diffleulty  in  1861,  when  the  barracks  at  St.  Johns, 
«hich  were  then  being  fitted  up,  and  all  but  ready  for  tho  reception  of  patients,  were  unfortunately 
t^qntrcd  far  military  purposes.  It  Is  in  simost  every  particular  unsulted  for  an  Asylum  for  tho  insane 
The  buiUings  are  partly  of  brick  and  partly  frame,  and  stand  in  the  centre  of  the  village. 

Thcro  are  only  abont  two  acres  of  land  belonging  to  the  Asylum.

There  is  bnt  one  Lunatic  Asylum  in  tu.:^  Province ;  It  was  established  in  1848.  The  Asylum  is* 
handsome  brick  building  covered  with  cement,  well  planned  and  well  built:  it  stands  on  anelovated, 
healttofliland  beautJAil  sitoation  on  the  St.  John's  river,  commanding  extensive  views  on  every  slii. 
It  is  about  a  mile  distant  flrom  the  OHy  of  St,  John's,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river.  There  are  aboiit 
79  acres  of  land  attached  to  the  Asylum.  The  subjoined  tabular  statements  taken  from  the  report  foir 
1867,  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Institution,  gives  the  movements  of  patients  from  its  opening  to  iSftt

There  is  but  one  Lunatic  Asylum  in  Nova  Scotia.  It  is  called  "  The  Provincial  Hospital  for  the  In- 
sane." The  Hospital  was  established  in  1809.  The  building  is  a  large  brick  building ;  the  plan  anil 
Internal  arrangements  are  excellent.  The  sitnatlon*  of  the  Asylum  at  Dartmouth,  on  the  Haliflu 
harbor,  opposite  to  the  Olty  of  Halifax,  is  clevs^el  and  aiiy,  commanding  extensive  and  beautldtl  land 
and  sea  views.  There  ore  about  85  acres  of  land  attached  to  the  institution.  In  1887  an  Assistant  Hedt- 
cal  Offlcerwas  appointed  on  the  application  of  the  Medical  Superintendent.  The  sut|)oln«d  tables  ai^ 
taken  flrom  the  Annual  Beport  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  fortho  year  1867  :—

Pbbtalbnck  of  •Insanity  in  Canada. 

There  would  seem  to  be  a  somewhat  general  Impression  prevailing  In  Canada*  that  native  Caiia4 
dlans  are  more  subject  to  Insanity  than  persons  fl-om  the  "  old  country."  Of  the  many  Interestlog 
questions  connected  with  the  suhJect  of  insanity,  there  Is  none  which  comes  more  home  to  us  than  thai 
of  the  fteqnency  o>'  jirevoleiice  of  this  fearfhl  malady  amongst  our  people.  Ve  Uave,  therefore,  mndi 
satisfttctton  In  submitting  afresh  the  reassuring  remarts  on  this  question  of  Dr.  Joseph  Workmani  tba 
Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Toronto  Asylnm,  an  able  and  experienced  Alienist  and  Statistician.  Inl 
his  printed  report  for  1864,  that  officer  adduces  statistics  which  conclusively  establish  the  erroneoiii4 
ness  of  the  general  opinion  on  this  Important  subject.  He  gives  a  summary  of  the  ITational  orlgli 
of  nearly  1000  patients  admitted  Into  the  Toronto  Asylum  In  1864,  and  the  five  preceding  years.

"  The  tables  of  nativities  of  the  patients  admitted  In  the  last  six  years,  shows  that  the  three  nation 
■Utles,  Irish,  English  and  Scotch,  with  an  aggregate  of  404,313,  in  the  popniatlon  of  the  Provlnoe.  have 
sent  In  (MS  patients,  whilst  the  Canadian  Nationality,  amounting  to  902,879.  has  sent  in  only  MO ;  In 
other  words  a  part  of  the  ProTlncial  popniatlon,  f  qnal  to  39  |ier  cent,  has  contributed  to  the  Asylum 
population  nearly  67  per  cent.,  whilst  another  pwrt,  th«^  native  Canadian,  equal  to  nearly  69  per  cent.  In 
the  Provincial  population,  has  contributed  only  about  27  per  cent,  to  tho  Asylum  population.  If  the 
native  Canadian  popuIatl<^n  sent  in  patients  In  the  same  proportion  as  the  Irish,  English  and  Scotoh 
together,  they  wo*-' J  ''■ave  fhrnishcd  1141  Instead  of  266.  But  talcing  into  consideration  the  fhct  that 
tlM  popnlatic|n  of  >ign  birth  is  almost  altogether,  or  nearly,  of  adult  age,  and  that  the  native 
Oanadianlnoludes  a  under  adult  age,  the  proportion  of  which  is  about  40  per  cent,  in  the  whole 
popuiaUon,  we  she  w  flud  that  the  Iklr  proportion  of  Asylum  admissions  for  native  Canadians  would 
he  865,  wherees  they  liave  sent  In  only  80  per  cent,  of  this  number,  or,  in  other  words,  the  IrUh,  English 
and  Snotch  nationaUties  sent  in  the  proportion  often  to  three  as  compared  with  the  native  Canadians- 
The  disproportion  would  be  still  greater,  comparing  the  native  Canadian  with  the  Irish.  The  contti- 
batlona  of  the  latter,  ftom  given  equal  numbers,  being  over  fbnr  to  one."

All  the  ordinary  Lunatic  Asylums  in  the  Dominion*  are  represented  by  the  Superintendents  to  be 
erowdad  There  are  practically  no  vacancies  for  ftesh  cases,  save  those  occasioned  by  deaths  and 
daehargee.    Two  grave  evils  result  flrom  the  overcrowded  state  of  our  Asylums : 

1st.  The  sanitary  con<    Jon  of  the  institution  is  impaired ;  and, 

3nd.  Becent  a  ite  casos  of  mania  are  denied  admission  imrUtg  A«  tarty  mmI  enroMve  ttat*  «/  Om 


In  dlMusslng  this  question,  emphatically  the  question  of  the  day,  vmA  the  insane,  the  Board  of 
tBspectora,  In  their  report  for  1865,  observe :  "  Whence  comes  it  that  we  are  compelled  almost  Invarl- 
**  ably  to  reAise  admission  to  patients  whose  cases  are  recent  and  curable,  and  only  open  our  doors  to 
•admit  them  when  they  have  become  imbecile  or  hopelessly  incurable  Y  Dr.  Workman  answers—'  They 
"  (the  insanej  are  denied  early  admission  because  we  have  no  room  for  them,  and  we  have  no  room 
**  for  them  because  three-fourths  or  seven-u^ihths  of  our  beds  are  held  for  lift  by  persons  who  cannot 
"recover.  Th«  rttetdim  c/  M«m  {acwailM  it  M«  conm  ct^  Mi*  <e<l.'  In  other  words,  by  retaining  our  in. 
"cnrables  permanently  In  our  Asylums  we  go  oa  indeftnitely  multiplying  the  iasurables  outside.  The 
<*  problem  then  to  be  solved  is  this :  'How  shall  we  reconcile  the  Interests  of  the  curable  and  the  Incurable 
•*  Insane?'  To  do  Justice  to  the  former  we  must  see  that  our  curative  AaylUBU  are  open  to  receive 
"  them  as  soon  as  the  necessary  formalities  required  by  law  have  been  complied  with.  To  do  Justice  to 
**  the  latter,  wtf  miut  see  that  even  where  their  recovery  Is  hopeless,  and  there  is  no  longer  any  sufflolont 
"reason  for  permitting  them  to  occupy  room  in  the  chief  Asylum,  to  (k«  eceZtMioH  tf  cwoU*  pattmOtt 
"they  are  not  turned  adrift  upon  the  world  in  their  utterly  helplen  state  without  any  provUlon  being 
"made  flor  their  shelter  or  protection. 

"To  meet  the  wants  of  both  these  classes  of  lunatics.  Dr.  Workman  submit*  that  two  distinct 
"  classes  of  Asylums  are  required.  One  class  might  be  styled '  Primary  Asylums,'  or  '  Curative  Kosplt- 
"als  for  the  Insane ;' and  the  other,  'Secondary  Asylums,'  or  'Asylums  for  COironio  and  Hapless 
"Lunatics.*  The  farmer  class  of  Asylums,  the  Curative  Hospitals,  should  be  built  and  maintained 
"  entirely  at  the  cost  of  the  State,  and  the  latter  class  of  Asylums,  those  .or  Chronic  cases,  should  b« 
**  huilt  and  maintained  by  unions  of  counties  or  districts,  but  should  be  suhJect  to  Oovemment 
"Inspection,  and  have  their  principal  Medical  officers  selected  and  paid  by  the  Government.  The 
"f  tcondary  Asylums  shOGld  not  receive  any  patients  who  had  not  passed  a  certain  stated  time  in  the 
'  _  Imary  Institntlon.  The  neces  sary  consequence  of  the  adoption  of  such  a  scheme  as  this  would  be 
"loinereoM  to  a  very  hijh  degree  lh»  tffiaieuov  <iftJt*  IVtmarv  Ati/ltim$  a$  curative  institutions— to  in- 
" crease  very  largely  every  year  the  proportion  of  the  Insane  who  would  be  restored  to  rtason.  or  In 
"other  words  to  check,  to  a  very  large  extent,  the  wholesale  nuuuffacture  <if  incurable  lunatics,  who, 
"under  the  present  erroneous  system,  must  be  every  year  thrown  as  a  burthen  tor  lift  upon  the 
"country." 

Whileconvlncodhimselfoftheexpedlency.  on  social,  medical  and  economic  grounds,  of  making 
distinct  and  separate  provision  for  quiet  and  chronic  lunatics,  the  writer  of  this  article  thlnkR  it  right 
to  stato  that  the  Medical  Superintendents  of  two  of  the  Asylums  in  Canada,!  and  a  large  nzmber  of 
Sup  rintendcuts  of  American  Asylums,  strongly  object  to  the  proposal,  principally  on  the  ground  that

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the  attempt  to  draw  sioh  aline  of  demarcation  between  acute  and  chronic  eases,  could  not  fhll  to  be 
firaught  with  the  worst  results  to  tho  latter  class. 

The  Government  of  the  late  Province  of  Canada  formally  recognlzedlthe  expediency  of  having  two 
classes  of  Insane  Asylums,  OniUa  Asylum  being  In  the  first  Instance  Intended  by  them  as  an  Asylum 
Ibr  ekronio  oosss  only ;  and  the  philanthropic  and  enlightened  State  of  UaasachussetU  has  also  carried 
out  the  plan  on  a  large  scale  by  establishing  at  Teukosbnry  In  that  State  an  "  Bxperlmental  Institution 
ftr  Inouable  and  Harmless  State  Paupers."*  We  await  with  confidence  the  result  of  this  experiment. 

PuvATB  hmxmt  voa  Patirs  PATinm. 

Private  Asylums  fsr  paying  Pattenta,  distinct  and  separate  from  the  general  Asylums,  are  stin  a 
dMrfsroANK  In  the  Provinces  of  Ontario,  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick. 

In  the  Province  of  Quebec,  Indeed,  there  Is  a  small  private  Asylum,  near  Quebec,  known  a> 
"The  Belmont  Betreat." 

This  establishment  Is  pleasantly  situated  about  three  miles  from  the  city  of  Quebec,  and  Is  the 
property  of  Mr.  Wakeman,  very  fhvorably  k^^own  as  the  eSlclent  steward  for  many  years  of  the 
Beanport  AsyhioL 

Tile  iDspetora  of  asytams  and  prisons  have  ftrequentlyln  their  reporte  recommended  the  establlsb- 
ment  of  seperate  Asylums  fbr  paying  patlento,  on  the  understanding,  however,  that  such  private 
Asylnma  should  be  la  the  Immediate  neighbourhood  of  some  of  the  large  Asylums,  and  under  the 
control  of  the  medical  superintendento  of  those  Institutions. 

In  their  report  far  1867,  the  Inspectors  observe.  "  It  is  Indeed  a  reproach  to  the  wealthy  tmi 
"  en.lgfatened  ^vlnce  of  Ontario,  that  up  to  the  present  moment.  It  has  not  taken  thought  to  make 
"  suitable  provision  within  Its  borders  for  the  treatment  of  pay  patlente  of  the  better  clats."  "  We  are 
"often,**  says  Dr.  LItehfleld, "  consulted  In  difflcnlt  and  pressing  cases  in  regard  to  patlente  of  a  higher 
"  class,  -'hose  friends  seek  better  accommodation  (than  the  ordinary  Asylums  present)  fbr  which  they 
"  are  quite  willing  to  pay,  and  who  have  to  look  <br  accommodation  in  the  neighbouring  Bepubllo  which 
"Is  not  to  betbund  In  the  Dominion.**  The  result  of  the  present  system  Is  that  those  unfortunate 
"  creatures  are  placed  among  strangers,  almof  t  beyond  the  reach  of  their  relations  and  friends,  at  a 
"  greatly  Increased  coet,  and  ftarther,  that  the  country  loses  the  benefit  of  the  contributions  which  thev 
"  would  otherwise  make  towards  the  maintenance  of  a  necessary  expemflve  class  of  public  Institutions.* 

iNUttlATl  ASTL.        . 

The  necessity  and  propriety  of  legislation  with  a  view  to  authorise  the  temporary  confinement  of 
eonflrmed  drunkards  In  Institutions  specially  adapted  for  thetar  treatment,  has,  during  the  past  five  or 
six  years,  been  much  discussed  In  Canada,  t 

The  Provincial  Synod  of  the  Church  of  England,  during  their  recent  session  At  Hontreal,  passed  a 
resolution  commending  this  Important  subiect  t«  the  earnest  attention  of  the  Local  Oovernmenta,  with 
whom  reste  the  right  to  legislate  In  the  matter. 

The  degrading  vice  of  Intemperance  Is,  unhappily,  but  too  prevalent  in  Canada,  and  every  well 
wither  of  his  country  would  rqjolce  to  see  erected  In  our  midst,  under  proper  statutory  regulations* 
Asylums  for  Inebriates,  not  merely  as  a  means  of  reclaiming  and  restoring  to  society  some  at  least  of  the 
unfortunate  victims  of  intemperance,  but  also  a  "  visible  protest  of  society  against  intemperance '  a 
warning  and  beacon  to  those  commencing  ihe  downward  career  of  drunkenness. 

The  only  Institution  In  the  Dominion  Intended  far  the  treatment  of  inebriates,  so  thr  at*  the  writer 
of  this  article  Is  aware.  Is  a  private  establishment  near  Quebec,  known  as  "  Tlie  Belmont  Betreat.*' 
This  Institution  has  already  been  refarred  to  In  the  preceding  article  on  Private  Asylums.

THE  STATUTES. 
ia  one  respecting  the   interpretation,  printing  and  distribntion  of  the 
Statutes.    The  distribution  is  to  be  regulatea  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  through  the  Secretary  dT 
Stare  of  Canada ;  but  the  type  to  be  used,  the  form,  and  the  kind  of  binding,  are  all  preciaely  regulated 
by  the  ijth  section— it  being  in  fact  that  heretofore  in  use  in  the  Proviuce  ci  Can.'^da. 

SPEAKER  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 

Cap.  a— Provides  that  the  Speaker  leaving  the  chair  of  the  House  of  Commons  may  call  another 
member  thereto. 

MEMBERS'  INDEMNITY. 

Cap.  3— Provides  for  the  salaries  of  the  Speakers  and  indemnity  to  Members.  The  SpaikeM 
receive  f  3,mo  per  annum ;  the  Members  |6  per  diem  up  to  the  end  of  30  days.  For  a  session  lasting 
longer  than  that  |6oo,  with  ten  cents  per  mile  for  travelling  expenses.  ^5  per  diem  is  ordered  to  be 
deaucted  for  every  day's  absence,  unless  while  within  ten  miles  of  the  capital  the  member  is  prevented 
by  illness  from  attendance. 

SUPPLY. 

Cap.  4— Is  a  Supply  Bill  for  i86t-8.  A  sum  of  15,264,379  was  appropriated  generaUr  as  vote  of 
credit  for  services  of  Government  from  ist  Julv,  1867,  to  31st  March,  1868.  The  G.  in  C.  is  further 
authorised  to  issue  6  p.  c.  stock  or  bonds  for  the  redemption  of  any  debt  of  the  former  Provinces, 
but  the  public  debt  is  not  to  be  increased  bv  such  issue.  He  was  further  authorized  to  raise  ^5,000,000 
by  sale  of  stock,  debentures,  excheciuer  bills  and  bonds,  or  terminable  annuities.  Also  to  raise  tem- 
porary loans  at  6  p.  c.  to  cover  deficiencies  in  consolidated  revenue  fund.  Also  to  create  a  "  Dominion 
Stock,"  grant  terminable  annuities,  and  issue  exchequer  bills  or  bonds,  within  the  limits  assigned  and 
for  the  purposes  named  in  the  Act. 

MANAGEMENT  OF  REVENUE. 

Cap.  s — Provides  for  the  collection  and  management  of  the  revenue,  auditing  public  accounts,  and 
liability  of  public  accountants.  The  G.  in  C.  is  to  regulate  number  of  officers  required  and  salaries. 
They  are  to  give  their  whole  time  io  the  public  service  and  take  no  fees.  The  0.  in  C.  mav  divide 
country  into  ports  and  districts— to  prescribe  office  hours  and  duties.  All  moneys  from  whatever 
source  of  revenue  derived  are  to  be  paid  in  to  credit  of  Receiver  General,  witUn  such  periods  and  at 
such  agencies  as  may  be  firom  time  to  time  prescribed ;  and  always  paid  out  by  check  on  some  bank, 
upon  warrant  of  Governor:  check  to  be  signed  by  the  R.  G.  and  countersi|(ned  by  Minister  of  Finance, 
or  respective  deputies.  A  Board  of  Audit  is  es  ablished,  to  consist  of  nine  deputy  heads  of  depart- 
ments, the  Provincial  Auditor  being  chairman.  The  deputy  heads  each  first  check  their  ovnt  ex|>endi- 
tures  and  then  submit  the  same  to  tns  auditor  for  final  audit  and  review.  In  case  of  difference  of  opinion, 
matter  goes  before  the  whole  board.  Upon  all  matters  of  importance  the  board  reports  to  the  M.  F. 
The  board  settle  system  of  book-keeping  for  all  the  public  departments.  Thev  are  also  to  prapaiie 
annualljr  the  public  accounts  to  be  laid  before  parliament.  All  unexpended  balances  of  previous 
appropriations  to  lapse  and  be  written  off.  The  auditor  is  bound  to  see  that  no  warrant  issues  for  any: 
money  not  voted  by  parliament,  and  no  warrant  can  issue  without  his  certificate,  unless  the  Attorney 
General  reports  that  there  is  authority,  contrary  to  the  opinion  of  the  Auditor,  or  some  accident  dr 
sudden  emergency  calls  for  expenuiiure  which  tne  G.  in  C.  thereupon  orders,  the  Governor  himself; 
signing  the  warrant  Except  in  cases  where  there  is  lack  of  puliamentary  authority,  the  M.  F.  may,; 
on  appeal  to  him,  over-rule  the  Auditor's  objections  to  any  payment  Clauses  37  to  48  inclusive  .pro- 
vide severe  penalties  for  officers  of  revenue  imbezzling  or  failing  properly  to  account  for  public  moneys 
and  for  taking  evidence,  &g!F  The  Governor  may  remit  duties  or  penalties,  but  must  report  the  remta- 
sions  to  parliament 

Cap.  6 — Is  a  long  Act  of  141  clauses  "  respecting  the  Customs,"  furnishing  a  complete  general 
code  upon  that  subject    For  an  abstract  of  this  Act,  see  another  part  of  this  Vear  Book. 

Cap.  7 — Imposing  duties  of  Customs,  is  superseded  by  the  Tariff  passed  in  the  later  part  of  the 
session.    For  its  provisions,  see  heading  of  Customs  in  this  Ytar  Booh. 

,.y .'  6lkp.  8 — Furnishes  a  code  respecting  Inland  Revenue,  which  heading  see  elsewhere  in  this  volume.; 

STAMP  DUTIES. 
Ca/.  9— Imposes  stamp  duty  of  one  cent  on  all  promissory  notes  and  bills  of  exchange  for  f  35; 
over  $2$  and  not  exceeding  I50.-13  cts. ;  over  $50  and  not  exceeding $100,  3  cts. ;  and  3  cts.  for  eadi 
^too  or  fraction  after  the  first  On  each  draft  or  bill  in  duplicate  a  cts.  per  fioo  on  each  part :  executed 
m  more  than  two  parts,  i  ct  per  |ioo  for  each  part ;  interest  to  accrue  at  maturity  of  biu  or  note  to  be 
counted  as  part  of  the  sums.  Letters  of  credit  and  receipts  entitling  the  possessor  to  drawthe  amount 
again  are  reckoned  as  bills  subject  to  duty.  Commissariat  or  other  official  drafts  and  bank  noteS) 
cheques  on  banks  or  savings  banks,  P.  O,  money  orders,  and  municipal  debentures  and  coupons,  are 
e}-empt  Duty  is  to  be  paid  by  using  stamped  paper,  or  an  adhesive  stamp  over  which  the  signature 
of  maker  or  drawer,  or  the  date,  or  some  other  important  part  of  the  bill  or  note,  is  to  be  written,  to 
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cancel  it,  or  the  ittinp  will  bt  of  no  •vail.  A  ptnally  of  |ioo  \\  incurred  for  stamping  or  writing  a 
wrong  date  on  such  itamp.  DutUi  in  Nova  Scotia  to  be  reckoned  in  Nova  Scotia  currency.  Minister 
of  Inland  Revanu*  appoint!  tha  atamp  diatributori ;  their  lalaries  are  fixed  by  the  G.  in  C.  On  notes 
or  billa  drawn  out  of  Canada,  Um  Arit  indonar  or  acceptor  in  Canada  must  affix  the  stamp.  Any  one 
failing  to  affix  stamp*  or  uta  atamp  papar,  or  affixing  insufficient  stamps  to  pay  duty,  is  liable  to  pay 
double  duty  or  double  amount  by  which  stamps  ara  insufficient,  and  pay  a  penalty  of  j|ioo ;  and  in  case 
double  duty  has  not  been  paid  tha  nnta  or  bill  is  null  and  void.  Any  subsequent  party  to  a  note  or  bill 
can  relieve  himsalf  front  paitally  and  randsr  tha  instrument  valid  by  affixing  stamps  for  double  duty ; 
but  does  not  thereby  raliava  tha  parties  previously  in  default ;  and  any  holder  of  a  note  may,  by  pay- 
ment of  double  duty,  render  aucb  instrument  valid  without  becoming  a  part  thereto.  To  affix  ktamps 
already  used  is  a  inUdamaanor  punishable  by  a  fine  of  ^500.  These  penalties  are  incurred  for  each 
such  instrument  and  by  each  aueh  party  to  tham.

Cap.  10— Relates  to  the  Poatal  sarvlea.  It  repeals  previously  existing  postal  laws  in  the  three 
former  provinces,  except  aa  a(factin0  maraly  existing  appointments,  districts,  contracts,  &c.  The 
department  is  brought  under  tha  ravanua  Act.  A  department,  presided  over  by  a  Post  Master 
General,  appointed  ^  commission  under  the  great  aeal,  is  established  at  Ottawa.  The  Governor  in  to 
appoint  all  salaried  Pest  Maatara  in  citiea  or  towns,  the  Deputy  Post  Master  Gener.-tl  and  Post  Office 
Inspectors:  the  P.  M.  U,,  all  other offioara  and  servants  of  the  department ;  to  suspend  or  dismiss 
them ;  open  and  close  mail  route* ;  enter  into  and  enforce  contracts ;  make  regulations  respecting 
mailable  matter ;  ettablish  rataa  on  sueh  matter  not  provided  for  in  the  Act ;  cause  postage  stamps  and 
stamped  envelopes  to  ba jpraparad  and  issued;  make  arrangem'tnts  with  British  or  foreign  postal 
authorities,  and  for  the  refunding  postage  to  military  and  naval  authorities ;  make  regtilations  about 
money  orders  and  ragiatration  of  latter*,  and  other  regulations,  and  amend  or  repeal  the  same,  sue  for  and 
recover  postage  ana  panaltia*  >  astabliah  and  provioa  street  letter  boxes  in  every  city,  town,  or  railway 
station ;  grant  licenses  for  tha  aala  of  stamp* ;  and  impose  penalties  with  consent  of  the  G.  in  C.  Such 
regulations  have  effect  firom  tha  day  of  thair  publication  in  the  Canada  Gaatttt,  or  such  subsequent 
day  IS  is  stated  therein,  Tha  Oovarnor  ia  to  appobt  Inspectors  for  such  districts  as  he  may  deter- 
mine, who  superintend  the  due  performance  of  the  mail  service,  the  proper  discharge  of  their  duties  by 
P.  M's ;  to  enquire  into  tha  loaa  of  lattara,  and  generaUv  to  obey  instructions  of  the  P.  M.  G.  The 
Deputy  P.  M.  O.  has,  under  tha  P.  M.  O,,  the  general  airection  and  supervision  of  the  business  of 
the  department.  TheoAoora  and  clerk*  of  tha  department  are  to  receive  a  stated  salary  and  no  other 
allowance  or  remuneration  for  extra  work,  For  the  postage  rates,  see  the  article  on  the  Post  Office,  in 
another  part  of  this  volume.  Unpaid  postage  may  bo  recovered  by  the  P.  M.  G.  from  the  person  to 
whom  mailable  matter  I*  addraawd,  or  Aom  a  P.  M.  delivering  without  payment,  saving  his  recourse 
agaiust  receiver ;  and  postage  on  aueh  matter  refuted  byparty  to  whom  aadressed  may  be  recovered 
from  the  senfler,  in  any  court  having  Juriadictlon.  The  P.  M.  G.  may  grant  reasonable  compensation 
to  masters  of  ship*— not  P,  O,  packet*— for  the  conveyance  of  letters  beyond  the  sea,  and  the  G.  in  C. 
may  make  regulation*  prohibiting  *uch  *hip0  from  breaking  bulk  at  certain  ports  in  ^*.u.  '^a  until  such 
letters  have  been  delivered.  No  one  but  tna  P,  M.  G.  and  officers  under  him  can  coUett.  convey  and 
deliver  letters  in  Canada,  under  a  penalty  of  %m^  except  letters  sent  by  a  private  friend  or  by  messenger 
sent  on  purpose  about  private  afhir*  or  *and*r  or  receiver.    Documents  relating  to  proceedings  in 


No  person  is  obliged  to  send  newspapar*  or  other  printed  mattei  by  post.  In  cases  of  illegal  sending, 
letters  may  be  seised  and  charged  with  poatag*  by  atiy  Revenue  officer.  The  P.  M.  G.  may  establish 
branch  offices  in  any  city,  and  employ  carriers  to  deliver  letters  and  papers  and  receive  not  more  than 
a  cts.  each  for  such  delivery,  or  he  may  make  the  delivery  free,  charging  one  cent  per  half-ounce  on 
local  or  drop  letters  besides  the  drop  letter  rate.  He  may  make  regolations  and  fix  rates  for  a  parcel 
post.  Letters  and  other  mailable  matter  addressed  to  or  sent  by  the  Governor,  or  any  department  at 
the  seat  of  govemmetit.  or  the  Speaker  or  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Senate  or  of  the  House  of  Commons,  or 
a  Member  of  either  House  at  the  seat  of  govamment  during  the  session  of  Parliament,  or  the  ten  days 
next  before,  are  free.    The  Speaker  and  Chief  Clerk  of  either  House  may  send  public  documents  and 

}>rinted  papers  to  any  Member,  and  Member*  may  aend  documents  printed  by  order  of  either  House, 
iree  at  any  time.  Letters,  ftc,  about  P.O.  business  may  be  sent  free  under  regulations  of  the  P.  M.  G. 
Petitions  and  addresses  to  either  of  the  Provincial  legislatures,  and  papers  printed  by  their  order,  may 
be  sent  free  under  regulation*  of  the  P.  M.  O.  From  the  time  mailable  matter  is  posted,  it  becomes 
the  property  of  the  perbon  to  whom  it  1*  addretted  The  P.  M.  G.  is  not  liable  for  any  such  matter 
lost,  nor  can  it  be  seised  or  detained  by  legal  process  while  in  the  custody  of  the  department.  Any 
letters  remaining  undelivered  and  advertlMO,  or  which  cannot  be  forwarded,  are  sent  as  dead  letters  to 
the  department  and  there  opened  and  returned  to  the  senders,  subject  to  any  unpaid  postage  and  5  cts. 
additional— or  otherwise  disposed  of.  Money  in  letters  whose  owner  cannot  be  found  is  carried  into  the 
Postal  revenue,  but  a  speeial  account  kept  of  it,  so  that  it  may  be  paid  over  when  owner  is  found. 
Advertisement*  of  letters  uncalled  for  to  ne  inserted  in  a  newspaper  or  newspapers  published  in  the 
town  or  in  the  place  nearest  tha  office,  at  a  cts,  per  letter  for  three  insertions.  Abetters  suspected  to 
contain  contraband  goods  may  be  detained  and  sent  to  the  nearest  Collector  of  Customs,  to  be  opened 
in  presence  of  the  person  to  whom  it  it  addressed,  or  in  his  absence  after  due  notice  to  him,  and  if  any 
are  found  Collector  may  detain  letter  and  goods  for  purposes  of  prosecution ;  if  none  are  found  letter  is 
delivered  to  proper  party  on  payment  of  postage,  or  returned  to  P.  O.  to  '  thence  delivered.  Mails 
are  not  exempt  from  toll*  on  any  road  or  bridge  unless  charter  so  provides.  Ferrymen  must  ferry  mail, 
horses  and  vehicle  across  on  demand,  for  price  agreed  upon  or  fixed  by  arbitrators.  No  toll-gate 
keeper  or  ferryman  shall  detain  mail  to  exact  aueh  payment,  but  shall  take  legal  recourse  for  recovery 
of  same.  P.  M.  O.  may,  with  approval  of  the  G,  In  C,  arran(;e  to  allow  U,  S.  mails  to  be  earned 
through  my  part  of  Canada  at  expense  of  U,  S<  government,  stipulating  for  the  same  right  for  Canada 
mails  tb/ougn  U.  S.,  and  aueh  U.  S,  mails  during  such  transit  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  Her 
Majesty's  mails,  so  far  as  any  violation  of  or  depredation  on  them  is  concerned.  F.  M's  must  give 
sureties,  who  are  held  liable  ror  their  due  accounting  for  all  moneys,  &c.,  but  all  actions  against  thetat 
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mnM  be  brought  within  two  jrean  after  P.  M't  detth,  removal  or  resijmation,  or  after  the  acceptance 
of  new  luretiet.  The  P.  M.  G.  prescribe*  the  perioda  at  which  P.  M's  mutt  account,  and  on  lailure 
may  tue  them.  If  they  continue  to  neglect  to  render  accounts  for  more  than  a  month,  they  forfeit 
4ouble  the  value  of  postages  accrued  at  their  offlce  in  any  equal  time.  P.  M's  in  cities  must  render 
accounts  under  oath  of  all  their  emoluments^  as  well  from  boxes  leased  and  branch  offices  as  from 
postages  for  drop  and  other  letters  and' city  delivery,  and  shall  only  retain  their  stated  salary  or  allow ' 
ance.  P.  M's  whose  salaries  are  not  fixed  by  law  may  be  paJMl  by  a  per  centage  or  salary,  as  P.  M.  C. 
may  direct  Any  contracts  for  mail  service  for  over  |soo  must  be  given  after  tenders  have  been  invited 
by  advertnement  for  six  weeks ;  it  shall  be  awarded  to  person  makinc  lowest  tender  and  offering  good 
security,  ualess  the  P.  M.  G.  is  of  opinion  it  would  not  be  for  benefit  of  the  public  service  when  be 
reports  on  the  same  to  the  0.  in  C.  Me  is  not  obliged  to  notice  the  tender  of  a  person  who  has  failed 
in  a  previous  contract.  I  f  offers  are  all  too  high,  the  P,  M.  G.  may  re-advertise  or  offer  reasonable  sum 
to  each  of  the  tenderers,  beginning  with  lowest,  till  it  is  accepted.  Every  tender  must  be  accompanied 
with  the  offor  of  sureties.  If,  after  the  acceptance  of  his  tender,  any  party  sliall  fail  to  enter  into  the 
contract  giving  good  security,  the  P.  M.  G.  may  contract  with  some  other  person  charging  the  differ- 
ence to  the  deaulter,  and  recovering  it  by  action  at  law.  P.  M's  may,  by  permission  ofthe  P.  M.  O., 
become  contractors.  Contracts  for  less  than  |aoo  may  be  let  as  the  P.  M.  G.  sees  fit.  No  contract 
shall  be  entered  into  with  any  person  wh'  has  combined,  or  proposed  to  combine,  with  others  te  keep 
back  tenders.  Contracts  with  railway  and  steamboat  companies  may  be  made  without  advertisiugi  but 
all  such  contracts  for  over  liooo  shall  be  subiritted  to  the  G.  in  C.  Abstracts  of  tenders  are  to  be 
recorded,  and  the  originals  preserved.  No  contract  is  to  be  for  more  )'.  an  four  years,  but  in  special 
caeca  the  P.  M.  G.  may  renew  for  the  same  term.  He  may  make  temporary  contracts  pending  the 
advertising,  &c.,  for  tne  regular  one.  Railways  are  compelled  to  carry  H.  M.'s  mail  and  persons 
officially  travelling  with  it,  upon  terms  to  be  settled  by  the  G.  in  C.  The  P,  M.  G.,  with  consent  of 
th«  G.  in  C,  may  establish  P,  O.  Savings  Banks,  in  connection  with  a  Savings  Bank  to  be  attached 
to  department  at  Ottawa,  aud  may  authorise  such  P.  M's  as  he  shall  think  fit  to  receive  deposits  not 
less  than  f  i  in  amount.  For  the  regulations,  see  the  article  on  the  Post  Office.  P.  M.  G.  may  make 
regulations,  with  consent  of  the  G.  in  C,  in  any  matter  not  provided  for  by  Act.  Copies  are  to  be 
laid  before  Parliament.  Monthly  returns  are  to  be  made  to  the  Auditor  and  published  in  CtuuuUt 
GoMttU.  Whenever  the  cash  balance  is  over  ^500,000  it  is  to  be  reported  to  the  M.  F.,  who,  with 
consent  of  the  Treasury  Board,  shall  invest  the  same  in  government  securities,  to  be  held  thereafter  in 
reserve  by  the  R.  G.  Report  of  each  financial  year's  transactions  shall  be  made  up  after  its  comple- 
tion, and  submitted  to  Parliament  at  ita  next  session.  The  R.  G.  i»  to  credit  P.  O.  Savings  Bank 
account  with  accrued  interest  on  invested  surplus,  and  interest  at  5  p.  c.  on  invested  balance,  and  debit 
it  with  expenses.  Profit  to  form  part  ofandlou  made  good  from  the  C.  R.  F,  A  full  report  ofthe  other 
transactions  ofthe  P.  O.  D.  is  to  be  made  annually  by  the  P.  M.  G.  to  the  Governor,  who  aball  submit 
it  to  parliament.  To  make  away  with  any  Post  letter  is  a  felony  punishable  with :( to  5  years'  imjpri- 
sonment,  or  if  it  contain  money  or  valuable  security  5  years  to  lite ;  to  steal  anything  vauuablo  out  of 
letter,  or  to  steal  a  letter  bag,  or  letter  from  bag  or  P.  O.,  or  officer  or  employee  of  P.  O.,  or  firom  m«D, 
or  to  stop  mail  with  intent  to  rob  or  search  it,  the  latter  penalty;  unlawfully  to  open  a  bag  or  take  a 
letter  out,  5  years'  imprisonment ;  to  make  away  with  a  parcel,  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  3  years. 
To  be  A  receiver  of  anything,  so  stolen  or  embexzled,  not  less  ihan  5  years'  imprisonment  Unlawfully 
issuing  a  money  order,  not  less  than  3  years,  To  forgt,  counterfeit  or  imitate  stainp,  to  use  one  know- 
ing it  to  be  counterfeit,  to  engrave  or  print,  or  have  plate  or  die  in  possession,  or  to  forge  frank,  is  felony, 
punishable  by  imprisonment  for  5  years  to  life,  ana  the  laws  relating;  to  fonery  shall  applv.  Forgiiu; 
any  necessary  documents  relating  to  money  orders  or  deposit  in  savmn  bank  is  punistuDle  by  impri- 
sonment from  a  to  7  years.  Stealing  mail  key  or  lock,  or  forging  such  Icey,  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  7  year's.  Unlawfully  to  open  a  letter  or  letter  bag  which  he  has  found  or  has  received,  after 
payment  of  postage,  without  right  to  do  so,  or  to  refuse  to  deliver  it  up  to  the  right  party,  is  a  misde- 
meanor. To  steal  or  wilfully  destroy  other  mail  matter,  to  enclose  explosive  suutances  m  a  letter  or 
packet  (unless  punishable  as  crime  of  greater  magnitude  by  other  laws) ;  to  remove  stamper  the  mark 
thereon  with  fraudulent  intent :  to  wiuuUy  hinder  progress  of  mail :  to  cut  or  otherwise  damage  letter 
bag :  wilfully  to  contravene  any  legal  regulations,  if  so  declared  by  such  regulations ;  and  soliating  the 
commission  of  any  acts  punishable  under  the  Act,  are  all  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fine  or  iinpri* 
sonment,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.  To  enclose  letters,  or  writings  to  serve  purpose  of 
letter,  in  parcels  or  packets,  or  in  a  newspaper  (except  accounts  or  receipts  or  publishers,  which  go 
free)  or  to  use  ag[ain  a  stamp^  'already  used,  is  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  #10  nor  more  than 
^40.  A  mail  earner  being  guilty  of  drunkenness  while  conveying  mails  ;  or  ne^'ecting  his  duty;  a  toll- 
keeper  who  refuses  passage  to  the  horse  or  carriage  conveying'  the  mail,  and  any  ferryman  wilfiilly 
delaying  or  detaining  it  or  refusing  to  convey  the  mail  over  his  ferry,  are  likewise  guilty  of  misdemea- 
nor, and  punishable  with  a  like  penalty.  Accessories  and  abettors  in  every  case  are  punishable  as 
principals.  To  convert  any  P.  O.  money  to  his  own  use,  by  investing  or  loaning  it,  is  an  embezzle- 
ment on  the  part  of  any  P,  M.  or  other  officer  ofthe  P.  O,  I).,  punishable  as  a  felony  by  a  fino  equal  to 
the  amount  so  embezzled,  and  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  3  months  or  more  than  7  years.  All 
persons  advising  or  participating  to  be  punished  in  like  manner.  Neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  over 
moneys  due  to  the  P.  O.  D.  it  prima /acie  evidence  of  such  embezzlement.  No  other  person  but 
P.  M's  shall  sell  postage  stamps  without  license  from  the  P.  M.  G.  under  a  penalty  of  #40.  Wilfully 
injuring  or  destroying  pillar  or  street  letter  box,  or  other  authorized  receptacle,  or  to  aid  and  abet,  is  a 
misdemeanor  punisliable  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both.  To  place  the  words  "  Post  Office"  on  a 
house  or  sign  without  authority  is  punishable  by  a  fine  of  $xo.  Officers  are  protected  In  prosecution  of 
duty  as  customs  officers  under  Customs  Act. 

BANKING. 

Ca^.  II. — "An  Act  respecting  Banks. "— Authorizet;  the  opening  of  branches  of  existing  banks  in  any 
part  of^  the  Dominion.  Banks  in  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick  arc  to  make  the  same  half-yearly 
returns  and  pay  same  duty  as  those  in  Ontario  and  Quebei.— i  p.  c.  on  average  circulation,  less  specie 
in  vault  Banks  may  take  and  hold  mortgages  on  personal  as  well  as  real  property,  as  collateral  security, 
and  dispose  of  the  same,  and  may  purchase  and  hold  lands  mortgaged,  and  may  acquire  an  absolute 
title  therein.  Thsy  may  advance  moneys  on  bills  of  lading,  specifications  of  timber,  and.  warehouse 
receipts,  receiving  the  same  as  collateral  security,  and  in  case  of  non-payment  of  money  advanced  may  sell

dispose  of  them  until  todays'  notice 
^  given  to  theowner.  The  lien  thus  cre.ited  to  rank  prior  to  that  of  an  unpaid  vendor.  Security 
may  be  simiKirly  given  by  indorsing  over  cove-keeper's  or  wharfinger's  receipt  for  timber.    Timber  is 
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not  to  be  held  in  pledge  ^w  more  than  one  ysar,  and  then  only  to  be  sold  after  jo  davs'  notice,  the  sale 
to  be  by  auction  after  %  days'  advcrtisemtnl  in  newipapera.  Security  in  no  way  atfectea  if  warehouseman, 
cbvtfkeepcr  or  wharQnger  be  himself  owner  of  goods  niadgcd.  Such  advances  give  priority  of  lien  over 
unpaid  vendur,  but  not  over  claim  for  wage*  in  cutting,  ''maHing"and  transporting  such  timber,&c.  Giving 
faUe  receipts,  specifications,  or  bills  of  lading,  or  removing  goods  once  pledged  without  leave  nf  bauk,

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PUBLIC  WORKS  DBPARTMBNT. 

Ca/.  IS— Respecting  the  Public  Works  of  Canada,  A  department  is  constituted,  presided  over 
bv  the  M.  P.  W.,  who  is  to  be  appointed  by  Governor,  who  also  appoints  Deputy,  Secretary,  Chief 
Lngineer,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necsHiry.  No  contract  or  deed  binds  department  or  gov- 
crnment  which  is  not  signed  and  scaled  by  Minister  or  Deputy  and  Secretary.  The  Governor  may 
at  any  time  require  any  person,  corporatlen  or  provincial  authority  to  deliver  up  maps,  plans,  reports, 
&c.,  relating  to  public  works  under  control  of  this  department.  All  works,  records  and  implements 
for  improving  thii  n.<vigation,  all  works  for  facilitating  the  transmission  of  timber,  roads,  bridges,  public 
buildings  and  railways,  the  Provincial  steameri,  and  other  property  in  hands  of  former  Provincial 
Governments,  including  the  ordnance  property  traniftrred  to  Canada  and  placed  under  control  of  the 
P.  W.  D.,  shall  be  vested  in  Hvr  Majesty  and  under  the  control  of  the  M.  P.  W.,  except  those  works, 
&c„  transferred  to  the  provinces,  to  municipalities,  private  companies  or  other  parties,  or  placed  under 
the  control  of  another  department,  or  works  abandoned  and  left  to  tho  control  of  municipalities.  The 
Governor  may,  from  time  to  time,  by  proclamation,  declare  any  work  purchased  or  constructed  at  public 
expenneand  not  transferred  to  the  Provinces,  to  lio  works  under  this  Act,  and  subject  to  tho  P.  W. 
D.  All  public  works  hereafter  constructed  or  completed  at  expense  of  Canada  shall  be  under  its  con- 
trol. No  warrant  for  money  voted  for  any  public  woric  shall  issue  without  certificate  of  the  M.  P.  W. 
or  his  deputy.  Ho  may  require  accounts  of  contractors  to  be  attested  by  oath,  and  may  send  for  and 
examine  parties  on  oath  respecting  business  of  department.  Annual  report  is  to  be  made  to  Governor 
and  submitted  to  parliament.  Tenders  are  to  bo  invited  for  all  works,  except  in  cases  of  pressing 
necessity.  When  it  is  deemed  expedient  that  lowest  tender  should  not  be  taken  case  to  b:  reported  to 
Governor  and  his  authority  obtained,  Sufficient  security  in  all  cases  to  be  taken,  and  no  work  to  be 
begun  or  payment  made  till  contract  is  duly  executed.  The  M.  P.  W.  can  authorize  persons  in  employ 
of  department  to  enter  upon  any  pronerty^ivate  or  public,  for  the  purposes  of  survey  for  public 
works.  Surveys  made  by  employee  of  the  P.  W,  D.  shall  have  same  force  and  authority  as  if  made  by 
Provincial  Land  Surveyor.  The  M.  P.  W.  muy  take  possession  of  any  property  necessary  for  public 
work,  and  may  acquire  a  good  title  from  curator*  to  parties  incapable  or  contracting  which  as  between 
private  parties  would  not  be  good.  Dy  his  agents  lie  may  take  wood,  sand  or  other  materials  from 
any  uncleared  lands  for  public  works,  and  open  temporary  roada  to  them,  and  may  turn  necessary 
drains  upon  private  propiBrty,  making  duo  compensation.  Such  compensation  to  be  paid  within  six 
months  after  it  has  been  agreed  upon  or  appralMd.  Before  taking  possession  of  property  the  M.  P.  W. 
may  tender  the  reasonable  value  and  three  days  thereafter  take  the  property.  When  owners  are  not 
residents  on  the  property,  he  advertises  his  iutentton  to  take  posfession.  He  may  alter  the  line  of  any 
public  road  and  remove  fences  and  construct  diiehes  during  the  time  the  work  is  going  on,  repairing 
the  damage  after  its  completion.  Tho  (iovsmor  may  appoint  a  board  of  arbitrators,  to  consist  of  net 
more  than  ft>ur  members,  to  whom  all  claims  for  land  or  other  property  taken  by  the  P.  W.  D..  and  for 
any  damages  done,  and  for  any  deductions  from  accounts  for  work,  inay  be  referred  by  the  Minister, 
after  ho  has  tendered  what  he  conceives  n  sufficient  compensation.  He  may  refer  them  to  one  or  more; 
but  the  decision  is  subject  to  appeal  to  the  board,  when  not  referred  to  the  whole  board.  Claims 
must  be  hied  within  ii  months  after  they  nrl»e.  Arbtlrato**  may  summon  witnesses  firom  any  place  in 
Canada  and  allow  them  %i  per  diem,  beiides  reasonable  travelling  expenses.  No  witness  shall  be 
compelled  to  remain  in  attendance  for  more  tiian  3  days ,  Penahy  fur  non-attendance,  $5  tc  f  35,  recov- 
erable before  a  J.  P.  Such  documents  may  be  ordered  ta  be  prr  duccd  as  in  courts  of  law,  No  award 
upon  a  claim  for  work  is  to  be  made  for  exp<;nditure  not  t^uthnri.ed  by  contract.  Copies  of  awards  are 
to  be  furnished  to  M.  P.  W.  and  claimants  within  one  mo,. ill.  If  the  decision  be  not  by  the  whole 
board,  appeal  from  it  may  be  brought  within  one  mouth  after  such  delivery.  Costs  to  follow  award,  and 
to  be  taxed  by  Superior  Courts.  Works  required  for  defence  by  G.  in  C  or  declared  necessary  by 
Commander  of  the  Forces,  may  be  declared  to  be  public  works,  and  claims  for  land  taken  for  the  same, 
or  damages  ^one,  or  enforcement  of  tho  obligation  to  keep  ground  free  from  obstructions,  maybe  dealt 
with  undiei  mis  Acti  which  shall  not,  however,  diminish  powers  ntready  i^ossessed  by  the  Secretary  of 
Sutd  for  War.  The  M.P.W.  may  enter  into  an  agreement  with  any  Provincial  Government,  municipality 
orcompany,  to  transferany  publicvork  to  it  upon  suih  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  one 
ofv/hichshallbe  to  keep  tho  sameia  repair,  ftc;  may,  with  consent  of  grantee,  take  the  same  back  again, 
and  resume  control  thereof.  The  G.  in  C.  may,  by  order,  impose  tolls  for  the  use  of  the  public  works, 
lobe  always  payable  in  advance.  Vessels  running  tne  rapids  in  the  St.  Lawrence  are  liable  for  dues  as  if 
tliey  passed  through  the  canals.  H.  M.  troops  areer.empt  from  tolls,  and  horses  and  vehicles  em- 
ployed in  H.  M's  service ;  but  not  vessels  on  canals  conveying  them.  Collector  may  recover  tolls  in 
civil  coturto,  nnd  iienalties  are  recoverable  before  a  J.  P.,  and  may  be  levied  on  goods  and  chattels,  in 
default  of  v/bkh  offender  may  be  committed  to  gaol,  Any  goods  on  a  vessel  or  vehfcle  seized  for  tolls, 
dues  or  fines,  are  liable  therefor,  to  whomsoever  they  belong.  Tolls  on  public  roads  may  be  let  out  to 
farm,  ami  firmer  has  the  same  right  as  to  collection  at  Collector.  The  G.  in  C.  may  make  regula- 
tions rerpecting  management  and  use  of  public  works,  and  impose  fines  for  their  infraction  not  exceed- 
ing ^4oc»,  rt'id  authorize  seizures  and  sales  of  property  for  payment  of  penalties  or  damages.  The  laws 
resncctirj;  lailways  .%nd  public  works  heretofore  in  force  in  Ontario  ,nnd  Quebec  .nre  extended  to  N.  D. 
anil  N.  ?..,  so  that  any  person  breaking  regulations  of  0.  in  C,  or  of  a  railway  company,  so  as  to  cause, 
an  acfirlciiit  or  increaae  the  daage|r  thereof,  it  punlebable  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  t^uiiif  too,  or  impriionment  not  exceeding  s  y*u*i  nr  both.  If  no  such  injury  is  done  or  danger 
caiisb/it  tke  penalty  it  15  to  30  days'  pay, 
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«  ft.  A  in.  gauge  on  luch  grade*,  in  rucIi  placet,  in  auch  manner,  with  (uch  material*  anil  on  *uch  apeci- 
ncation*  r»  the  G.  in  C.  may  determine.  The  corami**lon*rs  are  given  the  power*  ol'  the  M.  P.  W. 
and  of  a  railway  company  mr  the  execution  of  the  work  respecting  lurveya,  taking  land*,  &c.  Dis- 
put**  are  to  be  referred  to  t|ie  official  arbitrators.  The  comniiikiuner*  muni  advertite  for  tender*  for 
tha  con*lruction  of  the  work,  but  are  not  bound  to  accept  the  lowest  but  that  of  "  *uch  contractor*  as 
•hall  appear  t.>  them  to  be  possessed  of  sufficient  *kill,  experience  and  resources"  to  carry  out  their 
contract.  All  contracts  for  over  |to,oooto  be  submitted  to  the  U.  in  C.  for  approval.  No  "  Member 
of  Parliament"  can  be  an  officer  or  contractor  under  the  commissioners.  The  G.  in  C.  fixes  the  remu- 
neration of  commissiouers  and  chief  engineers,  and  other  pay  is  subject  to  his  approval.  The  U.  in 
C.  may  at  any  time  suspend  the  work  till  the  tlxen  next  *e*sion  of  parliament.  liu  may  open  for  traffic 
any  completed  portloa  of  the  work  under  regulation*  to  be  in  force  till  the  end  of  the  next  session  of 
pwrliameyt.  Provision  is  made  for  the  raising  of  a  loan  under  the  Imperial  guarantee  to  provide 
mean*  for  the  conatruction  of  the  road.  A  einking  fund  i«  provided  for,  and  the  C.  K.  F.  charged 
with  the  neceaaary  turn*.  A  loan  i*  authorisad  alao  for  any  *um  found  neceesary  over  and  above  the 
amount  of  the  Impwkl  guarantee. 

AGGRESSIONS  BY  SUBJECTS  OF  FOREIGN  COUNTRIES. 

C«>.  14— Extenda  the  former  Province  of  Canada  law*  to  the  whole  dominion,  in  rMpect  of  the 
punishment  of  ai^gresaion*  from  subjects  of  foreign  countries  at  peace  with  Her  Majesty.  Any  j^rson 
who  has  borne  arms  here,  or  come  into  tha  country  with  hostile  intent,  may  be  tried  by  Militia  Court 
Martial  and  sentenced  to  death  or  such  other  punuhment  as  the  court  may  award.  Subjects  of  Her 
Midesty  aiding  or  abetting  may  be  tried  and  punished  in  like  manner.  Or  any  person  offending 
afunst  this  Act  may  be  tried  by  an  ordinary  court,  and  being  condemned  ahall  suffer  death  aa  a  felon. 

UNLAWFUL  TRAINING  TO  ARMS. 

C«>.  15— Prohibit*  unlawful  training  to  the  use  of  arms.  Persons  drillui|[  others  without  lawful 
avthority  are  liable  to  imprisonment  for  two  year*  or  more,  and  those  receivmg  instructions  to  two 
ytara  or  less.  Meetings  for  drill  may  bO  dispersed  by  any  J. P.,  constable  or  peace  officer.  Arma  and 
ammunition  kept  for  any  illegal  purpose  nuy  be  seised  and  distained  upon  wanant  from  a  f.  P.,  and 
th«  person  haviAg  them  may  oe  arrested,  and  unless  he  shall  prove  that  he  ia  not  possessed  of  them 
for  ulefal  purpose  he  shall  he  committed  for  trial  for  a  misdemeanor.  If  he  be  not  so  committed,  and 
th«  J.  r.  refuse  to  return  the  arm*,  he  may  applv  to  Quarter  Seasions  or  Superior  Court,  who,  in  their 
discretion,  may  order  them  to  be  given  up.  Persons  carrying  arms  for  unlawfnl  purposes  may  be 
arrested  and  committed  for  trial,  and  tried  for  a  misdemeanor.  All  J.  P.  everywhere  have  concurrent 
Jurtadiction  ia  these  cases.  Provisioa  is  made  for  the  special  protection  of  J.  P.  or  officers,  from 
actions  of  damages  for  us*  of  powers  under  this  Act.  The  G.  in  C.  may  iaspead  ita  operations  and 
pvt  it  in  force  again  from  time  to  time  by  proclamation. 

SUSPENSION  OF  HABEAS  CORPUS. 

C«/.  1^— Suspends  ths  HiUtat  Copjhu  in  tha  case  of  men  arrested  and  committed  for  any  of  the 
following  offences  by  warrant  of  two  J.  P.,  or  any  officer  of  the  Militia  or  Regular  army,  until  the  ist 
December,  1868,  and  to  the  end  of  next  session  of  parliament,  provided  the  wwrrant  ia  counteraigned 
bj  ■  clerk  of  Pnvy  Counctt  in  one  month  aAer  commitment,  vu :— Being  or  coBtiauing  in  araia  against 
H.  M,  iaCaaada :  any  act  of  h;>iiility  therein ;  having  entered  Caaaoa  with  daaign  to  levy  war  or 
commit  feloay :  levying  war  in  company  with  any  subjects  or  citiiens  of  a  foreign  state  at  peace  with 
H.  M.;  entering  Canada  with  them  with  such  hostile  mtent ;  Joining  themselves  to  then  with  design 
to  aid  any  such  wteat ;  or  if  charged  with  high  treason  or  trcasonaole  practices,  or  suapidon  thereof. 
Tbey  nuty  be  detainedf  in  anv  place  and  bv  anv  person  named  in  commitment,  wfaather  regular  gaol  or 
gaolar  or  not,  such  pUoe  ana  person  may  be  changed  by  warrant  of  Privy  Cotq^fL  This  Act  nay  be 
•uapended  and  brought  into  force  again  by  proclamation. 

BANK  OF  UPPER  CANADA. 

Cat.  17— Provides  for  the  settlement  of  the  affiurs  of  the  Bank  of  Upper  Ouuda,  and  oonfirms  a 
deed  of  auignment  of  lath  November,  1866.  to  Thomas  C.  Street,  Robert  Cassela,  Peter  Paterson, 
Hugh  C.  Bwrwick,  and  Peleg  Howland,  eiubling  the  trustees  to  carry  out  its  trusts,  and  making  them 
a  body  corporate  under  the  name  of  "  The  Trustees  of  the  Bank  of  Upper  CaM|id*«" 

THE  COMMERCIAL  BANK. 

Cmf,  it— Amends  the  Act  of  incorporation  of  the  Commercial  Bank  of  Canada  and  authorisas  its 
amalgamation  with  any  other  bank  or  banks,  or  ita  winding  up.  Besides  the  amalgamation  clause* 
(under  which  it  has  since  been  amalgamated  with  the  Merchutts*  Bank)  it  provided  that  the  charter 
sl|ould  not  be  forfeited  at  the  end  of  6*  days  suspension,  nor  until  90  davs  afker  the  passing  of  theAct 
It  also  authorized  the  reduction  of  the  old  stock  and  the  issue  of  new.  It  provided  for  the  winding  up 
by  Trustees,  should  that  be  uiuvoidable. 

GRANH  TRUNK  RAILWAY. 
Cap.  19— Amended  the  "  Grand  Trunk  Arrangements  Act  of  i86a."  It  anthorixed  the  company 
to  raise  ;£  500,000  stg.  upon  equipment  mortgage  bonds  No.  a,  taking  rank  befbre  all  other  chargea 
upon  the  road  and  its  revenues,  except  the  equipment  bonds  No.  t,  and  except  also  the  clxima  on 
special  revenues  of  the  Postal  bonds.  Power  was  given  also  to  convert  these  new  bonds  into  6 j>.  c. 
stock.  Power  was  also  given  under  certain  reserves  to  van  the  agreements  w^  the  Bu&lo  an4  Lake 
Huron  and  the  Montrealand  Champlain  Railway  Companies.  " 

ST.  LAWRENCE  AND  OTTAWA  RAILWAY. 

C«/.  so— Recognises  the  partners  in  the  former  Ebbwvale  Company,  and  other  E^gUsh  capitalista* 

together  with  Mr,  Thomas  Reynolds,  of  Montreal,  as  proprietors  or  the  old  Ottawa  and  Prescott  Rail- 

wav,  and  incorporates  them  anew  aa  the  St.  Lawrence  and  Ottawa  Railway  Co.       By  the  first  dause 

'  nsdiction  is  specially  assumed  by  the  Dominion  Parliament,  dedaring  the  work  to  be  for  "  the  general 

[vantajge  of  Canada."    Power  is  also  taken  to  extend  the  road  across  the  river  Ottawa  into  the  Pro' 

or  Quebec  to  a  terminus  on  Lake  Deschesnes,  the  extenaion  to  be  begun  withjq  five  and  com- 

ited  within  ten  years. 

CANADIAN  NAVIGATION  CO. 
Cap,  31— Changes  the  name  of  the  Canadian  Inland  Navigation  Company  to  "  the  Canadian 
I^avigation  Company,"  increases  its  capital  at  once  to  1500,000  with  right  to  exte'hd  it  to  fa,ooo,ooo, 
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and  entends  its  powers  to  eifable  it  to  construct,  acquire,  navigate,  ftc,  stealh-vetMis  carrying  traflic 
between  the  ports  of  Canada  and  ports  on  the  lakes  connected  with  and  on  tlie  rivers  ralliiiK  intotlte 
river  St.  Lawrence,  and  betwam  Canadian  ports  and  ports  in  Ntwiuundlaad,  P.  £.  Iskud  and  Ike 
West  Indies.

PRIVILEGES  AND  IMMUNITIES  OF  MEMBERS  AND  PRINTERS  OF 
PARLIAMENTARY  PROCEEDINGS. 
C«/.  aj— Repeats  the  enactment  of  the  British  America  Act  respecting  the  privileges  andimmv* 
nities  of  Senators  and  Members  of  the  House  of  Commons,  and  declares  that  they  must  be  taken  notice 
of  by  courts  without  pleading.  Printed  joumalx  are  made  legal  proof.  Any  person  sued  orprosecuted 
for  any  publication  may  have  proceedings  stopped  by  producing  a  certificate  from  either  Speaker  or 
Clerk  or  either  Houssi  accompanied  by  a/Bdavit,  to  snow  that  the  publication  was  made  by  order  of 
either  Hotisa.  Any  person  sued  or  prosecuted  for  publishing  an  aostract  or  extract  from  such  pro- 
ceedings may  give  in  evidencn  imder  the  general  issue  the  complete  document,  and  show  that  suck 
abstract  or  extract  was  published  bona  fid*  and  without  malice,  and,  if  such  is  the  opinion  o<  the  Jury, 
a  verdict  of  not  guilty  snail  be  entered, 

AUTHORITY  TO  SWEAR  WITNESSES. 
C^.  t4— Authorises  the  Clerk  of  thp  Senate  to  swear  any  person  being  examined  at  the  Bar  of  that 
House,  and  the  Chairman  or  any  member  of  a  committee  of  either  House  :  .<  swear  any  witnesa  nut* 
pecting  a  private  bill  referred  to  it. 

INDEPEltDENCE  OF  PARLIAMENT. 

C»h  »5— Is  an  Act  to  secure  the  Independence  of  Parliament.  No  person  ir  tiigible  r  can  sit

If  any  of  th(->  r 
sit  and  vote,  each  Ibr^ts  f  a,oeo  fior  each  day.  Accepting  office  or  a  contract,  a  membe '  vacatea  his 
seat,  btit  if  taking  one  of  the  13  cabinet  offices,  may  be  re-elected.  Members  of  t? ..  ;  C.  may 
resign  and  accept  a  new  calnnet  office  within  a  month  whhont  re-election.  A  member  inay  nt  ugn  I^ 
notice  in  the  House  or  to  the  Speaker  in  writing,  but  not  white  his  seat  is  bein,^  contssiod  or 


Jiable'to  be  conteated.  Vacancies  by  daatii  or  aooaptance  of  office  occurring,  and  Speaker  being  notified 
in  Hooseby  one,  Vt  out  of  it  by  two  members  ki  writhig,  isaues  his  warrant.  When  there  is  no  speaker, 
or  he  is  absent  from  Canada,  or  the  Soaaker  himaalf  resign,  two  members  majr  issue  a  warrant  for  a  new 
writ  to  the  C.  C.  C.  After  a  geiteral  election  and  before  Parliament  meets,  if  a  member  elected  die  or 
aecepu  office,  a  warrant  may  issue  to  the  C.  C.  C.  for  a  new  writ .  but  auch  new  election  doea  not 
invalidata  the  daim  of  any  one  to  the  aaat  under  the  former  election. 

Cmp,  a6— Dedarea  the  Members  of  the  P.  C,  and  Members  of  the  Local  Govemmenta,  and 
Mr.  McPooald,  Qaeen'a  Printer  for  N.  S.,  duly  elected  to,  and  entitled  to  sit  b  the  H  of  C,  a*4 
indemnified  firom  all  damages  for  sitting. 

INTERIOR  ECONOMY  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 
C«/.  ay.— The  Speaker,  with  four  Members  of  the  P.C.,  being  alsoMembers  of  the  H.  ofCtoba 
named  oy  the  G.  in  C,  are  to  be  commissioncra  for  the  management  of  the  interior  economv  of  the 
H.  of  C.  The  Clerk  is  to  prepare  an  annual  estimate  of  the  sums  needed  (br  members'  indemnity, 
stationery  and  salaries  of  Speaker,  derits  and  officers,  and  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  of  the  salaries  of 
doorkeepers,  inesaengera  and  servants,  and  contingencies,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Speaker,  and  if 
apprtyveO]  sent  to  the  M.  F.  An  aatimata  for  printing  shall,  in  like  manner,  be  prepared,  aa4 
submitted  by  the  officer  appointed  jointly  by  the  two  Houses  to  superi'  rnd  it ;  and  tbese  are  to  bo 
laid  belbre  Partiament  with  the  other  eatipiatea  of  the  year.  All  sums  v^>^■.l  jn  such  estimates  are  to 
be  held  auUect  to  the  order  of  the  commissioners,  to  be  paid  over  on  i.\'  .  ier  of  three  of  them,  the 
Speaker  bemg  one,  and  paid  out  under  their  directbn  by  the  Accountant,  »ho  is  to  be  named  by  the 
Speaker,  anti  give  security  to  the  satisfiKtion  of  the  commiuioneta.  Printing  moneys  to  be  paid  over 
to  order  of  sncn  person  as  the  two  Houses  appoint.  Surplus  of  money  voted  is  repaid  to  tne  R.  G. 
In  case  of  dissolution,  the  former  Speaker  will  act  as  a  commissioner  uiitil  his  successor  is  elected.  In 
case  of  the  death,  disability  or  absence  of  the  Speaker,  any  three  coiiimissioners  xsatj  act.  The  Speaker 
may  inquire  into  tbe  conduct  of  any  derk,  officer  or  servant  of  the  House,  and  suspend  and  report  him 
to  Uie  Governor,  if  appointed  by  him,  if  not,  suqiend  or  remov  j  him  altogether.  AU  employees  are  to 
take  the  oath  of  allegiance.

SUPPLY. 
C*p.  3t— Is  the  Supply  Bill,  which  appropriates  f7,5os,874  for  certain  espenaea  of  the  finan- 
cial year  1S67-8,  and  17,901,8*$  for  the  y«sr  1868-9.  Sama  paid  out  of  the  vote  of  credit  of 
$5,000,000,  in  the  former  i^  of  the  Session,  to  be  accounted  for  as  forming  part  of  the  sum  first  above 
named,  and  the  balance  to  be  paid  back  into  the  treasurv.  The  G.  in  C.  is  authorised  to  raise 
$6,000^000  on  the  credit  of  the  C.  R.  F.,  to  rank  next  after  the  sums  to  be  raised  for  defence  uni!er  the 
Act  or  this  Sesabn,  and  to  be  in  addition  to  the  debta  provided  for  by  the  B.  N.  A.  Act— to  be  raised 
by  sale  of  stock,  debentures,  exchequer  bills  or  bonda,  or  granting  terminable  annuitiea.  Interact  not 
to  exceed  6  p.  c. 
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.  CONSOLIDATED  REVENUE  FUND. 
Cay.  3a— Is  "an  Act  respecting  the  C.  R.  Fund."  All  duties  and  revenue  over  which  the  Legis- 
latures ofthe  late  Provinces  had,  and  the  Canadian  Parliament  now  has  control,  form  part  of  the 
fund,  subject  to  charges  in  the  following  order:  i,  a,  3,  4,  5  and  6,  as  provided  by  the  B.  N.  A.  Act, 
and  the  (Imperial)  "  Canada  Railway  Loan  Act,  1867  " ;  and  7  to  be  tne  sum  of  ;£  1,000,000  stg^  to  be 
raised  under  Cap.  13  ofthe  present  Session  respecting  the  Intercolonial  Railway.  The  G.  in  C.  may 
make  regulations  as  to  the  debt  and  payment  of  interest,  and  appoint  fiscal  agents  in  London  or 
elsewhere  and  agree  with  them  about  compensation.  The  stipulated  grants  to  the  Provinces  are  made 
a  further  charge.  Accounts  are  to  be  kept  bv  double  entry  in  the  dentirtments  ofthe  R.  G.  and  M.  F., 
and  an  annual  statement  made  up  at  the  end  of  each  financial  year  showing  the  state  ofthe  debt,  the 
amount  chargeable  against  each  public  work,  the  sute  of  the  C.  R.  F.,  and  the  various  trusts  and 
special  funds,  and  anything  else  necessary  to  show  what  the  liabilities  and  assets  of  the  Dominion  are. 


CIVIL  LIST. 

Cap.  33— Provides  for  the  salary  of  the  Governor  General  and  Civil  list,  &c.  The  Governor  is 
made  a  corporation  sole.  The  sums  in  the  Schedule  are  payable  without  an  annual  vote.  Any  Judge 
of  the  Superior  Courts  in  any  ofthe  Provinces  who  has  done  duty  for  15  years,  or  has  become  afflicted 
with  permanent  infirmity,  disabling  him,  may,  on  resignation,  receive  two-thirds  salary  as  pension.  In 
the  Schedules  the  13  Mmisters  are  granted  «,ooo  each.  The  Governor  General's  Secretary  is  to  get 
$3,000  during  stay  uf  present  incumbent,  afterwards  13,400.  In  Quebec  the  Lieut.-Govemor  is  to 
have  |8,oao ;  the  Chief  Ju^t'c^'  ^^'  ^^^  Q-  ^'  i>°d  Superior  Courts  $5,000  each.    The  4  puisne  judges 


i  of  the  S.  C,  $4,000  each ;  7  of  same,  $3,aoo ;  ^  of  same,  Sa.&o, 
The  Judge  of  Vice-Admiralty,  $a,ooo.    In  Ontario  :— The  Lieut- 
Governor  the  saTnc ;  two  Chief  Justices  and  Chancellor,  $5:Ooo  each ;  3  jndges  of  each  of  3  courts, 


of  Q.  B.,  $4,000  each  ;   7  judges_of  the  S.  C. 
besides  travelling  allowances. 


$4,000  and  travelling  expenses ;  county  judges,  $1,800  to  $3,600  er.ch,  and  $300  travelling  expenses. 
In  Nova  Scotia  the  Lieut.-Govemor  is  to  have  $7,000 ;  Chief  J<'.dtice  and  Judge  in  Equity,  $4,000 
each ;  i  Judge  of  Supreme  Court,  $3,350 ;  j  others,  83,300,  ar.«J  travelling  expenses.  In  New  Bruns- 
wick:—The  Lieut-Governor,  $7,000;  Chief  Justice  and  Judge  Paiker  (during  his  incumbency), 
$4,000 ;  three  judges  (and,  after  Judge  Parker's  decease,  4),  $3  3oo ;  5  county  judges,  $t,8oo  to  $3,600, 
and  $3oo  travelling  expenses.  Pensions  are  granted  to  two  judges  and  two  former  Crown  Land  (^m- 
missioners  of  Nova  Scotia  of  $i,300  each,  and  Indian  annuities  of  $36,664. 

THE  CIVIL  SERVICE. 
Cap,  34 — Provides  for  the  otganixation  of  the  Civil  Service,  but  does  not  generally  appW  to 
what  is  termed  the  "  Outside  Service"  (1. «.,  servants  away  fi«m  the  seat  of  government)  of  the 
Customs,  Post  Ofiice,  Inland  Revenue,  and  Public  Works  Departments,  which  are  placed  under  the 
special  supervision  ofthe  separate  departments.    The  departmental  staff  consists  of  four  classes,  viz. : 
I.  Deputy  (or  permanent  non-po)itical)  heads.    3.  Officers  or  Chief  Clerks.    ;.  Clerks.    4.  Proba- 
tionary Clerks.    No  one  can  be  appointed  to  any  situation  younger  than  rS,  nor  older  than  35  yeais. 
If  an  elder  person  be  appointed  for  special  capacity  by  the  head  of  department,  he  must  first  report  the 
same  to  the  G.  in  C.  for  approval,  and  the  candidate  pass  a  special  examination ;  and,  if  over  40,  the  case 
must  further  be  reported  to  Parliament.  Ministers,  may  appoint  private  secretaries,  to  receiv  j  not  over 
$600,  but  they  do  not  thereby  become  members  of  the  civil  service,  ai^d  retire  upon  the  retirement  of  the 
appointing  Minister.    All  appointments  and  promotions  are  made  by  the  G.  in  C,  u|>on  recommenda- 
tion of  a  head  of  department.    A  candidate  must  pass  an  examination  before  the  Civil  Service  Board, 
and  produce  satisfactory  evidence  as  to  his  age,  health,  and  character.    He  enters  as  a  probatienarv 
clerk,  at  $300  per  annum.    At  the  end  of  a  year  he  may  be  promoted  to  a  clerkship,  or  he  may,  with 
an  additional  $50,  be  kept  for  a  second  year's  probation.    If  then  he  do  not  show  satisfoctory  proof  of 
capacity,  he  must  leave  the  service.    Clerks  are  divided  into  three  classes— 1st,  and,  and  3rd.    The 
third  class  clerk  receives  $400,  with  an  increase  of  ^50  per  annum  up  to  $650 ;  but  he  must  serve  not 
less  than  5  years  in  that  class.    The  second  class  is  divided  into  two  parts— junior  and  senior.    The 
junior  commences  with  $700,  and  rises  by  $50  per  annum  to  |^t,ooo,  but  must  serve  in  that  rank  5 
years.    The  senior  begin*  with  $1,100,  with  the  same  annual  increase  up  to  $1,400,  but  is  eligible  at 
anytime  for  promotion  into  the  first  class.    The  first  class  clerk  receives,  not  less  than  $1,300  per 
annum,  with  same  annual  increase  up  to  $1,800.    A  first  class  clerk  is  always  eligible  for  promottoii. 
An  officer  or  chief  clerk  receives  sucli  additional  salary  as  may  be  fixed  for  their  special  duties  by  the 
G.  in  C. :  if  he  have  no  special  duties,  then  $400  may  be  allotted  to  a  first  dass  clerk,  with  rank  of 
chief  clerk.    In  each  department  one  deputy  head  is  provided  for,  and  two  in  that  of  the  M.  F.,  via. : 
the  Auditor-General  and  the  Dy.  Inspector-General.    They  are  appointed  by  Commission  undbr  the 
great  seal,  and  are  paid  such  salaries  as  are  fixed  by  the  G.  in  C.    They  have,  under  their  pol^ical 
heads,  general  control  of  their  respective  departments.    In  the  absence  of  a  deputy  head,  an  officer  or 
chief  clerk  may  be  named  to  supply  his  place.    The  G.  in  C.  is  to  determine  the  necessary  staff  of 
the  several  departments  and  outside  service,  as  soon  ri<  may  be  after  the  passing  of  the  Act,  and  their 
several  ranks ;  and  this  scheme  shall  be  submitted  at  the  next  session  of  Parliament,  and  the  estimates 
based  thereon.    Afterwards,  no  chief  clerk  or  officer  shall  be  appointed  or  salary  granted  higher  than 
the  maximum  of  a  first  class  clerk,  except  to  fill  a  -acancy,  or  upon  submis^on  to  Parliament  of  an 
estimate  therefor,  and  a  vote  granted.    Whenever  the  present  stuT  is  larger  than  is  found  necessary, 
the  permanent  staff  shall  be  chosen  by  ihe  head  of  the  department,  and  the  others  shall  rank  as  super- 
numerary clerks  at  their  present  salaries :  and,  on  a  vacancy  occurring  among  them,  it  shall  not  be 
filled.    Messengers  must  not  be  over  35  years  of  age,  must  pask  an  examination,  and  receive  a  salary 
not  higher  tl-=n  $300  at  first,  to  increase  by  $30  per  annum  to  $500,  wliich  is  the  maximum.    No  extra 
clerks  are  to  be  cmiiloyed  for  more  than  one  month,  except  upon  Order  in  Council,  then  to  receive 
$1.  $0  per  diem,  or,  if  an  expert,  not  more  than  $4.    Under  Order  in  Council  me  may  be  employed  for 
6  months.    No  allowance  for  extra  work  can  be  made.    A  clerk  has  no  absolute  right  to  an  annual 
inovase  of  salary,  which  may  be  withheld  by  the  head  of  department. .  The  salaries  of  present 
laciimbentsaienot  to  be  afiected  by  this  Act.    Clerks  in  one  department  maybe  sent  to  work  to 
another  when  needed  there.    Annual  leave  of  absence  may  be  gnmtCKl  by  the  head  of  department  to 
an;  derk  for  not  more  than  three  weeks ;  or  by  G.  in  C.  for  not  more  than  one  year,  in  special  caaea  dL 
ilmr«s,  &c.    The  deputy  heads  constitute  a  Civil  Service  Board,  of  whom  <  are  a  quorum,  who  are  to 
frame  rules  and  reguhtions  for  the  service,  examine  candidate*,  keep  a  resjbter  respecting  candidates 
and  examinations,  grant  certificates  of  qualification,  investigate  claims  to  promotion,  and  report  yeariy 
to  tfte  G.inC.   And  the  O.  in  C.  ray  at  any  time  itftr  any  matter  mpecliitg  the  dvu  service  lo 
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thtm  for  investigation.    All  employees  must  take  the  oath  of  allegiance,  and  oath  faithfully  to  fulfil 
duties  and  to  accept  no  compensation  for  them  except  regular  salary. 

Cap.  35— Provides  for  the  contingencies  of  the  departments.  The  heating,  maintenance,  and 
repair  of  the  public  buildings  at  Ottawa  is  under  the  care  of  the  P.  W.  D  ,  and  is  to  be  made  a  separate 
estimate  and  not  one  of  the  contingencies.  Deputy  hsads  must  give  orders  for  all  contingencies,  and 
certify  accounts  for  payment  and  forward  to  the  accountant  of  contingencies  for  payment  Before 
payment,  latter  is  to  ascertain  the  correctness  of  prices.  If  he  is  of  opinion  there  is  any  error  in  the 
account  he  submits  it  to  the  auditor.  The  deputy  head  must  report  to  head,  monthly,  and  the 
accountant  submit  a  monthly  report  through  auditor  to  Board  of  Audit.  Estimates  for  each  depart- 
ment are  to  be  submitted  to  Parliament  separately,  though  voted  .ts  one  sum  ;  separate  .illowances 
after  vote  to  be  made  by  the  G.  in  C.  The  accountant  under  Civil  Service  Board  has  superintendence 
of  the  buildings  except  in  matters  under  control  of  the  P.  W.  U.  A  stationery  office  for  all  the  depart- 
ments is  to  be  attached  to  the  department  of  the  M.  F.  Each  deputy  head  must  prepare  estimates 
of  printing  and  stationery  for  each  year  for  M.  F.,  to  be  by  him  referred  to  the  Civil  Service  Board, 
who  make  up  an  aggrerate  estimate  to  be  laid  before  Parliament.  After  vote  the  G.  in  C.  makes  the 
apportionment  among  the  departments.  Contracts  to  be  made  upon  rei-  rts  of  Board.  Supplies  to  be 
procured  and  furnished  and  printing  done  through  the  agency  of  the  ci>irk  of  stationery  office,  who 
reports  monthly  on  each  departmeat  to  the  deputy  head,  and  on  general  account  to  auditor.  The 
auditor  firom  time  to  time  takes  stock  of  supplies,  &c.  An  annual  report  is  made  tu  Parliament.  Thia 
Act  applie*.  as  well  to  outside  service  as  to  departments  at  Ottawa. 

Cap.  36 — Piovides  that  commissions  to  officers  in  the  public  service  in  Cauada  shall  not  lapse  by 
demise  of  the  Crown  if  continued  by  proclamation.  But  such  proclamation  doevi  not  limit  the  preroga- 
tive of  the  Crown  otherwise  respecting  such  officers.  The  following  is  the  oath  of  allegiance  ordered 
to  be  taken  bv  all  public  officers,  (except  those  mentioned  in  the  B.  N.  A.  Act,)  in  addition  to  any 
oath  for  the  due  fulfilment  of  their  duties  which  may  be  by  law  prescribed, — "  I,  A.  B.,  do  sincerely 
promise  and  swear  that  I  will  be  faithful  and  bear  true  allegiance  to  Her  Majesty  Queen  Victoria, 
{or  reighinf^  sovtrei^n,)  as  lawful  sovereign  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and 
of  this  Dominion  of  Canada,  dependant  on  aiid  belonging  to  the  said  Kingdom,  and  that  I  wiH  defend 
Her  to  the  utmost  of  my  power  against  all  traiter  jus  conspiracies  or  attempts  whatever,  which  shaM  be 
made  against  Her  Person,  Crown,  or  Dignity ;  and  that  I  -Till  do  my  utmost  endeavour  to  disclose  or 
make  known  ^  >  Her  Majesty,  Her  heirs  and  successors,  i..l  treasons  or  traitorous  conspiracies  and 
attempts  which  I  shall  know  to  be  against  Her  or  any  of  them  :  and  all  this  I  do  swear  without  any 
equivocation,  mental  evasion  or  secret  reservation.  So  help  me  God."  This  may  be  administered  vf 
any  magistrate  or  other  officer  authorized  by  virtue  of  his  office  or  special  commission. 

Cap.  37 — Provides  that  all  persons  appointed  on  or  after  ist  July,  1867,  "to  any  civil  office  or 
Employment,  or  commission  in  any  public  department  nf  the  Goveniinent  of  Canada,  or  to  any  office  or 
employment  of  public  trust,  or  wherein  he  is  concerned  in  the  collection,  receipt,  or  disbursement  of 
any  public  money  under  said  Government,"  must  give  security  within  six  months  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Governor  or  head  of  his  department.  All  appointed  hereafter  must  do  so  within  one  month. 
Bonds  must  be  registered  with  Secretary  of  State,  and  then  deposited  with  M.  F.  within  one  month. 
Failing  in  this  his  commission  may  be  declared  void.  He  must  give  notice  of  death,  insolvency,  or 
removal  from  the  country  of  any  surety  within  one  month,  or  forfeit  half  what  the  surety  was  liable  for. 
If  he  do  not  provide  new  surety  in  a  month  he  forfeits  his  appointment.  A  surety  may  relieve  himself 
from  further  responsibility  within  three  months  after  giving  notice  to  his  principal  and  the  Secretary. 
The  Governor  may  remit  penalty  and  extend  time  for  renewal  for  not  more  than  two  months.  The 
security  of  the  European  Assurance  Company  or  other  similar  company  may  be  accepted  if  G.  in  C. 
so  order. 

COMMISSIONS  OF  INQUIRY. 
Cap.  38— Authorizes  G.  in  C.  to  confer  authority  upon  commissioners  appointed  to  inquire  into 
public  matters,  to  compel  attendance  of  witnesses  with  papers  and  examine  them  on  oath. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  JUSTICE. 
Cap.  39— Creates  a  "  Department  of  Justice,"  the  Minister  to  be  ex  officio  Attorney-General,  with 
duties  and  powers  such  as  have  been  possessed  by  Attorneys-General  in  England  and  these  Provinces, 
I  relating  to  the  administration  of  the  laws  confided  to  the  Government  of  the  Dopiinion.    A  deputy, 
clerks,  &c.,  are  provided  for. 

THE  MILITIA. 
Cap.  40 — Provides  for  the  Militia,  and  defence  of  the  Dominion.  The  command  is  vested  in  the 
Queen,  to  be  exercised  by  her  representative.  A  Department  of  Militia  is  constituted,  having  control 
of  all  expenditures  for  militia  or  defence,  with  deputy,  clerks,  &c.  The  militia  consists  of  all  male 
British  subjects  between  t8  and  60,  and  are  to  be  called  out  to  serve  in  the  following  order 
of  classes,  viz. :— ist  class,  18  to  30,  unmarried,  snd,  from  30  to  45,  unmarried.  3rd,  18  to 
45,  niarried.  4th,  4^  to  60.  Widowers  without  children  rank  as  unmarried ;  with  them,  as 
married.  It  is  also  divided  into  the  active  and  reserve.  The  active  includes  the  volunteer,  the 
regular,  and  the  marine  militia.  The  regular  militia  are  those  who  voluntarily  enlist  to  serve  in  the 
same,  or  men  ballotted,  or  in  part  of  both.  The  marine  militia  is  made  up  of  persons  whose  usual 
occupation  is  on  sailing  or  steam  craft  navigating  the  waters  of  the  Dominion.  Volunteers  are  to 
serve  for  3  years.  Corps  now  formed  may  continue  under  the  new  law.  They  are  to  be  assembled  L 
before  ist  January,  the  terms  of  the  Act  explained,  and  those  who  have  not  given  notice  for  discharge 
sworn  in  anew.  New  volunteer  corps  may  be  accepted.  Persons  who  have  served  3  years  continu- 
ously, and  who  apply  for  discharge  on  or  after  the  ist  October,  or  have  been  duly  discharged  within  a 
year  previous  thereto,  after  such  continuous  service  for  the  fiilt  term  of  their  enlistment,  are  exempt 
from  ballot  for  regulars  until  other  classes  are  exhausted.  6  months'  notice  for  discharge  is  required. 
The  regular  and  marine  militia  are  to  serve  for  two  years,  and  thence  until  other  men  are  talcen  in 
their  stead.  Having  served  two  years  and  been  dischaiged,  thev  cannot  again  be  enrolled  until  all 
the  men  of  the  ist,  and,  and  3rd  classes  in  their  company  division  have  had  their  turn.  Militiamen  ia 
the  Maritime  Provinces  who  nave  completed  their  term  of  service  during  the  year  ending  ist  October, 
are  in  like  manner  exempt.  Nine  military  divisions  are  provided  for— N.  S.  to  form  i,  N.  B.  i.  Que 
3,  and  Ont.  4.  H.  M.  may  alter  these,  and  may  subdivide  into  brinde,  regimental,  and  company 
divisions.  For  each  regiment  there  is  to  be  appointed  a  lieut.-col.  and  two  majors  of  reserve  militia : 
for  each  company  a  captain,  lieutenant,  and  ensign.  The  company  officers  are  to  eurol  the  militia  ea  :. 
or  before  the  a8th  Feby.  nnt,  and  in  Faby,  in  each  subsequent  year.    Their  rolls  to  be  sent  to  thefii 
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lieut.-col.,  who  makes  up  and  sends  regimental  roll  to  the  Adjutant-General.    Enrolment  is  embodi- 
ment.   Judges,  clergy,  professors,  teachers  in  religious  orders,  officers  of  the  penitentiary,  infirm 
persons,  the  only  son  of  a  widow  and  her  support,  are  exempt  from  enrolment.    Half-pay  and  retired 
officers,  seafaring  men,  pilots  and  apprentice  pilots,  and  teachers,  can  only  be  called  on  to  serve  in 
■mx.    Quakers  and  Tunkers  may  be  exempted.    All  exemptions  must  be  claimed  and  supported  by 
affidavit.    The  active  militia  to  consist  of  cavalry,  field  artillery,  mounted  infantry,  engineers,  garrison 
artillery,  infantry,  and  naval  ard  marine  corps.    Morses  may  be  enrolled.    A  military  train,  a  medical 
staff,  and  commissariat,  and  hospital  and  ambulance  corps  may  be  formed.    Every  active  militiaman 
must  sign  a  roU,  and  take  the  oath  of  allegiance.    Volunteer  corps  may  make  regulations  of  their  own, 
subject  to  approval.    Each  company  division  must  furnish  its  quota  according  to  the  number  on  the 
rolls.    It  receives  credit  for  every  man  volunteering  or  serving  either  in  it  or  a  contiguous  regimental 
division.    A  volunteer  corps  disbanded  must  be  replaced  by  ballot.    When  enough  men  do  not 
volunteer,  or  when  a  vacancy  occurs  by  death  or  otherwise,  a  ballot  mu3t  be  resortea  to.     Not  more 
than  one  son  in  a  family  can  be  taken,  unless  the  numbers  enrolled  fall  short.    When  a  company  has 
fhniished  more  than  its  quota,  it  cannot  again  be  called  on  for  its  full  number  till  the  others  have 
furnished  as  many.    A  man  drawn  may  be  exempted  by  providing  a  substitute,  or  paying  ^30  to  the 
captain  ;  but  if  his  substitute  is  afterwards  drawn,  he  must  agaia  supply  his  place.    The  G.  in  C.  may 
make  regulations  about  enrolment  and  ballot.    Any  corps  of  actual  militia  may  be  called  out^  on  requisi- 
tion of  Mayor,  Warden,  or  two  J.P.,  bythe  Dep.  Adj.-Gen.  or  Brigade  Major  of  the  District,  or  com- 
manding officer  of  corps,  in  aid  of  the  civil  pnwer,  and  receive  therefor : — officers,  the  i:egular  pay  of  army 
officers,  and  $2  extra  per  diem  for  horse  ;  and  privates  ti  per  day,  and  extra  $1  for  horse.    An  Adj.- 
General  is  to  be  appointed  who  has  attained  the  rank  of  staff  officer  in  the  regular  army,  to  have  rank 
of  colonel,  and  the  military  command  and  control  of  the  discipline  of  the  miUtia ;  salary,  $3,000  per 
annum.    There  is  to  be  a  Dep.  A.  G.  at  head-quarters,  with  salary  of  |2,2oo,  and  one  in  each  military 
district  with  |i, 200— each  to  nave  rank  of  lieut.-col.    Such  other  staff  officers  at  such  salary  as  the  G. 
in  C.  may  appoint.    Officers  now  holding  rank  in  the  militia  may  be  put  on  the  retired  list  with  or 
without  a  step  to  those  below  lieut.-col.     None  can  be  called  on  to  serve  below  his  rank.    No  one  can 
be  appointed  an  officer  of  active  militia  (except  provisionally)  without  a  Military  School  or  Board 
certificate.    Officers  of  the  regular  army  may  be  exempted  from  this  rule.    No  higher  rank  than  Jieut.- 
col.  can  be  given  in  peace,  except  to  the  Adj.-Gen.    In  war,  rank  may  go  up  as  nigh  as  maj.-general. 
Relative  rank  of  officers  the  same  as  in  army.    Senior  officer  in  uniform  to  command  on  parade  or 
service,  but  substantive  rank  takes  precedence  of  provisional,  and  army  of  militia.  _  The  clothing,  arms, 
and  accoutrements  are  to  be  such  as  prescribed  by  H.  M.    Officers  to  fumiaji  their  own — others  to  last 
for  five  years.    Only  to  be  used  on  duty.    Any  damage  done  to  them  to  be  recovered  from  the  captain, 
and  by  nim_  fi-om  men,  except  fair  wear  and  tear  and  unavoidable  accident.    Arms  and  accoutrements 
to  be  lef^  in  armoury,  or  in  charge  of  the  commanding  officer.    Militiaman  leaving  Canada  must 
deliver  up  uniform,  arms,  and  accoutrements  in  his  possession,  and  take  acquittance — otherwise  is 
liable  for  embezzlement.     40,000  active  militiamen  are  to  be  drilled  each  year.     In  regimental 
divisions  where   there   are   volunteer    corps,  regular   militia    only   sufficient  sto  _  complete   quota 
are  to  be  drilled.     The  drills  are  not  to  be  less  than  three  hours  per  day,  during  not  less  than 
eight,  nor  more  than  sixteen  days  per  annum.    Allowance  50  cents  per  day,  75  cents  extra  per  horse. 
Officers  of  the  Reserve  Militia  may  also  be  ordered  out  for  drill.    Occasional  drills  without  pay  are 
provided  for.     H._  M.  may  dispense  with  drills  in  certain  cases  and  places.    Inspections  are  provided 
for.     Provision  is  made  for  rifle  ranges  at  or  near  the  head  quarters  of  regimental   divisions. 
The  G.  in  C.  may,  under  regulations  made  in  that  behalf,  aid  the  erection  of  driH  sheds  and  armouries. 
Military  schools^  may  be  established  and  carried  on  under  regulations  of  the  G.  in  C.     H.  M.  may 
order  camps  of  instruction  for  military  school  men.     She  may  sanction  rifle  and  drill  associations. 
Provision  is  made  for  military  instruction  in  schools  or  colleges  and  furnishing  arms  and  accoutrements 
therefor,  _  Hie  officer  commanduig  a  district  may,  in  any  emergency,  call  out  the  militia  therein  for 
service  till  H,  M's.  pleasure  is  known.    H.  M  may  call  all  out  in  case  of  war,  and  may  place  them 
under  the  command  of  the  commander  of  H,  M's,  regular  forces.    The  period  of  service  m  war  is  one 
year,  which  may  be  extended  by  six  months.    When  called  out  for  actual  service  they  are  to  receive 
pay  of  the  regular  army  or  such  other  as  the  G.  in  C.  may  order.    (Since  fixed  at  50  cents  for  privates, 
and  non-cumraissioned  officers  in  proportion,  and  free  rations  or  an  allowance  in  lieu  thereof.)    They 
are  to  be  then  subject  to  the  Queen's  regulations  and  articles  of  war — flogging  not  allowed.    Captains 
must  keep  accurate  rolls,  and  Lt,-Col.  or  commanding  officer  of  battalion  must  see  that  he  does  so. 
Any  militiaman  called  out  for  service  and  not  attending  for^seven  days,  may  be  punished  as  a  deserter, 
Compensa;ion  is  to  be  made  to  men  disabled  in  service  and  to  the  families  of  those  killed.     The 
G.  in  C.  may  make  regulations  respecting  the  transport,  cantoning,  and  billeting  of  militia  on  service. 
Provision  is  made  for  courts  of  enquiry  and  courts  martial,  with  powers  and  modes  of  procedure  like 
those  of  the  regular  army.    Sentence  of  death  may  only  be  pronounced  for  "  mutiny,  desertion  to  the 
enemy,  traitorously  delivering  up  any  garrison,  fort,  post,  or  guard,  or  traitorous  correspondence  with 
the  enemy."    Any  officer  who  claims  pay  for  drill  by  men  not  duly  attested  or  belonging  tu  his  corps 
or  includes  such  person  in  a  parade  state,  and  any  non-commissioned  officer  or  private  claiming  or 
taking  pay  for  dnil  not  performed  with  his  own  corps,  is  guilty  of  misdemeanor,  and  is  also  liable  to 
court  martial.    Any  officer  or  non-commissioned  officer  retaining  pay  of  men  is  guilty  of  misdemeanor 
and  is  to  be  dismissed  from  tl'  -  service ;  or  if  he  sign  a  false  parade  state,  roll  or  pay  list,  he  is  punishable 
for  misdemeanor  and  likewise  by  court  martial.    Any  person  refusing  to  give  information  required 
under  this  Act,  or  giving  false  information,  forfeit-}  $30  for  each  item.    Every  officer  refusing  to  make 
the  roll  forfeits  #50,  and  non-commissioned  officer  $25.    Every  militiaman  refusing  to  take  the  oath 
when  drafted  may  be  imprisoned  for  six  months,  and  la  months  more  for  each  subsequent  refusal  to 
doso.    Personating  another  person  on  parade  is  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  of  ^100.   Persons 
incur  a  fine  of  Sio  U  an  officer,  and  $«  i/a  private,  &c. ,  for  refusing  to  attend  dnll.  Of  $5  for  interrupting 
driU,  and  may  be  taken  into  custody  till  drill  is  over ;'  of  $20  for  officer  and  $10  for  private,  &c,  for 
insolent  or  disorderly  behaviour  toward  superior  officer ;  of  four  dollars  for  failing  to  keep  arms  and 
accoutrements  in  goiod  order ;  and  of  $30  for  disposing  of  any  article  served  out,  besides  any  greater 
punishment  which  the  law  may  prescribe.    Refusing  to  turn  out  to  aid  civil  power,  I40  for  officer, 
no  for  private,  &c     Resisting  draft  or  dissuading  a  militiaman  from  performance  of  his  duty,  Sioo  or 
dz  months'  imprisonment.    Penalties  are  recoverable  before  a  J.  P.  on  complaint  of  the  adjutant- 
Seneral  or  officer  acting  for  him,  against  officers,  and  of  officer  commanding  battalion  or  company  or 
a4intant  against  men,  m  the  district  or  county  where  the  offence  is  committed.    Notices  or  orders  need 
,  aot  be  in  writing.    General  orders  are  sufficiently  notified  by  publication  in  Camada  GoMtttef  Regi- 
>  flttntal  orders  by  publication  in  local  paper  or  posting  at  place  of  worship  or  ether  public  place  in  each 
oompany  division. 
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FORTIFICATIONS. 

Cap.  40— Makes  provision  for  works  of  fortification  and  defence.  Power  is  taken  to  raise 
;£i,ooo,ooo  stg.  for  sucti  works  under  the  guarantee  of  the  Imperial  Treasury,  to  rank  next  after  the 
Intercolonial  Rai'v  ny  Loan,  and  to  be  expended  on  works  of  defence  at  St.  John,  N.  B,,  MontreaJ, 
and  places  west  o  '  ^  iontreal. 

SECRETARY  OF  STATE  OF  CANADA. 

Cap.  42 — Provides  for  the  establishment  of  a  department  of  "  the  Secretary  of  State  of  Canada," 
who  shall  also  be  Registrar  General,  and  Superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs.  It  provides  that  all  Indian 
moneys  in  all  the  Provinces  are  to  be  paid  to  the  R.  G.,_&c.  _  That  no  transfer  of  Indian  lands  shall 
be  valid  without  the  consent  of  the  council  of  the  tribe,  i^ven  in  presence  of  the  Secretary  or  some  one 
deputed  by  him  or  the  G.  in  C.  to  attend.  No  intoxicating  liquors  may  be  introduced  or  used  at  such 
meeting.  The  penalty  for  selling  or  giving  intoxicating  liquors  at  anytime  to  an  Indian,  except  in  case 
of  illness,  and  then  by  order  of  a  physician  or  clergyman,  is' $20  for  each  offence.  Things  pawned  for 
liquor  by  an  Indian  may  not  be  kept.  Presents  from  Government  are  not  liable  to  seizure  for  debt. 
To  be  within  the  Act  and  hold  property  with  a  tribe,  a  person  must  be  of  Indian  blood,  reputed  to 
belong  to  the  tribe,  or  must  reside  among  them,  havmg  some  Indian  blood,  or  must  be  a  woman 
lawfully  married  to  a  person  of  one  of  the  above  classes,  or  be  the  offspring  issue  of  such  marriage,  or 
descendants  of  such  offspring.  None  but  such  persons  may  settle  on  Indian  lands,  and  unauthorized 
persons  may  be  removed  by  warrant  from  the  Secretai^  or  his  agent,  and  may  be  arrested  and 
imprisoned  if  they  return.  The  road  work  on  such  lands  is  to  be  performed  under  the  orders  of  the 
Secretary.  Persons  cutting  timber  or  removing  stone  from  Indian  lands,  without  license  from  the 
Secretary  or  his  agent,  incur  a  penalty  of  %x  if  the  thing  removed  be  under  the  value  of  $1 ;  if  over,  $20. 
The  Secretary  is  to  act  for  Indians  in  oDtaining  compensation  for  land  taken  or  damage  done  by  a 
railway  or  public  work.  The  G.  in  C.  may  authorize  surveys,  and  may  make  regulations  about  the 
protection  and  management  of  Indian  lands  and  the  timber  on  them,  imposing  fines  for  breach  of  them. 
The  Secretary  also  nas  _  the  management  of  the  Ordnance  lands  and  of  any  other  Crown  lands 
belonging  to  the  Dominion  and  not  under  the  control  of  the  Public  Works.  The  Governor  may 
appoint  agents  to  carry  out  the  Act.  The  G.  in  C.  may  assign  any  part  of  these  duties  of  the 
Secretary  to  any  other  member  of  the  Privy  Council. 

CUSTOMS  DEPARTMENT. 

Cap,  43— Creates  a  Department^  of  Customs,  with  a  Minister,  and  a  Commissioner  as  his  Deputy, 
and  Asst.  Commissioner.  It  authorizes  a  board  of  examiners  and  special  examinations  for  those  to  be 
employed  in  the  department.    Among  other  duties  the  officers  of  Customs  are  to  collect  canal  tolls. 

Cap.  44 — Imposes  duties  of  Customs.    See  Tariff,  elsewhere. 

THE  CURRENCY  AND  DOMINION  NOTES. 

Cap.  45 — Is  "An  Act  respecting  the  Currency."  If  the  congress  of  the  United  States  adopt  the 
basis  of  the  International  Mone'-'ry  Conference  making  the  American  half  eagle  equal  to  the  French 
23  franc  piece,  then  by  proclamation  of  the  G.  in  C.  the  same  currency  will  be  adopted  here.  The  £,\ 
stg.  is  to  be  worth  $^.04^  in  our  currency,  and  our  currency,  to  be  in  pounds,  shillings  and  pence,  or 
dollars,  cents  and  mills,_  shall  be  proportionate  thereto.  The  pound  currency  to  be  89.601  grains  of 
pure,  gold,  or9j.747  grains  according  to  the  established  fineness  of  British  coins.  The  British  silver 
crown  to  pass  tor  Si. 25,  the  florin  for  50  cts.,  the  shilling  25  cts.,  and  others  in  same  proportion,  and  be  a 
legal  fender  up  to  $10.  The  U.  S.  half  eagle  and  French  25  francs  to  be  legal  tender  for  85  each.  The 
Governor  may  also  make  American  silver  coins  a  tender  for  £10.  Sums  due  under  old  contracts  to 
be  paid  by  equivalents  in  new  currency.  The  currency  for  the  whole  Dominion,  for  all  public  purposes, 
until  such  change  takes  place,  shall  be  that  of  the  late  Provinces  of  Canada  and  New  Brunswick, 
but  not  to  be  put  in  force  respecting  duties  and  penalties  under  the  Inland  Revenue  Act  in  Nova 
Scotia  till  ist  July,  1868.  The  Governor  may,  by  proclamation,  make  silver  coins  of  the  United 
States  or  of  foreign  countries  legal  tender  in  Quebec,  Ontario,  and  New  Brunswick. 

Cap.  46 — Enables  banks  to  use  Dominion  Notes  instead  of  issuing  notes  of  their  own.  On  the 
surrendei'  of  their  right  to  issue,  they  are  to  receive  from  the  Government  s  p.  c»  jper  annum  upon  their 
outstanding  circulation  on  the  30th  April,  1866,  for  banks  then  incorporated  in  Quebec  and  Ontario, 
and  such  sum  as  the  Government  may  arrange  for  banks  in  the  other  Provinces  or  since  incorpontted, 
and  half  the  cost  of  their  unissued  notes.  The  surrender  may  be  immediate  or  gradual.  Debentures 
or  other  Government  securities  now  held  by  such  banks  to  be  received  in  exchange  for  Dominion  Notes. 
Afler  such  hrrangement  is  completed,  banks  are  no  longer  bound  to  hold  Government  securities. 
Weekly  returns  are  to  be  made  of  the  old  notes  withdrawm  from  circulation,  and  compensation 
to  be  made  half  yearly  on  the  basis  of  such  returns.  Banks  may  resume  the  issue  of  tneir  own 
notes  on  givlbg  three  months'  notice.  Authority  is  given  to  use  Provincial  (Canada)  Notes  as 
Dominion  Motes  under  this  Act,  and  re-issue  them  or  cause  new  Dominion  Notes  to  be  prepared. 
They  are  to  be  redeemable  in  specie  at  Montreal,  'I'oronto,  Halifax,  and  St.  Johu..  Those  made 
payable  at  Halifiix  to  represent  Nova  Scotia  currency.  They  are  a  legal  tender,  except  at  the  offices 
where  they  are  redeemable.  Branches  of  the  R.  G  s.  office  may  be  opened  in  each  of^  those  cities,  or 
arrangement  made  with  banks  at  1  p.  c.  per  quarter  on  average  amount  in  circulation.  Up  to 
£5,000,000  30  p.  c.  specie  is  to  be  held;  for  any  excess,  25  p.  c.  Three  commissoners  are  to  be  appomted 
tor  Ontario,  three  for  Quebec,  and  two  for  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick,  to  examine  and  report 
monthly  how  many  notes  are  out  from  each  office  and  how  much  is  held  in  specie  and  secunties 
against  them. 

Cap.  |7— Makes  it  illegal  for  any  one  to  import  or  manufatture  aiw  copper  coin,  except  that  of  the 
Unitea  Kingdom  or  such  as  is  alrea^  authorized  by  law,  in  any  of  the  Provinces,  under  a  penalty  of  $30 
for  every  lb.  Troy,  and  forfeiture.  Proceedings  may  be  taken  before  two  J.  P.,  or  customs  officers  may 
seize  the  coin.  The  penalty  for  uttering  or  tendering  such  coin  is  forfeiture  of  double  the  amount,  and 
may  be  recovered  before  one  J.  P. 

Cap.  48— la  the  Act  respecting  Insurance  Companies,  which  see  under  the  head  "  Insurance." 
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Caps.  50  and  51.— See  heading  "  Excise." 
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Cafi,  sa— Exempts  from  penalty  persons  in  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick,  who,  up  to  the 
aand  May  last,  had  failed  to  use  the  necessary  stamps  for  bills  or  notes. 

DEPARTMEI«tT  OF  AGRICULTURE. 

Ca/.  ^3— Organizes  ",the  Department  of  Agriculture,"  giving  it  jursdiction  over  Agriculture, 
Inimigration  and  Emigration,  I'ublic  Health  and  Quarantine,  the  Marine  and  Emigrant  Hospital, 
Quebec  Arts  and  Manufactures,  the  Census  and  Statistics,  Patents,  Copyright,  Industrial  Designs 
and  Tride  Marks. 

COPYRIGHTS. 

Cap  54— Respects  Copyrights.  The  M.  of  A.  must  keep  a  "  register  of  copyrights."  He  is  to 
make  rules  with  the  approval  of  the  G.  in  C,  respecting  the  necessary  formalities  for  securing  copy- 
right. .  Any  person  resident  in  Canada,  or  any  British  subject  resident  in  the  United  Kingdom,  may 
take  a  copyright  for  any  publication,  painting,  drawing,  statuary  or  sculpture,  or  photograph,  or 
mgraved  or  etched  design,  giving  exclus  ve  right  to  print,  publish  and  sell  such  works  for  38  years. 
The  widow  or  children  of  the  autnor  m.i/  procure  a  renewal  or  extension  for  14  years.  Two  copies  of 
anjr  printed  work  are  to  be  deposited  with  tne  Minister,  or  a  written  description  of  a  painting,  drawing,  or 
a  piece  of  statuary  or  sculpture.  One  dollar  is  to  be  paid  for  the  registration.  One  copy  of  the  pubTica- 
tion  deposited  is  to  be  sent  to  the  library  of  Parliament.  Notice  of  copyright  must  be  printed  on  all 
pnnted  works,  and  the  signature  of  t'le  artist  affixed  to  paintings,  drawings,  statuary  and  sculpture. 
The  publication  of  such  work  miw,  t.-.ke  place  in  Canada.  Infringing  copyright  of  books,  Sc,  is 
P"n>?hai>le  by  forfeiture  of  copies,  and  any  plate  used  for  its  reproductioi\  and  $a  per  copy  fine.  A  work 
published  m  parts  in  a  newspaprv  or  other  periodical  may  be  registered  and  copyright  secured. 
Any  person  printing,  publishing  <«  sellir  '  a  work  without  consent  of  the  author,  being  a  resident  of 
Canada  or  a  British  subject  resident  i:.  Britain,  shall  be  liable  in  damages.  Falsely  pretending  to 
have  copyright  is  punishable  by  a  rne  of  |6o. 

TRADE  MARKS,  &c. 
^«A  SS— I*  "  An  Act  respecting;  Trade  Marks  and  Industrial  Designs."  It  provides  that  the 
M.  of  A.  shall  keep  a  register  in  which  any  proprietor  may  have  registered  a  trade  mark  or  design. 
He  must  deposit  a  drawing  of  it,  with  a  written  description  in  duplicate,  and  a  declaration  that  the 
same  is  not  in  use  to  his  knowledge.  The  M.  of  A.,  after  examination,  returns  a  duplicate,  with 
certificate  of  registration.  He  may  make  further  regulations.  Trade  marks  are  assignable,  but  trans- 
A  T*'  ^  recorded.  They  may  be  cancelled.  Confliciing  claims  are  to  be  decided  by  the  M.  of  A., 
aftei*  hearing  the  parties  and  witnesses.  The  use  or  registration  of  another  person's  trade  mark  is  pun- 
ishable by  a  fine  of  $10  to  $100.  The  use  of  the  trade  marks  of  non-residents  is  punishable  by  a 
penalty  of  from  ^10  to  $$0.  The  use  of  a  close  imitation  with  intention  to  deceive  is  a  use  of  the  mark. 
Besides  the  enforcement  of  the  penalty  the  proprietor  has  his  action  of  damages.  Cnpyright  for  a 
design  IS  secured  for  five  years  by  registration.  It  must  be  registered  before  publication,  and  the 
artides  manufactured  must  bear  the  proprietor's  name  or  the  letters  "Rd."  with  the  date  of  rejpstra- 
tration.  The  author  of  the  design,  or  the  person  for  whom  it  has  been  made  for  valuable  considera- 
tion, is  the  proprietor  entitled  to  register  it.  Designs  are  assignable ;  transfers  are  to  be  registered 
with  M.  of  A.  Penalty  for  use  of  a  registered  design  without  license  ^30  to  $130,  and  the  party  using 
is  further  liable  in  damages.  Placing  the  word  "  Registered,"  or  letters,  "  Rd.,"  01  an  -tide  the 
design  of  which  •'^  not  registered,  or  the  copyright  of  which  has  expired,  is  punishable  by  a  fine  of  ^4 
to  $yt.  If  any  person  not  the  lawful  proprietor  registers  a  design,  he  may  be  proceeded  against  in  the 
courts,  and  the  true  proprietor  declared  to  be  so.  On  such  judgment  the  M.  of  A.  alters  the  registra- 
tion. The  use  may  be  stopped  pending  the  action.  This  applies  only  to  persons  resident  and  articles 
manu&ctured  in  Canada.  The  fees  are :— On  application,  I5  ;'certincate  of  registration,  $1 ;  record- 
ing assignment,  $a. 

DUTY  ON  BRITISH  COPYRIGHT  WORKS. 
Cap.  56— Declares  that  the  duty  on  reprints  of  English  copyright  works  was  not  repealed  by  the 
last  Customs  Act.    Power  is  given  to  the  G.  in  C.  to  impose  any  duty  not  exceeding  30  p.  c.  on  such 
works  after  this  Act  is  prodaimed  as  ic  force :  meantime  old  duties  are  to  be  collected. 

MARINE  AND  FISHERIES. 

Cap.  57— Const/'tutes  a  department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  with  a  Minister,  and  a  Deputy  haying 
the  title  of  Secretary ;  to  have  the  administration  of  the  laws  respecting  sea,  coast,  or  inland  fisheries ; 
trinity  houses  and  boards  of  pilots,  pilotage,  &c. ;  beacons,  buoys,  lights,  &c.  ;  harbours,  ports,  &c. ; 
and  steamers  and  vessels  (other  than  vessels  of  war)  belonging  to  the  government ;  harbour  commis- 
sioners and  masters  ;  classification  of  vessels,  examinations  and  certificates  of  masters,  mates,  &c. ; 
shipping  masters  and  offices ;  inspection  of  steamboats;  enquiries  into  wrecks;  marine  and  seamen's 
hospitals,  "  and  generally  such  matters  as  refer  to  the  marine  and  navigation  of  Canada." 

Cap.  58 — Enacts  the  use  of  the  English  regulations  for  the  prevention  of  colli^^ions  between  vessels 
in  Canadian  waters.  They  are  the  same  as  have  been  in  force' in  the  Province  or  Canada  since  1864. 
No  other  lights  are  to  be  carried  but  those  hereinafter  mentioned ;— Steamships  underway  a  bright 
white  light  at  foremost  head ;  on  the  starboard  side  a  green  light ;  on  the  jort  side  a  red  light.  When 
towing  other  vessels  or  rafts,  3  bright  white  mast-head  lights  vertically— side  Ights  as  above.  Sailing 
ships  upder  weigh  or  being  towed,  same  side  lights.  On  small  vessels  in  bad  weather,  when  side  lights 
cannot  be  kept  outside,  they  are  to  be  kept  hghted  and  ready  for  use  on  the  approach  of  a  vessel 
Vessels  at  anchor,  a  white  light  not  more  than  30  ft.  above  hull.  Pilot  vessels,  white  mast-head  light 
and  a  flare-up  light  every  15  minutes.  Open  fishing  boat.'^,  a  lantern  with  a  green  slide  on  one  side 
and  red  on  the  other.  In  fogs  steamers  are  to  use  whistles,  sailing  vessels  horns,  and  vessels  at  anchor 
bells.  Vessels  meeting  both  put  their  helms  aport.  In  crossing  each  other,  the  vessel  with  the  wind 
on  the  port  side,  or  being  itself  to  windward,  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  other :  one  going  free  out 
of  the  way  of  the  one  close  hauled.  The  steamship,  hiving  the  other  on  the  starboard,  to  keep  out  of 
the  way;  a  steamship  always  out  of  a  sailing  ship's  way.  Rafts  are  to  keep  a  bright  light  bu-ning 
from  sunset  to  sunrise.  Vessels  going  into  or  leaving  Sorel  to  take  the  port  side,  subject  to  previous 
provisions  respecting  meeting.  Trinity  Houses  may  make  rules  and  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  this 
Act.  Any  one  infringing  rules  in  Act  forfeits  |3o  to  f  303,  and  is  liable  for  all  damages  caused. 
Penalties  are  recoverable  before  a  J.  P.  Inspectors  of  Steamboats  must  see  that  vessels  inspected 
have  the  proper  lights ;  otherwise  to  refuse  certificate.  Foreign  snips  while  in  Canadian  waters  are 
subject  to  these  rules.  A  master  of  vessel  not  rendering  all  assisUnce  possible  to  one  with  which  he 
has  come  into  collision  is  deemed  guilty  of  causing  the  collision.  When  accidents  occur  without  the 
actual  fault  or  privity  of  the  owners  of  vessels,  tltey  are  not  answerable  for  loss  of  life  or  personal 
'injury,  or  damage  or  loss  to  goods  or  merchandise  on  such  ship  or  any  other,  over  an  aggregat*  Of 
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who,  up  to  the 


I38.9J  per  ton  of  such  ship.  No  owner  or  master  is  responsible  for  loss  through  the  &ult  or  incapacity 
of  a  pilot  where  his  employment  is  compulsory  by  law.  * 

C<s/.,5^Provides  that  light-houses  and  lights  belonging  to  any  of  tb  Provinces  are  vested  in 
the  Dominion,  and  placed  under  control  of  the  Minister  of  Marine,  &c. ;  and  he  may  direct,  under 
authority  of  the  G,  in  C,  new  lights,  buoys,  and  beacons  to  be  placed  where  needed,  and  maintain 
former  lights,  buoys,  beacons,  &r.  To  remove  any  of  these  is  a  misdemeanor.  Penalties  may  be 
recoverea  by  any  officer  of  the  department  or  person  aggrieved,  before  a  stipendiary  or  police 
ma^strate,  judge  of  sessions,  or  two  J.  P.  The  G.  in  C.  is  to  appoint  superintendents,  keepers,  ftc, 
and  Minister  to  make  regulations  to  catT]r  Act  into  effect.  Contracts  to  be  given  by  tender,  except  in 
cases  of  pressing  emereency.  Nothing  in  the  Act  is  to  interfere  with  the  functions  of  the  Trinity 
Houses  of  Montreal  and  Quebec ;  but  they  are  to  report  to  Minister  from  time  to  time,  and  be  subject 
to  his  instructions.  Inconsistent  portions  of  Nova  Scotia  Acts,  referring  to  Sable  Island  and  the  Seal 
and  Mud  Islands,  and  to  St.  Paul  and  Scattarie  Islands,  are  repealed.  Persons  found  residing  on 
Sable  or  St.  Paul's  Island,  without  the  license  of  the  Minister,  may  be  arrested  and  removed  to 
Halifax,  and  committed  to  gaol  for  six  months.  Goods  found  stranded  there  are  to  be  removed  to 
Halifax  and  sold  for  the  benefit  of  owners,  subject  to  salvage  to  the  establishment  on  the  island.  The 
Minister  may  make  rules  for  government  of  these  islands. 

Cap.  60. — The  Governor  is  authorised  to  appoint  fishery  officers,  to  act  under  regulations  of  the 
department,  and  to  be  invested  with  magisterial  powers  as  J.  P.  Where  exclusive  right  of  fishery 
does  not  now  exist.  Minister  may  issue  leases ;  but  if  for  more  than  9  years,  it  must  be  done  under 
authority  of  an  Order  in  Council.  Any  British  subject  may  use  vacant  public  property  such  as  is  by 
law  common  and  accessory  to  public  rights  of  fishery  and  navigation,  for  landing,  salting,  and  curing 
fish,  and  may  cut  wood  there  for  thnt  purpose,  and  take  bait  there.  The  first  possessor  to  keep  the 
same  until  h:  has  abandoned  it  for  a  year.  A  new  occupier  to  pay  for  flakes,  stages,  or  buildings 
erected,  subject  to  rights  created  by  licenses  and  leases.  A  codfish  seine  must  have  meshes  not  less 
than  4  inches  in  extension  in  the  arms,  and  3  inches  in  the  bunt  or  bottom.  Whales,  seals,  and  porpoises 
are  not  to  be  hunted  with  shellsor  explosive  missiles,  under  a  penalty  not  exceeding  I300,  or  imprison- 
irent  firom  3  to  6  months.  Sedentary  seal  fisheries  are  not  to  be  interfered  with  in  the  season. 
Penalty  (maximum)  f6o  or  i  month  for  non-payment,  and  liability  for  damage.  Disputes  between 
claimants  to  limits  may  be  decided  summarily  by  a  fishery  officer.  Salmon  are  not  to  be  killed 
in  Ontario  and  Quebec,  and  in  the  Restigouche,  between  the  31st  July  and  the  ist  May ;  in  New 
Brunswick  15th  August  and  ist  March;  but  fly  surface-fishing  is  extended  fi-om  30th  April  to 
31st  August  tor  Ontario  and  Quebec,  and  firom  ist  March  to  15th  September  for  New  Brunswick. 
In  N.  S.,  according  to  laws  already  in  force.  Foul  salmon,  fry,  parr,  smelt  or  grilse  less  than  3  lbs., 
shall  not  be  caught  er  killed.  If  accidentally  caueh>,  such  grilse  to  be  set  free.  Salmon  nets  must 
have  meshes  5  inches  in  extension.  Except  in  N.  B.  and  N.  S.  ^  nets  or  apparatus  for  salmon  are  to  be 
confined  to  tidal  waters,  except  in  the  lakes  or  by  special  license  in  streams.  The  Minister  is  to  define 
the  boundary  of  estuary  fishing.  The  penalty  for  fishing  above,  except  with  rod  and  line  is  |ioo  max.  or 
two  months  imprisonment.  Nets  or  other  lawful  appliances  must  oe  250  yards  apart,  (and  hshing 
officer  may  prescribe  a  further  distance,)  and  g^ll  or  float  nets  may  not  be  used  to  lengthen  or  enlarge 
such  fishery.  Salmon  shall  not  be  caught  within  200  yards  of  the  mouth  of  a  spawning  river,  nor 
except  by  ny-surface-fishing  at  a  pass  or  ictn.  Salmon  spawn  or  roe  is  not  to  be  disturbed,  except  for 
the  purposes  ofthis  Act.  Trout  or  lunge  are  not  *'o  be  taken  between  the  1st  of  October  and  the  ist  of 
January,  then  only  by  angling  in  other  than  tidal  waters  in  N.  S.,  N.  B.,  or  Que.,  nor  speckled  trout 
otherwise  in  Ont.  Fish  taken  for  bait  are  excepted.  White-fish  may  not  be  taken  between  the  19th 
November  and  ist  December,  nor  with  seines  between  the  30th  May  and  ist  August  in  Ont.,  or  the 
31st  July  and  ist  December  in  Que.,  nor  the  fry  at  any  time  destroyed.  Gill  nets  'or  white-fish  or 
salmon-trout  must  have  5  inch  .mesher,  and  roust  not  be  set  within  two  miles  of  a  il  .ining  ground ; 
seines  for  white  fishes,  4  inch  meshes.  Close-seasons  for  bass,  pike,  pickerel,  maskinonge,  and  other 
fish  to  be  prescribed  by  the  G.  in  C.  Persons  having  in  their  possession  fish  caught  out  of  season 
forfeit  them,  it  being  the  duty  of  any  customs,  oi  excise,  or  police  officer,  or  constable,  or  market  clerk 
tqconfir  -atethem,  and  report  to  fishery  officer.    Fishwaysmustbe  constructed  where  ordered  by  fishery 


officers,  over  dams,  slidca,  or  other  ob^jCructions  by  the  owners,  to  be  kept  open  and  supplied  with 
sufficient  water.    If  a  persou  fish  witliic  another's  limits,  he  incurs  a  penalty  of  #100  or  two  months' 


apparatus,  and  boats  or  vessels  must  not  wantonly  injure  nsnenes.  une-inira  ot  ti.e  channel  ot  any 
stream  must  be  let  free,  and  two-thirds  at  low  water  of  a  tidal  stream  <rom  any  apparatus,  except  eel 
wei.s.  Stakes  and  other  timber  to  be  removed  within  48  hours  of  last  use  for  season.  No  nets  or 
other  device  shall  wholly  obstruct  the  main  channel  of  any  stream,  and  fish  are  not  to  be  caught  at 
fishways  or  miU  dams  or  mill  heads.  Bag-nets,  trap-nets  or  fish-pounds  may  not  be  used  except  under 
special  license,  and  for  other  deep  -sea  fish  than  salmon.  Spearing  is  forbidden  except  to  Indians  licensed. 
Seines  for  bar-fish  miist  have  3  inch  meshes.  A  box  trap  in  a  tascine  fishery  must  have  a  wire  covering 
or  network  with  meshes  i  inch  square.  No  nets  or  apparatus  may  be  used  in  small  rivers  so  as  to 
impede  or  divert  the  course  of  fish.  Fish  must  be  allowed  free  course  throdgh  fixed  apparatus  from 
6  o'clock  on  Saturday  night  until  6  on  Monday  morning.  Any  persons  throwing  deleterious  matter  into 
a  river  or  other  water  upon  or  near  a  fishing  ground,  incurs  fioo  penalty  or  two  months'  imprison- 
ment Ballast,  coal  ashe-s,  stores,  fish  offal,  decayed  or  decaying  fish,  lime,  chemical  substances  or 
drugs,  poisonous  matter,  sawdust,  or  mill  rubbish,  are  among  the  things  enumerated.  Rivers  may  be 
exempted  by  the  Minister  from  this  enactment.  Kindling  fires  and  allowing  them  to  spread  over 
more  than  an  arpent,  at  any  place  north  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  east  and  north  of  the  Saguenay,  or 
on  islands  east  of  Red  Island,  incurs  a  penalty  of  (50  and  damages.  The  Minister  may  set  apart  and 
lease  wateis  for  the  propagation  of  fish,  ^ny  one  trespassing  on  these  incurs  a  penalty  of  |}oo  or 
four  months'  imprisonment.  He  may  issue  licenses  to  take  spawn  for  breeding  or  scientific  purposes. 
He  may  lease  oyster  beds,  and_  expend  any  Parliamentary  grant  for  that  purpose  in  creating  and 
stocking  oyster  beds.  Any  one  iniuring  them  incurs  a  penalty  of  from  ^40  to  $100,  with  forfeiture  of 
vessel,  &c.  Contraventions  of  this  Act,  for  which  punishment  is  not  otherwise  provided,  render  the 
offender  liable  to  a  fine  of  $30  or  imprisonment  in  deiault.  All  apparatus  used  by  him  may  be  seised 
and  confiscated.  Persons  aggrieved  may  appeal  to  the  Minister  from  Fishery  Officers  or  Justices. 
Any  fishery  officer  or  J.  P.  may  convict  an  offender  on  view,  and  may  search  or  grant  a  warrant  to 
seardi  for  nsh  caught  or  .a>paratus  used.  Fishery  officers  in  discharge  of  their  duty  may  pass  over 
private  i>roperty.  Any  officer  of  the  R.  N.  on  a  Canadian  vessel,  or  on  one  of  Her  Majesty's  ships 
engaged  in  protecting  the  fisheries,  has  magisterial  powers  to  enforce  this  Act.  An  offender  may  be 
confined  on  a  vessel  till  he  can  be  conveyed  to  a  place  where  he  can  be  placed  in  charge  of  a  sheriff  or 
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a  g»oler.    Tf^:  G.  in  C.  may  make  regulations  even  v^'ying  and  extending  the  Act,  for  tite  belter 
mana^fi-umt  ;'nd  regulations  of  the  fisheries,  &c. 

L.if>,  61 — ProviUes  for  the  issue  of  licenses  to  foreij^n  vessels,  enabling;  them  to  fish  in  British 
waters  within  thr;  ;  '  liles  of  the  coast  Any  vessels  in  a  harbour  or  found  hovering,  may  be  boarded  by 
any  siHcer  of  the  ><.  N.  in  a  ship  on  the  station,  or  any  stipendiary  magistrate  or  fishing  officer  on  a 
Ciwadian  vessel,  who  may  stay  on  board  so  long  as  the  vessel  remams  in  Canadian  waters.  If  found 
still  hovering,  arer  having  received  a  i.  inurs'  notice  to  depart,  such  officer  may  deal  with  the  vessel  as 
a  customs  officer  uiay  ilo  under  :i::.ila/  >  rrumstances;  andif  it  be  found  that  she  has  been  engaged  in 
fi-<hing  within  thi.-  prohibited  limits  wiil.out  a  license,  she  is  forfeited,  together  with  her  cargo  and 
•tores.  She  majr  bie  seized  by  such  offi'^<r,  and  any  one  opposing  or  obstructing  him  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duty,  forfeits  fSoo,  and  is  liable  to  imprisonment  for  a  years.

Half  the 
proceeds  of  such  seizure  (after  deducting  expenses)  jgoes  to  seizing  officer,  and  half  to  crown.  No 
claim  can  be  entered  without  giving  security.

64 — AutJi'-i'ies  the  O.  in  C;.  to  designat :  hospitals  receiving  aid  from  Canada  as  hospitals 
for  sick  mariners ;  a  '  '•.  -.'.ith  ti'B  rf.nsent  of  he  governing  body,  hospitals  rot  receiving  aid.  a  cts.  per 
ton  duty_ shall  belevKiJ  ly  shi  ».,»ilectfirof  Ciistoms  for  tlieir  supporc  and  maiii'.enance  from  al}  vessels 
arriving  in  any  pott  in  N.  S.,  N  U  ,  't  Que.  The  rules  for  enforcing  duties,  how  often,  accounting,  &c., 
the  same  as  ibr  harbour  !'.,!■(  ',  flues.  Masters  may  have  the  right,  by  wrii  ;cii  order  approved  by  the 
Collector,  to  send  any  sick  ;jt  .I'-abled  niaviner  to  such  hospital,  where  he  shall  receive  gratuitous  attend- 
ance. When  the  1;  ospit.il  's  not  exclus!  .''-ly  for  that  purpose,  reasonable  comp(>n3ation  is  to  be  paidby 
the  R.  G.  out  of  nind.

&c.,  has  charge  of  all  such  hospitals,  &c.  All  hospitals  devoted  exclusively  to  thn  treatment  of  sailors 
are  vested  in  the  crown  and  placed  under  the  Minister's  control. 

STEAMBOAT    INSPECTION. 

Cap.6t, Authorizes  the  appointment  of  Steamboat  Inspectors  where  deemed  necessaiy  by  the 

G.  In  C.  They  shall  form  a  board,  3  to  be  a  quorum.  No  one  may  be  appointed  after  ist  January, 
1869,  without  passing  an  examination  before  the  board.  He  must  not  be  interested  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  steamboat  boilers  or  machinery,  and  must  take  an  oath  to  fulfil  his  dutjr.  The  board  may  tp  ike 
regulations,  subject  to  approval  by  the  G.  in  C.  The  chairman  may  order  an  inquiry  into  the  conduct 
of  an  inspector  accused  or  suspected  uf  neglect  of  duty.  The  Governor  may  order  inquiry  into  fatal 
accidents.  The  master  or  owner  of  every  steamboat  must  have  her  inspected  once  in  every  year,  and 
h\c  a  duplicate  of  certificate  with  the  Collector  of  Customs  ;  the  other  to  be  posted  up  in  some  conspi- 
C'Knis  place  on  the  steamer.  Penalty  for  neglect  S400,  The  boilers,  whenever  an  inspector  shall 
deeut  it  neces?r.:7,_  zxiA  at  least  once  a  year,  shall  be  subject  to  hydrostatic  pressure  not  exceeding  150 
lbs.  to  the  square  inch,  and  otherwise  tested.  The  working  pressure  is  to  be  not  more  than  two-tnirds 
of  the  test,  to  be  fixed  by  the  inspector,  and  the  valves  are  not  to  be  loaded  beyond  the  limit  so  fixed. 
No  boiler  shall  be  made  of  unstamped  or  unmarked  plates,  or  certificate  granted  therefor.  The  owner, 
master,  or  engineer  of  a  steamboat  refusing  to  answer  ut  giving  incorrect  answers  to  questions  of  (he 
inspector,  incurs  a  penalty  of  1^40.  Inspectors  on  duty  are  to  be  earned  free  of  expense.  The  master 
or  owner  or  engineer  must  report  to  the  inspector  any  occurrence  which  has  ini>.ired,  strained  or  weak- 
ened the  vessel  or  machinery,  at  the  next  port,  and  for  neglect  incurs  a  penalty  of  S200  per  day.  A 
steam-gauge  attached  to  the  engine  and  placed  in  a  conspicuous  and  accessible  place,  to  be  approved 
by  the  inspector.  For  neglect  of  this,  or  tampering  with  the  gauge,  or  allowing  the  pressure  of  steam 
to  go  above  the  fixed  limit,  the  penalty  Is  $300.  The  valve  must  be  opened  aiid  pressure  reduced  to  5  to 
10  lbs.  below  limit  when  vessel  stops,  under  the  same  penalty  for  neglect,  Water  gauges  must  also  be  pro- 
vided, and  in  salt  or  brackish  water  surface  blow-off  valves.  Passenger  steamers  with  cradensing  engmes 
to  have  a  bilge  injection  valve.  The  inspector  may  lock  up  safety  valve,  and  keep  exclusive  control  of 
it.  Every  passenger  steamer  of  100  tons  or  more,  going  by  sea,  or  fi-om  any  place  on  Lakes 
Memphremagog,  Ontario,  Erie,  Huron,  Simcoe,  or  Superior,  or  on  the  River  St.  Lawrence  or  Ottawa, 
must  have  a  metallic  life-boat,  with  life  lines,  capable  of  sustaining  within  and  without  at  least  ^o 
persons.  No  steamboat  is  to  leave  any  such  port  without  good  boats,  at  least  17  feet  long,  with  six 
oars,  and  capable  of  carrying  12  persons  besides  the  crew— one,  for  vessels  of  50  tons  and  under ;  2  for 
vessels  between  50  and  100  tons ;  3  besides  the  life-boat  for  those  between  100  and  300  tons ;  3  besides 
life-boat  for  300  tons  .\nd  upwards.  There  must  also  be  carried  one  life-preserver  for  each  passenger, 
and  on  vessels  less  than  300  tons,  3  for  each  5  tons.  A  vessel  of  300  tons,  300  life-preservers.  On 
other  waters  100  per  300  tons,  and  smaller  vessels  at  least  50.  Also  35  buckets,  5  axes,  and  6  lanterns. 
On  other  inland  waters  3  good  boats  to  be  carried  with  4  oars  each,  to  carry  13  persons  besides  the 
crew.    On  the  St.  John  River,  above  Fredericton,  for  vessels  of  less  than  50  tons,  one  such  boat ;  but 
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hete  provuiont  do  not  apply  to  tugs  or  ferry  steamers  nM  on  the  St.  Lav^nrence.  Suitable  and  safe 
proviaion  u  also  to  be  mad*  against  fire,  and  combustible  materials  to  be  isoUled.  Passenger  steamens 
to  have  3  double  actwg  forcing-pumps,  and  hose  to  each  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  length  of  the 
steamer,  to  be  kept  always  in  perfect  order.  For  small  steamers,  i  or  a  of  the  3  may  be  dispenred 
with.  All  over  60  tons  must  have  a  steam  forcing-pum  i,  which  may  be  worked  apart  from  the  main 
engme.  A  copy  of  this  Act,  and  a  printed  list  of  the  apparatus  on  board,  are  to  be  kept  accessible  to 
passengera.  An  engineer  must  pass  an  examination  before  the  board,  paying  I5  for  his  certificate  or 
license  for  one  year,  if  he  pass ;  but  it  may  be  revoked  for  negligence,  unskilFulness,  drunkenness,  or 
other  suffiaent  cause.  Engineer^  are  divided  bto  6  classes— ist,  and,  and  3rd.  and  .  nt,  and,  and  3id 
assutants.  ist  cla9s  to  be  fit  to  take  charge  of  any  steam  vessel ;  and  class  of  any  otuei  than  a  sea- 
going steamer  of  over  300  tons ;  3rd  class  of  any  passenger  steamer  of  less  than  ico  tons,  except  on  the 
lakes  above  specified,  and  of  any  freight  or  tug  steamer,  ist  class  assistant  a  steamer  less  than  jo 
tons,  except  on  the  lakes.    A  single  inspector  may  grant  a  temporary  certificate  for  60  days.    No 
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torteited,  and  may  be  seized  and  sold  by  the  collector  like  articles  forfeited  fcr  non-payment  of  duty. 
The  G.  in  C.  may  regulate  the  number  of  passengers  to  be  carried  by  steamboats.  He  may 
impose  a  duty  not  exceeding  10  cents  per  ton  on  all  steamers,  and  order  payment  of  an  inspection 
«*  of  Is  on  vessels  of  loo  tons  or  under,  and  of  ^8  on  larger,  for  each  inspection  required  by  law. 
The  collector  may  also  seize  and  sell  a  vessel  which  has  not  been  inspected,  or  whose  owner  hjM 
not  paid  the  duty,  unless  the  duty  and  pena'.ty  are  paid  over.  And  an  inspector  may  withhold  his 
ceittficate  from  a  vessel  on  which  the  duty  has  not  been  paid,  and  report  that  and  any  defect  to  the 
col'ecto''-  An  engineer  may  appeal  from  an  inspector's  decision  to  the  board,  and  from  the  board  to 
the  G.  in  C.  For  every  contraventio.;  '>f  this  Act  or  of  order  in  Council,  the  owner  or  master  incurs  a 
penalty  of  S40  to  $300  for  each  trip.  The  inspector  may  detain  the  vessel,  and  the  collector  refuse 
clearance.  Penalties  may  be  recovered  before  a  stipendiary  magistrate  or  two  J.  P.  The  board  may 
require  vessels  and  steamers  of  more  than  60  tons  on  certain  waters  to  carry  masts  and  sails.  The  Act 
does  not  apply  to  vessels  belonging  ti.  Her  Majesty,  to  vessels  registered  in  Britain,  or  foreign  vessels; 
but  the  G.  in  C.  may  subject  such  ve..sels  carrying  mails,  passengers,  or  troops  to  its  provisions. 
Passenger  steamers  must  have  secure  gang  boardH  put  out  at  any  wharf  or  landing  place,  and  steamer 
and  wharf  owner  must  display  lights  at  night,  or  incur  a  penalty  of  vso  and  all  damages. 

NATURALIZATION  OF  ALIENS. 
Cap,  66 — Providesfor  the  naturalization  of  aliens.  Allaliens  naturalized  in  either  of  the  Provincet 
are  declared  naturalized  in  all.  A  foreign-born  woman  becomes  naturalized  by  marriage  with,  a 
subject  Other  aliens  must  have  continuously  resided  in  the  Dominion  for  three  years,  must  swear  to 
the  fact,  and  must  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  prescribed  before  a  judge,  commissioner  or  J.  P.,  who 
shall  grant  a  certificate  on  being  fully  satisfied  respectmg  the  residence  of  the  applicant  for  the  three 
years  and  of  his  good  character.  Such  certificate  shall  be  presented  to  the  quarter  sessions  or  recorder 
m  Ont.,_  the  circuit  court  in  Que.,  the  supreme  court  in  N.  S.,  and  the  supreme  or  county  court  in 
N.  _B.,  in  open  court  on  the  first  day  of  some  general  sitting  when  it  shall  be  openly  read.  And  if 
during  such  session  the  facts  set  fortli  in  the  certifiaate  are  not  controverted  or  other  objection  taken, 
then  on  the  last  day  of  the  sitting  the  certificate  is  fyled  of  record,  and  the  peison  is  naturalized.  The 
court  then  grants  a  certificate  of  naturalization,  a  copy  of  which  may  be  registered  at  the  registry 
office.  Aliens  now  entitled  to  naturalization  under  previous  Acts  may  also  be  naturalized.  The  fee 
for  proceedings  in  court  is  25  cents,  and  for  registration  the  same.  Privileges  of  naturalization  under 
this  Act  are  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Imperial  Act,  10  and  11  Vic,  cap.  83. 

■  GEOLOGICAL  SURVEY. 
Cap,  67 — Provides  for  the  geological  survey.  The  sum  of  $20,000  per  annum  for  5  years  is 
provided,  and  thi  Governor  authorized  to  employ  competent  persons  to  direct  and  carry  on  the  survey, 
and  distribute  its  reports  and  publications.  The  director  must  cause  permanent  in.irks  in  sumu  public 
buildings,  or  others  of  a  durable  description,  to  be  made  at  several  convenient  stations,  nnd  fix  nccu- 
nitely  the  latitude  and  longitude.  Railway  and  canal  companies  must  furnish  copies  of  their  plana 
and  sections  of  survey. 

RAILWAYS. 
Cap.  68 — Is  "  An  Act  respecting  Railways."  The  first  part  of  the  Act  is  made  to  form  part  of 
every  special  Act  of  incorporation  of  a  railway,  unless  any  of  its  provisions  are  specially  excepted  or 
excluded  by  such  special  Act.  Each  company  is  a  body  corporate,  with  all  powers  necessary 
for  the  construction,  working,  or  maintenance  of  the  railway  it  is  authorized  to  build,  and  for  the 
acquisition  of  property  by  gift,  purchase,  or  expropriation  of  lands  or  other  property,  (lands  of  the 
Crown  can  only  be  taken  by  leave  of  the  Governor  in  Council ;  or  any  part  of^  a  military  or  naval 
reserve  after  leave  of  Her  Majesty,  upon  a  report  of  the  proper  officers ) ;  with  right  to  cr.rry  the  railway 
across  the  lands  of  corporations  and  ethers,  and  across  and  along  streams  (but  not  to  impair  their  useful- 
ness) ;  to  complete  a  railway  with  one  or  more  tracks,  and  work  it  by  steam  or  other  mechanical  power, 
or  animals  ;  to  erect  necessary  buildings  and  wharves ;  to  construct  branch  railways  mentioned  in  the 
special  Act ;  to  convey  persons  and  goods,  and  levy  tolls  and  compensation  for  the  same  ;  to  borrow 
tne  necessary  monev  to  complete,  maintain,  and  work  the  railway,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  3  p  c,  and 
to  issue  bonds  or  debentures  for  its  repayment,  and  hypothecate  the  property  or  revenues  for  such 
repayment  (debentures  not  to  be  less  than  |ioo) ;  to  enter  upon  lands  and  make  surveys,  and  to  cut 
down  the  trees  for  six  rods  on  either  side  of  the  railway ;  to  cross  or  unite  with  any  other  railway  in 
such  manner  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  railway  committee.  A  railway  company  may  at  any  time 
construct  a  branch  six  miles  in  length,  if  authorized  by  the  municipal  council,  but  cannot  expropriate 
lands  for  it.  It  may  change  its  line  at  any  time  to  lessen  a  curve  or  grade,  or  secure  any  public  a  :1  vantage. 
The  original  capital  stock  may  be  increased  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  in  amount  of  the  shareholders,  at  a 
special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose.  Surveys,  levels,  and  plans  shall  be  made,  and  a  map  and  book 
of  reference,  shewing  the  route,  the  lands  to  be  passed  over  and  taken  therefor,  and  the  uames  of  the 
owners  and  occupiers  thereo'',  and  everything  necessary  to  understand  the  work.  The  mitp  and  book 
are  to  be  examined  and  certified  by  the  M.  P.  W.  or  his  deputy,  and  deposited  in  the  department, 
and  copies  are  to  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  clerks  of  peace  in  the  counties  or  districts  through 
which  it  passes.  Errors  may  be  rectified  after  giving  10  days'  notice  to  proprietors  or  occupiers 
interested!  on  application  to  two  J.  P.  for  that  purpose,  and  the  certificate  of  the  J.  P.  shall  be  depo- 
sited with  the  clerks  of  the  peace.    Alterations  from  the  original  plan  and  survey,  when  approved  of 
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by  Parliament,  shall  be  in  the  same  manner  deposited  as  the  original  plan.  Until  the  map  and  book  | 
are  deposited,  the  construction  of  the  railway  cannot  be  lirocucJed  with.  Parties  interested  are  tc 
have  free  access  to  plans,  &c.,  in  clerks'  offices.  Copies  certified  by  clerks  are  good  evidence.  No 
deviation  of  more  than  a  mile  is  allowed.  A  map  and  profilo  of  the  railway,  when  complete,  ard  of 
the  lands  taken,  are  to  be  deposited  in  the  P.  W.  O.,  nnd  filed  in  the  registry  offices,  unoer  a 
penalty  of  f aoo  for  each  month  of  neglect.  It  is  to  br  executed  according  to  mstructions  of  the  M. 
P.  W,  Not  more  than  33  yards  in  width  of  land  shall  be  taken  without  the  leave  of  the  proprietor, 
except  in  cuttings  or  embankments  of  more  than  5  feet,  or  at  stations  or  sidings,  and  in  the  last  cases 
not  more  than  350  yds.  by  150  yds.  No  greater  quantity  of  any  public  beach  shall  be  taken.  Persons 
who  cannot  sell  or  alienate  lands  otherwise,  may  do  so  to  a  company,  respecting  lands  actually 
nquired  for  the  railway.  Bargains  for  lands  before  deposit  of  map  and  book  hold  good  for  i  year, 
though  they  have  changed  hands  meantime.  Corporations  or  persons  who  in  common  course  of  law 
cannot  seU,  may  agree  upon  an  annual  rent.  A  proprietor  par  iMdivit  or  in  common,  owning  at  least 
one-third  of  the  property,  may  bind  his  co-proprietors.  One  month  after  deposit  of  the  map,  &c.,  the 
company  may  demand  possession  of  the  lands.  When  they  cannot  agree  as  'o  price,  &c.,  the  com- 
pany serves  each  party  with  a  notice  containing  a  description  of  the  lands  to  be  taken  or  made  use  of 
during  construction,  an  offer  of  a  price,  and  the  name  of  an  arbitrator,  together  with  a  certificate  of  a 
land  surveyor  that  the  land  is  needed,  and  is  within  the  limite  of  the  survey,  &c.,  that  he  knows  the 
land  or  the  damage  to  be  done  it,  and  that  the  offer  is  reasonable.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  the 
owner,  application  is  to  be  made  to  the  county  or  other  judge,  and  the  party  notified  by  advertisement. 
If  a  party  does  not  accept  the  offer  ten  days  aAer  service  ofnotice,  or  a  month  after  advertisement,  or 
notify  the  company  of  an  arbitrator,  then  a  sworn  surveyor  is  appointed  by  the  judge  as  sole  arbi- 
trator. If  the  party  names  an  arbitrator,  the  two  sIimII  name  a  third,  or  if  they  cannot  agree  the 
U.  P.  W.  will  name  an  official  arbitrator  as  third.  Being  sworn,  they  or  the  sole  arbitrator  proceed 
to  value  the  lands.  The  award  of  two  is  binding.  They  are  to  consider  the  increased  value  of  the 
lenuining  lands.  Costs,  to  be  taxed  by  the  judge,  foUov.  judgment.  The  company  may  desist  from 
tbe  demand  for  the  land  on  paying  costs.  No  objection  can  be  taken  to  an  ai1»itrator  except  personal 
interest,  and  none  al^er  the  third  arbitrator  is  appointed.  Possession  ma^  be  taken  by  the  company  on 
naying;  the  amount  awarded  or  tendered,  if  there  is  no  arbitration ;  and  if  there  be  any  resistance,  the 
Jnoge  issues  a  warrant  of  possession  to  the  sheriff  or  a  bailiff.  In  case  of  emergency  such  warrant 
nay  be  granted  by  the  judge  before  the  award,  sufficient  security  being  given  by  the  company.  The 
OM>ney  stands  in  place  of  the  lands  to  those  holding  hypothcoues  or  incumbrances  on  it,  and  the 
company  is  liable  to  them  if  compensation  is  paid  without  regard  to  their  rights.  When  it  has  reason 
to  fear  such  incumbrances,  it  may  pay  the  compensation  into  court,  with  six  months'  interest,  and  give 
notice  to  the  parties  to  come  in  and  claim  it.  The  court  thereupon  makes  order  for  the  distribution  of 
anch  money,  and  the  judgment  bars  all  claims  and  incumbrances ;  costs  to  be  awarded  as  the  court 
direct,  and  the  interest  reduced  or  increased  according  to  diligence  done  and  time  expired.  A  railway 
anut  not  be  carried  along  highways  without  the  leave  of  the  municipal  authorities,  nor  must  the  traffic 
be  obstructed  during  the  construction  of  the  line.  If  it  crosses  a  road  upon  the  level  the  rails  must 
not  be  raised  more  than  an  inch  above  or  sunk  more  than  one  below  it.  Signboards  are  to  be  erected 
at  such  crossings.  The  span  of  the  arch  of  a  bridge  thrown  across  a  highway  to  carry  the  line  must 
be  not  less  than  twenty  feet  clear,  and  not  less  than  twelve  feet  high.  The  ascent  of  a  bridge  to  carry 
a  bighway  over  the  line  must  not  be  over  one  in  20,  and  a  sufficient  fence,  four  feet  high,  must  be  made 
on  either  side.  Within  six  months  after  taking  possession  of  land,  the  company  must  fence  it,  and 
,  provide  gates  for  farm  crossings,  and  cattle-guards  for  highway  crossings.  Until  this  is  done  the 
'  company  is  liable  for  all  damage  to  horses  and  cattle.  Any  person  who  goes  on  with  a  horse  or  other 
ai^fflal  torfeits  $40  and  any  damages  caused.  No  person  not  employed  by  the  company  shall  walk  upon 
die  line.  The  company  may  fix  tolls  to  be  levied  for  tbe  conveyance  of  goods :  if  unpaid  may  seize 
and  detain  the  gooos,  and  sell  them  if  payment  be  not  made  within  six  months,  retaining  tolls  and 
expenses,  and  paying  balance  to  the  owners.  Goods  unclaimed  for  twelve  months  may  be  advertised 
and  sold ;  proceeds,  after  deducting  tolls  and  expenses,  to  be  kept  for  three  months,  and  if  then  un- 
chimed,  paid  over  to  the  R.  G.  1  he  same  tolls  must  be  levied  upon  the  same  goods,  at  the  same 
time  and  under  the  same  circumstances,  and  no  undue  advantage  or  privilege  granted.  A  fraction  is 
always  to  be  reckoned  as  a  whole  mile,  and  a  fraction  of  a  quarter  of  a  ton  as  a  quarter.  Tables  of 
tolls  are  to  be  stuck  up  in  the  offices  and  cars  of  the  company.  They  cannot  be  levied  until  approved 
by  the  G.  in  C.  and  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette.  The  G.  in  C.  may  revise  them.  Parliament 
■uy  reduce  tolls  when  the  net  income  of  the  company  is  over  ij  per  cent,  on  the  capital  actually 
expended  in  construction.  A  board  of  directors  of  the  number  fixed  by  the  special  Aci  shall  be  elected 
at  each  annual  meeting  by  a  majority  of  the  shareholders  p.-esent.  If  not  held  on  the  day  named  in 
the  special  Act,  directors  may  cause  it  to  be  held  on  another,  but  no  one  can  then  vote  who  was  not 
entitled  to  vote  on  the  proper  day.  Vacancies  are  filled  as  provided  by  by-laws.  Directors  must  be 
Btodcholders.  Votes  are  in  proportion  to  number  of  shares.  Shareholders  may  vote  by  proxy.  A 
fcrm  is  provided.  Directors  remain  in  office  till  the  next  election.  Vacancies  may  be  filled  by  vote  of 
remaining  directors.  They  shall  elect  a  President,  and  may  also  elect  a  Vice-President.  The  former 
remains  m  office  till  he  ceases  to  be  a  director,  or  his  successor  is  elected.  The  quorum  is  settled  by 
the  special  Act.  The  chairman  has  a  casting  vote.  Directors  of  the  company  cannot  be  employes  or 
contractors,  or  interested  in  a  contract.  Directors  may  make  by-laws,  respecting  officers  and  business 
of  the  Co.,  and  appoint  officers  and  take  security.  _  In  the  absenci  >r  illness  of  the  President  the 
Vice-President  acts  in  his  stead  ;such  absence  or  illness  may  be  certified  in  the  minutes,  and  a 
certified  extract  may  be  produced  as  evidence  thereo'.  Accounts  are  to  be  kept  and  to  be  made  up 
and  balaiiced  on  the  31st  December  each  year.  Ci  Us  not  exceediag  the  amount  permitted  by  the 
apecial  Act  may  be  made  by  the  directors  payable  after  thirty  days'  notice  published  in  the  Catuula 
Gazette.  Interest  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent,  is  payable  on  overdue  calls.  Calls  may  be  sued  for  and 
recovered.  If  a  shareholder  neglects  to  pay  for  two  months  his  shares  are  forfeited,  but  forieiture 
must  be  declared  at  a  general  meeting.  It  operates  an  indemnification  to  the  shareholder  forfeiting 
against  any  action  for  breach  of  contract  by  the  company  against  him.  The  directors  may  sell  forfeited 
uares.  The  certificate  of  the  Treasurer  is  proof  of  forfeiture  and. of  the  title  of  the  purchaser.  It 
shall  be  entered,  with  the  name,  place  of  abode,  and  occupation  of  the  purchaser,  in  the  company's 
books.  Interest  may  be  allowed  to  shareholders  paying  money  in  advance  of  calls.  Certificates  of 
proprietorship  of  shares  shall  be  admitted  &%  prima/acie  proof  in  all  courts,  but  the  want  of  one  does 
not  hinder  a  legal  transfer.  Dividends  are  to  be  declared  out  of  the  clear  profit  (not  impairing  the 
capital'  .It  general  meetings,^  at  the  rate  of  so  much  per  share.  Dividend  shall  not  be  paid  on  the 
.asoust  of  a  call  unpaid.  Directors  may  allow  interest  on  moneys  paid  up  until  the  road  is  completed, 
Ibat  none  shall  accrue  to  one  whose  calls  are  unpaid.    Sales  are  effected  by  instruments  in  duplicate 
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(a  form  it  provldtd),  and  no  trutflir  it  compkt*  till  oneia  fyied  and  rer<sterad  in  the  oompany'a  office. 
Stock  is  pertonal  Mtatt.  No  aharo  can  b«  transferrad  unleaa  calls  wti  paid  up,  and  nothing  less  than 
a  full  share  can  be  tranifiirred.  If  a  share  Is  transmitted  by  inheriance,  will,  insolvency,  or  other- 
wise, a  declaration  mutt  be  tyied  by  the  party  acquiring,  togetner  with  xtpies  of  necessary  documenta. 
The  company  is  not  bound  to  see  to  the  execution  of  trusts.  A  receipt  from  the  party  in  whose  name 
the  shares  stand  is  suffielant.  The  Ainds  of  the  Co.  are  not  to  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  its  own 
stock  or  that  of  any  other  Co.  Shareholders  are  liable  to  the  creditors  of  the  Co.  to  the  full  amount 
of  their  unpaid  stock,  but  net  until  an  execution  against  the  Co.  has  been  returned  unsatisfied. 
Municipalities  empowered  by  Provincial  laws  may  take  stock,  and  the  Mayor,  Keeve  or  Warden, 
when  over  iao.ooo  is  taken.  Is  im  iifiUh  a  director.  The  names  and  places  of  abode  of  all  shareholders 
must  be  entered  in  a  book,  By-iawa«  Ac,  are  to  bo  signed  by  the  chairman,  and  printed  copies 
posted  up  in  the  places  where  tolls  are  gathered,  and  those  relating  to  the  safety  of  passengers  affixed  to 
each  car.  They  mutt  be  submitted  tolhe  Governor  for  approval.  Every  servant  of  the  Co.  aployed 
about  a  passenger  station  mutt  wear  a  badge  upon  hit  hat  or  cap,  indicating  hit  office.  Trains  mutt 
be  itarted  and  run  at  regular  houri.  and  mutt  nimlth  accommodation  for  alftuch  passengers  or  goods 
as  are  offered  within  a  reatonabta  time  before.  These  mutt  be  transported  to  and  left  at  such  places  as 
are  demanded  on  payment  of  legal  toll.  The  Co.  is  liable  in  damages  for  neglect  or  refusal.  Checks 
must  be  affixed  to  every  parcel  of  baggage  having  a  handle  or  loop,  and  a  duplicate  given  to  the  pas- 
senger, under  a  penalty  of  M  and  tne  forfeiture  of  the  far'  which  must  be  refunded.  A  passenger 
producing  a  check  may  do  witness  aa  to  the  value  of  baggage  lost.  Baggage  and  freight  cars  are  not 
to  be  put  in  rear  of  paaMiigar  can.  The  officer  or  agent  doing  this  is  guilty  of  misdemeanor.  Every 
locomotive  must  have  a  |o  Ibe.  bell  and  a  tteam  whittle.  The  bell  must  be  rung  or  whittle  tounded  at 
leatt  eighty  roda  before  a  crotiins,  and  continued  until  the  engine  has  crotied.  For  neglect  the  driver 
incurt  a  penalty  of  Mt  Md  the  Co.  it  liable  for  all  damages,  half  recoverable  from  the  driver.  A  con- 
ductor or  driver  diunk  on  the  train  it  guilty  of  a  miudemeanor.  Passengers  refusing  to  pay  hxt  may 
be  put  out  at  any  station  or  dwellin||  Tiouta.  They  have  no  claim  for  damages  for  injuries  received 
while  on  platforms,  in  violation  of  printed  regulations  potted  up.  No  person  is  entitled  to  carry  or  to 
demand  of  the  Co.  to  carry  aquarortii,  oil  ofvitrol.  gunpowder,  nitro  glycerine,  or  other  dangerout 
goodt.  If  they  are  taken  or  sent  without  notice  to  the  Co.  the  party  forfeitt  |3o.  The  Co.  may  cause 
tutpected  packaget  to  be  opened.  Actiona  mutt  be  brought  within  6  mot.  for  damages  against  the 
Co.  Fines  are  recoverable  before  a  J.  P,  When  not  otherwise  provided  they  goto  the  Co.  Any 
contravention  of  the  Act  for  which  no  penalty  it  provided  it  a  misdemeanor.  Tne  maila,  troopt,  arms 
and  ammunition  and  storca  for  their  ute,  and  police  on  duty,  are  always  to  be  carried  by  the  Co.  on 
demand,  employing  all  it(  retourcai  for  that  purpose.  The  remuneration  to  be  fixed  by  the  G.  in  C. 
The  G.  in  C.  may  demand  the  axcluaiva  ute  of  its  telegraph  wires  and  apparatus,  and  may  construct  a 
telegraph  line  along  the  railway  i  further  enactments  respecting  mails  and  troops  not  to  be  an  inftinge- 
ment  of  Co's.  rights  under  this  or  special  Act.  Co  must  advertise  for  tenders  for  works  of  construc- 
tion for  at  leatt  4  weeks,  but  it  not  bound  to  accept  any  tender  sent  in.  The  construction  must  be 
commenced  and  10  p.  c.  of  capital  paid  in  within  3  yra.  of  the  passing  of  the  special  Act,  and  the  rail- 
way completed  within  10  yrt,,  or  the  charter  lapses.  After  the  opening  an  annual  account  shall  be 
submitted  to  Parliament,  setting  forth  the  moneyn  received  and  spent,  and  business  done.  Further 
provision  may  be  n  de  in  this  rcipMt  by  Pariiament  without  infiringement  of  charter  rights.  Parlia- 
ment may  dissolve  ^n^  Co. 

The  second  part  of  the  Act  provldaa  that  the  Governor  shall  name  4  members  of  the  Privy  Coun- 
cil to  be  a  Railway  Committee.  No  railway,  or  part  of  it,  shall  be  opened  till  i  month's  notice  has 
been  given  to  the  Con-mittca  of  tlie  intention,  nor  until  after  10  days*  notice  that  it  will  be  ready  for 
inspection.  Neglect  of  these  notices,  or  opening  and  running  the  road  without  leave  of  this  Com- 
mittee, is  punishable  by  a  fine  of  $aoo  per  day  during  which  the  railway  is  run.  On  receipt  of  the 
notices  the  committee  appoint  one  or  more  angineert  to  intpect  the  road,  and  if  they  report  it  unfit  and 
dangerout  to  run,  the  committee  may  order  the  Co.  to  postpone  the  opening  till  the  necessary  work  is 
done.  But  the  order  mutt  be  accompanied  by  the  report  of  the  inspecting  engineer.  If  informed  that 
any  portion  of  the  line  or  rolling  •tack  la  unsafe,  the  committee  may  order  an  inspection,  and  if  found 
uniafe  condemn  it  and  order,  with  approval  of  the  G.  in  C,  the  repairs  or  alteration  or  substitution 
necessary.  In  case  of  dannr  the  intpceting  engineer  may  at  once  forbid  the  running  of  the  trains  to 
as  to  incur  tuch  danger,  delivering  to  the  proper  officer  of  the  Co.  a  notice  in  writing;  of  his  reasons. 
He  reports  his  action  i<?  the  committee,  who  may  confirm  or  disallow  his  order.  An  engineer  authorized 
to  inspect  may  enter  upon  tlie  line  and  premises  of  the  Co.  The  officers  of  the  company  must  answer 
all  interrogatories  put  Dy  him,  and  convey  him  over  the  line.  Tele^^ph.  operators  must  obey  his 
orders,  under  a  peniJty  of  I40,  The  G.  in  C.  may  order  permanent  bridges  to  be  erected  in  place  of 
moveable  or  swing  bridgci,  within  a  fixed  time.  Thereafter  the  Co.  foiteits  |3oo  per  diem  for  using 
the  movable.  Whenever  the  public  uifety  requires  it,  the  committee,  with  the  tanction  of  the  G.  in  C, 
may  order  a  line  to  be  carried  over  or  under  a  highway,  instead  of  crossing  it  at  a  level.  Whenever  a 
level  crossing  is  out  of  repair,  the  chief  officer  of  tne  municipality  may  notify  the  Co.  to  repair  it  If  it 
fails  to  doso,  notice  is  given  to  the  committee,  who  send  an  engineer  to  report,  and  the  parties  are 
bound  by  his  report.  The  Co.  failing  to  make  the  repairs,  the  municipality  may  do  so  and  recover  the 
cost  from  the  Co.  The  committee  or  inspecting  engineer  may  limit  the  trains  and  speed  on  any  por- 
tion of  railway  until  nece^tsiary  repair*  or  alterations  are  made.  If  the  Co.  exceed  the  limit,  it  forfeits 
(2,000.  It  must  give  the  committee  notice  of  any  accident  attended  with  grave  personal  injury  or  seri- 
ous damage  to  the  line,  under  a  penalty  of  |aoe.  Nothing  done  under  this  Act  diminishes  the  liability 
of  the  Co.  for  any  damage  firom  neglect,  mitfeatance,  &c.  The  Co.  must  notify  its  officers  of  the  orders 
of  the  committee  or  engineer.  Tne  Co.  mutt,  in  January  and  July  each  year,  furnish  to  the  committee 
a  report,  under  oath,  of  tlia  cauiet,  nature,  and  particulars  ofall  accidents  occurring  in  the  6  months, 
together  with  a  copyof  existing  rulM  and  regulations.  F  or  neglect  to  make  tuch  returns  the  Co.  incurs 
a  penalty  of  $ioa.  They  are  privileged  communications,  not  to  be  used  as  evidence.  The  committee 
have  the  same  rights  at  the  former  committionen  had  respecting  railways  in  the  former  Province  of 
Canada,  and  may  continue  the  proceeding!  of  the  commissioners.  Inspections  are  in  all  caaee  to  be 
performed  under  tbit  Act.  The  directors  of  one  Co.  may  agree  with  another  respacring  traffic  arrange- 
ments or  working  the  rallwayi.  for  a  period  not  exceeding  ai  yrs.,  subject  to  ratincation  by  two-tbirds 
of  the  shareholders  voting,  out  all  Co'a  mutt  fumtah  every  reasonable  facility  to  any  other  intersect- 
ing them,  and  grant  preference  or  advantage  to  none.  They  must  also  grant  equal  adlities  on  equai 
terms  and  conditions  to  all  incorporated  express  companies.  Any  officer  of  a  Co.  refiiaing  to  convey 
passengers  or  goods  brought  to  it  by  another  such  railway  Co.,  or  in  any  way  contravening  the  above 
enactment,  incura  a  penalty  of  iso,  recoverable  before*  T.  P.  by  the  Co.  or  party  aggrieved.  The 
Quarter  Settiont  in  N.  8.,  N.  B,  and  Onuno,  and  any  Judge  of  the  Q.  B.  or  S.  C,  or  Clerk  of  the 
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Ptaca  cr  of  th«  Crotrn,  or  Judge  of  th«  ScMionii  ia  Quabac,  may,  on  application  of  an  agent 
of  Ike  Co.,  appoir.t  coaitablet,  /ecommended  by  the  director,  clerk  or  agent,  to  act  along  the 
Una,  Tba  powera  of  suck  conatablea  may  be  exercirid  at  my  place  along  tM  whole  line  or  within 
aauailar  or  a  mik  on  either  aide,  and  he  may  bring  offcndera  oefore  any  J.  P.  along  the  line  without 
raiaranca  ta  tke  place  ia  wktck  the  ofenca  wai  committed.  The  penoni  who  may  appoint  in  Que.,  or 
■"{/  two  J.  P.  ki  tke  other  Provinc»(,  or  the  Directora,  or  their  »peciallv  authoritea  ai^enta,  may  dja- 
miaa  aucn  conatablea.  The  namea  of  all  auch  conttablea  mutt  be  reconlcd  by  the  Co,  in  the  oMca  of 
every  Clerk  of  the  Peace  aloog  the  line ;  alio  a  atatement  of  dismisaali.  Neglect  or  bieach  of  d*ty  by 
m  conatable  is  puniabable  by  fao  penalty  or  a  mos.  imprisonment.  Any  person  resisting  them  ih  liable 
to  the  aame  punishment.  The  Co.  mav  impose  a  penalty  upon  any  of  its  cmployeea  lor  breach  of  Ita 
by-laws,  not  exceeding  30  days  pay,  to  be  retained  out  of  his  salary  or  wages.  No  Co.  must  obstruct 
the  navigation  of  a  stream.  The  oridKixg  of  canals  and  navigable  st-.tams  is  stibiect  to  regulation! 
made  by  the  G.  in  C,  tu  whom  plans  for  bridge.^,  wliarves,  Ac,  must  be  submitted  for  approval,  un- 
leaa  apecial  powers  are  given  in  tne  special  Act.  Before  crossia«(  a  swing  Ijridge  over  a  river  or  canal, 
a  train  must  be  stoppeafor  3  minutes,  to  asrnrtain  from  the  bridge  tender  that  it  is  closed  and  in  pro- 
per condition.  For  neglect  the  Co.  forfeits  1400.  Co's.  are  bound  to  use  the  best  means  for  commu- 
nication between  the  conductor  and  driver,  for  applying  the  brakes,  for  uncoupling  the  cars,  and  secur- 
iiig  the  seats,  and  must  alter  the  same  from  time  to  time  as  ordered  by  the  Committee,  under  a  penalty 
of$ioo  f«r  ai*m.  £very  Co.  8h7.ll  station  an  officer  at  any  point  where  its  line  crosdes  another  on  a 
level,  and  no  train  shall  cross  until  the  conductor  is  signalled  that  the  truck  is  clear.  It  must  be 
stopped  for  the  space  of  1  minute.  No  train  is  to  move,  in  a  city,  town,  or  thickly  jieopled  village 
faster  than  6  miles  an  hour,  unless  the  track  is  properly  fenced,  and  in  moving  with  the  train  before  the 
locomotive  a  person  must  be  stationed  on  the  forcnost  car  to  warn  people  oflTthe  track.  For  neglect  a 
penalty  of  #100.  People  are  bound  to  use  afoot  bridge  where  one  is  provided.  _  No  horses,  cattle, 
&c.,  are  to  be  allowed  on  the  highway  within  half-a-mile  of  its  intersi^ction  of  a  railway  without  a  per- 
aon  to  watch  them.  If  so  they  may  be  impounded,  and  if  killed  the  owner  will  have  no  action.  Tnis- 
ties  and  noxious  weeds  are  to  be  cut  down  along  the  lines.  If  this  is  neglected,  after  notice  from  the 
Municipal  officers,  the  Co.  forfnits  $2  per  diem,  and  the  Municipality  may  do  the  work  and  collect  the 
coat  from  the  Co.  The  interest  of  the  purchasi!  mr.iey  or  rent  of  any  property  acquired  as  necessary 
for  the  working  of  the  line  is  to  be  charged  to  working  expenses.  The  following  further  penalties  are 
imposed,  viz.  : — For  obstructing  the  line,  imprisunmemt  for  not  more  than  5  yrs,  ;  for  damaging  the 
line,  buildings,  or  machiner;y,  punishment  as  a  misdemeanor  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court ;  displacing 
switches,  raus,  &c.,  or  placing  ob^itructions  on  the  line,  if  no  injury  is  done,  imprisonment  for  i  yr.  ;  if 
injury  is  done,  imprisonment  for  i  to  a  yrs.  ;  if  any  person  is  killec!  it  is  manslaughter,  and  punishable 
with  imprisonment  from  4  to  10  yrs.  ;  stopping  or  obstructing  work  ^oing  on  or  weal-enine  work  done, 
a  misdemeanor,  and  i  yr's.  imprisonment ;  boring,  opening,  or  injuring  pack.-iges  on  a  railway,  or  in  a 
station  house,  &c.,  with  witent  to  steal  or  waste  their  contents,  f  20  or  i  mo.  imprisonment,  and  any 
damage  done ;  obstructing  an  Inspector  in  discharge  of  his  duty,  a  fine  of  (40  or  3  mos.  in  :lefault  ,* 
contravention  by  an  employee  of  tne  (-0.  of  the  by-laws  of  the  Co.,  or  notices  or  orders  of  the  Cou»- 
mittee  or  Inspecting  Engineer  (if  delivered  to  him  or  posted  up),  whereby  injury  results,  a  fine  not 
exceeding  $400  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  5  yrs. ;  if  it  does  iiot  cause  injury  or  create  risk,  he 
forfeits  15  to  30  days^ay,  one  half  thepenalty  to  go  to  H.  M.,  one  half  to  the  informer,  unless  he  be 
an  employee  of  the  Co.,  then  a! '  to  H.  M.  The  Co.  may  pay  over  penalty  and  costs  and  stop  the 
same  from  the  offender's  pay,  o.-  recover  it.  Penalties  to  M.  M.  are  to  be  paid  to  the  R.  G.  to  the 
predit  of  the  Railway  Inspection  Fund.  Every  railway  shall  pay  annually  a  sum  not  exceeding  #10 
per  mile,  fixed  by  the  Committee,  to  that  fund.  The  second  part  of  the  Act  applies  to  a  contractor, 
orlesiee,  or  sole  owner  of  a  railway  in  like  manner  as  to  a  Co. 

TREASON,  &c. 

Cap,  69 — Is  "An  Act  for  the  better  security  ofth<s  Crown  and  of  the  Government."  It  saves 
the  Act  aj  Ed.  Ill,,  and  further  provides  that  "  Whosoever  within  Canada  or  without,  compasses, 
imagines,  ravenis,  devises,  or  intents  death  or  destruction,  or  any  bodily  harm  tending  to  death  or 
destruction,  maiming  or  wounding,  imprisonment  or  restraint  of  H.  M.,  her  heirs  or  successors,  and 
such  compassing,  &c.,  or  any  of  them,  expresses,  utters,  or  declares,  by  piiblishiag  any  priming  or 
writing,  or  any  overt  act  or  deed,  is  guilty  of  treason,  and  shall  suffer  death."  If  an  officer  or  soMier 
in  the  army,  without  leave,  corresponds  with  the  enemy,  he  is  guilty  of  treason  and  shall  suffer  death. 
Convicts  shall  be  sentenced  to  be  hanged  by  the  neck  until  they  be  dead.  V/hosoever  withht  orwithout 
Canada,  compasses  or  devises,  &c.,  to  deprive  or  depose  H.  M.,  kc,  ftom  the  style,  honour,  or  royal 
name  of  the  Imperial  Crown  of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  of  any  other  of  H.  M's.  dominions  or  coun- 
triea,  or  to  levy  war  against  H.  M.,  kc,  within  any  part  of  the  United  Kingdom  or  Canada,  in  order 
by  force  or  constraint  to  compel  a  change  of  measures  or  counsels,  or  to  constrain  or  over-awe  Parlia- 
ment either  in  Britain  or  Canada,  or  stir  up  any  foreigner  to  invade  any  part  of  H.  M's.  dominions, 
and  shall  express,  utter,  or  declare  such  compassings,  &c.,  is  guilty  of  felony,  and  Uable  to  be  impris- 
oned for  any  period  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court.  For  words  spoken  the  information  must  be  Uid 
within  6  days,  and  the  warrant  issued  within  10  days  after,  and  conviction  can  only  be  obtained  on  the 
evidence  of^a  witnesses.  More  than  one  overt  act  may  be  charged  in  an  indictment.  An  indictment 
for  felony  under  this  Act  is  good,  although  the  offence  committed  amounts  to  treason.  Every  prin- 
cipal in  the  second  degree,  or  accessory  before  the  fact,  is  punishable  like  the  principal ;  accessories 
after  the  fact  may  be  imprisoned  for  not  moiv  than  2  yrs.  The  Act  goes  iQto  force  on  ist  January, 
1869. 

RIOT  ACT. 

Caf.  70— Provides  for  the  dispersing  of  riotous  assemblies  and  punishment  of  rioters.  If  xa  or 
more  persons  ^re  unlawfully,  riotously  and  tumultuously  assembled,  any  justice  of  the  peace,  or  sheriff; 
or  deputy  sheriff,  or  mayor  or  other  cnief  officer  of  a  corporate  city  or  town  is  bound  to  repair  thither 
and  make  proclamation  in  a  loud  voic?,  (having  first  commanded  silence  for  the  purpose)  as  follows : 
"  Our  Sovereign  Lady  the  Queen  chargeth  andcommandeth  all  persons  being  assembled  immediately  to 
disperse  tbeinselves,  and  peaceably  to  depart  to  theiv  liabitations  or  to  their  lawful  business,  upon  the 
pains  contained  in  4te  Act  respecting  riots  and  riotous  assemblies.  God  save  the  Queen."  If  any 
persons  shall  so  continue  together  by  the  space  of  one  hour  after  such  command  or  request,  they  are 
guilty  of  felony  and  liable  to  imprisonment  for  life  or  any  less  period  And  each  of  the  officials  above 
named,  and  every  constable  and  peace  officer,  and  all  who  may  be  commanded  to  assist  them,  may 
proceed  to  arrest  such  pereona  and  convey  them  before  a  justice  of  the  pr  ^ce.  If  any  such  peracn  is 
kj}!ed  by  use  of  the  force  necessary  to  make  the  arrest,  the  party  killing  him  is  indemnified.  Every 
person  hindering  proclamation,  or  ?jiy  persona  remaining  together  knowing  of  the  attempt  to  make 
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prodamation  and  that  it  was  hindered,  art  alio  guilty  of  fclony  and  liable  to  the  same  puniahment. 
Proeecutiona  matt  be  instituted  within  tia  monlha. 

rORGERY,  PERJURY,  Ac,  AGAINST  PROVINCIAL  ACTS. 
Ctf/.  '/I— Provides  that  Cap.  m  of  the  Consolidated  Htalutos  of  Canada  applies  to  Que.  and  Ont. 
at  ftiUy  aa  if  re-enacted.  TIm  taula  mentioned  'I  inchtde  and  mean  the  seals  of  the  Provinces  and 
of  Lieut. -Governors,  Forging  of  itamped  papti  unlawflilly  having  plates  or  dies  for  printing  it.  or 
removing  it  (Vom  paper  on  which  it  has  been  lawfully  afflxad.  and  removing  the  cancelling  mark,  whether 
such  paper  bo  istiied  under  authority  of  Aett  of  Canada  or  of  either  of  the  Provinces,  is  made  a  felony, 
pumtnabla  with  Impriaonment  fornol  more  than  ti  yean.  Any  wilfiil  contravention  of  .1  Provincial 
Statute  not  otherwise  made  an  offence  it  a  mlademeannr.  Any  oath  taken  under  a  Provinci.il  Act  is  at 
binding  and  antaila  the  tame  penaltlet  for  fhlte  twearins  n»  if  made  under  the  authority  of  an  Act  of 
the  Parliament  of  Canada.  A  contpiracv  to  Intimidate  a  Provincial  Legislative  body  is  a  felony, 
punithalbJe  by  impriionment  for  not  more  than  14  yaart. 

ACCESSORIES  TO  FELONY. 
Ca^.  7a— Providet  that  accetsoriet  and  principals  in  the  second  degree  before  the  fact  to  any 
felony,  may  be  tried  as  principals.  He  who  counsem,  procures,  or  commands  the  commission  of  a 
felony,  is  guilty  of  felcjny,  and  in.iy  be  indicted  ivlth  or  aAor  the  princi|i.il,  or  may  be  indicted  for  a  sub- 
stantive folonv,  \v  liether  the  principal  is  convicted  or  amen-ible  to  Justice  or  not.  And  accessories  after 
the  fact  may,  in  like  manner,  be  indiclud  and  convicted.  Accessories  after  the  fact  arc  punishable  by 
imprisonment  for  not  less  than  t  years,  and  must  find  sureties  for  keeping  the  r>«ace  or  ue  imprisoned 
for  another  ye.-ir  after  the  first  term  is  expired.  An  accessory  i.i-iy  be  tried  and  punished  in  like  manner  a.') 
if  the  principal  hadbeen,  although  he  dies  or  is  pardoned  or  otlierwl-u  delivered  before  attainder.  Any 
number  of  accessories  at  different  timet  to  one  feloitv,  and  any  number  of  receivers  of  goods  at  one 
time,  niay  be  included  in  one  indictment.  In  case  the  felony  was  committed  wholly  in  Canada,  the 
accessory  may  be  tried  cither  where  the  priiiciiiiil  fulmiy  w.is  committed  or  in  the  place  where  the  act 
constituting  him  an  accessory  wa^  done :  otliurwise  ho  iiiny  be  tried  by  any  court  having  jurisdiction 
of  the  principal  felony,  or  in  tlie  place  where  he  is  apprehended.  Abettors  of  misdemeanors  are  to  be 
tried  and  punished  as  principals. 

POLICE  COMMI.SSKiNERS. 

Ca/>.  73 — Provides  that  the  O,  in  C,  niav  iippolnt  n  polico  commissioner  or  commissioners  for  any 
province,  or  county  or  district  within  a  province,  and  (hose  may  appoint  and  remove  i)oiice  constables. 
The  force  to  be  used  solely  for  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  of  the  Dominion.  Such  a  commissioner  to 
have  the  powers  and  authority  of  a  polico  manislralo  or  J.  P.,  subiect  to  all  the  laws  and  regulations  of 
the  Province  in  which  he  acts,  exceju  as  to  liU  cmiduct  under  this  Act.  He  need  not  possess  a  pro- 
iierty  qualification,  or  reside  within  his  district.  The  O.  in  C.  is  to  make  reguhuioi,-  for  the 
conduct  of  the  commirsioners  and  their  pay  and  allownnces.  Proceedings  under  the  Act  to  be  r«.;iorted 
to  Parliament. 

REMOVAL  OF  PRISONERS. 

CaA  74 — Authorizes  the  0.  in  C.  to  order  the  removal  of  any  person  charged  with  treason  or 
felony  Kom  any  gaol  deemed  insecure  er  unfit,  to  any  other  within  the  Province.  The  court  before 
whicn  an  indictment  has  been  preferred  and  fmiiid  against  tucli  persons  may  order  them  to  be  brought

Cap.  75— Is  "The  Penitentiary  Act  of  iS«'ia,"  for  a  summary  of  which  see  the  article  on  "  Crimi- 
nal Statistics,"  in  another  part  of  this  volume, 

EXAMINATION  OF  WITNESSES  IN  CAUSES  PENDING  IN  FOREIGN  COURTS. 
Cap,  7£»— Provides  that  when,  upon  application  to  a  Court  or  Judge  in  Canada,  it  is  made  to 
appear  that  the  evidence  of  some  person  within  Its  or  his  Jurisdiction  is  needed  in  a  cause  respecting  a 
civil  or  criminal  matter,  pending  in  any  Court  of  another  llritish  Dominion  or  a  foreign  country,  such 
court  or  judge  may  order  the  attendance  of  such  witness  before  a  person  or  persons  named  in  the 
order,  to  give  such  evidence,  and  his  attendance  and  production  of  papers  may  be  compelled  in  the 
^ame  manner,  and  to  the  same  extent,  as  if  the  cause  were  pending  before  such  Canadian  Court 
Witnesses  must  be  3wom  or  affirm  as  before  a  Canadian  Court,  and  false  swearing  or  affirmation  is 
perjury.  The  Court  of  Appeals  for  Can.idu  when  constituted,  and  the  Superior  Courts  of  Law  or 
ICquit)  in  each  province,  or  any  judjite  thereof,  may  tal<o  ciigtiizancc  of  such  applications.  And  any 
such  court!  may  make  rules  of  proceduro  for  such  cases,  and  In  the  absence  of  such  rules  letters  roga- 
tory from  >mch  other  British  or  foreign  Court  shall  bo  a  tufHciant  application. 

PENSrON  TO  WIDOW  AND  GIFT  TO  CHILDREN  OF  LATE  T.  D.  McGEE. 

Cap  77.— An  annuity  of  if  1,300  per  annum  it  settled  on  the  widow  of  the  late  Hon.  T.  D.  McGee. 
.^4,000  e.-icn  is  granted  to  his  two  daughters,  Mary  Euphraiia  and  Agnes  Clara  Mcf  ..-!<.,  to  h«  held  in 
trust  by  the  M.  F.  until  paid  over.    6  p.  c.  intcrett  it  to  be  paid  on  thete  latter  t'vo  ivt.w  3  till  such

Crt/.  78.T-Part  of  the  St:<jniory  of  St,  Delair,  comprised  between  the  Seignior  r/;  inadarville  on 
one  side,  and  the  lands  of  Jobsph  Laurin  and  jean  'Jliche.  it  annexed  to  the  County  of  Quebec. 
Part  of  the  same  Seipiory,  between  liia  iandt  of  Laurin  and  Cliche  and  the  Seigniory  of  Fossam- 
bault,  is  annexed  to  the  County  of  Portneuf.

They  have  power  to  enter  upon  and  expropriate  land*,  and  levy  tolls,  not  exceeding  50  cents  for  a  two 
horse  and  35  cents  for  a  one  horse  vehicle.    The  bridge  to  be  constructed  and  used  within  a  yean. 

lap.  83— Amends  the  charter  of  the  Niagara  District  Rank,  extending  the  time  for  paying  np 
the  remaining  capital  for  a  yean,  and  declaring  no  privilege  of  its  charter  to  be  forfeited. 
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C<^,  84— ConArmt  the  •imlgaimtion  oftha  ComiMrcial  with  th«  Marchanta  Bank,  undar  the 
name  of  tha  Merchants'  Dank  of  Canada,  and  tha  agreament  anterad  into  between  the  two  Boarda. 
The  capital  ia  $6,000,000,  in  aharea  of  i^ioo  each.  A  new  charter  ia  granted  with  tha  n  mal  powera,  to 
remain  in  force  until  iS7a    Real  eatate  limited  to  IUo,ooo  annual  value. 

Cap,  8j— Incorporatea  the  Dank  of  Agriculture,  to  bo  eatabliahed  in  tha  Ci(jr  of  Uu.'iJtoii,  with 
a  capital  of  (400,000.  Real  estate  limited  to  lio,ooo  yearly  value.  To  gu  int--  :;^cr»tion  when 
|jso,ooois  subscribed,  and  |ioo,ooo  paid  up.  Circulation  ia  never  to  go  beyond  t' .'  ^r^  out»  jf  i^uid 
up  capital  stock  and  j;old,  and  Government  aacuritiea  held,  and  the  notea  unider  f  5  11  ■'.  im  «,  ,ceed  one- 
fifth  of  audi  stock.    One-tenih  part  to  be  always  invested  in  Canadian  Government  Mcurities. 

Cap.  86— Declares  the  Northern  Railwa^r  to  be  a  work  for  the  general  advautage  of  Cann 'la. 
The  Co.  is  authorised  to  iuue  6  per  cent,  third  preferential,  irredeemable  bonda,  to  tne  amount  uf 
;£ 1 50,000  atg.,  in  two  classes,  A  of  ZsoiO^oand  B  of  ;£ioo,ooo,  to  constitute  a  lien  next  after  the 
second  preference  bonds  already  issued.  Claaa  A  is  to  be  issued  and  tha  money  expended  on  rolling 
atock,  elevators,  and  other  equipments.  A  list  of  subscribers  to  these  bonds,  to  the  amount  of  il  15,000, 
ia  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Financial  Agents  of  the  Dominion  in  London,  to  be  approved  by 
them  on  or  before  ist  Jan.,  i860,  and  if  that  amount  be  not  subscribed  by  that  day,  the  Act,  ao  nr  aa  giving 
power  to  issue  3rd  preference  bonds,  is  null.  ;C5o,aoo  of  class  D  are  to  be  paid  over  to  the  R.  O.,  in 
satisfaction  of  arreara  of  interest  due  by  the  Co.  The  remaining  ;C5o,ooo  to  lie  exchanged  aa  far  as 
practicable  for  the  interest  bonda  now  out,  which  are  to  be  calledin.

Cap.  Kt — Extends  the  time  for  the  commencement  of  operations  by  the  North  West  Navigation 
and  Railway  Co.  ao  for  as  relates  to  the  navigation  of  Lakes  Superior,  Huron,  Erie,  Untario,  and  the 
River  St.  Lawrence,  until  June.  1870. 

Cap.  88— Incorporates  certain  merchants  and  others  of  Montreal  as  "  The  Canada  Shipping  Co  " 
empowering  them  to  carry  on  a  general  shipping  and  shipping  agency  Co.  Capital  stock  #500,000 ;  to 
hold  real  estate  up  to  f  10,000  of  yearly  value.  $aoo,ooo  to  be  aubscribed  before  commencing 
operations. 

Cap.  89— Confirms  a  By-law  of  the  Lake  Memphremagog  Navigation  Co.,  and  authorisea  the 
increase  of  the  capital  by  |8o.aoo,  of  which  tjiaooo,  and  any  other  portion  of  the  stock  unsubacribed 
for,  may  be  made  preferential,  the  holders  of  it  being  entitled  to  an  8  p.  c.  dividend  before  the  remain- 
ing shareholders  receive  any.    The  directora  may  also  redeem  or  pay  off  such  stock  at  any  time. 

Cap.  90— Incorporates  "  The  Canadian  Lake  Underwriters  Association,"  for  the  purpose  of  adopt- 
ing a  uniform  classification  and  inspection  of  vessels  on  the  inland  watera  above  Montreal,  and  a  ayatem 
ofinvestigation  into  the  character  of  maatera  and  officers  of  veasels,  and  causes  of  marine  loasea  and 
diaaaters.  The  Provincial  Insurance  Co.,  the  B.  A.  Assurance  Co.,  the  Western  Assurance  Co.,  and 
auch  other  Insurance  Co's  aa  may  join  them,  are  incorporated  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  and  dis- 
seminating information  upon  aubjecta  of  marine  and  commercial  interest,  of  encouraging  and  advancing 
worthy  and  well-qualified  commanders  and  officers,  &c.,  &c.,  and  of  promoting  the  security  of  life  and 

Sroperty."  Among  other  powera,  they  may  grant  certificatea  to  masters  and  officers.  The  Board  of 
lanagers  may  apixiint  inspectora  to  leport  upon  the  nature  and  causes  of  accidents ;  whether  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Navigation  law  have  been  complied  with  and  whether  veasels  are  in  good  condition.  The 
aaaociation  may  hold  real  estate  to  the  value  of  fs.ooo  per  annum. 

Ca/.  91— Inco.porates  "The  Merchants'  Express  Co.  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada."  Capital 
stock  $300,000,  V  ith  power  to  increase  to  81,000,000.  May  hold  real  estate  of  the  yearly  value  of 
83,00a    Ten  per  cent,  of  stock  to  be  paid  up  before  commencing  operations. 

Cap.  02 — Extends  the  time  mentioned  in  the  and  section  of  the  charter  of  the  Canada  Vine 
Growera  Association  fo^  j  years.  It  gives  the  power  to  the  company  to  aull  out  all  ita  property,  and 
powers  to  one  or  more  individuals,  who  shall  not  be  liable  for  the  debts  or  calla  on  shares  of  the  Co. 
or  former  shareholders.  He  or  they  may  re-issue  the  shares  or  stock,  with  the  same  immunity  to  the 
purchasere.  Former  shareholders  are  still  liable  to  the  creditor*  for  unpaid  calla.  The  procecda  of 
aale,  after  payment  of  debts,  are  to  b:  divided  among  the  shareholdera. 

Cap,  93— Extends  the  tiowers  of  the  Canada  West  Farinen'  Mutual  and  Stock  Insurance  Co.  to 
the  whole  IJominion,  and  changes  its  name  to  the  "  Canada  Farmers'  Mutual  Inaurance  Co."  It  is 
anthorized  to  take  risks  aa  high  as  |i,ooo  and  to  re-insure  in  other  Co's.

EXTRADITION  OF  OFFENDERS  TO  UNITED  STATES. 
Cap.  94 — Provides  that,  upon  complaint  duly  mad:,  that  a  person  found  in  Canada  has  committed 
in  the  United  States  any  of  the  crimes  enumerated  in  the  treaty  with  that  country,  to  wit,  murder  or 
assault  with  intent  to  commit  murder,  or  Rjracy,  or  arson,  or  robbery,  or  forgery  or  the  utterance 
of  forged  paper,  any  judge,  police  magistrate,  stipendiary  magistrate,  inspector  or  superintendent  of 
police  empowered  to  act  as  a  J.  P.,  or  any  commissioner  appointed  for  the  purpose  mayiasue  his 
warrant  for  the  apprehension  ofaccused,  to  cause  him  tp  be  brought  before  him  ;  may  examine  witnesses 
as  to  the  truth  or  the  charge,  and  upon  such  evidence  as,  according  to  the  laws  of  the  Province  in 
which  he  has  been  apprehended,  would  justify  his  committal  for  trial,  had  the  crime  been  therein  com- 
mittted  commit  him  to  gaul  to  remun  until  surrendered  under  the  treaty  or  discharged  accord- 
ing to  law.  The  judM,  magistrate  or  commissioner  committin{{  him  thereupon  transmits  a  copy  of  all 
the  testimony  to  the  Governor.  Duly  attested  copies  of  depositions  on  which  a  warrant  has  issued  in 
the  United  States  may  be  received  as  evidence.  Ai  any  time  not  less  than  aeven  days  after  the  com- 
imitment,  the  Governor,  upon  requisition  made  by  the  United  States,  may  by  warrant  order  the  extra - 
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dition to  any  person  authorized  to  receive  the  prisoner,  who  shall  h.ive  power  to  detain  him  in  custody 
and  remove  him  into  the  United  States.  Or  the  Uuvernor  may  uriler  accused  to  be  discharged  from 
custody.  Ualess  a  person  so  committed  is  not  removed  within  two  months,  he  may  be  aet  free  by  any 
judge  of  the  superior  courts  upon  writ  of  Habeas  Corpus.

Caf,  I— Is  an  Act  respecting  the  interpretation  and  printing  of  the  Statutes,  similar  to  that 

Kissed  by  the  Dominion  Legislature.    The  binding  is  enacted  to  be  of  cloth  with  a  red  sheepskin 
ick  and  lettered.    (The  actual  volume  has  red  corners  likewise.) 

C»p.  3— Is  an  Act  respecting  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  permitting  him  to  leave  the  chair  and 
call  another  member  to  it. 

C(i>.  3— Establishes  a  C.  R.  F.  for  Ontario,  upon  which  the  only  charge  recognised  by  the  Act 
is  the  cost  of  collection  and  management.    Surplus  may  be  invested  in  Domiuaon  securities. 

SUPPLY. 
Cap.  4— Is  the  Supply  Bill  for  i>6S.    11,352,677  is  appropriated  for  the  Civil  Government  of  the 
Province  for  the  year  1868,  and  #56,669  to  make  good  the  expenditure  during  the  (\  wionths  ending 
31st  December,  1807  ,and,  subjeet  to  revision  and  correction,  #530,765  to  make  good  the  expenditure  m 
the  Dominion  Government  on  behalf  of  the  Province  during  the  same  half  year. 

TAVERNS  DUTY. 
Cap,  5 — Makes  provision  for  the  Duty  on  Tavern-keepers,  repealing  the  former  Canadian  Act. 
The  dutv  on  each  tavern  license  is  hereafter  fixed  at  %\2  in  a  city,  #10  in  a  town  and  $5  elsewhere,  to 
be  paid  oy  stamps  or  stamped  paper.  Persons  to  be  appointed  in  every  county  and  city  to  distribute 
licenses  to  the  Municipal  Corporations  are  allowed  10  p.  c.  Forging,  &c.,  to  be  a  felony,  punishable 
by  ai  yeara'  imprisonment. 

ONTARIO  GAZETTE-INQUIRIES  BY  COMMISSION. 

Cap.  6— Authorises  the  publication  of  an  Ontario  Cauttt,  and  makes  provision  for  inquiries  con- 
cerning public  matters,  &c.  It  gives  the  L.  G.  in  C.  power  to  appoint  commissioners  for  auch 
enquiries,  and  confers  on  them  the  iiower  to  summon  witnesses  and  examine  them  on  oath  which  a 
court  of  justice  has.  The  L.  G.  in  C.  may  also  authorise  the  publication  of  an  Ot^tario  Gatettt,  in 
which  notices,  proclamations,  &c.,  concerning  Ont.,  heretofore  published  in  the  Lanada  GautU,  are 
to  be  published. 

PRISONS  AND  ASYLUMS. 

Cap.  7— Relates  to  Prisons,  Asylums,  &c.,  within  the  Province,  (excepting  the  Provincial  Peni- 
tentiary), repealing  the  Canadi.in  law  providing  for  their  inspection,  omitting  any  provision  for  future 
inspection,  but  providing  th^t  the  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  these  institutions  in 
force  may  be  amended,  o:  reicinded,  or  suspended  by  the  L.  G.  in  C.  (but  see  Cap.  31.) 

FREE  GRANTS  AND  HOMESTEADS. 

Cap,  8— Provides  for  Free  Grants  and  Homesteads.  It  authorises  the  L.  G.  in  C.  to  apportionate 
landk,  not  bciiie  mineral  lands  or  pine  timber  lands,  as  free  grants  to  actual  settlers,  under  regulations  to 
be  made  for  that  purpose :  but  such  grants  are  confinea  to  the  lands  in  the  Algoma  and  Nipissing 
Districts,  and  the  lands  between  the  Ottawa  River  and  Georgian  Bay,  to  the  west  of  a  line  d^wn  from 
a  point  opposite  the  south-east  angle  of  the  township  of  Palmerston,  north-westerly  along  the  western 
boundary  line  of  other  townships  to  the  Ottawa  River,  and  north  of  the  northern  boundaries  of  Oso, 
Olden,  Kennebec,  Kalador,  Elzevir,  Madoc,  Marmora,  Belmont,  Dummer,  Smith,  Ennismore, 
Somerville,  Laxton,  Garden,  Rome  and  the  River  Severn.  No  such  grant  is  to  be  made  to  a  parson 
under  18  or  for  more  than  100  acres.  The  p.itent  shall  not  issue  for  5  years  after  location,  nor  until 
the  locatee  has  cleared  and  cultivated  15  acres  and  built  a  h^use  thereon  fit  for  habitation,  has  resided 
continuonsly  on  the  lot  clearing  at  least  a  acres  per  annum;  absence  of  6  months  is,  however,  allowed. 
Failure  to  perform  settlement  duties  forfeits  the  location.  The  mines  and  minerals  on  such  lots  are 
reserved  to  the  Crown.  The  settler  may  not  cut  any  pine  timber  on  it,  except  for  fencing  and  building 
and  in  clearing  until  the  issue  of  the  patent :  or  if  it  be  cut  the  settler  must  pay  timber  dues  to  the 
Crown.  The  land  passes  to  his  widow  on  death  of  the  locatee,  unless  she  prefers  to  accept  her  dower 
in  it.  The  land  cannot  be  alienated  or  mortgaged  until  the  patent  issues,  nor  within  ao  years  of  the 
location  without  consent  of  the  wife  if  living.  Nor  shall  it  be  liable  during  that  ao  yeara  to  be  sold 
under  execution  iot  any  debt,  except  a  mortgage  or  pledge  after  the  patent  issues.  It  may  be  aold 
for  taxes. 

WANT  OF  CONSIDERATION  FOR  DEEDS. 

Cap.  9— Provides  that,  notwithstanding  the  ayth  Elisabeth,  cap.  4,  no  voltintarv  conveyance' 
grant,  encumbrance,  ftc,  anall  be  void  for  want  of  valuable  consideration  alone,  if  it  be  executed  in 
good  faith  and  duly  registered ;  but  this  not  to  render  valid  deeds  already  passed  and  invalid  for  this 
cause  aa  against  aunequent  purchasers  nor  any  future  deeds  if  void  for  otner  reasons. 

REGISTRATION  FEES— CITIES. 
Cap.  10— Provides  that  Cities  within  Registration  Counties  may  pay  their  fair  share  of  fees  nnder 
taction  33  of  the  Registration  of  Titles  Act,  instead  of  county  corporations  paying  alL 

COMMISSIONERS  FOR  TAKING  AFFIDAVITS  IN  UNITED  COUNTIES. . 
Cap.  It— Declareathat  Commissioners  for  taking  affidavits  and  bail  for  any  union  of  counties  or 
county  containing  a  ci^,  are  authorised  to  act  as  such  in  and  for  the  Junior  connty  or  the  dty,  when 
separated  (if  rMioent  tnerein)  and  only  therein. 
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GAME  PROTECTION. 

Cap.  la— Provides  for  the  protection  of  Game.  Deer,  $c.,  cannot  be  hunted  or  killed  between 
iBt  December  and  ist  September;  wild  turkey,  grouse,  partridge,  pheasant  and  hares,  from  ist  Janu- 
ary to  ist  September;  quail,  ist  January  to  ist  October;  woodcock  or  snipe,  ist  March  to  ist  Septem- 
ber \  wild  swan,  goose  or  duck,  the  same.  Deer,  moose,  wild  turkey,  grouse,  pheasant,  partridge, 
quail,  woodcock,  snipe,  hare  or  duck  may  not  be  trapped  or  snared— the  birds  may  only  be  killed  by 
snooting.  Batteries  or  sunken  punts  may  not  be  used  for  the,  hunting  or  killing  of  wild  swan,  geese  or 
ducks.  No  person  may  have  such  animals,  or  their  hides,  or  such  birds  in  their  possession  during  the 
close  season  without  lawful  excuse,  nor  sell  them  later  than  14  days  after.  No  game  bird's  e£gs  are  to 
be  taken  or  destroyed.  For  contravention  of  this  Act  the  offender  incurs  a  penalty  of  from  Jia  to  f  25 
for  each  head  of  game,  recoverable  before  any  J.  P.,  half  to  go  to  municipality  and  half  to  informer. 
The  game  is  confiscated.  Any  person  may  destroy  traps,  snares,  &c  No  beaver,  musk-rat,  mink, 
sable,  otter  or  fisher,  shall  be  trapped,  h'.nted  or  killed  between  the  ist  May  and  15th  November.  No 
person  shall  hunt  or  shoot  imported  gsr  i  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  of  the  land  on  which  it  is 
preserved  for  breeding,  &c. 

LOCAL  AND  PRIVATE  ACTS, 

Cap.  13— Amends  the  Wellington,  Grey  and  Bruce  Railway  charter.  It  renders  valid  and  binding 
By-laws  of  Municipalities  passed  to  aid  the  work,  althoutjh  the  Reeves,  etc.,  have  not  signed  the  Stock 
Book,  and  renders  valid  the  agreements  between  the  Directors  and  Municipalities.  Other  Munici- 
palities are  authorized  to  pass  similar  By-laws  ;  but  they  can  claim  no  interest  as  shareholders  in  the 
Co.,  aud  are  subject  to  no  liability.  The  Municipalities  may  alter  and  amend  the  conditions  of  such 
By-laws.  Variations  of  the  line  to  connect  it  with  other  parts  may  be  authorized  by  the  By-laws  of  any 
such  Municipality.  The  Company  is  authorized  to  issue  bonds  having  a  preferential  clami  without 
registration,  to  an  amount  equal  to  that  of  the  capital  stock  subscribed  and  on  which  10  p.  c.  has  been 
paid,  and  of  the  bonus  granted  by  the  Municipalities,  but  the  amount  raised  on  such  bonds  shall  never 
exceed  that  paid  up  upon  the  Municipal  debentures  and  share  capital. 

Cap.  i^— Incorporates  the  Erie  &  Niagara  Extension  Railway  Co.  to  construct  a  railway  from  a 
a  point  in  tne  township  of  Bertie  at  or  near  the  village  of  Fort  Erie,  passing  through  the  town  of  St, 
Thomas,  to  some  point  in  the  County  of  Essex,  in  or  near  the  town  of  Sandwich  or  the  town  of 
Windsor,  with  a  branch  to  Amhertsburg.  Capital  #5,000,000.  To  be  organized  as  soon  as  |2,ooo,ooo 
are  subscribed,  and  10  p.  c.  paid  in.  This  must  be  done  and  the  work  commenced  within  a  years ; 
f  1,000,000  must  be  spent  within  3  years  or  the  charter  is  forfeited.  The  road  to  be  complete  within  5 
years.    The  gauge  to  be  5  ft.  6  in.  with  power  to  add  a  third  rail. 

Cap.  15— Incorporates  tlie  Ontario  College  at  Picton.  The  College  may  purchase  and  hold  real 
estate  to  the  yearly  value  of  $'8,000  (this  to  be  confined  to  college  buildings,  grounds,  etc.)  and  accept 
donations  or  bequests  to  the  yearly  value  of  $5,000  morr,  and  hold  for  seven  years.  When  sold 
proceeds  to  be  invested  in  pnblic  securities. 

Cap,  x6— Vests  certain  lands  in  Port  Hope,  on  which  a  church  is  in  course  of  erection,  in  the  Rector 
and  Church  Wardens  of  the  church  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist  there,  and  authorizes  them  to  raise  a 
loan  of  not  exceeding  l5,ooo  thereon,  authorizing  the  rental  of  a  certain  number  of  pewt  to  be  tet 
apart  to  pay  the  interest  on  such  loan. 

CONTINUING   ACT. 

Cai.  17— Continues  the  Acts  7  Vic.  cap.  10,  9  Vic.  Cap.  30,  la  Vic.  Cap.  18,  13  and  14  Vic.  Cap. 
20,  and  extends  the  period  in  the  last,  continuing  Acts  of  the  Province  cf  Canada  to  the  end  of  the 
Session  next  after  the  ist  January  1869. 

J.  P.  AND  CORONERS. 

Cap.  iS— Authoazes  the  appointment  by  the  L.  G.  in  C,  of  one  or  more  J.  P.  and  Coroners  in  each 
city,  town  or  county.    Any  new  Commission  of  the  Peace  to  supersede  all  old  appointments. 

GOLD  AND  SILVER  MINES. 
Cap.  19-^18  an  Act  respecting  Gold  and  Silver  Mines.  It  gives  power  to  the  L.  G.  in  C.  to  create 
Mining  Divisions  by  Order  in  Council ;  and  such  Divisions  are,  after  the  publication  of  such  Order, 
made  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  He  may  also  name  Inspectors  and  other  officers  for  each 
Division,  such  Inspectors  to  be  under  the  control  of  the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands,  to  have 
the  power  of  J.  P.  within  such  Division,  "  with  power  to  settle  summarily  all  disputes  as  to  extent  o> 
boundary  of  claims,  use  of  water,  access  thereto,  damaj^e  by  licenses  to  others,  forfeiture  of  licenses, 
aiid  generally  to  settle  all  dUiiculties,  etc.,  which  may  arise  under  this  Act.  or  offences  against  any  of 
its  provisions,  or  the  regulations  to  be  made  under  it."  They  may  decide  all  disputed  claims  betweec 
masters  and  servants  respecting  wages,  etc.,  and  levy  the  amount  of^judgment.  They  may  grant  licenses 
for  a  fee  of  $5  each,  to  be  not  transferable  and  good  for  one  year,  with  privilege  of  reaewal  on  a  like 
payment.  Under  it  a  licensee  iray  explore  and  mine  on  any  unoccupied  lands  within  the  Division, 
fie  may  take  possession  of  a  claim  by  planting  stakes  at  the  four  comers  thereof,  of  the  following 
dimensions :  for  alluvial  mines,  if  on  a  river  or  creek,  100  A.  front  by  io«  ft.  depth  from  the  water's 
e4ge  :  if  in  a  gully,  100  ft.  along  it  and  from  hill  to  hill :  if  on  a  surface  or  side  hill  dining,  100  ft. 
square.  Where  a  Co.  propose  to  hill-tunnel  a  larger  claim  may  be  granted ;  and  tor  working  the  bed 
of  a  river  the  size  of  claims  to  be  atthe  discretion  of  the  Inspector.  For  (luartz  mining— 150  ft.  along 
the  lead  bv  100  ft.  on  each  side,  measuring  from  the  centre.  Licensees  joining  together  and  forming 
Companies  working  a  claim  jointly  ma?  have  100  ft.  additional  for  each  miner  after  the  first,  up  to  1000 
ft.  The  Inspector's  decision  is  final  as  to  the  nature  of  each  claim.  Abandonment  for  a  weeks  for- 
feits a  claim  and  re-opens  it  to  be  again  disposed  of  unless  sickness  or  other  reasonable  cause  has  in- 
terrupted the  work ;  also  failure  to  comply  with  rogulations.  Mo  Mrson  can  occupy  more  than  one 
claim  at  one  time  unless  one  be  registered  as  temporarily  unworkable,  which  skould  bs  done  with  the 
Inspector,  and  a  picket  with  the  number  set  up,  as  near  as  may  be,  in  the  middle.  He  must  return 
within  one  fortnight  after  the  claim  is  workable  or  forfeit  it.  If  a  person  discover  a  new  mine  at  least  3 
miles  distant  on  a  known  lead  from  a  known  mine,  or  x  mile  off  the  lead  (or  a  mUcs  if  in  alluvial  work- 
ings), and  report  the  same  forthwith  to  the  Inspector,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  3  claims  of  the  largest  size 
iwiwed,  If^  he  do  not  so  report  he  cannot  mine  on  crown  lands  for  i  year,  A  party  wall  of  at  least 
3  It.,  to  be  used  for  access  to  streams  when  any  are  near,  shall  be  left  between  any  ouims.  Any  one 
o^tructing  such  access  by  throwing  stones  or  dirt  on  such  wall  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  f  s  or  i  month's  im- 
prisonment in  default.  If  the  .vail  oe  removed  the  parties  removing  it  shall  provide  as  safe  and  con- 
venient a  mode  of  access  to  the  water.  A  similar  penalty  to  the  above  is  inflicted  on  any  one  damaging 
or  obstructrng  an  adjoining  claim.  Removing  a  picket  is  punished  by  a  fine  of  |ao  or  imprisonment 
in  defiiult    Any  owner  otprivate  lands  may  mine  thereon  for  gold  and  silver,  paying  royalty.    All 
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licensees  or  lease-holders  also  pay  a  ro^ralty  on  all  gold  and  silver  mined,  to  be  not  less  than  a  nor 
more  than  lop.  c,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  L.  G.  in  C.  No  mill  or  machinery  for  crushing 
quartz  is  to  beused  without  a  license  from  the  Inspector  under  a  penalty  of  $ioo  per  day,  or  a  months^ 
imprisonment  in  default.  The  owner  must  give  a  bond  for  ^2000.  He  must  keep  a  book,  or  books,  in 
which  are  recorded  a  clear  and  distinct  statement  of  all  quartz  crushed,  amalgamated  or  reduced, 
whence  taken  and  the  produce,  &c.,  &c.  The  amount  of  royalty  is  to  be  taken  at  once  out  of  the  pro- 
duce of  each  lot  and  paid  over  from  time  to  time  as  ordered.  Along  with  the  payments  he  must  make 
returns  from  his  books.  If  this  be  not  done,  or  if  returns  or  books  are  fraudulent  and  incorrect,  the 
license  is  forfeited  and  the  mill  owner  is  Kable  to  a  penalty  of  $2000.  Any  mill  owner  making  correct 
-etums  and  pajrments  receives  back  5  p.  c.  of  the  royalty  paid  over  at  the  end  of  each  Quarter.  Quartz 
or  other  material  containing  gold  or  silver  must  not  be  removed  from  the  Division  without  Inspector's 
license.  Each  Inspector  may  appoint  ^constables.  The  L.  G.  in  C.  may,  by  proclamation,  put  in 
force  the  "  Act  respecting  riots  near  public  works  "  in  any  one  or  more  Divisions.  The  L.  G.  in  C. 
may  make  regulations  to  carry  into  effect,  and  in  some  cases  vary,  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  such 
regulations  to  have  the  force  of  law.  Power  is  reserved  to  the  Crown  to  grant  or  Iease_  any  lands 
within  such  Mining  Divisions,  upon  such  conditions  respecting  the  mines,  as  the  L.  G.  in  C.  may 
impose. 

REGISTRATION  OF  TITLES. 
Cap.  20— Is  the  Registration  of  Titles  Act.  It  provides  a  re{^istry  office  irfevery  riding,  county, 
union  of  counties,  and  ity.  L.  G.  in  C.  may  remove  the  office  if  in  an  inconvenient  place.  The 
County  Councils  must  provide  safe  and  fire-proof  offices  and  vaults  for  the  registry.  Registrars  are  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Lt. -Governor  by  commission,  and  hold  office  during  pleasure  only.  Before  being 
sworn  in  they  must  give  security  for  not  less  than  $1000  nor  more  than  $10,000,  bond  to  be  in  dupli- 
cate, and  one  copy  deposited  with  the  Provincial  Secretary,  the  other  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace. 
He  may  be  called  on  by  the  inspector  for  new  recognizances.  The  Registrar  and  sureties  are  jointly 
and  severally  liable  for  any  damage  resulting  from  his  neglect  or  misconduct,  or  that  of  his  deputy. 
He  may  appoint  one  or  more  deputies,  the  deputy  or  senior  de^iuty  having  authority  to  do  any  act 
of  the  Registrar  in  his  absence,  death  or  removal.  Neicher  himself  nor  deputy  can  act  as  agent 
for  anybody  in  the  investment  of  money  or  advice  as  to  titles  in  their  county.  He  must  reside  within 
10  miles  of  the  office.  The  Registrar  or  Acting- Registrar  is  liable  to  dismissal  for  misconduct.  Office 
hours  are  from  10  a.m.  to  3  p.m.  The  Registrar  is  to  make  searches  for  titles  and  abstracts  of  all 
instruments  registered  with  him,  and  shew  the  books  and  original  papers  in  his  custody  relating  to 
the  same,  upon  tender  of  his  fees.  He  is  only  bound  to  produce  any  such  paper  in  court  on  a  special 
order  of  a  judge.  He  is  to  have  a  seal  of  office,  with  which  he  seals  copies  of  documents  registered, 
and  thereby  renders  them  as  authentic  evidence  as  an  original.  A  registry  book  is  to  be  furnished 
for  each  township,  city,  town  or  incorporated  village  within  the  division  by  the  county  treasurer,  and 
all  documents  relatineto  lands  in  either  of  them  are  to  be  registered  in  separate  books,  except  wills 
and  instruments  in  wkich  there  is  a  general  devise,  conveyance  or  power  affecting  lands  without  local 
description,  which  are  to  be  registered  in  a  general  book  for  the  whole  county,  and  indexed  alphabet- 
ically. The  county  judge  or  warden  shall  certify  all  such  books  as  containing  the  ascertained  number 
of  pages,  and  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  to  be  uscd._  When  a  county  is  detached  from  a  union,  or  a 
portion  of  a  county  made  a  separate  division,  provision  is  made  for  the  handing  over  to  the  new 
Registrar  of  the  necesrary  books  and  statements  of  past  registrations,  under  a  penalty  on  the 
Registrar  refusing  to  deliver  them  of  not  more  than  $400.  A  registrar  removed  or  resigning  must 
deliver  up  all  the  bookii,  papers,  &c.,  belonging  to  the  office,  to  his  successor  or  the  person  named  by 
the  Attorney-General,  under  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  $2000,  and  imprisonment.  New  registrars 
receiving  documents  from  ihe  county  from  which  they  are  sep?.'ated  must  re-register  them  in  proper 
books  in  the  order  of  their  first  registration,  retaining  the  original  numbers.  When  a  book  is  worn 
out  and  is  becoming  illegible,  a  copy  may  be  made  by  order  of  the  Inspector  from  such  old  book  and 
the  documents,  and  has  the  same  validity  as  the  first.  An  abstract  iadex  of  all  documents  relating 
to  each  lot  of  land,  and  an  alphabetical  index  according  to  names,  are  to  be  kept  by  the  Registrar — 
the  former  from  ist  January,  i866.  If  not  complete,  they  are  forthwith  to  be  completed.  The 
following  instruments  maybe  registered  : — "  Grants  from  the  crown,  deeds,  conveyances,  assurances, 
bonds  and  agreements  for  the  sale  or  purchase  of  lands  and  all  other  instruments  (including  sheriffs' 
deeds  of  land  sold  by  virtue  of  their  office)  in  any  wise  affecting  in  law  or  equity  lands  in  Ontario  ;" 
powers  of  attorney  for  making  any  siich  deeds,  conveyances.  &c. ;  wills  and  devises,  certificates  of  de- 
crees o.f  foreclosure,  and  others  ;  certificates  of  the  filing  or  dismissal  of  any  bill  or  other  proceeding  in 
cliancery  or  the  equity  side  of  a  county  court ;  certificates  of  the  satisfaction  of  mortgages ;  and  of 
payment  of  taxes,  &c.,  &c.,  &c.  Grants  from  the  crown  are  registered  by  the  production  of  the 
orisinal  with  a  true  copy,  to  oe  fyled,  and  sworn  to  by  a  party  who  lias  com])ared  it ;  all  other  instru- 
ments, except  wills,  by  the  deposit  of  the  original  or  duplicate,  or  other  original  part  thereof.  Wills, 
as  grants  by  the  crown,  but  the  copv  is  to  be  accompanied  by  the  affidavit  of  one  of  the  witnesses  to 
the  will,  proving  its  eyscution,  or  by  letters  of  Probate,  or  letters  of  administration  annexed  to  it ; 
lists  of  marriages  by  filing  and  enterintr  them  in  a  book  kept  fcr  the  purpose.  Instruments  executed 
before  1866  may  be  retjistered,  and  proof  made  under  the  old  law.  With  other  instruments  besides 
wills,  there  shall  be  the  affidavit  of  a  subscribing  w  itness,  declaring  the  execution  of  the  original  and 
duplicate,  the  place,  that  he  l;new  one  or  more  parties  to  the  dqcument,  and  is  a  subscribing  witness, 
tc^ethsr  with  his  own  narne_  and  addition  in  full,  ^his  _  is_  to  be  made  on  the  instrument,  or  securely 
attached  tViereto.    — ■       ~  ■     •  •  .    .    ^        .    .    .

'  •  '.     \prl  the  .2  n^ay  be  registered  iti  other  offices  without  further  proof.    And  it  is  also  prima 
",'■  th  2  oric;lnaI,  as  are  such  copies  above  mentioned,  in  any  court,  if  io  days'  notice  is  given 
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to  the  opposite  party  of  the  intention  to  use  them  as  such.    Notarial  copies  executed  in  Quebec,  and 
authenticated  by  seal,  may  be  registered  without  further  furmalily.    Any  instrument  with  affidavits 
&c.,  shall  be  registered  at  full  length  by  delivery  to  the  regis-rar  thereof  nKalwve  recjuired.    If  it  have 
wo  or  more  parts,  the  certificate  ot'  the  registrar  may  be  written  on  all  of  them,  makmg  prima  /act*, 
proof  of  the  registration  and  execution.    Instruments  relating  to  several  lots  of  land  in  various  locali- 
ties should  be  registered  in  the  books  of  each  township,  &c.,  within  which  they  are  situate.    Upon 
the  production  of  anv  instrument,  the  registrar  enters  it  in  the  order  in  which  it  has  been  received, 
and  files  it  with  affidavit,  &c.,  and  shall  certify  upon  it  the  year,  month,  day,  hour,  and  minute  at 
which  it  is  entered  .tnd  registered,  with  the  book  and  number.    Such  certificate  is  proof  of  registration 
in  all  courts  of  record.    A  special,  brief  form  of  registration  is  provided  for  the  assigment  ot  property 
belonging  to  the  Bank  of  U.  C.     Each  page  of  eacli  book  and  each  instrument  is  numbered,  and  the 
time  of  registration  entered  in  the  margin,  and  such  entry  signed.    No  bill  or  proceedings  in  chancery 
affecting  any  land  is  notice  to  any  one  not  a  party  thereto  till  a  certificate  thereof  has  been  registered 
in  the  county  where  such  lands  are.   SheriflTs' deeds  of  sale  for  taxes  must  be  registered  within  iSmos., 
and  other  sheriffs' deeds  within  6  mos.,  otherwise  priority  of  title  is  lost,  against  subsequent  bona  fid* 
registered  purchasers.    A  duly  registered  certificate  of  discharge  of  a  mortgage  with  reference  entry 
thereof  in  the  margin  of  the  page  on  which  such  mortgage  is  entered  operates  as  full  a  discharge  of 
such  mortgage  as  a  formal  release  thereof,  and  reconveyance  to  the  mortgagor  or  his  assigns  of  the 
estate  formerly  held.     A  portion  of  the  lands  so  mortgaged  mav,  in  like  manner,  be  released-     Any 
by-law  of  a  municipal  jty  taking  land  for  a  street  or  highway  must  be  registered  to  be  valid.     Unregister- 
ed instruments,  after  the  crant  from  the  crown,  are  void  as  against  any  subsequent  instrument  which 
is  registered.    Wills  may  be  registered  within  la  months  after  decease  of  the  testator,  or  after  the  re- 
moval of  any  impediment  to  the  registration.    Uegistry  of  any  instrument  is  notice  of  it  to  any  per- 
son claiming  interest  in  the  lands  conveyed  or  incumbered,  subsequent  to  the  registry.      "  Priority  of 
registration  shall,  in  all  cases,  prevail  unless  before  such  prior  registraiion  there  shall  have  been  actual 
notice  of  the  prior  instrument  by  the  party  claiming  under  prior  registration."      Equitable  liens,  Ik., 
are  not  valid  as  against  a  registered  instrument  executed  by  the  same  party,  his  heirs,  &c.,  and  tacking 
cannot  prevail  against  the  provisions  of  the  Act.    Leases,  with  possession,  under  7  years,  need  not  be 
registered.     Fees  for  entry  and  certificate,  40  cts,  ;  for  registration,  f  i.oo  up  to  700  words,  and  15  cts. 
for  every  additional  100  words  up  to  1,400,  after  that  10  cts.  per  100.    If  more  than  one  registration  of 
the  same  deed,  15  cts.  per  100  words  up  to  1,400,  and  to  cts.  per  100  words  for  additional  registration. 
Searches  for  titles  of  a  lot  not  exceeding  4  references,  25  cts,,  and  5  cts.  for  each  additional  up  to  Jla. 
Searching  alphabetical  index  for  i  township,  &c.,  2^  cts, ;  general,  |i.    Abstracts  of  title,  35  cts.  for. 
the  first  100  words,  15  cts.  per  100  after.    Copies  of  instrument,  10  cts.  per  100  words.    Certificates  35 
cts.    Registration  of  a  plan  of  town  or  village  lots,  ^i.    For  statements,  &c,,  to  new  registry  office,  10 
cts.  per  100  words.     For  the  abstract  index,  10  cts.  for  each  instrument,  up  to  $2,000.    Each  list  of 
marriages,  %x.     Each  affidavit,  25  cts.     Shewing  originals,  each  (including  search)  10  cts.    Register- 
ing certificates  of  discharge,  ^o  cts.,  of  payment  of  taxes,  35  cts.    A  schedule  of  fees  is  to  be  posted  up 
in  each  office.     A  registrar  is  not  bound  to  register  any  instrument  until  his  fees  are  paid.      He  shaU 
keep  a  book  shewing  the  sums  received  each  day,  and  what  for.     Parties  subdividing  lots  into  town  or 
village  lots  are  bound  to  register  a  plan  on  a  scale  not  less  than  i  inch  to  4  chains,  sliewing  the  roads, 
streets,  lots,  commons,  &c.    Instruments  subsequently  made  must  conform  to  that  plan  or  they  can- 
not be  registered.    And  thereafter,  inda.xes  and  registrations  are  to  be  made  according  to  such  plan. 
If  the  party  refuse  or  neglect  to  register  it,  after  he  has  been  requested  to  do  so  bv  the  inspector  or 
any  one  interested,  he  incurs  a  penalty  of  $30  per  month.      Old  plans  of  survey  and  subdivision  to  be 
registered  within  6  months.      No  plan  to  be  binding  or  necessarily  registered  until  some  sale  has  been 
made  under  it.    And  the  courts  can  order  the  alteration  or  amendment  of  it  on  the  application  of 
any  party  interested.      Any  village  or  town  on  the  land  of  different  proprietors  shall  be  surveyed  into 
uniform  lots  and  streets,  and  the  plan  registered  on  the  demand  of  the  inspector  or  any  one  interested, 
the  cost  to  be  paid  out  of  the  general  funds,  if  the  village  or  townisincorporated,  if  not,  by  a  special  rate 
on  the  lands  and  propyerty  included  within  the  survey.     Refusal  or  neglect  to  make  and  register  such 
survey — punishable  as  above.      Where  books  and  dccuments  filed  have  been  destroyed  or  lost,  a  docu- 
ment having  the  registrar's  certificate  upon  it  may  be  re-registered,  having  priority  according  to  that 
certificate,^  by  order  of  any  judge  of  a  court  of  record.     Former  registration  shall  not  be  void  for  cleri- 
'cal  or  similar  errors,  nor  because  made  in  a  separate  book  for  unincorporated  villages  which  shall  be 
reckoned  re|;istration  in  the  book  of  the  proper  municipality,  but  this  is  not  to  effect  pending  actions. 
The  provinaal  registrar  shall  furnish  at  once,  and  every  3  months^  hereafter  to  each  registrar,  a  state- 
ment of  all  grants  made  by  the  crown  within  his  county  or  district,  and  the  commissioner  of  crown 
lands  shall  furnish  maps  and  plans  of  all  townships,  towns,  &c.,  not  already  furnished,  causing  surveys 
to  be  made  where  not  already  made.      The  Lt.-Governor  may  appoint  an  inspector  of  registry  offices, 
with  a  salary  of  |3.poo.    He  has  authority  to  inspect  all  offices,  and  to  see  that  the  law  is  in  every 
respect  properly  carried  into  effect,  reporting  to  the  Lt  -Governor  for  his  information  and  decision. 

PRISON  AND  ASYLUM  INSPECTION. 
C»p.  31 — Is  "The  Prison  and  Asylum  Inspection  Act."  The  Lt.Governor  is  authorized  to  ap- 
point an  Inspector  of  all  public  Asylums,  Hospitals,  Public  Gaols  and  Reformatories,  with  .n  salary  of 
^^dooo  per  annum  inclusive  of  travelling  expenses.  He  must  visit  and  inspect  each  of  these  Penal  In- 
stitutions twice  in  the  year,  and  report  to  the  Lt.  Governor.  He  may  also,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  L.  G,  in  C.,  alter  the  regulations  for  the  management  and  government  of  the  gaols  of  the  Province, 
County  Couiicils  having  also  power  to  make  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  the  Act  or  such  Govern- 
ment regulations.  No  gaol  shall  hereafter  be  built  without  the  approval  of  the  Inspector,  or  if  not  so 
approved,  will  not  be  recognized  bv  the  Government  and  Courts  as  the  County  Gaol.  He  shall  visit 
and  inspect  the  Lunatic  Asylums  three  times  in  the  year,  and  frame  By-laws  for  them,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Lt.  Governor,  to  whom  he  shall  report  all  his  proceedings.  He  shall  also  make  an 
annual  report  transmitring  the  reports  made  to  him  by  the  Siiperintendents  and  Bursars  of  such 
Asylums,  who  must  report  annually  to  him.  He  is  to  inspect  twice  a  year  all  Hospitals  or  Benevolent 
Institutions  recei^.  .'ng  any  grant  from  Goverrment,  and  report  upon  its  management,  and  whenever  re- 
auired  make  a  sp..ia1  inspection  and  report.  He  shall  inspect  and  report  upon  any  private  Lunatic 
A&vlum  once  in  the  year ;  and  if  his  report  be  unfavorable  the  license  may  be  revoked.  He  shsjl 
make  a  general  report  to  the  Lt.  Governor  on  or  before  the  ist  October  in  each  year.  If  the  Inspect- 
or finds  any  gaol  to  be  defective  he  reports  the  some  to  the  Lt.  Governor,  furnishing  a  copy  to  the 
Municipal  Council  of  the  City  or  County,  and  the  Council  must  then  appoint  a  Committee  to  confer 
with  the  Inspector  respecting  the  repairs,  alterations  or  additions  necessary.  If  they  do  not  agree  the 
L,  G.  in  C.  is  to  decide  Mtween  them,  and  such  decision  may  be  enforced  upon  the  Council  by 
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Mandamus  issued  out  of  either  of  the  Superior  Courts  a;  the  instance  of  the  Attorney  General  or  any 
private  prosecutor.  But  the  repairs  and  alterations  are  not  to  be  made  more  extensive  than  necesshy 
requires  and  the  resources  of  tbc  County  permit. 

PROCEEDINGS  IN  JUDGES'  CHAMBERS. 
Cap.  a» — Provides  that  any  one  acting  as  a  Judge  of  Assize  or  Nisi  Prius  may  during  the  sittings 
act  as  a  Judge  in  Chambers  as  if  he  w(>re  of  one  of  the  Superior  Courts :  and  the  two  Chief  Justices, 
or  in  their  absence  two  Judges,  may  wlien  necessary  appoint  either  of  the  clerks  of  the  Crown  and 
Pleas,  or  a  barrister  of  at  least  five  years'  standing  to  do  such  duty  in  Chambers. 

ADMISSION  OF  ATTORNEYS. 

Ca/.  33— Is  "  The  Attorneys  Act  of  1868,"  and  provides  that  all  persons  of  the  classes  mentioned 
in  sub-sections  i  and  3  of  section  3  of  the  35th  chapter  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  of  Upper  Canada, 
shall  pass  two  examinations  before  the  Law  Society  under  regulation  of  the  Benchers,  one  in  the  year 
next  but  two  before  their  final  examination,  the  other  in  the  year  next  but  one  before.  Persons 
whose  indentures  have  not  4  years  to  run  are  dispensed  from  the  first,  and  those  having  less  than  a 
years  and  6  months  to  run,  or  whose  indentures  have  been  fulfiUedare  exempt  froji  both  examinations. 
If  a  person  fails  to  appear  for  either  examination  on  acconnt  of  illness,  or  fails  to  pass,  the  Benchers 
may  give  him  another  opportunity,  but  not  more  than  9  months  must  elapse  between  any  a  of  his  3 
exammations.    38  Vict.  cap.  31,  s.  3  &  7  are  amended. 

COMMON  LAW  PROCEDURE. 

Cap.  34— Amends  the  Common  Law  Procedure  Act.  Sec.  324  is  repealed,  and  it  is  enacted  that 
in  actions  of  trespass,  or  trespass  on  the  case  where  the  verdict  is  less  than  $i  the  plaintiff  shall  re- 
cover no  costs  unless  the  Judge  certify  him  entitled  to  full  costs,  and  if  that  certificate  be  not  granted 
defendant  may  set  off  costs  against  verdict  or  recover  balance  unless  the  Judge  certi^  that  he  is  not 
eulitled  to  do  so.  In  case  a  Division  Court  suit  is  brought  in  a  County  or  Superior  Court,  then  if  the 
Judge  certifies  it  a  fit  cause  to  be  so  withdrawn  from  the  Lower  Court,  theplaintiff  recovers  costs  <^ 
the  Court  in  which  he  has  brought  suit.  If  the  Judge  signifies  that  plaintiiifaad  reasonable  cause  to 
suppose  he  had  the  right  so  to  withdraw  his  suit  from  the  Lower  Court,  then  plaintiff  recovers  tBie 
costs  of  the  Lower  Court.  In  case  the  Judge  does  not  certify,  then  the  plaintitt  only  recovers  costs 
of  the  Lower  Court,  and  the  defendant  may  tax  his  full  costs  as  between  attorney  and  client,  and 
set  off  all  above  Lower  Court  costs  against  plaintiff's  costs  and  verdict.  Sect.  271  is  repealed,  uid  it 
is  enacted  that  in  case  the  money  made  by  a  Sheriff  under  a  Writ  of  Execution  is  less  than  ibe 
amount  endorsed  on  the  Writ,  he  can  '-  >•  claim  poundage  on  the  amount  so  realized,  and  in  case 
of  satisfaction  after  seizure  without  sale  ue  shall  have  only  his  fees  and  expenses  and  poundage  on  the 
amount  seized  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  the  Writ,  or  such  less  sura  as  the  Judge  shall  direct  In 
case  of  seizure  in  several  counties  and  such  satisfaction  without  sale,  the  Sberitf  shall  have  no  pound- 
age but  his  fees  and  such  reasonable  allowance,  when  there  are  no  fees,  as  the  Court  shall  allow ;  the  judge 
may  reduce  the  Sheriff's  fees  and  poundage  whenever  he  shall  deem  them  excessive  (although  allow- ^ 
gd  in  the  tariff  as  under  the  Act)  on  application  by  the  party,  notice  having  been  given  tothe  SheriiL'  ' 

WRITS  OF  EXECUTIC  'J. 
Cap.  3S— Amends  the  39  and  30  Vic,  c.  43.  Sections  s  and  o  of  that  Act,  and  sss  of  the  Commoa 
Law  Procedure  Act  are  repealed,  an^  it  is  enacted  that  a  Writ  of  Execution  against  lands  and  tene- 
ments may  issue  at  the  same  time  as  the  Writ  against  goods,  or  at  any  time  theroafter,  but  no  sale 
shall  be  bad  under  it  till  a  return  oi  nulla  bona  in  whole  or  in  psrt,  is  made  upon  the  former  Writ,  nor 
within  13  months  of  the  issue  of  such  Writ  against  lands.  Ar.**  no  such  return  of  nulla  bona  shall  be 
rendered  by  the  Sheriff^U  all  the  debtor's  goods  and  chattels  in  tnc  County  be  exhausted.  If  enough 
is  levied  under  the  Writ  against  goods  the  plaintiff  cannot  have  the  costb  ."f  the  Writ  against  lands, 

OVERHOLDING  TENANTS. 
Cap.  36— Is  "  an  Act  respecting;  overholding  tenants."  It  repeals  the  Act  37  and  38  Vict,  c  jp, 
and  enacts,  when  a  lease,  whether  in  writing  or  verbal,  has  been  terminated  by  a  notice  to  quit  from 
the  landlord  or  otherwise,  and  the  tenant  refuses  to  give  up  possession,  the  landlord  may  apply  to  thit 
County  Judge  setting  forth  the  facts  on  affidavit,  llie  Judge  appoints  a  tim-  ci.d  place  for  inquiry. 
If  it  appear  on  such  affidavit  the  tenant  wrondiilly  holdswithout  colour  of  rigbi',  ..iice  thereof  is  served 
on  the  tenant  3  days  before  the  date  fixed,  i/the  distance  be  30  milos,  and  one  uay  for  each  further  201. 
If  the  tenant  make  default,  or  if  after  summarily  hearing  the  parties  and  witnesses,,  it  appear  that  the 
tenant  holds  without  colour  of  right,  the  Judge  orders  a  Writ  to  issue  in  the  (Queen's  name  to  the 
Sheriff  to  put  the  landlord  in  possession :  otherwise  he  dismisses  the  application.  The  parties  are 
competent  witnesses.  Th%  proceedings  form  part  of  the  County  Court  Records.  The  c.nse  may  be 
taken  up  to  one  of  the  Superior  Courts  by  certiorari  on  motion  before  <He  end  of  the  second  term  after 
the  issue  of  such  Writ,  and  if  such  Court  reverses  the  decision  it  v,;.!;.  issue  a  Writ  to  restore  the 
tenant  to  possession  until  the  question  of  right  be  tried.  The  Superior  Court  may  make  rules  respect- 
ing costs  in  these  cases.  Proceedings  under  this  Act  do  not  stop  the  landlord's  recourse  by  action  qf  E^. 
ejectment.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  apply  to  tenancies  from  week  to  week,  month  by  month,  or  year 
by  year,  or  at  will,  as  well  as  all  others.  In  tenancies  by  the  week  or  month,  a  week  or  a  month's 
notice  to  quit  is  sufficient  to  determine  the  lease.  Service  to  be  made  as  in  respect  of  Writs  and  Pn^ 
ceedings  in  actions  of  ejectment. 

PURCHASE  OF  REVERSIONS 
Cap.  37-Is  "  The  purchasers  of  Reversions  Act  (1868)."    In  case  a  purchase  before  the  Act  of 
anjr  reversionary  interest  is  sought  to  be  set  aside  for  under  value,  the  onus  probandi  m  on  the 
plaintiff.    No  purchase  ;^er  the  Act  shall  be  set  aside  on  such  ground. 

AUCTIONS  OF  ESTATES. 
Cap.  38— Is  "  The  Am  .ions  of  Estates  Act"  A  "  puffer"  is  a  person  appointed  by  the  seller  to 
bid  on  Iiis  behalf  at  such  sale-  Unless  in  the  particulars  of  or  conditions  of  sale  it  is  .stated  that  it  is 
subject  to  a  reserved  price,  or  the  right  of  the  seller  to  bid,  the  sale  shall  be  deemed  to  be  without 
reserve,  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  seller  or  puffer  to  bid,  or  for  the  auctioneer  to  take  a  bid 
from  either  of  them.  If  the  reserve  is  made,  the  seller  or  one  puffer  may  bid  in  such  manner  as  the 
seller  thinks  proper,  but  the  seller  «nay  not  become  the  purchaser. 

AGRICULTURE,  ARTS,  &c. 
Cap.  39— Is  "  An  Act  for  the  encouragement  of  Aericulturc,  Horticulture,  and  Arts  and  Manv- 
factures."    The  Bureau  of  Ai^icuiture  and  Arts  is  attached  to  the  Departmennt  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Agriculture  and  Public  Works.    The  Commissioner  is  ex  offcio  a  member  of  tiie  Council  of  Uk

The  Council,  the  Presidents  and  V.  P's.  of  all 
Ag.  Societieii,  Horticultural  Societies  and  Mechanics' Institutes,  and  subscribers  of  £t  per  annum 
constitute  the  Association.  Subscription  of  |io  constitutes  a  person  a  life  member.  The  Council  and 
the  ex-Presidents  of  the  Association,  and  the  Presidents  and  V.  P's.  of  County  Societies,  Mechanics, 
lions,  and  Hortictltural  Societies  (or  two  members  for  each  elected  in  p.'ace  of

An^  local  J.  P.  may  appoint  con- 
stables to  preserve  order  during  a  fair  or  exhibition.  Any  person  injuring  property,  obstructing  the 
officers  of  the  society,  or  such  constables  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty,  or  improperly  gaiaing  admis- 
sion  to  the  grounds  during  a  show,  may  be  fined  from  %i  to  I20.

MUNICIPAL  INSTITUTIONS. 
Cmp.  30-  Amends  the  Municipal  Institutions  Act,  »q  &  30  Vic,  cap.  st  &  53.  In  place  of  sub- 
section I  of  sec.  Tfjy  it  provides  that  the  amount  to  be  paid  by  a  town  to  the  county,  after  passage  of 
by-law  referred  to,  for  expenses  of  justice,  registry  offic:,  &c.,  and  payment  of  debt,  shall  be  agreed 
upon  or  referred  to  arbitration,  the  agreement  or  award  to  state  the  amount  to  be  an:iUiilly  paid,  and 
for  how  many  years.  Sub-section  5,  is  amended  bv  adding  words  to  iriclude  vlie  ex^ienses  under 
the  registration  Act.  Section  30  is  amended  by  adding  the  alternative  case  i;r  two-thirds  cf  the 
resident  freeholders  and  householders  of  one  or  more  junior  townships,  petitioning  the  county  coancil 
to  be  separated  from  one  and  joined  to  another  adjoining  municipality,  which  Huch  council  may,  by 
by-law,  grant.  To  tlie  end  of  sec  48  a  proviso  is  added,  permitting  the  senior  to  pay  to  the  junior 
county  its  proportion  of  ar-^etsat  the  time  of  separation-  In  place  of  the  sub-section  j  of  section  66  as 
amended,  it  is  provided  that  all  town  councils  shall  have  three  councillors  to  eveiy  ward,  instead  of 
two,  whatever  the  number  of  wards :  to  retire  as  provided  for  ia  case  of  incorporated  towns ;  when 
not  separated  from  county  to  have  a  Reeve  as  well  as  Mayor.  Instead  of  500  "  resident  qualified 
electors,"  "  joo  frcv'iolden  and  householders"  on  the  assessment  roll  is  made  the  title  to  a  deputy 
r^ve  or  additional  deputies  in  towns  not  separated  from  a  county.  The  qualification  of  aldermen 
in  cities  is  made  "  freehold  to  I3000  or  leasehold  to  f  6000."  Section  73  is  amended  by  substituting 
the  words  sheriff's  bailiff  for  sheriff's  officer,  and  by  adding  registrars,  deputy  clerks  of  the  crown,  and 
clerics  of  the  county  court,  to  those  disqualified  firom  being  councillors,  at.d  doing  away  with  the 
disqualification  on  account  of  the  non-payment  of  taxes.  Section  75  is  amended  by  adding  the  words 
"  and  tenani&i"  after  "  householders,"  in  the  4th  line,  and  striking  out  "  but  not  jointly,"  aft  ^r  "  sever- 
ally," and  before  "rated,"  in  the  7th  line.  In  section  76  the  amount  of  rateable  propert*  is  reduced 
in  cities  to  f 500,  in  t  fs  to  II300,  in  incorporated  villages  to  f  200,  and  in  townships  and  Police 
villages  $too.  Section  00  is  so  altered  that  if  the  property  of  ioint  owners  is  rated  for  a  sum  large 
enough,  if  divided  equally  between  them,  to  qualify  each,  tner.  each  is  (rated ;  otherwise  none. 
Section  81  is  so  altered  as  to  make  the  legislative  franchise  in  cities,  towns,  and  incorporated 
villages,  agree  with  the  municipal  fianchi^e  in  the  new  section  76,  except  in  townships  where 
it  is  $300,  In  sub-section  3  of  section  100,  the  words,  "and  a  poll  be  demanded  by  any 
candidate  or  elector"  are  struck  out.  The  word  town&hip  is  struck  out  of  sub-section  7,  3ra 
line.  Sub-section  8  is  so  amended  as  to  cause  the  certificate  of  the  state  of  the  poll  to  be  posted  up 
at  the  town  hall,  instead  of  a  public  declaration.  Sub-section  a  of  section  101  is  so  amended  as  to 
provide  for  the  appointment  of  retuming-officer  by  by-law,  and  sub-section  4  by  providing  for  opining 
polls  without  forimd  demand  at  such  places  as  are  fixed  by  by-law.  Sub-Section  6  is  so  amended  that 
the  town  derk  is  to  prepare  the  poll  books,  writiug  in  the  names  of  candidates  and  the  returning  officer 
(no  poll  clerk  being  referred  to)  to  enter  the  votes  offered.  Section  105  is  so  amended  as  to  make 
the  clerk  of  council  presiding  officer  at  the  election  of  mayors  of  cities.  The  reference  to  a  demand 
of  the  poll  is  struck  out  of  sec  iii.  Among  other  verbal  alterations  in  sec.  194,  a  person  is  rendered 
disoualified  by  becoming  insolvent  under  the  Acts  of  1864  and  1865,  instead  of  by  being  "  declared  a 
bankrupt :"  and  a  return  of  nulla  bona  is  struck  out  among  the  disqualifying  oause&  The  8th,  9th, 
and  13th  lines  are  struck  out  of  sec  156.  By  a  new  section  165,  assessors  are  requirt  i  to  distinguish 
between  freeholders,  householders  andUtumts,  and  a  third  column  is  added  in  which  the  letter  T.  is 
to  btt  catered  for  the  last  class.  Clause  7,  of  sub-section  3  of  sec.  346,  isso  amendei '  as  to  allow  a 
member  of  a  corporation  to  be  appointed  and  receive  pay  as  commissioner,  superintendent,  or  over- 
seer of  any  road  or  work,  and  all  such  payments  made  and  not  contested  iu  the  courts  are  dedared 
legal.  The  clause  is  silent  respecting  the  post  of  valuator.  Sec.  271  is  so  amended  as  to  allow  pay 
to  members  attending  committees  of  council.  In  sec  373  the  words  "  or  any  other  source"  are  added 
after  "  Fund"  in  the  third  line.  In  379,  "  and  incorporated  village"  is  inserted  after  "  Township,"  in 
the  first  line.  A  sub-section  is  added  to  380,  which  makes  it  the  duty  (which  may  be  enforced  on 
the  petition  of  13  fi«eholders)  of  a  council  to  clear  its  part  of  a  stream  passing  through  more  than  one 
raunidpality  when  the  adjoining  one  has  done  so.  The  spscial  rates  to  be  levied  under  sub-section  3 
of  sec  383  are  to  be  levied  "  in  the  same  manner  as  other  tasds  are  levied."  The  words  "  house- 
holders or"  are  struck  out  of  sub-section  3  of  sec  86.  "  Ess^  ^nd  all  articles  required  for  familyuse, 
and  such  as  are  usually  sold  in  the  market,"  are  added  to  sub-section  11  of  sec.  296,  providing  ajgainst 
forestalling,  &c.  "  Butchers"  are  added  aftci-  "  hucksters"  in  sub-section  i3.  The  commissioners 
of  police  are  given  the  power  respecting  cabs,  &c.,  heretofore  held  by  city  councils  under  sub-sec 
31.  "Also  to  remove  tne  same'^^is  struck  out  of  the  3rd  line  of  sub-section  47  :  and  "town"  is  added 
after  "dty"  in  the  ist  line  of  sec.  301.  A  sub-section  is  added  to  269,  authorizing  the  prevention  of 
throwing  rubbish,  &c.,  on  anv  street,  road,  &c.  A  sub-section  is  added  to  345,  allowing  corporations 
to  sell  nghts  to  mine  under  the  roads.  A  proviso  is  added  to  357,  that  aldermen  and  reeves  must 
take  the  qualification  oath  before  acting  as  J.  P.  Salaries  under  s.  3:^1  are  to  be  paid  half-yearly.  373 
isamendedbyinsertiiw  after  "adjudicate'' the  words  "upon,  admit  'o  bail,  dischirge  prisoner,  or 
otherwise  act."  All  wkf  the  word  "law"  in  the^h  line  of  397  is  struck  out.  Section  413  is  so 
amended  as  not  to  render  the  opening  of  a  hou!>e  of  industry  or  refuge  obligatory,  extending  the  timr< 
to  4  years,  and  allowing  cities  and  towns  tojoin  with  counties,  or  unions  of  counties,  without  reference 
to  the  number  of  people,  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  it  Sub-sections  i ,  3,  ^  &  4  of  396  are  made 
)4>plicatde  to  counties  as  well  as.  to  cities,  towns,  &c.  Power  is  given  to  municipalities  to  exempt  for 
5  yean  certain  roanuiacturors  from  taxation.  Counties  having  gravel  or  macadamized  roads  on 
which  no  tolls  are  levied,  are  given  power  of  licensing  and  resulatiag  livery  stables,  and  horses  and 
vehicles  kept  for  hire,  &c,  ftc,  &c.  S.  196  is  amended  by  substiiutmg  the  wori  "clectcs"  for  the 
wards  "those  entitled  to  vote  on  such  by-law,"  iu  sub-section  7,  and  in  the  ne;;t  sub-section  the  terms 
of  qualificatjon  of  leawholders  are  incorporated  in  the  oath  to  be  tuken. 

JOINT  STOCK  COMPANIES. 
Cy.  31— AmoBds  the  Acts  respecting  Joint  Stock  Companies.    Sec.  87  c<*cap.  49  of  the  U.  C 
Coniofidated  StaUttM,  and  sec  6  of  the  39  Vi&,  cap.  36  are  repealed.    A  company  or  M unicipa- 
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Council  neglecting  to  repair  a  toll  road  after  the  notice  provided  in  the  Act  within  the  time  specified  in 
it,  forfeits  all  right  to  collect  toll  nt  the  two  gates  nearest  on  cither  side  to  the  unrepaired  place  :  and 
for  every  three  months  after  the  first  during  which  the  repair  is  not  made,  they  forfeit  the  tolls  at  two 
more  gates,  one  on  either  side  of  those  previously  lost.  When  the  Directors  of  the  Co.  or  the  Council 
pretend  that  the  repairs  have  been  suflicicntly  made  though  the  Engineer  refuses  acceptance,  or  that  the 
original  report  of  the  Engineer  concerning  the  road  was  wronj;,  the  matter  is  referred  to  arbitration. 
The  Directors  or  Council  appoint  one  and  call  upon  the  requisitionists  to  appoint  another,  and  the  two 
appoint  a  tliird,  or  failing  to  do  so  fur  six  days,  the  judge  appoints  him.  Neither  the  Engineer  nor 
any  member  of  CoiKicil  or  the  Co.  can  serve.  Within  6  days  the  arbitrators  examine  and  report  upon 
the  road  ordering  such  repairs  as  they  find  necessary,  and  may  authorise  the  Council  or^  the  Co.  to 
levy  tolls  during  the  reasonable  time  granted  for  such  repairs.  Their  award  in  duplicate  is  to  be  filed 
in  the  first  division  court  and  served  on  the  Council  or  Co.  Should  the  repairs  made  prove  satisfactory, 
they  grant  a  certificate,  or  if  not,  order  iheir  completion,  granting,  or  prohibiting  tolls.  A  fee  of  ^  per 
day  is  allowed  to  arbitrators.  The  Act  33  Vic,  cap.  j^,  sec.  a,  is  amended,  by  striking  out  the  words 
*'  to  his  satisfaction."    The  Directors  of  a  Co.  or  Municipal  Council  are  allowed  to  acquire  or  appro- 

friate  gravel  beds,  or  carrv  away  stone  or  gn^vel  within  a  township  through  which  the  road  passes, 
'ayroent  to  be  settled  under  the  U.  C.  Con.  Stat.,  cap.  49.  The  interest  of  any  Co.  in  a  road  may  be 
sold  by  execution  althoiii«h  the  six  months'  delay  shall  have  expired  before  such  sale,  and  on  repay- 
ment to  the  munici))ality  the  moneys  expended  on  such  road  after  the  expiry  of  the  6  months,  and 
registering  their  certificate  to  that  effect,  the  purchaser  becomes  the  proprietor  of  the  road  with  a 
rignt  to  levy  tolls. 

MUTUAL  INSURANCE  COMPANIES. 
Cafi.  3a — Amends  the  Mutual  Insurance  Co's.  Act.  It  authorizes  such  Co's.  to  elect  a  Vice- 
President  to  act  in  the  alienee  of  the  President.  Acts  heretofore  done  by  V.-P's.  are  declared  valid. 
In  an  action  on  a  Premium  note  the  certificate  of  the  Secretary  of  the  assessment  made  and  amount 
due  on  the  note  in  consequence  is  prima  facie  evidence.  The  cash  premium  forms  no  part  of  an 
annual  assessment.  The  Directors  may  re-insure  risks.  Persons  paying  cash  premiums  once  a  year 
tor  insurance  are  liable  to  no  other  assessment  and  are  not  members  of  the  Co.  unless  epecially  made 
SCI  by  by-law.  The  Co.  may  form  a  reserve  fund  out  of  moneys  in  hand  after  payment  of  losses  and 
exoenses,  or  may  specially  assess  <6r  that  purpose,  devoting  it  to  pay  cff  guarantee  stock  or  other 
liabilities,  meantime  investing  in  Dominion  securities.  Debentures,  tv.ito^  oills,  &c.,  for  not  more 
ilian  one  year  may  be  renewed,  but  the  original  debt  must  be  paid  on  within  two  years,  under  cap.  52, 
i>ec.  60  of  U.  C.  Con.  Stat.  All  parties  assessed  must  be  notified  by  post  Eacn  Co.  must  furnish 
iach  year  to  the  Assembly  and  Lt. -Governor  a  statement  of  the  cash  in  hand,  valu<;  of  real  estate,  of 
bonds  and  mortgages,  public  debt  or  other  stock,  amount  unassessed  of  premiu.n  notes,  amount 
assessed  but  unpaid,  risks  outstanding,  losses  unpaid,  amount  due  on  securities  given. 

BUTTER  AND  CHEESE  MANUFACTORIES. 
Cap.  ^3— Is  "An  Act  to  protect  Butter  and  Cheese  Manufacturers."     It  punishes  any  one

offender  may  be  imprisoned  for  not  more  than  la  days.  Damages  may  also  be  recovered.  No.  J.  P. 
interested  in  a  butter  or  cheese  factory  may  hear  the  complaint.  Any  cheese  or  butter  manufitcturer 
taking  milk  of  his  customers  for  his  private  use  is  liable  to  the  same  punishment.  Appeal  is  given 
under  U.  C.  Con.  Stat.,  cap.  114. 

TRACTION  ENGINES  ON  HIGH  RfiADS. 
Cap.  34— Authorizes  the  use  of  traction  engines  upon  the  high  roads  for  the  conveyance  of  freight 
and  passengers.  They  are  not  to  e?:ceed  ao  tons  weight ;  speed  not  to  be  more  than  6,  nor  in  cities, 
&c.,  more  than  3  miles  per  hour.  The  person  using  it  must  strengthen  the  bridges  and  culverts 
at  his  own  expense,  but  such  expense  is  to  be  divided  with  the  other  owners  of  engines  used  there. 
The  width  of  driving  wheels  is  to  be  13  inches,  of  the  trucks  or  waggons  dravm  4  inches  for  the  ist  z 
tons  load,  and  half  an  inch  more  for  each  further  ton.  They  ate  to  be  stopped  and  assistance  to  pass 
given  to  persons  or  vehicles.  If  run  after  dark  to  carry  a  red  light  in  front  and  green  in  rear.  Run- 
ning through  a  city.  &c.,  a  messenger  is  sent  15  to  30  yard.*  in  advance  canying  a  red  flag  by  day  and 
a  red  lantern  at  night.  Any  city  or  town  may  procure  an  order  from  a  judge  to  stop  such  engines 
running  through  ceuain  streets,  but  not  so  as  to  bar  them  from  passing  through  altogether.  In  the 
case  oftoll  roads,  the  party  using  the  engine  sliall  ,<^ve  notice  before  doing  so  to  the  owners  of  such 
road,  who  shall  thereupon  strengthen  the  bridges  and  culverts,  or  if  they  fail,  thee  the  engine  owners 
may  do  so,  and  deduct  the  expense  out  of  the  tolls  subsequently  incurred.  The  ownei  s  of  the  road 
may  levy  a  special  rate  oftoll  on  each  engine,  truck,  or  wwgon,  and  if  the  engine  owners  consider  it 
unfair  the  rates  are  to  be  settled  by  arbitration.  Cap.  49,  U.  C.  Con.  Sut.  'w.  made  applicable  to  Co's. 
formed  to  use  traction  engines.  An^  one  contravening  the  Act  is  liable  to  a  penalty  of  $<  to  JI25, 
recoverable  before  a  J.  P.  and  imprisonment  in  default,  besides  damages.  Fines  are  to  be  paid  to  the 
Chamberlain  or  Treasurer  of  the  Municipality.    An  appeal  lies  from  sua.mary  conviction  under  it. 

MUSKOKA. 
Cap.  35— Provides  for  the  temiorial  organization  of  M>:skoka.  The  L.  G.  in  C.  may,  by  pro- 
clamation, erect  the  townships  of  Morrison,  Muskoka,  M'  r:k.  Watt,  Cardwell  and  Humphrey,  and 
th^  unorganized  tract  lying  between  the  southern  boundary  of  Humphrey  and  the  river  Severn,  and 
bounded  on  the  west  by  the  western  boundary  of  Hmnphiey  produced  to  the  river  Severn,  (tobeforthe 
purposes  of  this  Act  deUched  from  Simcoe)  arid  the  townships  of  Ryde,  Draper,  Macaulay,  Stephen- 
son. Brunei,  McLean  and  Oakley,  (tp  be  detached  from  Victoria),  and  the  temporary  judicial  disirict 
of  Nipissing  into  such  district.  He  may  appoint  a  stipendiary  mazistrate  to  reside  at  such  place  as 
he  m  ly  direct  in  such  district,  with  a  salary  of  |iooo,  besides  fees  of  J.  P.  and  clerk.  Sections  5  and 
7to8ti  inclusive,  of  cap.  138,  U.  C.  Con.  Stat,  and  the  schedules  are  made  applicable  tothis  district. 
The  L.  G.  in  C.  may  appoint  persons  to  be  J.  P.  there  without  property  qualification,  or  stated 
residence  there.  Appeals  lie  from  their  decisions  to  the  quarter  sessions  for  Simcoe.  A  Registrar 
for  the  district  may  also  be  appointed,  and  the  Registrars  o*"  Niprssinir,  Simcoe  and  Victoria  transfer 
to  him  books  and  papers  referring  to  lands  within  the  new  t  itrict.  The  Superior  Courts  in  Toronto 
may  appoint  commissioners  for  taking  affidavits,  recognizances  and  bail.  For  all  municipal  purposes, 
for  the  administration  of  justice,  except  as  herein  provided,  and  for  representation  i.i  the  Assembly 
these  townships,  ,Irc.,  remain  as  they  were.  But  the  Lt. -Governor  may  detach  other  townships  or 
territnrv  from  Nipissing  and  attach  it  to  Muskoka,  bad  declare  the  latter  a  provisional  {uncial  district 
under  U.  C.  Con.  Stat.,  cap.  138,  sec.  93. 
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LANDS  IN  ALGOMA. 
Caf.  36 — Imposes  a  tax  on  patented  lands  in  Algoma,  of  a  cts.  per  acre.'  The  Cowr.  of  Crown 
Lands  furnishes  a  list  of  all  lands  patented  and  in  c.ich  subsequent  anniiil  list  the  further  land 
patented,  which  list  is  recorded  in  t'le  Treasurer's  books,  with  tlie  amount  of  tax  against  each  lot 
Arrears  due  on  the  31st  December  and  unpaid  on  the  ist  April  are  to  be  carried  forward  with  10  p.  c. 
added,  together  with  the  taxes  for  the  current  year  to  the  account  against  each  lot.  When  such 
taxes  are  3  vears  in  arrears  the  treasurer  issues  his  warrant  to  the  sheriff  of  the  district  or  of  the 
county_  of  York  to  levy  the  same,  after  which  the  Treasurer  himself  cannot  receive  payment.  He 
advertises  the  list  of  such  lands  with  taxes  due  th'ireon  and  notification  of  sale  not  less  than  3  mos. 
nor  more  than  6  after  the  first  public.itiun.  If  taxes  not  sooner  paid  the  sheriff  proceeds  to  sell  lands 
diid  the  purchaser  receiving  his  certificate  holds  them,  but  may  not  waste  the  timber,  &c.,  on  them 
pending  right  to  pay  taxes  to  the  sheriff.  The  owner  may  thus  redeem  within  one  year.  The  costs 
are  added  to  the  taxes  by  the  sheriff  in  levying.  If  not  redeemed  within  a  year,  the  purchaser  under 
the  sheriffs  sale  is  entitled  to  a  deed.  The  taxes  are  payable  at  the  Treasurer's  office  in  Toronto,  but 
be  may  appoint  agents  to  receive  them  within  the  district. 

COLLEGE  OF  DENTAL  SURGEONS. 

Cap.  37 — Is  "  An  Act  respecting  Dentistry,"  and  incorporates  "  The  Royal  College  of  Dental 
Surgeons  of  Ontario,"  with  power  to  establish  a  dental  college  at  Toronto,  appoint  profcisors,  and 
fix  a  curriculum  of  study  and  terms  of  articles  for  students  of  dental  surgery  before  being  licensed  to 
practice.  The  board  is  to  hold  two  sittings  each  year  in  January  and  July  to  examine  students, 
grant  certificates.  &c.  Persons  who  have  been  five  years  in  practice  may  receive  a  license  on  pay- 
ment of  fees.  If  a  less  time,  upon  examination  ana  payment  of  fees,  the  fees  to  be  paid  a  month 
before  the  sitting  at  which  any  person  desires  to  be  examined.  Lists  of  licenses  issued  are  to  be 
furnished  to  the  Provincial  Secretary  each  year.  Persons  practicing  one  year  after  the  passing  of  the 
Act  without  being  a  licentiate  of  the  provincial  college  or  some  dental  college  elsewhere,  or  falsely 
pretending  to  hold  such  license,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  incur  a  penalty  of  fao,  recover- 
able before  any  3  J.  P.  for  each  offence  and  imprisonment  in  default,  and  shall  have  no  action  to 
recover  for  work  done. 

LOCAL  AND  PRIVATE  ACTS. 

Cap,  38— Incorporates  the  Clifton  Suspension  Bridge  Co.  (Sec  also  cap.  83  of  Statutes  of  Canada, 
1868.) 

Cai.  39— Amends  the  charter  of  the  Grey  and  Simcoe  R.  R.  Co.,  chani;ing  its  name  to  the 
"  North  Western  Railway  Co.  of  Canada,"  and  giving  it  power  to  extend  to  Walkerton  and  to  such 
other  point  in  Bruc3  as  the  county  council  may  approve  ;  and  to  connect  with  the  Northern  Rail- 
way, and  thence  pass  through  Grey  to  be  extended  as  aforesaid.  The  time  for  commencing  work  is 
extended  to  1  year  from  the  passing  of  this  Act. 

Cap.  40 — Incorporates  the  Toronto,  Grey  and  Bruce  Railway  Co.  to  construct  a  railway  from 
Toronto  to  the  village  of  Orangeville  or  some  point  in  the  vicinity  thereof,  and  thence  to  Mt.  Forest 
or  Durham,  or  tome  point  in  the  vicinity  of  eitlier,  and  thence  to  the  border  of  Bruce,  and  thence  to 
Southampton,  with  a  oranch  to  Kincardine  on  Lake  Huron,  and  one  from  some  point  at  or  east  of  Mt. 
Forest  or  Durham  to  Owen  Sound,  the  guage  to  be  not  less  than  3  ft.  6  in.,  but  it  may  be  made 
wider.  Capita*  1^3,000,000,  with  power  to  increase.  Municipalities  may  subscribe,  but  any  bonus  so 
given  is  to  be  held  by  3  trustees,  one  to  be  named  by  the  L.  G.  in  C,  one  by  the  Co.,  and  one  by  the 
wardens  of  York,  Peel,  Simcoe,  Wellington,  Grey  and  Bruce,  all  to  be  residents  of  Toronto,  to  be 
deposited  by  them  as  a  special  account,  and  to  be  paid  out  pro  rata  as  the  road  progresses  upon  the 
certificate  of  thn  engineer  as  to  the  sum  expended  and  applicable  on  each  section.  Company  to  be 
organized  as  soot:  as  ^300,000  is  subscribed  and  10  p.  c.  paid  in.  Directors  must  hold  10  shares  of 
stock  (of  $100)  eaci:.  Bonds  may  be  issued  to  the  amount  of  $3,000,003 ;  but  no  greater  amount  is 
at  any  time  to  be  solc^  than  equals  the  actual  expenditure  upon  the  road  from  subscriptions  of  share- 
holders and  bonuses  cf  municipalities.  If  at  any  time  the  interest  or  :hem  is  unpaid  the  bondholders 
may  vote  and  exercise  all  the  rights  of  the  shareholders  at  the  next  annual  meeting  and  thereafter, 
the  bsnds  being  fir-.i  registered  in  like  manner  as  shires.  The  Co.  is  obliged  to  carry  wood  for  fuel 
at  the  rate  for  dry  of  i\  cts.  per  mile  per  cord  from  all  stations  over  fifty  miles  distant  from  market ; 
i  cts.  pei' c^rf'j^r  mile  for  less  distances;  green  wood  si  cts.  per  ton  per  mile,  and  furnishevery 
iacility  for  traffic  in  such  wood.  No  foreign  through  freight  to  be  carried  at  a  less  rate  per  mile  for 
equal  distances  than  local  fteight  The  railway  to  be  begun  in  i  and  finished  in  5  yean,  else  the 
charter  is  forfeited. 

Cap,  41 — Incorporates  "  The  Toronto  and  Nipissing;  Railway  Co."  to  build  a  railway  in  the  most 
direct  line  from  Toronto  through  York,  Ontario,  and  Victoria,  to  such  point  on  Lake  Nipissing  as 
the  Co.  may  select,  with  power  also  to  purchase  or  charter  and  run  steamers  on  BaUam  Lake  and 
Gull  River  ni  connection  with  such  railway,  and  make  arrangements  with  steamboat  proprietors  to 
run  vessels  on  other  lakes  and  rivers  in  said  counties  and  Peterborough.  The  gauge  to  be  3  ft.  6  in. 
or  wider.  Capital  $3,000,000,  with  power  to  i  icrease.  Provisions  respecting  municipal  bonuses  as 
in  cap.  40.  The  Co.  to  be  organized  as  soon  as  $150,000  is  subscribed  and  10  per  cent,  paid  up. 
Directors  must  hold  to  shares  stock  (of  $100)  each.  Bonds  may  be  issued  with  same  limitations  and 
rights  to  bondholders  as  in  cap.  40,  also  same  obligation  resoecting  firewood.  The  road  to  be  com- 
menced within  I  year,  37  continuous  miles  to  be  finished  witnin  three  years,  and  the  whole  within  5 
years,  else  the  charter  is  forfeited. 

Cap  42— Incorporates  the  Port  Whitby  and  Port  Perry  Railway  Company  to  construct  a  railway 
from  a  point  in  the  town  of  Whitby,  on  the  shore  of  Lake  Ontario,  or  in  Port  Whitby  Harbor, 
through  the  town  of  Whitby,  connecting  with  the  G.  T.  R.,  and  thence  through  the  township  «rf 
Whitby  or  East  Whitby,  or  both,  and  Reach,  to  a  point  on  Lake  Scugog  at  or  near  Port  Perry, 
within  the  6th  concession  of  Reach.  Capital  stock,  $300,033,  with  power  to  increase.  Municipal  bonuses 
or  loans  allowed  in  the  usual  way,  to  be  applied  by  the  Co.  to  the  purposes  stated  in  by-law.  Co.  to 
ba  organized  as  soon  as  !£io3,o33  is  subscribed,  and  10  per  cent,  paid  in.  Directors  must  each  be 
holders  of  40  shares  (of  $50.)  Municipal  councils  must  pass  a  by-law  to  grant  a  bonus,  if  a  majority 
of  persons  rated  'n  such  municipality  petition  for  it,  naming  the  amount,  to  be  thereafter  ratified 
under  the  municipal  law.  The  Co.  may  purchase  Port  Whitbv,  and  erect  works  there,  and  at  Port 
Perry.  They  may  own  or  charter  boats  to  navigate  Lake  Scugog,  and  the  inland  waters  into  which  it 
flows  or  with  which  it  is  connected.     Bonds  iniy  bi  isjiml  tn  ths  extent  of  the  paid  up  capital  stock. 

Cap.  43~Authorize3  the  Cobourg,  Peterborough,  and  Marmora  Railway  Company  to  extend  their 
line  from  the  vill.igc  of  AsW>umham,  on  cither  side  of  the  Otonabee  river,  to  some  point  on  the 
Chemung  Likt  or  waters  north  thereof.

'given  up  within  4  weeks,  by  their  trustee,  to  the  directors.  But  tliey  still  hold  their  lien  on  the 
revenues  of  the  road.    The  rights  of  municipalities  are  saved.

They 
may, make  rules  and  resulations  respecting  the  diet,  cTothing,  kc,  of  prisoners,  their  employment,, 
medical  attendance,  religious  instruction,  discipline,  restrain^  3tc.,  and  general  treatment  while  in 
custody,  and  the  whole  internal  economy  and  management  of  the  gaols, -to  be  submitted  to  the 
Lt.  -Gov.  for  approval.  Thsy  are  also  to  inspect  and  report  on  every  hospital  or  chariuble  institution: 
Wholly  supported  by  government,  or  by  money  levied  under  authority  of  law,  twice  in  the  year,  and 
on  those  receiving  government  aid  so  often  as  directed  by  tbt  Lt.-G6v.  Alio  B'eauport  Asylum,  so 
long  asjt  receives  a  gnvemmsnt  grant,  at  least  twice  in  eve^  year.  Also  any  other  asylum  erected 
at  public  expense.  Every  private  lunatic  asylum  once  in  every  ye^r,  and  the  Lt-Gov.  may  upon 
their  rsport  suspend  or  revoke  th<;  license  of  such  asylum.  Inspectors  are  to  report  annually  on  or 
be<ors  the  loth  February.  Special  rieports  On  important  matteta  to  be  madie  at  any  tine  vbe& 
ordered  or  deemed  necessary.

Governor  for  all  the  purposes  -mentioned  in  the  previous  Act,  except  supplying  gas  or  water,  erectmg 
and  worlting  telegraph  Imes  and  works  for  transmitting  timber.  Applicants  must  8[lve  one  month's 
notice  in  the  Official  GazetU  of  the  name  of  the  Co.,  its  object,  the  place  in  which  its  operations  are 
to  be  carried  on,  its  chief  place  or  places  of  business,  amount  of  capiul  stock,  and  number.and  amount 
of  shares  into  which  it  is  to  be  divided ,  the  names,  calling;  and  address  of  the  applicants,  and  the 
names  of  3  to  9  among  them  to  be  the  tirst  directors.  Within  a  month  after  the  last  publication  of 
notice,  they  petition  the  Lieut.  Governor  through  the  Prov.  Secretary,  for  the  issue  of  patent,  reciting 
the  facts  in  the  notice  and  amount  of  stock  taken  up  by  each,  amount  jiaid  in,  and  the  manner  in  which 
paid  in  and  held  by  the  Co.  The  aggregate  taken  must  be  one-half  ofthe  capital  stock ;  the  aggregate 
paid  must  be  10  p.  c.  of  that  subscribed,  or  (  p.  c.  of  the  capital,  unless  total  is  over  $500,004,  when 
a  p.  c.  is  sufficient.  It  must  have  been  raid  in  to  some  chartered  bank,  and  stand  there  at  credit  of 
Co.  or  of  Trustees  therefor ;  unless  the  Co.  require  to  hold  and  use  real  estate.  Then  one-half  the 
required  amount  may  be  invested  therein,  such  property  beicg  held  by  Trustees  for  the  Co..  and  being 
of  the  v^ue  of  such  3^  or  i  p.  c.  of  the  capital  stock.  Petition  may  further  ask  for  the  insertion  in 
letters  patent  of  provisions,  which  may  form  subject  of  a  by-law.  Before  the  letters  patent  issue,  the 
Prov.  Secretary  must  be  satisfied  that  the  notice  and  petition  are  sufficient,  and  the  allegations  of  the 
latter  are  true,  and  that  the  applicants  are  persona  of  sufficient  reputed  means  to  juttiiy  their  incor-. 
poration.  Notice  of  granting  the  letters  patent  shall  be  given  in  the  Official  Gautit,  and  thereupon 
the  Go.  becomes  a  body  corporate,  with  general  corporate  powers  such  as  are  granted  under  special 
Acts.

Night  shooting  ot  any  of  these  birds  except  grouse,  ptarminn,  and  partridge  is 
prohibited.  Nets  or  traps  are  prohibited,  except  for  hares  and  partridges,  and  any  person  fimung 
them  set  may  destroy  them.  The  provisions  for  seisure  and  confiscation  of  game  kiUed  out  of  season 
ara  similar  to  those  ofthe  Ontario  Act,  as  also  for  the  protection  of  en;s  of  birds.  Lynx,  wild  cat, 
mink,  and  marten  are  not  to  be  hunted  or  killed  between  tsth  April  andis:  November ;  otter,  between 
i*t  May  and  ist  November;  beaver,  30th  April  and  ist  September;  mi>r^>  it,  ist  June  and  atst 
October;  and  sale  of  skins  unseasonably  taken  is  ^hibited.    The  penal'  mfringement  of  the 

Act  is  a  fine  of  #1  to  #50,  to  go  to  the  informer,  levuble  before  a  J.  P.,  v  y  convict  on  view, 

imprisonment  for  3  months  in  default    Information  need  not  be  sworn  c         .oceedings  must  be 
taken  within  twelve  months.    Ctrtiorari  is  taken  away  but  an  appeal  grantea  to  the  drcwt  court. 

STORAGE  OF  GUNPOWDER. 
Cap.  ay.— The  Act  ay  and  aS  Vic,  cap.  56,  and  by-laws  passed  undar  it  in  Quebec  and  Montreal 
an  repealed.  Hereafter  there  shall  be  no  powder  magasine  '.  'ithin  the  limits  of  either  city  or  five 
mflea  thereof.  Such  magasines  shall  be  under  regulaticns  'A  the  L.  O.  in  C,  and  require  a  license 
npm  year  to  year  to  be  granted  to  an  officer  named  for  that  purpose,  a  foe  of  |a(  beuucjpaid  therefor. 
Every  place  where  more  than  15  lbs.  of  powder  is  kept  is  a  magaxine  within  the  law.  No  gunpowder 
to  be  stored  or  kept  elsewhere,  within  the  above  limits,  nor  within  15  acres  of  a  main  road  or  dwelling 
house,  except  under  rMjulations.  A  magasine  to  be  licensed  must  be  built  of  stone,  walls  at  least  a  feet 
thick,  covered  with  a  fire-proof  roof  of  metal  which  is  u  sly  attached  to  the  building  bv  its  own  weight. 
It  is  to  be  surrounded  at  a  clear  distance  of  at  least  :ia  feet  by  a  brick  or  stone  wall  to  feet  high,  coped 
with  stone,  with  but  one  opening,  the  door  in  which  must  be  covered  with  brass,  copper,  or  sine.  It 
moat  not  open  towards  the  pubbc  road,  orbs  on  the  same  side  as  the  door  to  the  magazine  itself. 
No  other  materials  to  be  used  in  either  structure  than  utone.  brick,  coppsr.  brass,  wood,  glass,  tin, 
alate,  sine,  or  leather;  floors  to  be  tongued  and  grooved,  and  close  jointed  and  covered,  wherover 
walked  on,  by  hides.  The  magazine  must  have  two  lightning  rods.  Every  proprietor  and  every 
leasee  is  personally  liable  for  any  infringement  of  regulations.  Any  person  keeping  and  selling  gun- 
powder anywhere  without  a  license  incun  a  penalty  of  $53.  Fes  for  yexrly  licsnse,  %*.  Not  more 
than  as  Um.  to  be  kept  out  of  magasine.  The  part  of  a  shop  where  it  is  kept  is  to  bs  designated  in  a 
conspicuous  manner,  and  a  sign  is  to  be  put  up  over  the  entrance,  "licensed  to  sell  gunpowder."  Penalty 
for  neglecting  this,  #50  per  day.  Penalties  under  Act  or  regulations  are  recoverable  before  a  I.  P  , 
who  may  commit  for  two  months  in  default  ofpayment  of  fine.  Cirtiorari  is  taken  away.  To  go 
into  force  34th  February,  1869.  Act  not  to  afiect  military  magazines,  and  conveyance  of  gunpowder 
for  H.  M.  forces. 

LOCAL  AND  PRIVATE.  ACTS. 
Cap.  sS^Provides  that  the  parish  of  St.  Cryille  de  Lessard,  erected  canonically  by  the  Archbishop 
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of  Quebec,  consisting  of  the  fief  Lessard,  two  ranges  of  the  township  Lessard  and  the  unconceded 
lands  between  them  on  the  one  side,  and  fief  Vin  jelotte  on  the  other,  shall  be  a  civil  parish. 

Cat,  29— Annexes  a  portion  of  the  seigniory  of  Belair  to  the  parish  of  St.  Ambroise  and  part  to 
the  paruh  of  St.  Catherine— (See  above— Statutes  of  Canada,  cap.  78.) 

C«>.  30— Divides  the  township  of  Perc^  into  two  municipalities,  one  to  take  the  name  of  Cape 
Cove. 

C0f.  3t— Cures  irregularities  in  the  proceedings  of  Boards  of  Notaries,  in  fiiiling  to  publish  notices 
under  sees.  5,  38  and  39,  cap.  73  Con.  Stat.  L.  C,  and  to  meet  at  times  prescribed  by  sees.  3  and  7. 

Ca/.  3a— Provides  for  tne  appointment  of  fire  marshals  in  Quebec  and  Montreal,  with  power  to 
inquire  into  the  cause  or  origin  or  all  fires  in  either  city :  to  have  all  the  powers  of  a  Recorder.  Jud^e 
of  Sessions  or  Coroner  for  such  purposes,  or  for  the  arrest  of  persons  causing  a  disturbance  at  a  nro 
or  suspected  of  stealing  ther^t  If  the  premises  or  contents  are  insured  the  insurance  companies 
interested  pay  the  costs  of  proceedings.    If  neither  are  insured,  the  city  pays  $xo  fee,  besides  costs. 

Cttf'  33— Amends  the  Acts  incorporating  and  providing  for  the  water  supply  of  Quebec. '  Two- 
thirds  of  tne  Council  must  be  present  at  passing  a  by-law.  The  drainage  tax  is  to  be  imposed  by 
being  entered  in  a  separate  column  of  the  assessment  books.  Power  is  given  to  the  Mayor  or  other 
penon  representing  nim  to  summon  {Persons  to  give  evidence  before  the  Councilor  anv  Committee 
thereof,  and  enforce  dieir  attendance  in  the  same  manner  as  a  court  of  law.

The  drainage  tax  already  impMea  is  declared 
legal,  and  art  a  of  by-law  of  37th  April,  1866.  declared  to  mean  that  the  tax  thereby  imposed  is  over 
and  above  the  other  taxes  sanctioned  by  that  by-law.  When  assessment  roll  is  made  up  for  anv  ward, 
notice  is  to  be  given  in  the  newspapers  and  at  the  church  doors,  and  objectiocs  to  be  ^led  within  one 
month  thereafter.  Parties  oUecting  thereupon  are  to  receive  notice  in  the  same  way,  at  what  time 
complaints  will  be  heard  by  the  assessment  Dbard ;  iu  decision  to  be  final.  When  an  assessor  requires 
to  snp|>ly  an  omission,  or  rectify  an  error,  the  party  affected  shall  have  15  days'  notice  to  appear  and 
state  his  objections  to  such  alteration.  Ctrtiorart  and  apneal  is  taken  away  from  decisions  in  civil 
suits  in  the  Recorder's  Court.  No  wooden  houses  are  to  oe  erected  in  Montcalm,  St  John,  Jaoqnea 
Cartier,  and  St  Roch's  Wards. 

^0/  34— Aathorises  the  Quebec  Gas  Co.  to  mcrease  its  capital  stock  by  ;C30,ooo. 

Cap.  35— Incorporates  the  Quebec  Curlins  Club,  with  power  to  hold  all  properqr  necessary  fbr 
its  actual  use  in  Quebec  or  its  vicinity.  Liability  of  members  limited  to  entrance  tem  and  annoal 
subscription. 

L  4^.  36— Enables  the  incumbent  and  church  wardens  of  St.  Matthew's  Chapel,  Quebec^  to 
enlam  their  chapel,  and  to  t^  a  sufficient  space  of  the  burial  ground  for  that  purpose. 

Ct^.  37— Amends  the  Acts  incorporating  Montreal.  It  provides  for  a  consolidated  fond  of 
15,000^000^  to  be  divided  into  stock  or  shares  and  debentures  of  |ioo  each,  to  be  divided  into  3  classes,

C*p,  10— Gives  a  mortgage  upon  the  property  of  the  Woodstock  Railway  Company  b  ftivoar  of 
the  town  for  a  loan  of  9ao,ooo,  with  a  right  to  seise  and  sell  or  uke  possession  of  the  road  in  defatilt  of 
payment.  In  case  of  lease  of  the  railway  an  amount  equal  to  the  interest  on  the  loan  and  i  per  cent 
more  is  to  be  made  payable  to  the  town,  and  no  lease  for  more  than  three  years  is  to  be  valid  without 
the  consent  of  the  town.

Ca^.  11— Is  a  Suptily  Bill,  granting  for  various  services  163,486. 

ROADS  AND  BRIDGES. 
Cap.  IS— Grants  9169,^  for  the  repairs  of  the  great  and  bye-roads  of  the  Province  and  for 
bridges,  and  repairs  and  maintenance  of  public  buildings  and  for  steam  navigation.  This  sum  is  to  b4 
expended  under  direction  of  the  Board  of  Works,  by  Supervisors  or  Commissioners  appointed  for 
that  purpose,  except  in  York,  Carleton  aijd  Sunbury,  in  which  the  county  inuniciinlitiea  appoint 
Commissioners,  but  take  bonds  from  them  in  favour  of  the  Crown,  and  account,  in  their  turn,  to  the 
govoriftm^nt.  No  person  who  has  been  a  defoulter  respecting  any  public  money  cait  be  elected  Com- 
missioner  for  a  bye-road — the  Lieut.-GovemQr  to  appoint  in  case  of  (iulura  to  elect  eligible  per- 
son or  vacancy  by  death.  Commissioners  are  allowed  5  per  cent,  on  the  anm  j  expnided 
by  them.  Money  is  all  to  be  expended  before  ist  September,  except  for  ccmpletion  of 
bridge  or  removal  of  obstructions.  When  practicable,  all  joba  on  roads  to  be  divided  into  allotmenta 
and  let  after  '.en  days'  notice  by  public  competition.  Where  that  is  not  to  be  obtained,  work  may  be 
done  by  day  laborers  to  the  extent  of  one-fourth  of  the  grant  aUotted.  Commissioners  may,  in 
destitute  settlements,  fiimish  seed  grain  to  settlers,  to  be  paid  for  in  woric  on  bye-roads.  Coraiida- 
sioners  to  give  bonds,  and  furnish  receipts  and  vouchers  Kid  an  account  under  oath  for  all  mooeya 
received  and  expended  by  them  before  ist  December. 

COUNTY  COURTS. 
C^.  13— Amends  the  County  Courts  Act.  ■  Minors  miy  sue  in  these  courts  for  wrges  due  to 
them.  Affidavits  to  be  used  therein  may  be  taken  before  a  County  Court  Judge,  or  JuMge  or  Com- 
missioner of  the  Supreme  Court.  A  Judge  may  order  any  prisoner,  except  on  a  civiiprocest^  to  be 
brought  before  him  as  a  witness,  and  the  Sherm  or  other  officer  biringing  him  is  justified  Ib^  such 
Older,  and  may  adduce  it  as  evidence  under  a  plea  of  general  issue  if  prosecuted.

Any  debtor  in  gaol  or  on 
the  limits  may  apply  to  a  County  Court  Jtidg;e  for  h:s  discharge,  who  may  grant  aii  order,  on  which 
the  Sheriff  or  Gaoler  brings  him  up  for  cxannnation.  Seven  days  notice  to  uo  give.i  to  the  dctainins 
creditor.  If  it  appear  on  sncli  examination  that  the  debtor  h.is  no  property  or  estate  except  that 
mentioned  in  the  istli  section  of  the  .ibovc  cited  Act,  and  a  homeste.id  exempt  by  law ;  and  that 
since  he  was  served  with  the  first  process  in  the  suit  he  h.id  not  directly  or  indirectly  transferred  any 
property,  r£al  or  personal,  intending  to  defraud  the  person  at  whose  suit  hs  is  confined,  or  civeii  any 
unaue  preference,  he  shall  be  discharged  from  confinement.

savings  or  other  bank,  to  be  drawn  out  on  joint  cheque  or  order.  If  not  more  than  $^aa  is  bid,  tlv 
sale  is  not  to  lie  proceeded  with,  the  debtor  retaining  the  property.  Such  property  can  only  be  alienated 
with  consent  of  the  wife,  if  living.  Pioperty  fraudulently  purchased  while  a  person  is  insolvent  cannot 
be  so  exempted.  Costs  of  execution  of  the  writ  may  not  be  taken  out  of  proceeds  of  or  levied  upon 
such  homestead.  Appraisers  wilfiilly  and  firaudulentiy  breaking  their  oath  to  appraise  Justly  are  guilty 
of  felony,  and  liable  to  punishment  for  peijury. 

VENIRE  10  CORONERS  AND  PAY  OF  JURORS. 
Cap.  36.— Whenever  the  Sheriff  is  of  kin  to  either  party  in  a  suit,  or  interested  in  it,  the  wntrt 
for  a  jury  ahall  issue  to  a  Coroner.    Special  jurors  to  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances  as  petit 
jurors. 

CORONERS  FOR  ST.  JOHN. 
Cap.  37— The  Lieut.  Governor  may  appoint  as  many  Coroners  for  the  citv  and  county  of  St 
John  as  he  deems  necessary,  not  exceeding  two  for  the  city  and  one  for  each  pariui. 

GAOL  LIMIT  BONDS. 
Cap.  38. — Any  gaol  limit  bond  taken  for  or  on  behalf  cf  any  person  for  non-payntent  of  rates  or 
taxes  may  be  assigned  to  the  collector  for  the  parish,  and  sued  upon  by  him  if  forfeited. 
Cap.  39. — The  Act  of '30  Vic,  relating  to  gaol  limits,  is  repealed. 

LEGISLATIVE  COUNCIL. 
Cap.  30.— The  number  of  CouncilWs  is  hereafter  to  be  eighteen.    The  Lieut.  Governor  may 
appoint  persons  to  fill  vacancies  and  to  keep  up  that  number.    To  bo  eligible  a  person  must  be  23 
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yrara  of  Kge,  a  tubjact  of  Her  Majesty  by  birth,  or  naturaXied  under  an  Act  of  Great  Britain  or  of 
one  of  the  Provinces  forming  the  Dominion.  He  mutt  hold  $3,400  in  real  eetate,  and  must  be  resident 
within  the  Province.  His  plaoe  becomes  vacant  by  resignation,  absence  during  two  sessions  without 
leave  ftom  the  Lieut.  Governor,  taking  the  oath  of  allegiance  to,  or  becoming  a  subject  or  citisen  of  a 
foreign  State  or  Power,  insolvency,  or  oecoming  a  public  defaulter,  being  attainted  of  treason,  or  con- 
victed of  felony  or  any  infamous  crime,  and  ceasing  to  reside  or  hold  the  property  qualification. 
8uestions  of  Qualification  of  a  Councillor  to  be  heard  and  determined  by  the  Council  itself.  The 
suncil  is  to  cnoose  its  own  President,  and,  in  case  of  his  temporary  absence,  may  choose  a  President 
4r«  Umptt.  Eight  members  necessary  for  a  quorum,  unless  the  Legislature  otherwise  determine. 
Before  taking  his  teat,  a  member  must  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  and  make  a  declaration  of 
qindification. 

LOCAL  AND  PRIVATE   ACTS. 

Cap,  31— Amends  the  Act  authorising  the  Council  of  the  city  of  Fredericton  to  contract  a  loan 
and  grant  money  in  aid  of  the  Fredericton  Branch  Railway.  Debentures  may  be  ittued  bearing  aa 
high  a  rate  of  interest  as  8  per  cent.  City  Council  may  issue  |io,ooo  of  the  loan  on  the  ist  April, 
1868,  taking  security  for  the  grading  of  nve  miles  or  repayment ;  and  the  balance  of  the  #40,000  on 
•uch  security  and  at  such  times  as  they  deem  best.  The  debentures  and  interest  coupons  to  l>e  a 
Ant  charge  upon  the  revenues  of  the  city. 

Cap,  3a— Grants  the  City  Council  power  to  allow  the  Railway  Company  to  lay  its  track  through' 
and  along  certain  streets,  and  take  possession  of  and  occupy  certain  oroperty  of  the  city.  The 
wharf  to  be  constructed  by  it  at  the  foot  of  Westmoreland  or  near  to  the  foot  of  Sunbury  street  only 
to  be  used  for  railway  purposes,  and  no  tolls  or  top  wharfage  to  be  charged  for  vessels  lying  and 
loading  or  unloading  thereat.  Also  to  grant  power  to  lay  a  track  from  Salamanca  crossing  the 
Fredericton  and  St.  John  road  at  Esele's  bridge,  thence  along  the  St.  John  to  Wesmoreland  street. 

Cap.  33— Incor])orates  the  Fredericton  Hotel  Company,  with  a  capital  of  810,000  divided  into 
500  shares.  Operations  to  be  commenced  ^hen  100  pharos  are  subscribed.  Five  directors  to  be 
choaen  annually.  Each  share  to  have  a  vote  and  proxies  allowed.  Shares  are  forfeited  for  non- 
payment of  calls,  and  to  be  sold  by  auction.  Balance  of  proceeds,  however,  after  paying  cost  of 
aeiling,  calls  due,  .ind  interest,  to  be  refunded  to  the  former  shareholder.  No  recourse  is  given  to 
creditors  of  the  Company  against  the  property  of  individual  shareholders,  even  for  arrears  ofcalla  or 
aaaessments. 

Cap,  34— Continues  the  several  Acts  providing  for  the  support  of  the  police  of  St.  John, 


audi  award  as  they  make  to  the  J.  P.,  who  shall  hand  it  over  to  the  party  entitled  to  receive  it. 

Cap.  36— Amends  the  law  respecting  municipal  asceasments  in  St.  John.  Any  person  carrying 
on  any  business  or  having  any  office  or  dace  of  business  or  any  occupation,  employment  or  profes- 
sion. In  St.  John  is,  for  the  purposes  or  assessment,  an  inhabitant  thereof.  The  principal  place  of 
business  of  a  company  or  corporation  in  St.  John  constitutes  it  an  inhabitant  there.  Foreign  com- 
panies doing  business  t]>ere  are  to  be  assessed  on  the  revenue  derived  firom  its  business  there,  which 
the  agent  or  manager  must  state  under  oath.  If  he  fail  to  do  so,  the  assessors  may  asseu  to  the  best 
ofth3trjudgment,anfl  their  dedsiop  is  final.  The  mi>nager  or  agent  is  responsible  for  the  astets- 
nents.  No  shareholder  is  to  be  assessed  on  his  stock  or  shares  in  a  compamv.  Taxea  are  a  special 
lien  for  two  vears  upon  real  estate.  They  may  be  recovered  either  firom  the  owner  or  occupier, 
the  tenant  being  first  served  with  notice ;  and  claims  for  taxes  having  precedence  over  all  other  liens 
on  goods  and  chattels,  &c.  Certain  errors  in  the  assessment  rolls  may  be  corrected  by  the  assessors 
at  any  time  before  a  new  one  is  levied.  Executions  issued  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  under  the  Act  of 
the  a9th  Vic.  shall  run  to  any  part  of  the  County  of  St.  John  as  well  as  the  city.  The  assessors  are 
to  search  the  registry  of  shifi^ing  and  public  departments  when  bond .  and  other  public  securities  are 
registered  for  information,  and  pay  the  necessary  fees.  Assessment  is  not  to  be  levied  on  freight  or 
loamings  of  any  steamer  or  other  vessel  entering  or  clearing  the  port. 

Ca>.  37— Incorporates  the  "  Carleton  (St.  John)  Shipwright's  Shipbuilding  and  Trading  Com- 
pany," for  the  purpose  of  building  ships  or  vessels,  and  freighting,  chartering  or  trading  with  or 
selling  the  same,"  Ac.  Permanent  capital,  $400,000,  in  shares  of  gio.  An  accumulation  capital  to 
be  formed  of*  per  cent,  of  the  first  cost  of  eadi  vessel  after  paying  debts  of  Company,  but  before  any 
dividend ;  to  oe  used  for  charges  or  losses  on  such  vessel  and  building  others  to  replace  her.  To 
hold  real  estate  worth  |i3,ooo.  There  are  to  be  seven  Directors,  of  whom  one  shall  be  President : 
four,  including  him,  to  be  elected  each  year ;  qualification,  live  shares,  35  per  cent,  paid  up. ,  One 
share  gives  a  vote,  and  three  more  a  second  vote.  No  person  to  have  more  than  two.  Proxies  in 
the  hands  of  shareholdera  allowed.  Shares  may  be  issued  tc  be  paid  for  by  monthly  instalments ;  but 
no  i>erson  shall  hold  more  than  two,  until  he  has  paid  up  something  on  them.  Shares  may  be 
forfeited  and  sold,  and  the  amount  appropriated  to  a  reserve  fund.    Operationa  not  to  commence  till 

S[,ooo  are  subscribed  and  #1,000  paid  up,  and  certificate  thereof  lodged  with  the  Provincial  Secretary, 
o  Director,  except  the  President,  to  receive  »ny  salary  or  allowances. 

Cat.^  38---Autnorises  the  Rev.  Edgar  Lo  /ell  Foster,  Congregationalist  Minister  at  St.  Stephen, 
after  talcing  the  oath  of  allegiance,  to  solemnize  marriages. 

Cap.  39— Authorizes  George  McLeod  and  James  Cameron  to  erect  booms  across  and  along  the 
shores  of  the  River  Richibougnacacis,  near  mills  owned  by  them,  to  enable  them  to  sort  the  lumber 
pnnng  down  and  retain  their  own.

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THE  CUSTOMS  ACTS. 


'  The  former  enitonu  tews  t>f -the  aeveral  Provinces  of  the  Dominion  Iisvb  becAconsoKdstad  byiho 
AotSlVlc.  Ctp.6,  of  the  Dominion  Leglslatnro,  which  U  a  long  Act  of  141  dauiei.  and  (Umlahesa 
oiomplete  general  wxle  upon  the  tubject.  The  fbUowIng  U  an  abitract  of  the  law,  to  which  la  alao 
ajppendad  an  abitract  of  other  Dominion  Acts  affecting  the  Customs  :— 

Unennmerated  articles  bearing  a  close  resemblance  to  enumerated  are  to  be  charged  with  the  duty 
of  the  enumerated:  articles  compounded  of  two  materials  to  be  charged  with  same  duty  aa  highest. 
The  O.  In  0.*  may  declare  duty  In  doubtfUl  caies. 

Goo'ls  must  not  00  brought  Into  the  Domlolon  except  at  a  port  of  entry,  or  carried  past  such  port, 
or  unladen  until  entrylduly  made,  upon  pain  of  forfeiture,  or  payment  of  cUbt  hundred  dollars  penalty. 

The  Master  of  any  vessel  arriving  m  a  Canadian  port,  or  any  vessel  plying  on  Inland  waters  or 
carriage  must  report  at  Cuatom  House  before  breablng  bulk,  bu*  suflbranco  wharves  and  warehouses 
may  bo  established  by  tho  O.  In  0.  where  goods  arriving  In  vessels.  In  transit  for  other  porlt,  may  bo 
landed  or  stored  before  completing  entry.  Tesseta  on  coastwise  voyage  may  nlso  bo  freed  fh>m  certa  n 
rormalltles.  Seagoing  vessels  nhail  complete  entry  wltbln  three  days,  and  masters  of  vessels  on  Inland 
waters,  or  persons  !■  ciarge  <it  carriage,  within  twenty-four  hourb  after  arrival. 

If  goods  are  not  duly  entered.  tb«y  may  be  taken  by  offlcers*to  warehouse  and  sold  after  one  moa\h. 
Packages  of  which  the  oontenta  are  unknown  to  the  consignee,  or  which  the  collector  suspects  not  to 
correspond  with  entry,  may  be  opened  and  examined.  If,  In  latter  case,  goods  do  not  correspond  with 
entry,  they  are  fbrfelted.  ' 

The  quantity  and  v«!ue  of  all  goods  are  to  bo  entered  whether  subject  to  duty  or  not.  Purplui 
stores  of  vessel  must  bo  entered  and  duty  paid  thereon,  or  warehoused  te  be  re-exported.  Vesiols 
entering  Out  of  AnnapollH,  may  report  either  at  DIgby  or  Annapolis.  Yessels  entering  the  Great 
Bras  d'Or  te  report  where  M.  C*  may  (Tom  time  to  time  direct. 

Abatement  Is  to  be  allowed  of  duties  on  goods  damaged  by  water,  or  lost  or  destroyed,  after  entry 
made  uut  before  landing.  When  necessary  for  repairs  to  unload  vessel,  goods  may  be  placed  la  ware- 
house In  custody  of  collector.  OOois  sold  fbr  payment  of  salvage  are  exempt  from  duty.  Goods 
derelict,  flotsam,  jetsam  or  wrecked  are  liable  to  duty,  less  abatement  for  damage,  and  may  be  sold  for 
payment  of  duty :  but  this  does  not  apply  to  goods  In  custody  of  any  commlisioncr  for  Isle  Sablo. 

Goods  admitted  free  as  Importad  (or  the  use  of  Her  MoJesty's  troops  become  liable  to  duty  if  sold. 

The  allowance  for  tare  Is  to  be  fixed  by  the  0«  In  0.,  except  In  casies  where  it  is  suecllled  in  invoice 
and  sworn  to.  Oollcctoror  appraiser  may  take  samples  of  goods  to  ascertain  proper  duty. 
'  Appraisers  are  to  be  appointed  at  any  port  where  Governor  may  think  It  advisable.  At  other  portt 
collector  acts  as  appraiser.  In  cases  where  od  valorem  duties  are  imposed  the  "  value  shall  be  undi  r- 
stood  to  bo  the  fair  market  value  thereof  In  the  principal  marketa  of  the  countrv  whence  the  same  were 
ekportcd  directly  to  Canada."  Goods  exported  from  such  country,  bona  Jldo  tor  Canada,  may  b; 
so  entered,  althougu  they  "  pass  intranntm  through  another  country,"  un<ier  any  order  in  Council 
providing  regnlatlona  In  that  behalf.  "  The  flilr  market  value  forduty,"  shall  be  tho  fhir  market  value 
of  goods  in  the  usual  and  ordinary  commercial  acceptation  of  the  term  at  theusnsl  and  ordinary 
credit,  and  not  tho  cash  value  of  such  goods,  except  in  Cises  In  which  the  article  Imported  is  bv  unlveroal 
usage  considered  and  known  to  be  a  cash  article  and  so  botta  M«  paid  for  In  all  transactions."  No 
discounts  for  cash  are  to  bo  allowed,  butcash  invoices  are  sublect  to  addltlonaby  coUeotor  or  appraiser. 
:  Standards  for  sugar  duties  are  to  bo  flxedDy  the  M.  0.  and  (ttmlshed  to  the  various  coih^ctors. 
'  Sight  bills  of  entry  may  ba  made  whenever  Importer  or  consignee  declares  he  has  not  full  informa- 
tijon,  or  ho  declares  no  invoice  has  been  found  accompanied  by  deposit  of  money  estimated  suf&ctent 
to  meet  duty  by  officer.  In  other  cases  an  entry  cannot  be  passed  without  an  invoice.  The  invoice 
must  bo  sworn  to  as  correct  by  the  owner  and  tne  importer,  or  agent  specially  authorized,  whenever 
required  by  the  loUector.  The  Importer  may  add  to  the  invoice  value  so  as  to  give  in  tho  entry  the 
true  value  forduty.  Any  person  who  makes,  sends  or  brings  a  Alse  Invoice  into  Canada  for  customs 
purposes,  shall  not  recover  any  part  of  the  purchase  money  of  such  goods,  and  the  existence  of  any 
other  invoioe  of  the  same  goods,  or  any  part  of  them,  from  the  same  person  at  a  higher  price  is  prima 
/oeis  proof  of  such  fraud.  Collectors  are  to  keep  all  Invoices  and  grant  copies  of  them,  which  whe  1 
certified,  may  be  used  as  evidence.  Collector  or  appraiser  may  examine  parties  under  oath  to  aseertain 
value  of  goods,  and  any  one  refusing  to  attend  to  be  examined  ahaU  incur  a  penalty  of  ISO,  and  if  tlie 
owner,  importer  or  consignee  swear  fhlsely,  their  goods  aie  forfeited.  If  importer  is  dissstlsflei  with 
appraisement  he  may  notify  collector  that  he  appeals,  when  two  merchants  fimiliar  with  character 
and  value  of  the  goods  are  to  be  chosen  by  Mm,  who  aro  to  settle  it— th^  disagreeing  the  collector  to 
dfccldo  between  tuem.  If  the  value  as  flncUy  settled  by  appraisement  is  twenty  per  cent,  or  over  more 
than  the  Invoice  price,  then  fifty  per  cent..  Is  added  to  the  duty  otherwise  payable.  The  duties 
to  be  paid  are  finally  settled  by  the  collector  unlsss  appeal  to  the  U.  C.  is  made  within  ten  days.  And 
duties  must  be  paid  accordin?  to  bis  decision  and  cannot  be  recovered  back  by  action  at  law  unless  sucb 
action  be  instltutnit  within  sixty  day.q.  Where  the  value  of  goods  Is  in  dispute  the  collector  miy  levy 
tho  duty  (after  dcductiuK  one  eleventh)  in  kind,  at  the  value  assigned  to  them  by  tho  Importer.  Uo  may 
also  when  expedient  taico  the  goods  on  payment  of  that  valuation  with  one  tenth  added  and  chnrgrs 
and  sell  them  on  government  account.  Oolleclur  must  order  ono  package  in  any  entry,  or  one  in  ten,  to 
be  opened  and  examined,  and  finding  rco's  not  mentioned  in  invoice  or  not  correctly  described,  or 
firaudulently  under  valued,  or  false  statement  concerning  them  has  been  made  on  oitb,  forfliits  the 
goods.  The  remaining  packages  of  goods,  not  being  examined,  may  be  delivered  under  bond  to  the 
officers  to  be  fbrthcoming  If  demanded  within  3  days,  after  which,  and  after  twenty  four  hours  <otlco 
to  tho  officers  to  proceed  with  the  examination,  they  are  released.  The  onus  of  proof  of  compliance 
with  law  Is  on  the  Importer. 

'  Goods  en  which  duty  has  been  paid  may  be  branded,  and  the  importer  may.  If  he  require  |tj  within 
tUlrirtlars,  have  awritten  permit  sotting  forth  the  goods  on  which  be  has  paid  duty.

Goods  may  bo  warehoused  and  bonded  for  re-exportation  or  payment  of  duty  at  any  of  thes  1  ports, 
or  fhey  may,  under  regnlatlona  by  G.  in  C,  be  warehoused  without  bond  In  pUces  under  tho  Queen's 
lock.  Goods  takonoutforrc-rxportatlon  and  landed  again  in  Canada,  are  forfeited.  While  in  ware- 
house they  aro  liable  for  freight  as  if  on  shipboard.  Goods  taken  out  of  warehouse  are  liable  to  the 
duties  at  time  they  arc  so  taken  out.   Cattle  and  swine  may  be  slaughtered,  and  grain  ground  In  bond,

proprte<  nay  bo  substHuted  for  old.  Goods  removed  without  Icavo  of  collector  aro  forfoltod.  Bonds 
aro  ala '  '  .^  tired  (br  exportation  of  goods  tikeu  out  for  that  purpose.  No  ono  but  owner  or  goods  or 
master  -f  v-  isel  can  so  enter  them  for  export. 

Any  vessel  leaving  any  port  must  bo  entered  outward  by  her  master  setting  forth  owneri>,  country 
tonnage,  crew,  cargo  and  destination,  under  a  penalty  of  four  hundred  dollars.  The  O.  in  C.  may 
require  such  statistical  Information  as  ho  may  deem  necessary  in  such  entry  outwards,  ll'ports  may 
be  made  by  purser!  of  steamers  Instead  of  masters.  A  bill  of  nealtb  may  be  given  by  collector  when 
raqntred. 

Any  person  smuggling  goods,  or  making  ftilse  entry.  Is  liable  to  a  penalty  of  two  hundred  dollars  or 
imprisonment  for  one  year,  or  both.  A  person  oiferlng  goods  for  salo  pretending  tbem  have  been  smuggled 
ftnnits  tbem  and  trebio  their  value,  or  is  liable  to  a  Quo  of  two  hundred  doUirs.  A  per  on  kno  a  ligly  pur- 
chasing or  harboring  smuggled  goodii  fi>rf<.'ltthem  and  treble  their  value.  Any  Uvo  or  mens  persons  round 
togolber,  one  of  tbem  baying  smuggled  goods,  are  all  llablo  f\,r  m  sdem.  anor.  Ho  who  blrea  or  directs 
otner  to  assist  In  smuggling  rorfeits  one  hundred  dolt.  rs.  Any  person  concealing  or  rsmoving  warehoused 
goods  is  liable  to  like  punishment  as  one  smuggling.  If  o.o  enters  a  warohousa  without  leavo  or  not  In 
presence  of  ofllcer  he  forfeits  one  hundred  uollarr-.  If  any  ono  alters  or  dcioces  customs  marks,  he 
forfeits  five  handred  dollars.  Spirits  (unless  from  United  Kingdom  or  in  bond  from  a  warehouse  In 
some  otasr  Brit'sb  possession)  or  under  special  regulation  of  G.  la  U.  on  the  fubjeot.must  be  imported 
in  casks  or  vetscla  holding  not  less  than  100  gallons,  and  la  decked  vessel  of  not  less  than  thirty  tons,rIse 
■re  Ibrftlted.  Vessels  used  In  carrying  forfeited  goods  aro  also  forfeited.  A  vessel  hovering  on  the 
coast  wltliln  three  miles  may  be  bearde>l,  and  if  bound  elsewhere  ordered  to  rrocccd.  l  r  she  does  not 
do  sa  she  may  bo  brought  Into  port  and  ncr  cargo  examined,  and,  if  prohibited  goods  are  found  on 
board  atai  shall  be  Ibrfeltud.  Persons  on  boarl  smuggling  vesseH,  knowlog  tbem  to  bo  such,  forfelttlW. 
Offloers  must  have  free  ^oess  to  all  parts  of  vessels  and  all  goods  on  board.  For  forging  customs  mark 
or  brand  tbo  penalty  Is  tZfti  or  imprisonment  for  ono  year.  F>  roing  rapers  to  bo  punished  as  a  misde- 
meanor. For  untruo  affirmations  not  otherwise  provided  for,  penalty  llOO.  Any  revenue  offloer,  sberlir, 
J.  P.  or  any  other  person  resident  more  than  10  miles  from  any  offlco  of  customs,  ond  authorized  by 
collector  or  J.  P.  may  en  information  or  reasonable  grounds  of  suspicion,  search  for  and  examine  g«ods 
suspected  to  be  smuggled,and  to  that  end  stop  any  vessel  or  vehicle  and  effect  8elture,and  call  on  other « 
to  ass'st  him,  and  if  person  In  charge  reftise  to  biop  when  summoned  to  do  so  in  tbe  Queen's  name  he 
shall  forfeit  Hxm.  An  officer  attended  by  a  peace  ouiccr  may,after  having  made  cath  that  he  has  reason- 
able cause  to  suspect  smuggled  itoods  are  secreted  in  a  building,  search  It  during  tho  day,  and  if  reftised 
admission,  may  force  it,  after  flrst  having  declared  why  ho  does  so.  Officers  having  procured  a  "  writ 
of  assistance  "  from  a  superior  court  may  search  by  day  or  night,  writs  of  aulstanco  to  last  for  a  wholo 
lelgn  and  twelvo  months  after.  Persons  may  be  searched  by  officers,  it'  they  resist  they  forfeit  tioo, 
but  they  may  demand  to  go  before  a  Justice  of  the  peace,  who  may  order  the  search  If  reasonablr  cause 
Is  shown,  otherwise  discharge  the  party.  If  search  made  w.thout  reasonable  cause  the  officer 
forfelta  $to.  Females  must  be  searched  by  female  searchers.  Goods  sels:d  as  liable  to  forfeiture  must  be 
taken  to  the  nearest  custom  house  within  48  hours.  If  cantnred  by  police  officer  as  stolen  as  well  as 
smuggled,  they  are  to  be  taken  to  the  police  offlco  and  kept  till  after  trial,  notice  being  forthwith  given  to 
the  nearest  collector.  After  trial  thry  are  to  be  sent  to  collector  to  be  dealt  with.  Polico  officer  forfeits 
ilOO  for  F<egleotlng  tbis  section.  Any  person  ta'  Ing  any  goods  seized  and  detained  by  officer— whether 
owneroro.her— Is  guilty  of  theft,  and  punlsbabis  therefore,  i'ersons  resUtIng  officers  with  violence, 
firing  at  or  wounding  them,  firing  on  a  vessel  employed  by  them,  destroying  seized  good!)  or  vessel,  or 
custom  house,  or  i  aving  goods  lioble  to  seizure,  and  being  armed  or  dlfgiilsed,  shall  be  guilty  of  telmy 
and  punishable  therefor.  Every  officer  conniving  at  smuggling,  or  any  ono  bribing  or  offering  to  bribe 
an  officer  to  connive  at  smaggUng.shall  forfeit  S20aO.Proc83dlngs  for  condemaatton  ofgoods  of  less  value 
than  flOO  may  be  had  before  two  Justlcrsof  tbe  peace.  Thoso  far  larger  sums  before  tbo  usual  civil 
couits.  Notice  of  such  prOcea  lings  must  be  postsdupin  tho  clerk  or  prothonotary's  and  colli^ctor's 
offices,  and  on  the  vessel  or  house  whore  seizure  Is  made,  or  nearest  public  places.  Any  persons  claiming 
the  goods  as  not  liable  to  forfeiture  must  eivo  notice  of  claim  within  one  month  after  selzuie,  and  put  in 
claim  within  one  week  after  such  posting  If  hobasglvcn  notice  ofclulm.  At  end  of  month  after  posting, 
court  proceeds  to  tar  ar  and  deternimo  the  case.  Oialm  must  bomado  In  owner's  i;ame,  ami  securliy 
must  be  given  for  penalty  and  costs.  Things  seized  may  be  sold  as  condemned  without  legal  proceedings 
unlets  notice  of  claim  is  fVied  by  some  one  within  tho  month.  Goods  may  be  given  up  to  tlte  claimant 
upon  his  depositing  sufficient  money  or  putting  In  sufficient  security.  Cattle  and  ucrlshablo  articles 
seised  mny  be  sold  oa  If  condemned,  unless  sucn  money  or  security  Is  fbmUhed,  and  proceeds  handed 
over  to  claimant  if  articles  are  not  condemned.  All  such  sales  must  bo  by  public  auction.  All  actions 
for  penalties  or  forfeitures  must  be  brought  within  three  years.  An  appeal  Is  granted  from  tbo  decisions 
of  J.  P.  and  county  orclrcnit  courts.  If  probable  causa  of  seizure  bo  certified  In  a  case  wher  ■  goods 
aie,  nevertheless  are  not  condemned,  only  nominal  damages  and  i  o  cos's  can  bo  given  against  the 
otBcer,  the  M.  0.  may  at  any  time  restore  the  things  seize  i  and  th ;  claimant  accepting  thcai  the  cby 
waivea  all  right  to  damages.  An  officer  must  have  a  month's  no  Ico  of  any  action  for  damages  against ,, 
him.  andtae  may  tender  arnmd,  which  if  found  sufficient  shall  ca''ry  costs  In  bis  favor:  such  actions 
must  bo  brought  within  three  months. 

Tho  G.  m  C.  may  make  regulations  respecting  horses,  vehicles  and  baggage  of  possengeini  or 
respecting  goods  passing  through  any  portion  of  Canada  over  ca  als  or  railroads  and  not  unlade  In 
tbe  country ;  also  for  exemption  from  duty  of  lumber  from  Oanaillan  loss  taken  Into  the  United  States 
to  bo  sawed,  or  of  meal  or  flour  taken  thither  to  be  (nrouiid,  abo  cxcnip  In?  all  goods  i  ro::;ucc(t  In 
Prince  Edward  Island  and  Newfoundland ;  for  the  distribution  of  psualtles  an-l  proceeds  of  forf.

The  breach  of  such  regulations 
shall  be  punished  by  forfeiture  cr  fine  of  fiiio.

Miscellaneous  Pbotisions. 

The  following  provisions  are  found  in  the  Customs  Act  :— 

The  duty  of  fifteen  per  cent,  ad  valorem  is  payable  on  all  goods  not  charged  with  any  other  dnty 
and  not  declared  free  of  duty. 

The  value  for  duty  on  which  the  ad  valorem  duties  Imposed  upon  sugar,  molasses,  melado,  symp  of 
sugar  or  sugar  cane,  syrup  of  molasses  or  of  sorghum,  concentrated  melado  or  concentrated  molasses, 
and  sugar  candy,  shall  be  calculated  and  taken,  shall  Includo  the  value  of  the  packages  containing  the 
same,  and  the  sblppln.;  and  other  charges  on  such  ortlcles  and  the  volue  for  duty  shall  be  the  valuo  of 
the  goods  "free  on  board"  at  the  place  or  port  whence  last  exported  direct  to  Canada;  and  the 
Governor  In  Council  shall  hare  power  do  declare  what  charges  shall  bo  Included  In  such  value  so 
defined ;  and  the  Governor  In  Council  shall  have  power  to  Interpret,  limit  or  extend  the  meaning  of  the 
conditions  upon  which  It  is  provided  In  Schedule  C  that  any  article  may  bo  Imported  free  of  duty  for 
special  purposes  or  for  particular  objects  or  interests ;  and  to  make  regulations  either  for  declaring  or 
defining  what  cosss  shall  come  within  the  conditions  of  the  said  Schedule,  and  to  what  objects  or 
Interests  of  an  analogous  nature  the  same  shall  apply  and  extend,  and  to  direct  the  payment  or  non- 
payment of  duty  In  any  such  case,  or  the  remission  thereof  by  way  of  drawback  if  such  duty  has  been 
paid. 

Any  other  articles  than  those  mentioned  In  Schedule  D,  being  of  the  growth  and  produce  of  any  of 
the  British  North  American  Provinces,  may  be  specially  exempted  from  Customs  duty  by  order  of  the 
Governor  in  Council. 

Any  or  all  of  the  articles  mentioned  In  Schedule  D,  when  the  growth  and  produce  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  may  be  imported  into  Canada  from  the  said  United  States  ft'ee  of  duty,  or  at  a  less 
rate  of  duty  than  Is  provldea  in  the  said  Schedule,  upon  Proclamation  of  the  Governor  in  Council, 
whenever  the  United  States  shall  provide  for  the  importation  of  similar  articles  from  Canada  Into  that 
country,  free  of  duty,  or  at  a  less  rate  of  duty  than  is  now  imposed  on  the  importation  flrom  Canada  of 
such  articles  Into  the  United  States. 

<  Packages  of  every  description  in  which  goods  are  usually  Imported,  and  cases  covering  casks  of 
wine  or  brandy  in  wood,  and  cases  containing  bottled  wine  or  bottled  spirits,  or  other  llauors,  shall  be 
free,  except  only  bottles.  Jars,  dem^ohns,  brandy  casks,  barrels,  or  other  packages  in  which  spirituous 
liquors,  wines,  and  malt  liquors  are  contained,  and  carboys  containing  snlphuric  acid. 

The  Governor  in  Council  may,  under  Bogulatlons  to  be  made  fbr  that  purpose,  allow,  on  the 
exportation  of  goods  which  have  been  Imported  into  Canada,  and  on  which  the  duty  of  Customs  has 
been  paid,  a  drawback  equal  to  tl:3  duty  so  paid ;  and  In  cases  to  be  mentioned  In  such  Regulations 
and  subject  to  such  provisions  a^  may  be  therein  made,  such  drawback  may  be  allowed  on  duty  paid 
goods,  manufactured  or  wrought  in  Canada,  Into  goods  exported  therefrom  as  aforesaid,  and  the  period 
within  which  such  drawback  may  be  allowed  after  the  time  when  the  duty  was  paid  shall  be  limited  in 
such  Begulations.

INLAND    REVENUE. 


The  more  a  country  progreiMS  in  ciTlllzktIon  and  wealth,  the  more  Important  a  loaroe  of  iti  Income 
does  Inland  Bavenue  becouie. 

In  Canada.  It  was  until  a  few  yean  azo  quite  Ini  alflcant,  but  Is  now  Increasing  flut,  and  bids  Mr 
In  a  short  time  to  rival  In  ma«nltudo  the  receipts  fl-om  Customs,  especially  as  the  Dominion,  which  in 
Its  Customs  TarlflThos  approximated  towards  the  old  TarlO's  of  the  Uarltlmo  frovlnoes,  hus  adopted 
In  respect  to  Inland  llevcnue  the  policy  of  the  old  Province  of  Canada. 

Readers  of  tho  Ytar  Hook  of  former  years  will  remember  that  the  Kxclse  Bevenue  of  Nova  Scot'a 
at  tho  tlmo  of  the  Union  was  nil,  the  few  dlstlUertcs  which  once  existed  there  having  been  summarily 
Hupprcsssd  by  the  withdrawal  of  their  licenses.  In  Now  Brunswick  tho  Excise  Itevenuo  was  less  than 
$M>  per  annum.  In  old  Canada  It  ran  up  to  two  niltllont  and  a-half  of  dollars,  as  shewn  by  the 
fullo  wing  table,  which  gives  an  upereu  of  the  histories  of  the  various  branches  of  revenue  called  ExcUie : 

Tablx  showing  the  Excise  Revenue  of  the  Provinces  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  from  IMl*  to 
tho  time  of  tho  Cuutciiciatluu  of  tho  British  North  American  Provinces,  lat  July,  ItMT. 

Ifemo;— Up  to  end  of  IJIG  the  Excise  Rcvcnnc  was  derived  from  Uconseslmposed  upon  auctioneers, 
taverns,  pedlars,  steamboats,  Ac.  After  that  period,  by  Act  U  Vic.  cap  2,  a  duty  of  two  pence  per 
gallon  was  Imposed  on  oplrlis  manufactured  In  tho  Province.  In  It44'J  (12  Vic.  cap.  ).the  dutypn 
spirits  wa.t  riiluced  to  one  penny  per  gallon.  In  1833  (16  Vic.  cap.  iM),  hawkerit  were  allowed  to  sell 
goods  the  product  of,  or  uianufoctured  In  Upper  Canada,  without  license.  AttCi'  July  A,  1836  'IV  Vlu. 
cap.  42),  tliodutycntiplilts  was  Increased  to  \'Ail.  per  gallon.  In  1838  (22  Vic.  cap.  7C),  the  duty  on 
spirits  waslncrc.'iscd  to  G  cents  per  gallon,  and  a  duty  of  one  cent  per  gallon  Imposed  upon  beer  or  malt 
iliiuor.  In  1862  (28  VIc  cap.  3).  the  duty  on  spirits  was  Increased  to  13  cents  per  gallon,  and  on  malt 
liquor  to  3  cents  per  gallon.  In  1864  (27  ft  28  Vic.  cap.  3),  the  duty  on  i-plills  was  increased  to  30  cents 
per  ga'ion.  In  Isfxi  (.2\)  VIc.  cup.  7),  tho  duty  on  spirits  w»s  Increased  ij  60  cents  per  gallon;  and  In 
18 17  (31  VIc.  cap.  8),  tl'o  duty  on  splilts  was  Increased  to  63  cents  per  gallon,  and  a  duty  of  one  cent 
per  lb.  luipoica  on  malt.  Instead  of  three  centu  per  gallon  on  beer.

INLAND    BEVENUE>-THE  ACTS. 

TAe  following  are  abstracta  of  tho  Acta  relating  to  Excise  branch  of  Inland  berense  :— 

The  Act  31,  Cap.  8,  provides  that  no  person  shall  do  business  as  Brewer,  Distiller,  or  Malster,  or 
Manufikoturer  of  Tobacco,  without  a  license,  or  mav  ho  have  tho  Implements  necessary  for  carrying  on 
those  callings  In  bis  possession  without  reporting  the  same  to  tho  Collector  of  Inland  Bovenue  s  except 
those  browing  ale  or  mannfactut  ing  home  grown  tobacco  for  their  own  private  use.  Those  licenses  are 
to  be  applied  for  In  writing  to  the  Collector  of  Inland  Be  venue.  Application  must  set  up  minutely, 
the  apparatus  and  premises  proposed  to  be  used,  and  exact  place  where.  Beforo  license  Is  granted, 
premises  must  be  Inspected  and  reported  on  by  olBccr.  Suretfes  must  be  given  by  a  Distiller  for  the 
estimated  amount  or  the  duties  payable  during  one  month  of  full  work.  A  Bectlfler  must  give  sureties 
tor  #1,000.  A  Malster  or  Tobacco  Beflner  must  give  security  ft>r  two  months'  duties.  A  Brewer  Ux 
ll/no.  The  G.  in  0.  may  authorizo  manufacture  In  bond  from  dutlablo  articles  under  proper  regula- 
tions, by  persons  licensed  and  giving  security  for  f  l,0(^.  Applications  for  this  kinl  of  license  aro  to 
bo  forwarded  to  the  H.  I.  B.  for  approval— others  to  the  Districtlnspector.  When  approved  and  security 
given  OoUoctor  issues  license.   For  the  rates  of  license,  see  tho  schedule  above. 

Bal'ore  commencing  to  work  under  license,  or  after  any  suspension  of  work,  all  these  parties,  except 
a  Brewer,  must  give  six  days  notice  to  Collector,  under  a  penalty  of  two  hundred  dollars,  which  all  of 
them  alai  forfeit  for  work-og;  without  license.  All  persons  so  licensed  must  give  assistance  whenever 
required  to  enable  Bevenne  Officers  to  examine  premises,  apparatus  and  contenta.  When  anparatus 
Is  to  be  altered  a  week's  notice  must  be  given  under  like  penalty.  All  premises  on  which  manufactures 
subject  to  excise  are  carried  on  must  have  names  of  persons  or  firm  put  up  over  door,  and  a  sign  must 
bs  placed  over  the  door  of  each  department  stating  what  it  is  used  for.  Every  Distiller  must  keep  a 
book  or  books  open  at  all  times  to  Inspection  of  officer,  shewing  quantities  of  grain  put  Into  wash-tub 
or  otherwise  used  In  manufhcturo,  qu<mtlty  of  beer  or  wash  made,  quantity  of  spirits  and  number  of 
hours  of  working  per  diem.  Bveiy  Malster's  books  must  shew  quantity  by  gauga  of  grain  put  to  steen, 
and  quanUty  of  malt  taken  out.  The  stock  books  of  all  theso  mauuihcturers  must  shew  all  materials 
brought  Into  premises,  and  bv  whom,  and  all  such  malerlalsor  producta  of  manuRtcture  taken  away. 
Their  bookt  and  accounts  or  all  kinds  having  reference  to  the  manufacture,  are  to  be  open  at  all 
reasonable  hours  to  the  Inspection  of  officers  when  demanded,  and  In  case  of  any  sslzuro  for  contraven- 
tion of  the  law  they  also  mov  be  seized.  All  quantities  aro  to  be  entered  In  lbs.,  avoirdupois,  except  of 
fluids,  which  are  to  be  in  wine  gallons.  All  beams,  scales,  weights,  and  measures  to  bo  tested  as  often 
as  deemed  necessary. 

Tho  duty  levied  on  the  distiller  shall  be  computed  by  such  one  of  the  following  methods  as  shall 
yield  tho  highest  rate  of  revenue,  viz. :— 1.  On  the  grain  at  the  rate  of  onoprallon  per  17  lbs. ;  3.  Upon  tho 
beer  or  wash  at  the  rate  of  one  gallon  per  li :  3.  On  tho  sarao  In  proportion  to  Its  alcoholic  valuo ; 
4.  On  tho  quantity  of  splritasold  or  removed  from  the  dlstUleor.  Any  enquiry  to  check  returns  may 
extend  over  tho  period  of  one  year.  All  vessels  of  distiller  aro  to  bo  accurately  gauged  onco  a  year  and 
a  list  In  triplicate  made  out,  one  for  distiller,  one  for  collector,  and  ono  for  department.  A  certain 
portion  of  tho  apparatus  must  bo  made  according  to  Departmental  regulations.  Ttio  qnantltlcs  of 
spirit  In  tho  receivers  Is  to  bo  gauged  from  time  to  tlmo  as  thought  nsccssar>',  and  no  spirlta  are  to  be 
removed  f;om  them  until  (taugcd.  The  kev  to  the  pipes,  cocks  or  valves  of  receiver  H  to  remain  In 
possession  of  the  officer.  The  ressrvoirs  stUkll  be  so  placed  that  they  can  bo  fU'ly  InApectcd,  and  if  they 
are  not  according  to  regulation,  notice  Is  to  bo  given  to  make  them  so ;  If  notice  not  compiled  with  In 
one  mmth  license  to  bo  forfeited.   Apparatus  not  working  to  bo  locked  up  or  seoled. 

In  malster's  premises  grain  Is  to  bo  measured  by  Winchester  bushels  of  2,150  j^j^jS  cubic  Inches, 
but  on  removal  from  kUn  tho  quantity  shall  be  also  ascertained  in  pounds  Cisterns  aro  to  be  made 
according  to  regulations,  and  couch  flramcs  with  sides  and  bottom  straight  and  at  right  angles  with  each 
other,  and  of  strength  to  preserve  their  true  form  when  filled  with  grain.  No  grain  is  to  ba  moved 
cither  to  steep  it,  or  dry  It  or  store  It,  except  between  8  am.  and  5  pm.  Whenever  a  malster  Is  about 
to  move  grain  for  any  of  these  processes,  he  must  In  towns  give  34,  In  the  countiy 48  hours'  notice,  to  the 
Bevenue  Officers. 

In  order  to  calculate  the  duty  on  malt.  It  shall  be  gauged  before  wetting,  after  wetting,  In  tbe  oouch 
firame,  and  on  the  malt  floor,  anci  after  It  is  drle<l. 

too  bushels  of  dry  barley  shall  be  reckoned  as  107  of  dry  malt ; 

t\ii  of  dry  barley  io  100  wet ; 

100  gauged  In  the  cistern  or  in  couch  flrame  to  163  on  floor ; 

1'  0  in  cistern  or  couch  fVame  to  81^  of  malt. 

The  principal  gauge  for  calculation  of  duty  is  that  on  removal  ttom  kiln,  but  others  are  used  to 
check,  or  In  place  of  that,  the  largest  duty  to  be  always  token.  The  bushel  of  dry  malt  !s  to  be  reckoned, 
when  not  weighed,  at  36  lbs. 

yr  Dried  malt  Is  to  ba  kept  In  warehouse  under  lock  ot  the  crown  till  duty  Is  paid :  warehous?  to  b'> 
provided  by  maltster,  ancI  properly  secured  as  to  all  entrances  by  olBcers.  The  duty  Is  to  ba  entered 
In  stock-book  every  time  malt  Is  removed  to  warehouse ;  book  to  be  balanced  every  half  month ;  pay- 
ment to  be  made  on  whole  when  any  removed  from  warehouse. 

All  tobacco  Imported  or  manufactured  In  Canada  shall  ba  stamped  by  tlio  colbotor  of  customs,  or 
collector  of  Inland  revenue,  so  soon  as  duty  Is  paid  or  sacurcd  thereon.  No  wholly  or  partially  empty 
box  or  other  package  allowed  to  remain  In  a  factory.  Any  pacba^a  oXircl  for  sila  r/!tliont  stamp  Is 
forfeited.  Manufkcturer  must  furnish  all  reqnlsito  conveniences  for  welshing;  and  stamping  tobacco. 
Beturns  ore  to  bo  made  on  the  1st  and  16th  of  caah  montb  <>attla3  forth  abstract  of  transaationi  as  In 
boo!c8  required  to  be  kept.  Such  return  Is  to  be  signed  by  i.no  roanufaeturcr,  or  his  agant  and  foreman, 
clerk  or  cblef  workman,  and  attested  on  oath ;  and  collector  may  examine  other  parsons  In  manufUc^ 
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toi7  or  warebonse  m  to  Ita  aocnrkcy.  Dutlei  «re  payable  on  tbe  6th  and  2Ut  of  eacb  montb,  except  In 
caaea  ipeolSed  In  Act.  Ooods  may  remalnln  warebouae  at  ownor'a  risk  for  any  period  not  exceedlnu 
two  yeara,  under  bonds  for  twice  tno  amount  of  duty.  Warehoused  goods  may  bo  transt'eircd,  exported 
or  removed  firom  one  warehouse  to  another,  under  regulations  by  the  Uovernor  In  Council,  except 
malt. 

When  goods  are  remoTed  from  warehouse  for  consumption— the  duty  must  be  first  paid,  and  no 
draw-back  is  allowed  If  after  that  they  are  exported,  and  no  entry  ex  warehouse  will  be  granted  until 
all  conditions  imposed  by  law  and  regulations  have  btfen  compiled  with.  But  a  mauufacturer  In  bond 
may  receive  spirits  or  other  articles  Into  his  factory  aa  into  bonded  warehouse.  Wbcuever  collect  r 
la  satisfied  that  spirits  or  other  exciseable  articles  have  been  used  up  In  manuteoturcs  ou  which  duty 
has  been  paid,  or  which  have  been  warehoused  or  exported,  he  may  give  certificate  and  cancel  bona, 
but  all  not  so  used  In  six  months  must  pay  duty  aseX-warehOuse.  Bl-ewers  exporting  beer,  and  giving 
two  days'  notice  of  intention,  will  receive  draw-back  equivalent  to  excise  duties.  No  splrltsare  to  be 
removed  from  distillery  or  warehouse  without  payment  of  duty  or  permit,  on  pain  of  forfeiture,  nor 
between  the  hours  of  6  p.m.  and  7  a.m.^  nor  In  less  packkges  than  40  gallons;  and  any  person  found  so 


removing  ttiem  may  Im  detained,  together  with  vehicle  and  spirits,  wliich  are  forftitccf,  unless  proof  of 
payment  of  duty  is  made  within  thirty  days.  The  O.  In  C.  may  make  regulations  to  carry  out  or 
modUy  certain  portions  of  Act, 

Ho  oOloer  of  Inland  Revenue  can  deal  in  articles  snbleot  to  excise  or  customs  duties.  They  may 
break  up  partition  or  other  part  of  building,  or  dig  Into  any  ground  surrounding  them,  in  order  to 
inspect  niUy  any  apparatus,  or  to  ascertain  If  anything  is  kept  out  of  view.  On  stating  his  errand  ancT 
demanding  admittance,  and  not  being  admitted,  he  may  by  dayhlmself  break  Into  any  manutactory ; 
by  night  he  may  do  so  If  accompanied  by  peace  officer.  He  may,  upon  obtaining  search  warrant,  search 
any  place  for  concealed  appaiatos.  Be  has  the  aame  powers  asi  customs  officer  under  writ  of 
assistance' 

In  addition  to  penalty  of  #900  far  manuflicturlng  wlthotk<lloense,  the  person  so  manufkcturing  shall 
fbrfelt  doable  excise  duty  and  license  duty,  and  forflslt  apparatus  and  g'ods  found  in  unlicensed 
fkotoiT.  Any  person  having  apparatus  not  reported  shall  Ibiwlt  them  anafiou.  Tor  having  package 
,UiJO,  besides  f>rfeltlng  goods.  All  apparatua  i  nd  stock  of  material  and  mann-

of  unstamped  tobacco,  tluo,  besraesfirfeltlng  goods. 

fhctures  found  on  premises  of  those  who  havo  b  en  guilty  of  revenue  fhmds  are  forfeited. 


flwt«res  on  which  duty  is  not  paid  at  the  proper  time  are  fbrfbited.  Malster  fraudulently  putting  grain 
on  cistern  forfeits  |3..0  and  all  grain  and  malt  in  malt  house.  Same  for  removing  malt  without  account 
being  taken.  Tor  using  stamped  packages  for  goods  on  which  <luty  has  not  beeu  paid,  or  (ktUng  to 
obliterate  brand  nr  stamp  on  packages  sold  on  delivery,  a  fine  of  fioo  and  imprisonment  of  from  one 
to  twelve  months.  Any  person  having  and  using  apparatus,  to.,  not  reported,  or  altered  Without 
leportlng,  or  concealed  in  portions  and  not  made  known  to  officers,  or  using  such  apotratns  for 
purposes  not  notified,  or  refusing  or  neglecting  to  designate  properly  th<e  capacity  of  sucL  apparatus 
or  parts  of  it,  or  to  admit  officers  on  duty,  or  to  allow  inspection,  or  who  shall  deceive  c<r  mislead 
officers,  shall  forfeit  SMO.  and  |i  Omore  Ibr  each  day  on  which  sucn  offistce  has  been  comoiivted  jmd 
•11  apparatus  not  enured,  described,  Ac,  as  required,  shall  be  forfeited.  Any  person  refUSl&f  to  aid  officer 
in  htsdnty  when  called  upon  shall  forfeit  $30  to  $100,  and  be  imprisoned  8  to  6  months.  Har  afketurers 
failing  or  neglecting  or  allowing  their  employees  to  fall  or  neglect  to  ceep  proper  books,  or  make  accurate 
returns  In  any  vrsy,  or  refusing  to  produce  books  when  required,  forfait  foOO  and  double  license  A>es  and 
duties,  and  all  the  stock  and  materials  about  which  such  neglect  or  fraud  haa  arisen  or  intbrmation  has 
been  refused.  Tor  using  uninspected  beams,  scales,  weights  or  measures,  he  forfeits  8203  and  fSO  per  day, 
and  they  are  forfslted.  The  use  of  any  close  receiver,  high  Vine  tub,  low  wine  tub  or  doutler 
perforated  by  more  holes  than  ore  necessair  far  legitimate  use,  even  though  they  are  stopped,  subjects 
the  mannfiioturer  to  a  penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars  and  forfeiture  of  the  vessel.  Breaking  Crown's 
locks  .or  seals,  abstracting  goods  or  counterfeiting  labels,  or  perforating  any  such  vessel  as  above  is 
made  a  felony.  Any  person  falling  to  make  proper  returns  t  o  pay  over  at  proper  time  license  ftaes  and 
duties  accrued,  or  to  pay  peialty  or  farCsltaro  within  one  month,  forfeits  his  license.  Obstructing  an 
officer  In  discharge  ofhis  duty  is  made  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  imv  isonment  for  6  to  12  months, 
and  assaulting  them  or  persons  assisting  them  is  punishable  by  imprisonnr  ^i  ^  from  a  months  too  years. 
Taking  away  seized  goods  in  vessel  or  carriage  with  or  without  vlolentio  is  a  telony,  punishable  by 
imprisonment  offrom  6  months  to  2  years.  Anyperson  refusing  or  neglecting  tc  give  evidence  when 
summoned  incurs  a  penalty  of  |l(io.  All  other  vloUtlons  of  Act  are  punishable  by  penalty  of  |200. 
Similar  immunities  and  protection  are  afforded  to  excise  as  to  customs  officers,  (see  the  Customs 
Act  anterior.) 

Duties  are  recoverable  in  any  of  the  courts  as  a  debt  to  Her  Majesty.  Perishable  articles  seized 
may  be  dealt  with  as  when  seized  by^ustoms  authorities.  Apparatus,  engines.  Ac.,  seized  mov  be 
removed  or  otherwise  secured  in  the  possession  of  the  officers,  and  may  not  be  used  by  the  person  from 
whom  taken  until  condemned  or  released  in  due  course  of  law.  Stock  and  apparatus  of  party  o«ing 
any  duties  are  specially  liable  therefar.  Notice  of  infbrmatlon  for  condemnation  of  articles  seized 
must  be  forthwith  posted  up  in  office  of  clerk  or  protbonotary  and  of  the  collector.  Delaya  for  pro- 
cedure of  claimant  same  OS  in  customs  coses.  Seizures  not  claimed  also  dealt  with  In  like  manner. 
Articles  may  in  like  manner  be  delivered  up,  security  being  given  for  double  value.  Payment  of 
penalty  discharges  no  duty.  Penalties  and  proceeds  of  forfeUures  are  to  be  dealt  with  similarly  to 
those  under  customs  laws.  The  power  of  the  Canada  vine-growers  association  to  dUttl  brandy  Or 
other  spirit  is  limited  to  that  made  from  the  products  of  their  own  vineyards  without  extraneous 
sacharlne  matter.   Their  works  are  placed  under  Inspection  of  Bevenue  officers. 

The  Act  31  Vic,  cap.  60,  imposes  an  additional  duty  on  splriU.  (See  table.)  It  renders  petroleum 
(meanlug  thereby  all  sorts  of  mineral  or  rock  oil  or  naptha)  subject  to  excise.  All  cefloers  must  take 
out  a  license,  and  without  it  cannot  havo  apparatus  In  his  possession.  He  is  subjectea  for  Infraction 
of  the  law  to  similar  penalties  as  spirit  refiners  or  (listlllers,  Ac,  under  cap.  8.  It  Is  Illegal  to  import  or 
sell,  or,  unless  licensed,  to  possess  petroleum  which  will  not  bear  the  fire  test  of  115  deg.  Tahrenbcit. 
Befined  petroleum  is  subject  to  Inspection,  and  any  person  holding  or  selling  it  uninspected  Is  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  liable  to  imprisonment  for  six  months  or  a  fine  of  SSOO.  The  O.  in  O.  may 
make  regulatloiu  for  the  warehouslntr  of  petroleum,  and  fbr  its  storage.  Petroleum  heUI  in  contraven- 
tion of  the  law  or  regulations  is  forfeited.  Officers  are  to  bo  named  to  be  inspectors.  The  general 
clauses  of  the  Iiiland  Bevenue  Act  (cap.  8)  are  extended  to  operations  uuder  this  Act. 

The  Act  31  Vie.  cap.  01,  provides  for  securing  the  payment  of  duty  on  tobacco  manufactured  In 
2?°'^ ,  5?^,^  leaf  tobacco  can  only  be  Imported  at  Hallfhz,  St.  John  (N.B.),  Ulramlchl,  Quebec, 
Montreal,  St.  Johns  (Que.),  Prescott.  Kingston,  Toronto,  Hamilton,  Clinon,  Samla,  Windsor  and  Lon- 
don, and  such  other  ports  as  the  G.  in  O.  may  direct,  on  penalty  of  forfeiture  if  elsewhere  brought  in. 
It  shall  all  be  bonded.  All  tobacco  grown  1 1  Canada,  when  it  passes  out  of  the  possession  of  the  grower, 
must  be  carried  directly  to  a  tobacco  manufactory  or  warehouse,  ucless  sold  to  a  licensed  tobacco 
dealer,  who  may  take  tobacco  for  oonsumptloo  either  from  the  grower  or  out  of  bond  upon  payment  of 
the  duty.  The  bond  taken  for  tobacco  warehoused  Is  to  be  for  I'V  cts.  per  lb.,  conditioned  for  ita  delivery 
to  a  tobacco  manufkcturer,  or  dealer,  on  a  proper  permit  and  payment  of  duty,  or  Its  exportation  or 
destruction.  It  may  remain  in  bond  for  two  years.  All  stems,  sweepings,  waste  and  refuse  not  used 
in  tEjO  factory  are  to  be  destroyed.  If  any  person  other  than  a  licensed  maunfiwturer  of  imported,  or 
the  dealer  or  the  grower  of  Canadian,  haa  la  his  possession  more  than  10  lbs.  of  raw  or  leaf  tobacco 
(Which  he  may  havo  bought  for  his  own  use.  and  on  which  duty  is  paid.)  it  may  be  seized  and  forfeited. 
The  Q.  in  O.  may  make  regulations  to  enforce  the  provlsrons  of  this  Act.  Provision  is  made  for  the 
storing  and  keeping  of  artlclea  seized.  The  last  seeUon  of  cap.  8,  relating  to  the  Tine  Growers'  Asso- 
ciation, is  repealed,  leaving  their  charter  intact. 
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INLAMD  RBYKIfUB-DBPARTMBNTAL  BB0ULATI0N8. 

Tha  fbllowlng  la  anabstractof  regulations  and  orders  In  Council  relative  to  Bxclae  :— 

The  Order  In  Connoll,  dated  lOtn  Blarch,  180S,  relative  to  utlng  sugar,  molaaaca,  or  st.'up  In 
combination  with  malt  In  the  manufacture  of  beer,  entitles  any  Brewer  wno  uses  sugar,  molBas'«,  or 
ayrap  in  the  proportion  in  each  brewing  of  not  less  than  Ofteen  pounds  of  sugar,  or  twenty  pounds  of 
molasars  or  syrup  to  every  one  hundred  pounds  of  malt,  and  who  shall  have  palii  the  duty  of  three 
and  one  quarter  cents  upon  the  bear  produced  therafyom,  to  a  drawback  of  one  cent  per  pound  on  the 
malt  so  used.  One  month's  notice  must  be  given  by  the  brewer  desirous  of  availing  himssir  of  the 
regulation. 

_  By  Order  In  Oounoll,  dated  aoth  Hoy.  18M,  relative  to  the  "Act  respecting  Baw  Tobacco,"  th« 
Department  of  Inland  Bevepue  baa  power  to  authuriae  Collectors  and  Deputy  Collectors  of  Inland 
Bevenue,  as  well  at  P^istQUMters,  not  exceeding  one  In  each  parish,  township,  or  municipality  whore 
there  is  no  OOlcer  of  Inland  Bevenue  to  grant  licenses  to  deal  In  raw  or  leaf  tobaseo.  lueh  llceoaa 
shall  only  be  valid  when  granted  on  a  form  aopplled  by  the  Department  and  signed  by  the  Commla> 
slonor  of  Inland  Bevenue.  Permlta  to  take  raw  leaf  tobacco  out  of  bond  or  from  the  preralaes  whereon 
It  was  grown,  for  consumption,  m«y  be  granted  by  the  offl':ers  mentioned  to  grant  licenses,  on  applica- 
tion feeing  made  la  the  form  approved  by  the  Department  and  payment  of  the  duty  to  whlcn  the 
tobareo  would  bo  liable  If  manufhctured,  vl«. :— On  raw  leaf,  the  gr'*  th  of  Canada,  five  cents  per 
pound,  as  If  manulhotured  Into  common  Canada  twist :  and  on  raw  .«af  tobacco,  not  the  growth  of 
Canada,  ten  cents  per  pound.  The  permit  shall  be  reUlned  by  the  grower  or  Importer  of  the  tobacco 
aa  e'ldrnce  of  Its  having  been  lawtally  removed. 

By  Departmental  notice,  dated  llth  September,  1868,  Collectors  of  Inland  Revenue  are  required  to 
keep  an  account  of  all  tobacco  and  cigar  labels  received  by  them  fl-om  the  Department,  anil  whero  dis- 
posed of  to  tobacco  manuntcturers.  The  tobacco  labels  furnished  are  of  six  kinds,  viz :— No.  1,  Black 
ror  Cavendish  In  boxes ;  No.  3,  Black  far  Cavendish  In  caddies;  No.  3,  Block  for  Cigar  Boxes;  No.  4, 
Red  for  Cavendish  In  boxes;  No.  5,  Rod  for  Cavendish  In  caddies;  No.  6,  Bed  for  Cigar  Boxes. 
A  separate  account  must  be  kept  for  each  denomination  of  label.  The  black  are  used  for  tobacco  or 
cigars  which  pay  duty  ex  manufkctory— the  red  for  tobacco  or  cigars  warehoused.  Labels  to  be  Issued 
tnm  Department  without  gum— but  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  tobacco  manufacturer  to  supply  suitable 
glue  or  paste  for  putting  them  on  with ;  and  the  duty  of  the  Collector  or  other  offlcer  to  see  that  the 
glue  or  paste  Is  of  such  quality  that  the  labels  cannot  be  removed  by  damping  them  or  otherwise  with- 
out entirely  destroying  them.  The  cigar  labels  are  to  bo  wrapped  entirely  around  the  cigar  boxes,  with 
the  ends  overlapped  so  that  the  box  cannot  be  opened  without  destroying  the  label.  All  labels  must 
be  cancelled  by  nelng  punched  by  the  first  vendor  before  they  leave  his  possession.  Thr  punch  "  Is  to 
be  applied  to  the  body  of  the  label,  but  not  so  as  to  dlsHgure  that  part  of  it  which  contalnv  the  written 
description  of  the  article  In  the  package,  especial  caru  to  be  taken  to  prescrvo  the  description  and 
weight  of  the  tobacco.  At  every  visit  to  a  tobacco  manufactory  the  officer  Is  to  examine  the  premises 
thoroughly,  and  ascertain  whether  there  aro  In  them  any  broken,  rmpty,  or  partly  filled  packages  having 
cancelled  labels  attached  to  them ;  and  If  there  are  any  such,  he  Is  to  require  the  labels  to  be  removed 
nrom  the  pocakges  before  leaving  the  premises,  and  If  he  finds  any  such  contravention  ot  the  law  u 
second  time.  It  will  be  his  duty  to  enforce  the  penalties  as  provided  In  the  Statute  31st  Vic,  Cap.  8, 
Sec.  74.  Sub  Sec.  2,  and  Sec.  149.  When  tobacco  Is  entered  for  consumption  no  additional  label  Is  to  be 
applied :  but  when  It  Is  entered  for  exportation  ex  warehouse,  the  labels  are  to  be  cancelled  by  being 
punched  with  the  letters  EXP  n  as  provided  In  the  Warehousing  Regulations.  The  "  punches  "  neces- 
sary Ibr  cancelling  labels  supplied  by  tho  Department  at  the  cost  of  the  tobacco  manutacturem. 

In  further  reference  to  Tobacco,  tho  following  Departmental  Order  J>earlng  dato  IVth  Sept,,  1868, 
has  been  Issued :— "  By  the  authority  of  the  Hon.  the  Minister  of  Inland  Revenue,  It  has  been  deemed 
expedient  to  allow  Tobacco  which  has  been  worked  Into  Cavendish,  In  Canada,  aaU  paid  Excise  duty 
often  cents  per  pound,  and  also  Imporlcd  Cavendish  Tobacco  having  paid  the  Customs  duty,  tu  be  cut 
without  being  made  liable  to  any  additional  Excise  duty.  But  In  either  of  the  cases,  the  cutting  bhall 
o.^ly  be  permitted  when  the  means  for  carefully  surveying  the  operation  are  In  existence,  to  prevent 
frau  1  bj  the  addition  of  Leaf  Tobacco,  wh'.oh  has  not  been  charged  with  duty."

Alcohol  used  In  manufacture  of  spirit  varnish  shall  be  mixed  with  wood  naptha  (of  commerce)  In 
the  proportion  of  one  gallon  of  wood  naptha  to  eight  gallons  of  proof  spirits.  Tinctures,  essences, 
extracts  and  cordla's  manufactured  In  bond,  and  fVom  wtiich  the  alcohol  or  spirit  can  be  extracted  In 
a  potable  state,  by  the  usual  procensof  redistillation  or  roctlUcation,  shall,  when  entered  for  con- 
sumption, pay  tho  same  duty  of  excise  as  the  alcohol  or  spirit  would  pay  If  entered  for  consumption 
In  Its  pure  state.  Other  goods  manufactured  In  bond,  when  taken  out  f  jr  consumption,  shall  pay  the 
same  excise  duty  as  If  Imported  from  Oreat  Britain.  Extracts,  essences,  tlaciures  and  cordials 
manufactured  In  bond  shall  only  be  entered  for  consumption  at  the  following  places,  viz : 

Suebec,  Hamilton,  Toronto,  Halifax, 

Ingston,  Monireal,  London,  St.  John,  N.  B. 

And  when  so  entered  shall  be  subjected  to  tests  for  ascertaining  the  quantity  of  alcohol  they  contain, 
and  the  possibility  of  extracting  It  In  a  potable  state.  In  addlton  %•)  the  license  fee.  licensed  bonded 
manuflicturers'are  required  to  pay  the  expenses  of  Revenue  Officers  for  the  supervision  of  manufac- 
tures. 

Spibits  can  only  be  removed  flrom  the  distillery  In  vrhlch  they  were  mannfhctured  or  the  ware- 
house In  which  they  have  been  placed  in  bond,  by  permit  from  Officer  of  Bevenue,  such  permit  to  bo 
applied  far  on  a  printed  form  supplied  by  tho  Department  of  Inland  Revenue.  The  permit  must 
accompany  the  spirits,  and  Is  to  bo  marked  "  cancelled"  when  Its  provisions  are  fulfilled. 

Malt.— Every  person  who  manufactures  malt,  either  for  his  own  use  as  a  distiller  or  brewer,  or 
for  sale.  Is  deemed  a  maltster,  and  Is  required  to  take  out  maltster's  licence.  All  malt  manufactured  Is 
understood  to  be  constructively  warehoused,  and  warehouse  entries  should  bo  passed  therefor.  When 
taken  out  of  warehouse  for  use  an  ex- warehouse  entry  reqnlrrs  to  be  passed  «nd  duty  collected.  By 
Order  In  Council,  dated  27th  April,  1868,  malt  warehoused  may  be  removed  from  one  bonded  ware- 
house to  another  within  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  may  be  exported  In  bond  free  of  duty,  but  only 
flrom  the  following  ports  of  entry^vlz:— Halifax,  St.  John,  N.  B.,  Quebec,  Montreal,  Prescott,  Kings- 
ton, Toronto,  Hamilton,  Clifton,  Windsor  and  Snmla. 

Goods  sublect  to  duties  of  excise  may  be  bonded  In  any  customs  warehouse  within  the  limits  of 
the  Inland  Bevenue  Division  In  which  they  have  been  manufactured,  or  to  which  they  may  be 
removed  In  bond,  in  accordance  with  the  Order  In  Council  last  mentioned.  With  the  exception  of 
malt^  no  goods  shall  be  admitted  to  warehouse  unless  the  duties  accruing  thereon  amount,  under  one 
bond,  to  at  least  one  hundred  dollars.   If  any  gooda,  after  having  bee^  received  Into  warehouse,  and

Tbeso  measures  wero  all  forethadowcd  In  our  last  year's  article  on  tbe  Post  Office  i  and  there 
remain  two  others  to  whir't  wo  then  al  uded  which  wo  expect  hereafter  to  see  adopted,  vli.  :— 

1.  The  employment «  the  Telegraph  by  the  Post  Office  department,  otlher  by  purchaaing  the  tines 
or  by  lubsldlilng  tho  companies  so  as  to  obtain  tbe  privilege  of  sending  messages  far  so  many  hours 
per  4ay  at  a  cheap  and  uniform  rate ;  and 

2,  An  arrangement  fbr  the  Interchange  of  Money  Orders  with  Post  Offices  In  the  United  States. 

Tho  proceedings  In  England  which  have  led  to  the  passago  ofa  bill  to  enable  tho  Post  OfTlcc  depart- 
ment to  purchase  tho  telegraph  'Incs  there  must  hove  great  weight  with  tho  Administration  of  tbe 
Dominion.  Tho  principle  was  there  acknowledged  that  tho  Oovcrntnent,  which  can  be  satiiiflcd  with  a 
loss  rate  of  Interest  on  Its  Investments  than  private  companies,  should,  by  thepurchaiie  of  the  wires, 
Onablo  Itself  to  multiply  stations  in  places  where  they  might  not  t>o  highly  remunerative,  and  so 
accommodate  tbe  public.  And  If  It  was  there  seen  that  the  longer  this  acquisition  was  delayed,  tho 
more  numerous  tbe  companies  and  tbe  more  expensive  the  purchase  of  their  property  would  boromei 
how  much  moro  must  this  be  noticed  hero,  where  their  wires  are  lengthcnei  20  per  cent,  each  year? 

Tho  Interchange  of  Honey  Orders  with  tbe  United  States  Is  of  conrso  rendered  difficult  by  the 
fluctuations  In  the  value  of  United  S'ates  currency,  but  methods  can  no  doubt  be  devised  for  over- 
coming this  difficulty,  and  wo  hope  they  will  be. 

Another  somewhat  Important  Postal  event  has  been  tbe  withdrawal  of  the  Cunard  boats  tnm  tbe 
route  between  LIveriool  and  Boston,  and  tiee  vtria,via  Halifax,  by  which  tho  Provinces  of  Nova 
Scotia  and  Mew  Brunswick  were  left  unsuppllcd  with  direct  Postal  communication  with  Great  Britain. 
Tbl  deflclency  has,  however,  been  obvlate<l  by  the  Canadian  Governniont's  entering  Into  a  contract 
with  tbe  Tnman  Steamship  Company,  who  perform  this  service  by  calling  fartnlgbtly  at  Hallflix  for 
mails  and  passengers  on  their  voyages  to  and  flrom  the  United  Kingdom.  The  contract  commenced  on 
tho  1st  July,  IMS,  and  is  to  continue  for  three  years.  These  steamers  an  of  great  power,  and  their 
pasiages  will  compare  fbvorably  with  the  other  lines  of  ocean  mall  packets  from  New  York.

In  1864  a  uniform  rate  of  pottage  was  cbargcd  on  letters  and  papers  of  \2ii  cents,  and  the  revenue 
Inoreased  about  60  per  cent.  In  1865  the  malls  wore  desi-atched  more  fVequently,  and  the  mileage  was 
Increaaed.  This  change  had  also  the  eflbct  of  increasing  the  revenue,  but  as  the  expenditure  was  also 
considerably  more,  It  was  found  expedient  again  to  reduce  the  number^f  trips  fiom  New  Westminster  to 
the  mining  districts  flrom  twice  to  once  per  week.  From  this  cause,  although  the  expenditure  for  1866  had 
advanced  Ss/KK)  beyond  what  It  was  in  1864,  when  the  number  of  miles  of  maH  travel  was  the  same,  yet 
the  revenue  fell  below  what  It  had  been  before  the  changu  took  place  by  $1,500. 

The  number  of  letten  as  given  above  do  not  shew  the  real  amount  of  corre  spondence  in  the  Colonr 
aa  the  exprera  oompanlea  carry  about  half  as  many  more  as  are  forwarded  by  the  pOst  office.  The  rates 
of  postage  on  these  are,  however,  the  same  as  on  those  forwarded  by  mall,  and  the  amount  thus  collected 
U  banded  over  to  the  Oovemmont. 

The  above  statistical  returns  do  not  include  Vancouver's  Island  which  haa  hitherto  been  under  Ite 
own  local  control,  bu^  flrom  the  beginning  of  1867— the  returns  for  which  year  have  net  yet  come  to 
hand— the  postal  aflklrs  of  Vancouver  and  British  Columbia  will  merge  into  one.  The  postal  revenue 
of  Vancouver's  Island  is  estimated  at  between  $12,000  and  $13,000. 

The  Post  Office  in  this  colony  suflfbrs  very  much,  as  it  necessarily  does  in  all  new  countries,  from 
the  bod  state  of  tho  roads  throughout  a  great  part  of  the  year,  want  of  bridges  and  the  sparseness  of  the 
population,  which  is  the  grealer  because,  the  gold  regions  being  in  the  interior,  settlers  are  drawn  away 
from  tbe^ea  coast  before  the  lands  near  the  shores  areltaken  np.  Another  drawback  Is  that  of  having  no 
direct  or  regular  communication  with  Great  Britain,  or  any  other  country.  Steamers  ply  somewhat  regu- 
larly to  Ban  Francisco,  but  at  this  point  all  regularity  ceases,  sometimes  the  malls  arc  taken  on  by  private 
ship,  sometimes  by  an  occasional  steamer,  and  at  others  by  one  of  Her  Mi^csty's  cruisers.  A  contract 
woa  entered  into  for  the  conveyance  of  malls  over  this  part  of  the  route  In  1867,  by  the  authorities  at 
Vancourer'a  Island,  but  their  inability  to  continue  the  subsidy  terminated  this  arrangement.  Negotia- 
tlons  are,  however,  in  progreu,  which  it  is  hoped  may  be  brought  to  a  satisfactory  issue.

Of  the«e,  probably  25.000  are  well  drilled  men,  ready  to  take  the  Held  at  short  notice. 
The  rest  of  the  mlUtla  force  In  these  Provinces  has  hitherto  not  been  worth  counting— no 
muster,  still  less  drill,  having  been  required.   The  Service  Mllltla  nominally  consists  of  40,646  men  In 
Quebec,  and  48,49A  in  Ontario. 

In  Nova  Scotia  (1867)  there  were  8  companies  of  volunteers— 1  artillery,  1  englnesn,  the  rest  rifles ; 
43  officers,  47  sergeanU,  and  649  rank  and  file.  The  mllltla  Is  (0  some  extent  orgonlsed,  and  the 
parade^Utes  shew  that  41,997  of  aU  ranks  were  present  during  the  year  at  Inspection  parades.  Only 
6,691,  however,  attended  drill,  and  these  only  for  an  average  of  31  hoyrs  each. 

In  ITeie  Brutuwiok  (1867)  there  were,  of  volunteers,  7  corps  of  cavalry,  (337  officers  and  men,)  9  of 
artillery,  (639  officers  and  men,)  1  of  engineers,  (36  men,)  33  of  Infantry,  (1,317  officers  and  men.) 
Total,  39  corps,  with  122  officers,  133  sergeants,  and  1,623  rank  and  file,— In  all,  3,079. 

Of  militia,  class  A,  there  were  2,079;  class  B,  18,770 1  olas*  0,  17,876 1  HdenUry,  7,193.  Total 
46,926.   Some  few  of  these  attended  muster  parades.

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GAME  AND  FISHERY  LAWS. 


(By  Sdwars  0.  Baxbik,  Esq.,  OtUwa.  author  of  "  The  Orack  Shot."  *e..  *o.) 

Omtabio  AMD  Qunio. 

Since  the  iMt  ime  of  the  T«ar  Book  rery  conelderable  changes  bare  been  made  In  the  Oame 
Laws  of  the  Province!  of  Ontario  and  Qaebeo.  The  ruhery  Lawe  of  the  Dominion  haTe  alio  been 
roTlied  to  lome  extent,  and  it  U  now  believed  that  if  iportimen  will  respect  the  provliioni  of  the 
▲ote  and  aid  In  enlbrcing  the  penalty  against  the  poacher  fi>r  infractions  thereof,  game  and  flsh 
will  again  become  plentlAil. 

It  Is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  the  Leglslatares  of  the  dimsrent  Provinces  have  not  provided  the 
means  for  carrying  ont  thr'.r  various  enactments  on  the  subiect  of  the  protection  of  game.and  herein  is 
fslt  the  inconvenience  of  these  matters  being  dealt  with  in  detail  by  the  various  Provinces  Instead  of 
by  the  Dominion.  Had  the  Dominion  Legislature  been  vested  with  the  power  of  legislating  upon  (he 
suhioot  of  Oame  as  well  as  upon  the  risherles,  the  fishery  overseers  might  have  been  ma<!9  efllclent 
aids  to  the  diflbrent  game  clubs  throughout  the  country.  To  those  of  Quebec  and  Montreal 
much  praise  Is  due  fbr  their  eflbrts  to  protect  game ;  but  It  Is  absurd  to  suppose  that  individual  effbrt 
can  stay  the  devastating  hand  of  the  pot-hunter.  Much  good  would  be  accomplished  If  the  munici- 
palities could  be  Induced  to  aObrd  their  aid. 

Ix  Omtaxio,  the  close  season  (br  Deer  or  Fawn,  Xlk.  Moose  or  Cariboo,  extends  tnm  1st  Deo.  to 
Ist  Sept.,  not  to  be  trapped ;  the  close  season  tor  Wild  Turltey,  Grouse,  Pheasant.  Partridge,  or  Hare, 
If  between  1st  Jan.  and  1st  Sept. ;  for  Quail  between  1st  Jan.  and  1st  Oct. ;  and  for  Woodcock  tnm 
1st  March  to  1st  Sept. ;  and  no  Wild  Swun,  Ooose,  r  v  say  description  of  Duck  is  allowed  to  be  killed 
between  the  first  day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  September.  Melthei  is  it  to  be  trapped  or  taken 
by  means  of  traps,  snares  or  springs,  or  killed  by  any  other  method  than  by  shooting.  It  Is  also 
nnlawfUl  to  use  sunken  punts  or  batteries.  No  eggs  of  any  kind  of  the  birds  above  enumerated  are 
allowed  to  be  taken  or  destroyed  at  any  time.  No  Beaver,  Muskrat,  Mink.  Sable,  Otter  or  VIsher,  is  to 
be  taken  or  trapped  between  the  1st  May  and  ISth  November.  There  is  also  a  clause  protecting  any 
partlcaiar  kind  of  game  that  may  be  Imported  by  parties  desirous  of  breeding  the  same.  The  fine 
varies  ftom  |2  to  |25  tor  each  head  of  game  Illegally  killed,  and  I9  detoult  of  payment  olfenders  are 
imprisoned  In  a  eommon  Jail  tor  a  term  not  exceeding  30  days. 

Speckled  Trout  can  be  taken  between  the  Ist  January  and  Ist  October,  but  only  by  angling  by 
hand  with  hook  and  line.  Whlteflsh  or  Salmon  Trout  are  not  to  be  taken  by  awy  means  between  the 
19th  November  and  Ist  December,  nor  by  means  ot  any  kind  of  seine  between  the  aoth  May  and  la< 
▲ngust.  The  close  seasons  for  Bass,  Pickerel,  Masklnonge  and  other  flsh,  are  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Govemor  In  Council  to  suit  dlftorent  localities. 

In  Qviuo,  the  close  season  for  Xlk,  Moose,  Cariboo,  Deer,  Fawn  or  Hare,  is  flrom  the  Isi 
FObmary  to  Ist  September ;  tor  Grouse,  Ptarmigan,  Partridge,  Woodcock  or  Snipe,  between  the  Ist  of 
March  and  1st  September.  No  Wild  Swan,  Wild  Goose,  or  any  kind  of  Wild  Duck  Is  allowed  to  bA 
shot  at,  trapped  or  killed  between  the  20th  of  May  and  Ist  September  except  In  that  part  of  the 
Province  east  of  the  Brandy  Pots,  where  the  Inhabitants  are  allowed,  tor  /ood  only,  to  kill  the  same 
between  the  1st  September  and  Ist  June.  Neither  Is  it  lawftil  to  kill  any  of  the  above  between  sunset 
and  sunrise.  All  the  game  animals  and  birds  mentioned  in  the  Act,  exetpt  Hares  and  Patrldges,  are 
protected  from  trapping.  No  eggs  of  any  of  the  kinds  of  birds  mentioned  or  any  species  of  wild  fowl 
are  allowed  to  be  disturbed.  Injured,  or  taken. 

No  Lynx,  Wild  Oat.  Mink  or  Martea  to  be  taken  or  killed  between  the  ISth  April  and  1st  November ; 
no  Otter  between  the  1st  May  and  1st  November ;  no  Beaver  between  the  80th  April  and  1st  Septem- 
ber ;  no  Muskrat  between  Ist  June  and  2lBt  October.  Nor  Shall  any  person  buy,  sell,  or  have  In  his  or 
her  psssBssion  any  unseasonable  skin  of  any  of  the  said  animals. 

Fines  vary  flrom  |l  to  |50,  and  in  default  of  imnudiaU  payment  the  penalty  Is  Imprisonment  in 
the  conunon  Jail  tor  a  term  not  exceeding  three  months.  No  proceeding  under  thli  Act  can  be  set 
aside  by  esrtforori,  an  appeal  only  lying  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  chief  place  of  the  district  wherein 
the  oflbnce  was  committed.  The  Jurisdiction  is  very  summary  and  the  general  provisions  very 
stringent.  No  kind  of  Trout  (or  lunge)  can  be  taken  between  the  Ist  October  and  1st  January ;  Whlte- 
flsh and  Salmon  Trout  are  not  to  be  taken  In  any  way  between  the  I9th  November  and  1st  December, 
vw  by  means  of  any  kind  of  seine  between  the  3Ist  July  and  Ist  December ;  between  31st  October  and 
Sist  December  It  Is  unlawAil  to  kill  Shad  or  Whitefish  In  Missisrquol  Bay,  Lake  Channplain ;  Salmon 
oannot  be  flShed  for  in  Ontario  and  Quebec,  or  the  river  Bestigouche,  (H.  B.,)  between  the  31st  July' 
•nd  1st  May,  except  by  fly-snrftce-fishlng,  which  extends  In  Ontario  and  Quebec  from  aoth  April  to 
41st  August. 

It  is  believed  that  much  good  has  atanady  been  accomplished  by  the  recent  Act  fnr  the  protection 
of  Insectivorous  birds.  By  its  provisions  it  is  made  unlawftil  to  kill  or  snare  between  the  1st  March 
and  Ist  August,  any  kind  of  bird  whatsoever  except  Xagles,  Falcons,  Hawks,  Wild  Pigeons,  Klng- 
flshers.  Crews  and  Bavens.   This  Act  applies  to  both  Ontario  and  Quebec. 

Niw  BnuNtwiox. 
The  law  In  this  Provtnee  is  very  strict  as  regards  Moose,  the  only  game  laws  of  the  Province 
being  those  relating  to  the  protection  of  Moose  and  Partridge.   The  close  season  only  extends  from 
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lat  rebruary  to  lit  May;  fine  §40,  and  any  one  la  empowered  to  kill  any  dog  found  hunting  witbin 
the  prohibited  time.  Mo  one  It  allowed  to  kill  more  than  two  Mooao  within  a  period  of  13  montbt ;

The  prohlbltiona  reapecting  the  killing  of 
Cow  Mooae,  and  the  limitation  of  the  number  allowed  to  be  killed  haye  been  removed.  Pheaianti 
are  not  allowed  to  be  killed.  The  export  of  Mooie  and  Cariboo  hldu  ia  prohibited ;  line  fh>m  fao  to 
|M,  and  fbrfiiture  of  the  game  or  hidea.  Otten.  MInka,  and  Muikrata  are  not  allowed  to  be  killed 
between  the  lit  May  and  lat  November,  under  a  penalty  of  |8.  It  ia  abaelutely  fi>rbldden  to  kill 
Bobini,  Swallowi,  Sparrowa,  Ao.,  and  blrdi  of  tong.   Penalty  |l  Ibr  each  bird  ao  killed. 

fhe  anomaly  of  the  Oame  Lawi  being  dealt  with  by  the  varioua  Provtneea  In  detail  It  itriklngly 
apparent  when  the  dote  leMoni  are  conaldered,  e.  g. :  In  Ontario  the  legal  time  for  killing  Deer  endt 
on  the  lit  Dec. ;  but  in  Quebec  it  ia  lawftil  to  kill  until  the  lit  Feb;  The  tame  with  regard  to  Ducn ; 
In  Ontario  the  aportaman  it  debarred  flrom  knocking  thrm  over  after  the  lit  March ;  but  hit  Quebec 
brother  can  pop  away  at  them  until  the  aoth  May ;  and  to  in  other  Inatanoea.  Thit  caniei,  and  will 
continue  to  cauae,  a  great  deal  of  uouble  to  tecure  convictioDt  againat  parMea  far  illegally  killing 
game.  Thete  Provincee  1>elng  only  aeparated  by  the  Blver  Ottawa,  makea  it  difficult  to  establlah  the 
Act  of  the  illegal  killing.  Would  it  not  be  well  to  have  •  convention  of  iportamen,  agree  on  dote 
aeaaona  that  would  anawer  fbr  all  the  Provlncea,  and  preaa  the  adoption  of  them  In  their  rcapectlve 
LegUlatoreeT  Of  couiae.  there  are  difficultlet  In  the  way;  but  theao  could  eaaily  be  got  over  If 
aportimen  would  only  approach  them  in  a  candid  and  conciliatory  tplitt.

The  Oame  Lawt  of  Prince  Edward  Iiland,  Newfoundland  and  Britlih  Columbia  are  lUlI  u  given 
in  the  7ear  Booh  tat  1868,  page  91. 
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To  place  the  buiineii  of  Iniurance  in  Canada  on  a  tounder  batit  than  It  haa  heretofore  occupied, 
and  to  obtain  ttatlitlct  reipectlng  the  nature  and  extent  thereof.  Parliament  haa  patted  an  Act 
relating  to  the  tubject  (31  Tie.  cap.  48*),  wbich  came  into  operation  on  the  Itt  of  Auguit  laat,  under 
which  all  Iniurance  Companiea  muit  obtain  a  Ucenie  befbre  doing  bnaineaa. 

To  obtain  a  llcenie,  Tire,  Lift,  Acddent,  Guarantee,  or  Inland  Marine  Iniurance  Companiea  mutt 
drpoait  at  leaat  990,000  with  the  M.  F.,  but  Canadian  companiea  may  make  the  depoalt  in  three  Inatal* 
menta.  They  mutt  make  it  fi>r  each  branch  of  buainen,  except  when  accident  ia  combined  with  life. 
vuX  inland  marine  with  fire  bualneat.  The  depotlt  it  to  bear  Interett  at  6  per  cent,  being  placed  in 
the  Government  hooka  aa  "Dominion  Stock."  In  catea  where  a  company'a  depotlt  ia  leia  than 
tlO(M>^(  It  mutt  depotlt  yearly  the  amount  of  Ita  premiuma,  leti  85  per  cent  fbr  office  expenaea, 
and  leat  the  loiaea  paid,  (excepting  thoie  which  ^confine  their  builneia  to  the  Province  In  which  they 
were  or  are  Incorporated,)  and  alao  add  the  interett  ou  the  amount  depoaited  until  it  reachea  that  ram. 
Tbia  rule  ^^pliea  to  Canadian  companiea  only  after  the  three  yean  allowed  for  pajrment  by  Inatal- 
menta.  The  depotita  of  Canadian  teonritiea  already  made  by  fire  companiea  ahall  count  aa  part  of 
thia  depotlt,  and  other  aeouritiea  depoaited  by  them  under  previoui  Acta  may  be  held  fvr  two  year*  aa 
part  of  it,  the  Oovemment  leoeiving  the  interett  ai  Inereaae  of  depoalt.  She  depealt  fbr  other  kinda 
of  iniurance  butineia  may  be  pretcribed  by  the  M.  of  T.  Brltiih  or  Ibreign  companiea  whoae  eharttra 
do  not  allow  them  to  inveit  in  Canadian  aecuritlea.  may  make  the  depoalt  in  rach  aecnrltiea  aa  Qiay  be 
a  legal  Inveatment,  at  the  current  market  rate,  and  making  good  any  ftatur*  depreciation,  which  may 
bo  held  fl)r  three  yean,  thla  time  being  allowed  them  to  get  diaabllng  ^'^  or  by-lawa  repealed ;  but 
at  the  expiration  of  theae  three  yean  rach  aecuritlea  mut  be  replaced  by  calb,  or  the  lieenao  returned. 
The  Intereit  on  the  depoalt,  when  complete,  la  paid  over  to  the  companiea,  nnleaa  notice  of  a 
Jndgmeat  or  order  of  a  court  to  the  contrary  be  made  known  to  the  Beoetver  General.

making  lerrlc*  of  prooeas  on  him  legal  m  agBlnit  the  Co.  Kotice  of  llcenM  mutt  be  publlihed  by  the 
Oompftny.  Krery  foreign  company  mait  have  at  least  llOU.MO  unimpaired  capital,  of  which  the 
tfepocit  may  form  part.  The  penalty  for  doing  bnainess  without  a  license  Is  ll.OOO  for  each  act.  Full 
annual  statements  of  business  are  to  be  made,  and  published  In  the  CbiMMia  QtuutU.  Certain  Kngllsh 
eompanies,  with  a  deposit  of  ilM.OOO,  are  dispensed  from  making  a  part  of  tho  statement.  If  a 
company  fltll  to  pay  an  undisputed  claim  witbin  80  days  after  loss,  or  one  disputed  within  30  days 
after  Judgment  and  olhr  of  discbarge,  It  Is  to  be  reckoned  insolvent ;  and  tho  M.  F.,  on  notice  thereof, 
may  apply  deposits  to  payment  of  risks  under  order  of  the  courts.  Licenses  are  forflelted  by  negleet  to 
mAke  the  required  deposits  or  by  InsoWency.  Mutual  Insurance  companies  mnst  register  themselTes 
with  the  M.  of  F.,  and  If  they  receive  cash  or  part  cash  premiums  In  place  of  premium  notes,  they 
must  deposit  one-third  of  such  premiums  until  they  reach  a  sum  equal  to  the  average  for  three  yean 
either  ef  their  annual  cash  premiums  or  of  their  losses,  the  deposit  Is  U>r  the  boneflt  of  Canadian 
policy  holJers,  except  In  the  case  of  mutual  companies,  which  must  state  'be  fhct  of  Its  being  A>r  the 
general  benefit  of  all  policy  holders  In  all  their  returns.

During  the  year  1867  there  were  Issued  for  agricultural  purposes  1,827  grants,  contat.ilng  SCS  acres 
1  rood,  and  20  perches.  Besides  this,  31  licenses  for  occupation  were  Issued,  covering  648  acres.  It 
will  be  seen  by  this  that  the  holdlnga  In  Newfoundland  are  small  In  sixe— varying  fl-om  half  an  acre  to, 
about  30  acres.  The  price  paid  appears  to  be  about  so  cents  an  acre.  Increased  ac  .vlty  In  selecting 
and  cultivating  land  la  this  year  reported,  and,  no  doubt,  with  such  a  fine  cash  market  at  hand  aa 
there  Is  In  Newfoundland,  stock  and  aheep  farming,  and  the  raising  of  coarse  grains,  for  which  the  aoll 
and  cUmate  are  suitable,  would  be  highly  profitable. 

Nino  granta  wore  made  to  work  copper  and  lead  mines. 

TWelva  applications  for  licenses  to  search  for  minerals  were  granted  i  eight  others  remaining 
over  to  await  the  doolslon  of  the  Imperial  Oovernment  on  "  the  Vrench  shore  question." 

The  French  possess  treaty  rights  to  fish  upon  the  greater  part  of  the  northern  and  western  coasta 
of  Newfoundland.  Upon  the  plea  that  persons  residing  on  tb*  shore  would  Interfore  with  the 
fisheries,  they  have  claimed  the  right  to  prevent  occupation,  'fit.  'ome  Government,  without 
admitting  these  claims,  have  forbidden  the  Island  govemmenv  u  u  granting  land  or  Itcenaos  to 
search  for  minerals.   Thla  part  of  the  Island  Is  now  believed  to  be  rich  In  minerals. 

The  OoTemor  of  Newfoundland  on  a  recent  visit  to  Bngland.  Is  supposed  to  have  succeeded  In 
getting  tha  restrictions  removed,  but  the  Duke  of  Buoklngharo  (Secretary  for  the  Colonies)  wants  to 
impose  soma  tcstrlotlona  which  Mr.  Carter,  the  Premier  of  Kc  wfonndland,  is  not  disposed  to  assent 
to.  The  matter  may  have  to  await  for  an  lasna  ftkvonral'le  to  the  natural  righta  of  the  aettlera— 
the  union  af  tha  Island  with  Canada.

They  have  84  miles  of  sub- 
marine cable  between  Port  an  Basque  (Nfld.)  and  Aspy  Bay.  (C.  B.) ;  also  10  miles  between  Cape 
Tormentlae  (N.  B.)  and  Cape  Traverse  (P.  B.  I.)  They  submerged  also,  In  the  (Ul  of  1867.  a  cable 
between  Placentto  (Nfid.)  and  Sydney.  (0.  B.) 

Sn-Teyon  are  at  present  engaged  In  laying  cat  a  Una  ftor  a  proposed  railway  between  8t  John'a 
and  St.  George's  Bay.  It  Is  thonght  tfiat  this  will  be  an  Important  link  In  the  "  short  ocean  rente** 
between  Xnrope  and  America,  via  Holyhead,  (Xngland.)

Prince  Edward  Islani  1b  about  MOmtles  In  length,  and  34  In  greatest  breadth.  lU  coaata  ara  bo 
imieh  Indented  by  bays  that  no  part  of  the  Island  Is  more  than  10  mites  from  salt  water.  Its  area  is 
^Liao  square  miles.  It  has  a  greatly  undulating  surAce,  n  >  part  being  In  any  way  mountainous :  and 
lis  soil  Is  all  arable,  no  part  being  rocky.  Its  climate  Is  not  quite  so  cold  In  winter  or  warm  In  snmme 
as  that  of  the  Province  of  Quebec.  All  the  coarse  grains  grow  well ;  wheat  with  difficulty :  com  does 
not  ripen. 

The  population  of  the  Island  was,  in  1861, 40,880  males,  and  39,977  females ;  total,  80,867.  There  an 
now.  probably,  about  93  OOD  people  residing  there.

100  vessels,  averaging  25U  tons  each,  are  annually  built.  The  timber  iB  chiefly  porobaBed  in  New

BRITISH    COLUMBIA. 


British  Columbia  consists  of  two  parts— Vancouver's  Island,  11,872  square  miles,  and  the  mainland 
290,000  square  miles. 

No  censnc  has  been  taken,  but  the  population  of  the  two  parts  together  Is  about  29,000  whites  and 
Chinese,  and  33,000  Indians. 

The  revenue  Is  about  $300,000,  and  the  expenditure  somewhat  more,  rtr  annum. 

The  debt  Is  something  under  f  IiSOOiOOO,  principally  Incurred  in  making  roads,  which  are  owned  by 
Qovemment,  which  collects  the  tolls. 

The  Oover  ment  consists  of  tho  Governor  and  a  nominate  Executive  and  Legislative  Oonncll. 

The  Imports  are  about  $5,310,000,  and  the  exports.  Including  t3,000,000  to  $4,000,000  of  gold,  about 
the  same. 

The  distance  fh>m  Halifax,  Nova  Scot'a,  to  Victoria.  Vancouver's  Island,  the  capital  of  Brltiah 
Colnnibia,  Is  about  4,300  miles  by  the  vaM->ys  and  mountain  passes. 

The  climate  of  Vancouver's  Island  Is  milder  than  that  of  Canada— that  of  the  mainland  not  vciy 
dlflkrent.

MONTREAL    OCEAN    STEAMSHIP    COMPANY. 


The  Montreal  Ocean  Steamship  Company  is  now  one  of  the  largest  steamship  companies  in  tht 
world— the  Cunard  and  perhaps  the  West  India  Royal  Mail  and  the  Peninsular  and  Oriental  being, 
we  believe,  the  only  ones  equal  to  it.    The  Inman  Company,  we  think,  comes  next. 

The  Montreal  Ocean  Stea.nship  Company  was  formed  in  1853 ;  the  first  trip  to  Canada  was 
made  in  1854,  but  the  regular  mail  service  only  commenced  in  1856.  It  was  then  fortnightly,  but  in 
1859  it  was  made  weekly,  and  so  continues.  _  Each  year,  especially  of  late,  has  seen  a  considerable 
addition  to  its  fleet ;  each  year  a  dimunution  in  the  average  length  of  the  ocean  passasjes  of  its  magni- 
ficent vessels.    Its  magnitude  aed  success  should  be  a  source  of  pride  to  every  Canadian. 

The  individuals  forming  the  Company  are  now  the  owners  of  thirty  sailing  ships  of  an  aggregate 
of  a6,ooo  tons.  Of  these,  nine  are  built  of  iron,  the  remainder  of  wood,  and  they  trade  to  all  parts  of 
the  world.  They  keep  constantly  in  their  employ  about  4,500  men,  thus  being  the  means  of  support 
for  about  33,000  people,  besides  the  large  number  of  persons  constantly  engaged  in  building  new 
vessels  and  repainng  others.  The  capital  of  the  Company  in  steamships,  tenders,  lighters,  work- 
ahops  and  plant,  may  be  estimated  at  #9,000,000.

HIS  EXCELLENCY  THE  GOVERNOR  GENERAL  IN  COUNCIL. 


N  the  recominend.ition  of  the  Honourable  the  Minister  'of  Customs,  and  in  pursuance  of  the 
provisions  of  the  nth  Section  of  the  Act  31  Vic.  Cap.  6,  intituled :  "An  Act  respecting  the  Customs," 
His  Excellency  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to  order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered,  that  the  following 
Regulations  respecting  the  Coasting  Trade  of  the  Domiuion,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  adopted 
and  established.

COASTING  REGULATIONS. 

I.  Vessels  and  Boats  employed  solely  in  the  transport  of  Goods  or  Passengers  from  one  Port  or 
place  to  another  Port  or  place  within  the  limits  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
engaged  in  the  Coatting  Trade,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  Regulations  governing  the  sa.-r«. 

a.  None  but  British  registered  Vessels  and  Boats,  wholly  owned  by  British  subjects,  can  lawiui'y 
be  engaged  in  the  Coasting  Trade  ot  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  the  names  of  such  Vessels  or 
Boats  and  the  names  of  their  Ports  of  Registry,  shall  be  distinctly  painted  on  the  stem  of  the  said 
Vessels  or  Boats. 

3.  Such  Vessels  and  Boats,  may,  without  being  subject  to  entry,  or  clearance,  as  required  by  law, 
for  Vessels  trading  between  Ports  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  as  well  as  with  Foreign  Ports,  carry 
goods  the  produce  of  Canada,  or  goods  duty  free,  or  goodj  duty  paid  or  passengers  from  any  Ports  or 
places  in  the  Provinces  of  Ontario  and  Quebec,  to  any  otber  Ports  or  places  in  the  said  Provinces,  or 
from  any  Porta  or  places  in  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  to  any  Ports  or  places  in  the  said 
Province,  or  from  any  Ports  or  places  in  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  10  any  Ports  or  places  in  the 
said  Province,  provided  always  that  the  owners  or  masters  of  such  Vessels  or  Boats,  shall  take  out  a 
license  for  the  season  for  that  purpose  from  a  Collector  of  Customs  in  Canada,  and  that  the  owners  or 
masters  in  taking  out  the  said  license  shall  enter  into  Bonds  of  |soo,  conditioned  that  such  Vessels  or 
Boats  shall  not  be  employed  in  the  Foreign  Trade,  and  provided  also  that  the  Master  of  every  such 
Vessel  or  Boat  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  a  Cargo  Book  in  the  form  prescrbed  by  the  Customs 
Department,  to  be  registered  by  the  Collector  of  Customs  who  granted  the  Ucense,  in  which  Book 
shall  be  entered  at  the  Port  of  lading,  an  account  of  all  goods  taken  on  board  of  such  Vessel  or 
Boat,  stating  the  description  of  the  packages,  the  quantities,  the  descriptions  and  values  of  the  goods 
therein,  as  also  of  the  goods  stowed  loose,  and  the  names  of  the  respective  Shippers  and  Consignees, 
as  far  as  any  of  such  particulars  shall  be  known  to  him :  and  at  the  Port  of  diacharge  shall  be  entered 
in  the  said  Cargo  Book,  the  respective  days  upon  which  any  such  goods  shall  be  delivered  out  of  such 
Vessel  and  also  the  respective  times  of  departure  from  the  Port  of  lading  and  cf  arrival  at  the  Port  of 
unlading. 

4.  The  Master  of  any  such  Vessel  or  Boat  shall  produce  his  license  and  Cargo  Book  to  any  Officer 
of  Customs,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  demanded,  and  answer  all  questions  put  to  him,  and  such 
Officer  of  Customs  shall  be  at  liberty  to  note  any  remark  on  the  Cargo  Book  which  he  may  deem 
proper ;  and  if  the  Cargo  Book  shall  not  be  kept  in  the  manner  hereby  required,  and  the  particulars 
of  all  Cargo  laden  and  unladen,  duly  noted  therein,  the  goods  and  vessel  shall  be  forfeited,  and  the 
Master  shall  incur  the  penalty  of  f  100. 

5.  Before  any  coasting  Vessel  or  Boat  shall  depart  from  any  Port  of  lading  in  any  one  of  the  Pro- 
vinces of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  for  any  other  Port  in  the  said  Dominion,  not  in  the  said  Province 
of  departure,  an  account  or  report  with  a  duplicate  thereof,  in  the  form  or  to  the  effect  following,  and 
signed  by  the  Master,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Collector,  who  shal'  ntain  the  duplicate  and  return  the 
original  account  or  report  dated  and  signed  by  him :  and  such  account  or  report  shall  be  the  clearance 
of  the  Vessel  or  Boat  for  the  voyage  and  the  transire  or  pass  for  the  goods  expressed  therein,  except 
for  goods  under  Bond  or  goods  liable  to  Excise  or  Internal  Revenue  duty,  which  shall  quire  the 
entries  and  warrants  for  landing  to  be  signed  by  the  proper  Officers  as  required  by  law,  and  if  any  such 
account  or  report  be  false,  the  master  who  signed  it  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  $100.

6.  Within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  arrivalof  any  coasting  Vessel  or  Boat  at  the  Port  of 
discharge,  which  requires  a /ra«j/)v  as  above  described,  and  before  any  poods  shall  be  unladen,  the 
transire  with  the  name  of  the  place  or  wharf  where  the  lading  )!>  to  be  discharged,  noted  thereon,  shall 
be  delivered  to  theCollector,  who  shall  note  thereon  the  date  of  the  delivery  :  and  if  any  ofthe  goods  on 
board  such  Coasting  Vessel  or  Boat  shall  be  subject  to  any  Customs  duty,  the  same  shall  not  be 
unladen  until  due  entry  hts  been  made  at  the  Custom  House  and  a  warrant  granted  for  the  landing 
thereof;  and  if  any  of  the  goods  on  board  such  Vessel  or  Boat  be  subject  to  any  duty  of  Excise  or 
Internal  Revenue,  the  same  shall  not  be  unladen  without  the  authority  or  permission  of  the  proper 
Officer  of  Excise  ;  but  no  entry  shall  be  required  at  the  Custom  House  for  any  goods  brought  coast- 
wise, the  produce  ofCanada,  or  goods  on  which  the  duties  whether  of  Customs  or  Excise  have  already 
been  paid  or  which  are  duty  free. 

7.  Vessels  and  Boats  employed  in  the  coasting  trade  and  that  shall  not  have  taV'n  out  a  license 
for  carrying  goods,  and  obtained  a  Car^o  Book  ni^  above  provided,  shall  report  inwards  .  id  outwards 
at  the  nearesc  port  to  their  place  of  arrival  or  destination,  and  require  cleartnccs  whenever  they  depart 
from  any  port  or  place  within  the  Dominion  ofCanada,  and  in  default  of  their  so  reporting  the  Vessel 
or  Cargo,  the  Master  shall  in  such  cases  be  subject  to  the  penalty  of  $100  for  departing  and  arriving 
without  due  entry  inwards  or  outwards  as  the  case  may  be  :  Provided  that  when  a  ycsse'  shall  sail  from 
any  place  where  there  is  no  Custom  House,  orOfficer  of  Customs,  it  shall  be  sufficient  for  the  carrying 
out  of  this  regulation  that  the  owner  or  Master  of  such  Vessel,  do,  as  soon  afterwards  as  possible, 
forward  to  the  nearest  Custom  House  a  similar  report  in  duplicate,  or  lodge  the  same  at  the  first  Port 
at  which  he  shall  touch  where  there  is  a  Custom  House  OiScer, 

8.  Goods  under  a  removal  Bond  from  one  Canadian  Port  to  aitother  Canadian  Port,  may  be 
carried  in  any  British  registered  Vessel  or  Boat,  trading  coastwise  with  a  proper  license  and  Cargo 
i^ook  upon  such  goods  being  properly  entered  in  the  Cargo  Book  and  in  the  account  or  transire,  m 
dt'plicate,  the  Collector  at  the  Port  from  which  such  goods  are  removed,  being_  required  to  forward  by 
ma.'l  to  the  Collector  of  the  Port  for  which  the  goods  are  destined,  aM  the  particulars  and  description 
of  the  goods  so  forwarded,  and  the  packages  shall  be  properly  marked  in  red  as  now  provided,  but  no 
goodt  under  Bond  shall  be  carried  in  any  Coasting  Vessel  or  Boat  until  the  Master  nas  delivered  an 
accou  it  in  duplicate  or  transire  to  the  Collector  of  Customs  at  the  Port  of  lading. 

9.  No  Coasting  Vessel  to  touch  at  anv  Foreign  Port  unless  forced  by  unavoidable  circumstances, 
and  the  Master  of  any  Coasting  Vessel  or  iBoat  which  hastouched  at  any  foreign  Port,  shall  declare  the 
same  in  writing  under  his  own  hand,  to  the  Collector  or  other  proper  Officer  of  Customs  at  the  Port, 
or  place  in  Canada  where  hi.i  Vessel  or  Boat  afterwards  first  arrives,  under  a  penalty  of  fiioo.     , 

13.  If  any  goods  are  unshipped  from  any  Vessel  or  Boat  arriving  coastwise,  or  unship|ied  or 
water  borne  to  be  shipped  to  be  carried  coastwise  on  Sundays  or  Holidays,  or  unless  in  the  presence 
or  with  the  authority  of  the  proper  Officer  of  Customs,  or  unless  at  such  times  and  places  as  shall  be 
appointed  and  approved  by  him  for  that  purpose ;  the  same  shall  be  forfeited,  and  the  Master  of  the 
Vessel  cr  Boat  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  f  100. 

11.  Officers  of  Customs  may  board  any  Coasting  Vessel  or  Boat  in  any  Pr  I  v'  place,  and  at  any 
period  of  the  voyage  search  her,  and  examine  all  the  goods  on  board,  and  ^emin-.t)  .'>ii  the  documents 
which  ought  to  Ix:  on  board;  and  the  Collector  may  require  such  documents  (.0  b<  bn^ight  to  him  for 
inspection. 

12.  No  Fishing  Bo3t  or  Boat  used  in  Fe«Tj"ing  under  15  tons  burthen,  shn'l,  except  by  special 
license  or  permission,  carry  nny  goods  froir.  .1  foreign  country,  which  are  liable  To  rtuty,  under  pain  of 
seizure,  unless  the  same  (in  the  case  of  Ferry  Boats,)  be  for  the  sole  use  nf  some  passenger  then  on  board. 

13.  No  goods  can  be  carrried  in  any  Coasting  Vessel  or  Boat,  except  such  as  are  laden  to  be  so 
carried  at  some  Port  or  place  in  Canada,  and  no  goods  shall  be  taken  into  or  put  out  of  any  Coasting 
Vessel  or  Boat  while  on  her  voyage  by  River,  Lake  or  Sea. 

14.  The  transire  coastwise  re>.M'ired  by  these  regulations,  may,  in  the  case  of  any  Steam  Vessel 
carrying  a  Purser,  be  signed  by  such  Purser  with  the  like  effect  iii  all  respects,  and  subject  to  the  like 
penalty  on  the  Purser,  and  the  like  forfeiture  of  the  goods,  in  case  of  any  untrue  statement  in  the 
transire,  as  if  the  transire  was  signed  by  the  Master ;  and  the  word  Master  for  the  purposes  of  these 
regulations  shall  be  construed  as  including  the  Purser  of  any  Steam  Vessel ;  but  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  preclude  the  Collector  or  proper  Officer  of  Customs  from  calling  upon  the  Master  of  any 
Steam  Vessel  to  answer  all  such  questions  concerning  the  vessel,  passengers,  cargo,  and  crew,  as 
might  be  lawfully  demanded  of  him  if  the  report  had  been  made  by  him,  or  to  exempt  the  Master 
from  the  penalties  imposed  by  these  regulations  for  failure  to  answer  any  such  question,  or  for 
answering  untruly,  or  to  prevent  the  Master  from  making  such  report,  if  he  shall  see  fit  so  to  do. 

15.  The  Coasting  Regulations  of  the  late  Province  of  Canada  dated  the  lath  April,  1861,  Snd  all 
regulations  heretofore  existing  in  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick  or  Nova  Scotia  in  reference  to 
Coasting  in  any  of  the  said  Provinces  are  hereby  repealed.

I.— The  following  Po»t  Office  SavinRH  Banks  are  onen  daily  for  the  receipt  and  repayment  of 
depotiti,  during  the  ordinary  hours  of  Post  Office  business. 

3,— The  direct  security  of  the  Dominion  is  given  by  the  statute  for  all  deposits  made. 

3,— Any  person  may  have  a  deposit  nccount,  a  id  may  deposit  yearly  any  number  of  dollars,  froia 
|i  up  to  (300,  or  more,  with  the  permission  of  the  I'ostmaster  General. 

4.— A  depositor  in  any  one  of  the  Savings  Bank  Post  Offices  may  continue  his  deposits  at  any 
other  of  such  offices  in  the  list,  without  notice  or  change  uf  Past  Book,  and  can  withdraw  his  money 
at  that  Savings  Bank  Office  which  ismost  convenient  to  him. 

5. — Each  depositor  is  supplied  with  a  Pass  Book,  which  is  to  be  produced  to  the  Postmaster  every 
time  the  depositor  pays  in  or  withdraws  money,  and  the  sums  paid  in  or  withdrawn  are  entered  therein 
by  the  Postmaster  receiving  or  paying  the  same. 

6  — Every  depositor's  account  is  kept  in  the  Postmaster  General's  Office  in  Ottawa,  and,  in 
addition  to  the  Postmaster's  receipt  in  the  Pass  Book,  a  dirtit  achnouiUdgimtnt  from  ik»  Pott- 
MuuUr  Gtturaljpr  each  tumttudin  is  sent  te  the  depositor. 

7.— When  a  depositor  wishes  to  withdraw  money,  lie  can  do  so  by  applying  to  the  Postmaster 
General,  who  will  send  him  by  return  maM  a  cheque  for  the  amount,  payable  at  Whatever  Savings 
Bank  Post  Office  the  depositor  may  have  named  in  his  application. 

8. — Interest  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent,  per  annum  is  allowed  on  deposits  in  the  ordinary  PaM 
Book  deposit  account,  and  the  interest  is  added  to  the  principal  on  the  3otn  June  in  each  year, 

SPECIAL   DEPOSIT  ACCOUNT. 

9.— Any  depositor  who  has  $100  at  hit  credit  in  his  Pass  Book,  or  ordinary  account,  may  requett 
the  Postmaster  General  to  transfer  that  sum  to  a  special  account,  and  will  then  receive  from  the  Post- 
master Ger.eral  a  certificate  of  special  deposit  for  each  |iao  so  transferred.  These  certificates  bear 
5  per  cen'..  interest,  and  are  redeemable  on  such  previous  notice  as  may  be  thereon  expressed.  When 
rep»v''<ent  is  required,  the  %\oo  will  be  repaid  to  the  depositor  at  any  Savings  Bank  Post  Office  whicr> 
he  niay  name. 

JO.— PostiP^aters  are  forbidden  by  law  to  disclose  the  name  of  any  depositor,  or  the  amount  of 
any  sum  deposited  or  withdrawn. 

II.— No  charge  is  made  to  depositors  on  paying  in  or  drawing  out  money,  nor  for  Pass  Books, 
nor  for  postage  on  communications  with  the  Postmaster  General  in  relation  to  their  deposits. 

1 3.— The  Postmaster  General  is  alwaj^a  ready  to  receive  and  attend  to  all  applicationSjj:ompla!ntt, 
or  other  communications  addressed  to  him  by  depositors  or  others,  relative  to  Post  Office  Savings 
Bank  business.
